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Manager  of  Utilities  Calendar  Items: 


Mr.  Kirkwood  presented  the  first  copy  of  "Muni  Memo"  prepared 
by  Ben  Gaines  and  Bill  Simons.    These  are  to  be  issued  every 
two  months,  sent  to  employees  and  placed  in  the  *'Take  One*' 
boxes  on  Municipal  Railway  equipment. 

He  also  reported  that  the  findings  of  fact  re  the  Canyon  Power 
Project  had  been  transmitted  to  the  solicitor  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior  by  Dyer  Justice  Taylor,  special  hearing 
officer.    The  special  hearing  was  held  in  San  Francisco  in 
September.    Mr.  Taylor's  recommendation  was  favorable  toward 
San  Francisco.    The  schedule  for  obtaining  a  permit  from  the 
present  administration  is  extremely  tight.    We  are  hopeful 
that  the  matter  will  be  quickly  processed  and  the  present 
administration  will  act  before  leaving  office. 

Mr.  Lloyd  stated  that  the  decision  was  the  hearing  officer's 
recommendation,  and  that  we  are  hopeful  that  the  Secretary  of 
Interior  will  take  recomfflendatia)n  of  his  own  staff  in  this 
matter.    Commissioner  Roden  asked  if  there  was  a  time  limit 
in  wh^ch  opponents  must  file.    Mr.  Lloyd  answered  fifteen 
days,  which  wo^ild  bring  the  time  very  close  to  January  20th. 


Departmental  Report: 

Airport  Department  Monthly  Report,  Belford  Brown  reporting. 

Mr.  Brown  reported  that  he  was  well  satisfied  with  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Airport  Automobile  Parking  lots  over  the  holidays. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  made  note  of  the  recent  newspaper 
stories  relative  to  West  Coast  Terminals  for  foreign  air 
carriers  and  asked  Mr.  Brown  if  it  were  possible  to  obtain  an 
origin  and  destination  study  of  passengers  enplaning  and 
deplaning  at  Los  Angeles  and  San  Francisco.  Commissioner 
Greenberg  also  emphasized  the  need  for  more  publicity  on  the 
fact  that  the  Airport  is  financially  self-supporting.

Commissioner  Baron  announced  that  his  term  as  a  Public 
Utilities  Commissioner  having  just  about  terminated,  he 
wished  to  say  it  has  been  a  great  pleasure -serving  with  the 
Commission  and  staff,  and  he  wished  everyone  continuing 
success.

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Monthly  Report  of  the  Manager,  Airport  Department 

to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  January  3,  1961 

Traffic : 

The  traffic  statistics  for  the  first  five  months  of  this  current  fiscal 
year,  as  compared  to  the  same  period  in  1959,  it  would  seem  could  be  symbolic 
also  of  the  continuing,  steady  growth  that  has  been  made  in  1960  in  developing, 
expanding  and  augmenting  the  land,  the  terminal  complex,  and  other  facilities 
at  San  Francisco  International  Airport.  ^ 

Although  the  dramatic  change-over  from  piston  to  jet  powered  aircraft 
has  not  increased  the  number  of  airline  arrivals  and  departures,  originating  and 
terminating  passenger  volume  for  this  five-month  period  totalled  2,097,971,  for 
an  increase  of  11,1%  over  the  same  period  of  last  year;  express  and  freight 
pounds  totalled  50,413,698,  an  increase  of  3.17,,  and  total  mail  carried  by  air 
jumped  22%  over  the  number  of  pounds  carried  last  year. 

The  traffic  report  for  Ndvember,  1960  showed  a  slight  decline  in  air 
carrier  aircraft  arrivals  and  departures--ll,818— or  1.9%  less  than  in  November, 
1959.    Passengers  in  and  out  were  1.9%  less,  but  San  Francisco  origination  and 
termination  passengers  were  up  4.4%  to  350,131  for  November,  I960. 

In  a  recent  report  received  from  the  Airport  Operators  Council  covering 
air  traffic  activities  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1960,  as  compiled  from 
Federal  Aviation  Agency  sources,  San  Francisco  International  Airport  ranked  5th 
in  the  nation,  accounting  for  3.59%  of  the  total  U.S.  domestic  traffic, 
following  New  York,  Chicago,  Los  Angeles  and  Washington.    We  ranked  10th  in 
the  nation  for  air  carrier  movements,  11th  in  total  itinerant  movements,  and 
13th  in  total  aircraft  operations.    It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  passengers 
per  plane  amounted  to  31.9  at  San  Francisco,  compared  to  31.0  at  New  York, 
27*7  at  Chicago,  33.9  at  Los  Angeles,  and  18,9  at  Washington. 

All  of  the  above  statistics,  as  reported  by  the  Federal  Aviation 
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Agency,  include  only  domestic  inter-state  movements  and  passengers,  and  do  not 
include  international  nor  intranstate  air  traffic. 

Indeed,  the  progress  made  this  past  year,  and  particularly,  our  plans 
for  the  coming  year,  may  bring  us  even  closer  to  a  recent  prediction  by  the 
Dallas  Chamber  of  Commerce,  in  a  special  study,  that  San  Francisco  will  eventually 
become  a  "jet  city"  and  a  "super  center"  of  American  business. 

San  Francisco  Airport,  with  approximately  75  scheduled  jet  movements 
per  day  now  ranks  fourth  in  the  nation  in  jet  service,  and  we  know  that  jet 
flights  are  destined  to  have  a  major  effect  upon  the  growth  prospects  of  cities 
that  qualify  as  the  nation's  major  hubs  for  domestic  jet  service. 
Financial  Situation; 

During  the  first  five  months  of  this  fiscal  year.  Airport  total  revenue 
amounted  to  $2,622,785,  which  was  $226,676  in  excess  of  the  budget  estimate  of 
revenues  for  that  period.    Expenditures  and  encumbrances  are  slightly  below 
budgeted  allotments. 

Airport  administration  has  developed  and  put  into  effect  many  changes 
and  innovations  as  a  result  of  this  continuing  growth.    Some  developments  are 
currently  in  the  process  of  being  accomplished,  some  have  already  taken  place 
in  the  past  year  and  others  are  still  in  various  stages  of  investigation  and 
planning. 

Sound  Abatement  Center  Formed : 

Acutely  conscious  of  the  problems  created  by  the  advent  of  jet  trans- 
portation at  San  Francisco's  Airport,  a  Sound  Abatement  Center  was  formed,  dedi- 
cated to  a  three-fold  program  of  receiving,  studying  and  evaluating  all  complaints 
originating  in  neighboring  communities;  proposing  methods  of  alleviating  the 
sound  problem;  and  conducting  a  program  of  public  education  designed  to  report 
progress  made  in  sound  abatement  procedures  both  locally  and  throughout  the  U.S.

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SFIA  Experiments  in  Runway  Lighting; 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  Airport  Department,  the  Institute  of 
Traffic  and  Engineering  of  the  University  of  California  and  the  Federal  Aviation 
Agency  conducted  experiments  in  connection  with  the  lighting  of  runways  and  taxi- 
ways  as  an  aid  to  flight  operations,  particularly  during  inclement  weather  con- 
ditions.   As  a  result  of  this  experiment  and  research,  other  major  airports,  the 
military  and  governmental  agencies,  are  also  considering  the  installation  of  these 
pancake- type  lights  on  taxlways  and  runways. 
Crash-Rescue  Equipment  for  Fire  Department; 

Three  new  special  pieces  of  equipment  were  added  to  the  Airport's  Fire 
Department  for  usp.  in  fire  prevention  and  crash-rescue  work.    Tl.e  units,  when 
combinadj  are  capable  of  supplying  11,000  gallons  of  foam  per  minute  and  are 
considered  the  most  modern  in  service  today. 
Bay  Aviation'^  $?00, 000  Hangar; 

Bay  Aviation  Services,  the  Airport's  fixed  base  operator,  was  granted 
authority  in  March  to  construct  an  aircraft  hangar  at  a  cost  of  not  less  than 
$200,000.    It  was  completed  in  December  and  is  now  fully  operable.    In  addition, 
this  company  will  shortly  transfer  its  entire  operation  to  San  Francisco,  a  move 
involving  some  100  additional  employees. 
Secondary  Lo cations  Inve s tigated  for  Private  Aircraft : 

Considerable  interest  was  generated  during  this  period  in  the  matter  of 
other  suitable  locations  in  the  San  Francisco  area  for  general  aviation  aircraft. 
It  was  reflected  in  a  statement  by  the  FAA  which  disclosed  that  San  Francisco  has 
the  third  most  critical  air  traffic  area  in  the  United  States.    We  are  awaiting 
with  interest  the  report  requested  from  Leigh  Fisher  &  Associates  concerning 
possible  sites  for  handling  private  and  business  aircraft,

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Cargo  Buildings  Nos.  2  and  3  Dedicated; 

Keeping  pace  with  the  increasing  need  for  air  cargo  facilities,  two  new 
buildings  were  completed  that  are  devoted  exclusively  to  the  handling  of  freight 
and  air  cargo.    Constructed  at  a  cost  of  $650,000,  they  have  added  67,000  square 
feet  to  the  32,000  square  feet  of  space  already  provided  by  Cargo  Building  No,  1. 
Airborne  Freight  Corporation's  New  Headquarters; 

Airborne  Freight  held  ground-breaking  ceremonies  in  the  first  part  of 
1960  for  a  new,  two-story  $200,000  headquarters  building  located  on  two  acres  of 
land  at  SFIA.    The  building  is  now  occupied  and  houses  administrative  personnel 
for  the  Airborne  Company  and  its  six  subsidiaries. 
Lufthansa  Inaugurates  San  Francisco-Germany  Jet  Service; 

Lufthansa  German  Airlines,  the  Airport's  newest  foreign  carrier, 
inaujfgurated  jet  flights  from  San  Francisco  to  Frankfurt  on  a  twice-weekly  basis, 
using  Boeing  707-430  Intercontinentals. 
Lease  Arrangements  between  City,  TWA  and  UAL: 

Additional  ticket  counter  facilities  have  been  provided  by  TWA  and  UAL 
on  the  first  floor,  main  terminal  building,  with  approximately  $42,000  invested  in 
equipment  and  construction  by  these  two  airlines. 
Airport  Initiates  Extensive  Traffic  Survey; 

A  contract  was  awarded  to  DeLeuw,  Gather  &  Company  in  June  to  advise  us 
concerning  the  planning  of  the  future  vehicular  traffic  flow  in  the  terminal 
complex  area,  including  plans  for  roadways,  parking,  and  other  vehicular  traffic 
requirements.    We  have  just  received  the  study,  which  discloses  the  basic  facility 
requirements  for  parking  and  traffic  flow  between  now  and  1980.    By  1980  it  is 
expected  that  the  terminal  complex  area  will  require  close-in  parking  for  8,000 
automobiles,  with  a  remote  reservoir  for  an  additional  4,000, 
Helicopter  Service; 

Airport  Administration  has  maintained  a  continuing  interest  in  the 
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feaslbllity  of  regular  helicopter  operation.    Additional  details  concerning  this 
project  will  be  brought  to  the  Commission's  attention  in  mid- January, 
Land  Purchase; 

As  you  know,  we  have  been  working  through  the  Director  of  Property  rela^ 
tive  to  the  acquisition  of  tidelands  south  of  the  present  Airport  boundary.  Just 
recently  the  Director  of  Property  negotiated  with  and  obtained  a  written  offer 
from  Atlantic  Life  Insurance  Company  to  sell  the  city  four  parcels  of  land  totaling 
29,18  acres  needed  as  an  integral  part  of  the  future  Air  Cargo  City  development. 
Industrial  Waste; 

The  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  and  Airport  management  have  been  working 
in  connection  with  the  quali.ty  of  the  drainage  discharge  at  the  Airport.  Meetings 
were  held  during  the  year  with  the  Regional  Water  Pollution  Control  Boards  and 
studies  regarding  the  discharging  of  oil  and  other  contaminants  into  the  waters  of 
San  Francisco  Bay,  through  the  airport  drainage  system,  have  now  been  completed. 

We  have  been  in  close  consultation  with  airport  tenants  to  see  that  all 
the  problems  relating  to  drainage  discharge  may  be  resolved  in  accordance  with  the 
State's  requirements. 
Leases  of  Airport  Land; 

During  the  months  of  November  and  December  five  maintenance  area  leases 
were  under  negotiation  with  various  airlines  and  oil  companies.    Interested  parties 
included  Union  Oil  Company,  Richfield  Oil  Corporation,  Pacific  Southwest  Airlines, 
Pacific  Air  Lines  and  American  Airlines. 
Community  Relations; 

Airport  management  continues  to  meet  and  work  with  the  local  communities 
on  the  use  of  airport  lands  west  of  the  Bayshore  Freeway  and  on  the  construction  of 
a  noise  barrier  at  the  threshold  of  Runway  IR,    We  anticipate  definite  progress 
based  on  recent  reports  pertaining  to  the  actual  use  of  that  land  area.    As  you  know, 
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a  second  look  has  been  given  as  to  the  feasibility  of  multiple  dwelling  units  in 
this  land  parcel,  and  the  several  agencies  and  coinmisslons  concerned  are  attempting 
to  work  out  a  practical  compromise  to  the  problem. 
New  Parking  Lot; 

On  December  1,  the  new  employees'  parking  lot,  located  between  the  Bank 
of  America  building  and  the  Hilton  Inn,  was  put  into  operation  and  has  already  done 
much  to  relieve  the  crowded  conditions  of  the  regular  public  parking  lots  Nos.  1  and 
2.    This  has  been  particularly  noticeable  over  the  past  several  3-day  weekends. 
The  area  will  accommodate  approximately  800  cars. 
Landing  Field  Improvements; 

During  the  past  year  Runway  28R  was  further  extended  200  feet  to  provide 
a  total  take-off  length  of  9,700  feet.    In  addition,  the  program  for  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  runway  and  taxlway  pavement  was  continued.    The  major  reconstruction  work 
was  performed  on  Runway  1R-19L  in  order  to  provide  for  a  smoother  finished  grade 
necessary  for  the  type  of  high  speed  jet  aircraft  using  our  facilities. 

Taxlway  lights  were  Installed  on  Taxlway  B  leading  to  the  south  end  of 
Runway  IR.    Work  on  the  reconstruction  of  the  runway  lighting  system  is  now  in 
progress. 

Fill  Used  on  Two  Runways; 

Fill  was  placed  for  the  500-foot  bay-ward  extension  of  Runway  1R-19L  to 
9,500  feet.    Fill  for  additional  maintenance  base  areas  was  also  in  progress  at  the 
close  of  the  year.    Pland  and  specifications  were  completed  for  the  fill  utilized 
in  the  extension  of  Runway  28L  to  9,500  feet,  and  this  work  should  start  in  the 
spring. 

Pier  E  Parking  Apron; 

Paving  for  the  extension  of  aircraft  parking  apron  adjacent  to  Pier  E 
was  completed  in  1960. 


Roadway  Improvements ; 

The  main  entrance  roadway  to  the  Airport  was  Improved  and  landscaped. 
The  Airport  circulation  road  system  was  extended  with  the  completion  of  pavement 
for  Road  R-3  v^ich  extends  from  San  Bruno  Avenue  to  the  main  entrance  road. 
Terminal  Area  Additions ; 

A  number  of  terminal  building  improvements  were  completed,  including 
the  enlargement  of  the  lobby  floor  restrooms  and  waiting  rooms;  extensive  remodeling 
of  the  fourth  floor;  installation  of  a  baggage  conveyor  and  additional  ticket 
counters;  construction  of  offices  and  baggage  facilities;  and  remodeling  of  a  portion 
of  the  ground  floor  of  Pier  D  and  installation  of  new  floor  covering.    Work  is  ais^ 
under  way  to  improve  the  north  concourse  leading  to  Pier  B. 
Utility  Extension; 

The  capacity  of  the  Sewr^se  Treatment  Plant  is  being  considerably  Increased 
to  provide  additional  treatment  facilities  made  necessary  by  Airport  growth.  Over 
$250,000  has  been  spent  this  past  year  to  provide  added  utility  service  in  the  new 
airline  maintenance  base  area  alone. 
Current  Financing ; 

Construction  work  completed  or  in  progress  at  the  Airport  during  1960, 
under  contracts  prepared  by  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  totalled  over 
$4,000,000,  and  the  federal  government,  through  the  FAA,  allocated  approximately 
$2,382,000  for  airport  improvement.    Through  the  U.S.  Public  Health  Service 
$33,000  was  sought  to  enlarge  the  sewage  treatment  plant. 
Future  Planning; 

Plans  for  the  South  Terminal  Building  and  Piers  F  and  G  are  progressing 
quite  satisfactorily  and  will  be  coordinated  with  comprehensive  studies  now  being 
finalized  pertaining  to  the  circulation  of  vehicular  traffic  in  the  terminal  area 
and  the  technical  requirements  for  multi-level  garage  operation.

The  slight  improvement  in  water  storage  conditions  from  the  precipitation  in  early 
December  permitted  resumption  of  normal  production  at  Moccasin  Powerhouse  begin- 
ning on  December  15»    As  a  result,  required  purchase  of  supplementary  energy 
for  the  month  of  December  was  reduced  from  a  previously  anticipated  12.0  million 
to  less  than  1,0  million  kilowatthours •    The  outlook  for  January,  1961,  indicates 
that  continued  curtailment  of  generation  at  Cherry  Powerhouse  will  be  necessary, 
with  Moccasin  Powerhouse  on  full  power  production,  however.    This  program  for 
January,  I96I,  will  require  the  purchase  of  supplementary  energy  of  approximately 
2.0  million  kilowatthours. 
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Raker  Act  Hearing 

Notification  from  the  Department  of  the  Interior  has  been  received  by  the 
City,  that  the  Special  Hearing  Officer  Dyer  J.  Taylor  who  conducted  the  hearing 
last  September  has  found  that  the  City  has  not  been  in  violation  of  the  Raker 
Act  in  its  construction  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Projects    Any  delays  that  may  have 
occurred  were  beyond  the  control  of  the  City  and  were  due  to  extenuating  circum- 
stances such  as  World  War  II,    These  findings  will  be  fonrrarded  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  for  concurrence  and  the  rendering  of  the  Secretary's  formal 
decision,    A  favorable  decision  will  permit  the  execution  of  stipulations  by 
the  City  with  the  National  Park  Service  and  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service,  and  there- 
after will  lead  to  approval  of  the  City's  application  for  the  amended  location 
of  the  Canyon  Power  Project  and  its  construction. 

Taxes 

On  December  28,  I96O  the  judge  of  the  Tuolumne  County  Superior  Court  ruled 
against  the  City  on  the  City's  petition  for  a  change  of  venue  of  Tuolumne 
County's  suit  against  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  to  have  the  Board's  decision 
reducing  the  assessed  value  of  the  City's  water  rights  in  Tuolumne  County  from 
$6,062,000  to  $1,214,000  set  aside.    The  suit  will  be  heard  in  Sonora,  Tuolumne 
County,  on  January  I6,  I96I  before  a  visiting  judge  yet  to  be  named.

V.  W.  ANDERSON  REPORT  TO  P.U.C.  -  2  January  17,  1961 

WASHINGTON-MASON  CARHOUSE ; 

The  cable  carhouse  rehabilitation  project  (Contract  kk-k) 
was  completed  January        19^1,     In  addition  to  outside  and  in- 
side painting,  the  revisions  tend  toward  more  orderly  housekeep- 
ing and  efficiency.     The  revisions  included  additional  struc- 
tural reinforcement,  new  flooring  where  required,  a  new  pit  for 
inspection  and  repair,  a  replacement  of  an  obsolete  steam-driven 
retriever  (which  had  been  declared  unsafe)  with  an  electric  wind- 
er requiring  less  manpower,  and  certain  needed  im.provements  for 
personnel  including  locker  rooms. 

EAST  BAY  TRANSIT  CELEBRATION; 

On  December  22,  I960,  the  Alameda-Contra  Costa  Transit 
District  conducted  a  parade  in  East  Bay  cities  in  celebration 
of  receiving  the  first  of  their  new  modern  motor  coaches.  In 
cooperation  with  our  neighboring  transit  system,  the  Municipal 
Railway's  motorized  cable  car  x^ias  an  entry  in  the  parade.  An 
ancient  bus,  together  with  the  modern  transit  liners,  effectively 
demonstrated  the  vast  improvement  in  that  type  of  equipment  over 
a  few  decades.     Considerable  interest  was  indicated  by  the  public 
as  evidenced  by  the  number  of  people  viewing  the  parade, 

PLATFORM  MANPOWER; 

Revisions  in  specifications  effected  several  months  ago 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  Civil  Service  staff  has  eased  the 
shortage  of  platform  personnel,    l/>ihile  vacations  and  leaves 
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are  under  par  at  this  season,  the  present  shortage  is  listed  as 
l|.9  as  compared  with  121  in  June,  I960, 

#19  AND  #27  ROUTING; 

Effective  December  27,  Lines  #19  and  #27  were  returned 
to  their  regular  routes  between  I|.th  5c  Townsend  and  k-th  &  Brannan, 
Temporary  rerouting  had  been  necessitated  by  a  construction  pro- 
ject, 

PRE-^CHRISTMAS  TRAFFIC; 

On  certain  days  the  pre -Christmas  season  extreme  traffic 
congestion  in  the  downtown  district  resulted  in  considerable  de- 
lay and  disruption  to  transit  service.     The  Transportation  Depart' 
ment  supervisory  staff  was  taxed  to  the  limit  in  endeavoring  to 
cope  with  the  situation  and  maintenance  of  schedules  was  not 
possible  although  every  effort  was  exerted  to  restore  regular 
service  as  soon  as  possible, 

NE:W  YEAR'S  EVE; 

Special  schedules  were  prepared  and  used  New  Yearns  Eve 
to  provide  extra  service  after  midnight,  in  accordance  with  past 
policy.     Operators  recorded  passenger  loads  for  use  in  future 
New  Year's  Eve  scheduling, 

CHURCH  &  MRIvET; 

Difficulty  with  dewirements  has  been  experienced  at  Church 
&  Market,  which  in  some  instances  has  resulted  in  broken  trolley 
wires.     The  problem  has  been  investigated  by  the  Transportation 
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and  Line  Departments  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  and  corrective 
measures  are  currently  in  progress. 

FIRE-THOMAS  HOTEL; 

The  disastrous  early  morning  fire  at  the  Thomas  Hotel  at 
6th  &  Mission  on  January  6,  1961,  blocked  the  Mission  Street 
lines.     The  Transportation  Department  promptly  and  efficiently 
rerouted  transit  equipment,  and  excellent  cooperation  was  re- 
ceived from  the  Fire  Department.     Vicinity  streets,  however, 
carried  a  volume  of  traffic  much  higher  than  normal  which  caused 
congestion  and  delay. 

TRANSIT  ADVERTISING; 

During  the  past  raonth,  a  contract  with  Fielder,  Sorenson 
Sc  Davis  for  handling  advertising  on  transit  equipment  and  pro- 
perty was  approved  by  the  Commission  for  a  5-year  period,

V'joQ  President  Greenberg  opened  the  hearing  by  announcing  his 
liitent  to  make  a  statement  regarding  his  position  on  the 
proposal  before  hearing  from  members  of  the  public.    At  the 
request  of  the  other  members  of  the  Commission,  Commissioner 
Greenberg  deferred  his  comments  until  the  end  of  the  public 
hearing. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  then  called  upon  Vernon  W,  Anderson, 
General  Manager,  Municipal  Railway,  to  present  the  position  of 
railway  managements    Mr,  Anderson  summarized  the  statements 
contained  in  his  letter  of  January  IS,  196i.    Mr,  Anderson 
indicated  that  from  a  viev/point  of  sound  management  principles 
and  in  consideration  of  the  economic  factors  involved,  an 
upward  adjustment  in  fares  could  be lartanted;  however,  it  is 
recognized  that  there  may  be  other  factors  that  warrant  con- 
sideration, such  as  the  overall  good  for  the  City,  traffic 
congestion,  street  improvement*  costs,  parking  problems,  etc. 
Then  Mr.  Anderson  went  into  the  economics  of  providing  transit 
service. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  then  called  upon  the  hearing  for  public 
participation,  stating  that  he  would  like  to  hear  from  those 
in  favor  of  setting  a  date  for  formal  hearing  on  the  subject  of 
a  fare  raise,  first;  ajid  then,  secondly,  from  those  opposed. 

No  one  arose  to  speak  in  favor  of  increased  faxes. 

At  this  point  Commissioner  White  posed  a  question  regarding 
proper  parliamentary  procedure,  and  asked  if  it  were  not 
necessary  to  reinstate  the  rules  of  order.

Commissioner  Greenberg  thanked  all  for  coming  to  the  meeting. 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  felt  that  aside  from  the  fact  that 
no  one  appeared  to  support  a  raise  in  fares,  the  hearing  had 
served  a  worthwhile  purpose.    He  stated  that  the  inexorable 
law  v/ould  seem  to  apply  here — that  an  increase  in  transit 
rates  would  result,  in  turn,  in  an  increase  in  traffic  conges- 
tion.   He  noted  that  two-thirds  of  downtown  Los  Angeles  was 
devoted  to  streets,  parking  and  roadway,  and  25  per  cent  of 
downtown  San  Francisco  was  devoted  to  parking,    San  Francisco 
cannot  afford  to  impose  this  "concrete  city"  concept  and  con- 
tinue to  remain  the  cote  city  for  this  metropolitan  area. 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  proposed  that  the  Commission  go  on 
record  at  this  point,  insofar  as  this  matter  remains  within 
the  @ommi9$ion*s  control,  to  continue  to  charge  a  15'^  basic 
fare  until  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  a.nd  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  can  a.gree  on  a  set  of  compatible  fares. 

Commissioner  White  agreed,  provided  that  it  was  fully  and  com- 
pletely understood  that  this  is  a  policy  being  adopted  which 
does  not  in  any  manner  put  a.ny  strings  on  the  management  of 
the  railway  which  would  in  effect  say    to  .  the  management  that 
we  agree  the  15<^  ra.te  is  in  effect  but  actually  we  will  expect 
you  to  curtail  and  cut  expenses,  which  would  ultimately  cause 
the  loss  of  riders  that  it  is  said  an  increase  in  rates  might 
bring  about •    Rather  than  attempting  to  cut  service,  Mr» 
Anderson  should  be  allowed  to  operate  the  railway  in  a  manner 
calculated  to  attract  more  rider s*    Management  should  be 
allowed  to  give  adequate  service,  even  though    it  may  mean  an 
increased  budget  next  year.    Commissioner  Fazackerley  added  a 
further  reservation — that  this  Commission  give  consideration 
in  the  future  to  possible  increases  in  fares    or  premium  ser- 
vice. 


Commissioner  Hansen  supported  Commissioner  Fazackerley* s  point 
of  view  on  the  15^  fare,  and  said  that  having  studied  the 


budget  of  the  Municipal  Railway  he  feels  there  is  no  intention 
to  curtail  service.    He  emphasized  the  necessity  of  exercising 
cost  controls,  and  agreed  with  Commissioner  Fazackerley  that 
consideration  must  be  given  to  other  factors  mentioned  in  order 
to  maintain  revenues* 

Commissioner  Fazaokerley  explained  the  issuance  of  free  trans- 
portation passes  to  Municipal  Railway  employees  as  being  a 
long-standing  tradition  and  general  practice  throughout  the 
transportation  industry.    He  also  gave  the  reasons  for  police- 
men and  firemen  traveling  on  their  badges  and  noted  that  such 
travel  constituted  a  contribution  of  some  $lg5|000  in  trans- 
nortation  by  the  Municipal  Railway,    Postal  employees  fell  into 
a  different  category  because  the  Post  Office  Department  paid  . 
some  $7^,000  per  year  to  cover  such  transportation. 

At  this  point  Commissioner  Greenberg  read  the  following  state- 
ment: 

"As  I  was  one  of  the  prime  movers  with  reference  to  considering 
an  increase  in  the  Municipal  Railway  Fare  from  13(1:  to  20(p,  I 
at  this  time  am  withdrawing  my  request  for  such  a  consideration 
for  the  following  reasons; 

"Iwhile  I  still  believe  that  our  fare  should  be  in  line  with 
other  Public  Transportation  Systems  throughout  the  country, 
and  the  figures  from  the  Consumers'  Price  Index  show  that 
while  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  cost  of  living  increased 
l6,2fo  from  the  year  1S52  through  196O,  Bay  Area  Factory 
Workers'  wages  increased  42.9fo,  and  Bay  Area  Office  Per- 
sonnel increased  their  salaries  36.9f°.    However,  the 
following  must  be  taken  into  consideration  in  making  such 
a  recommendation: 

'*Fo,  1:    Mr,  Anderson  states  that  a  raise  of  3^  per  ride  will 
cause  a  loss  of  2-l/2fo  of  riders,  and  they  will  be  using  auto- 
mobiles, over-burdening  the  streets  and  cluttering  parking 
lots,  etc.    However,  the  lowest  income  group,  who  do  not  have 
automobiles,  would  have  to  assume  the  burden  of  the  extra 
fare,  and  my  investigation  shows  that  these  are  the  people 
with  a  fixed  income,  including  older  retired  people,  pensioners 
minimum  salaried  workers,  etc.    I  would  rather  see  them  ha.ve  a 
reduced  fare  than  an  increased  fare. 

"No.  2:    Further  investigation  shows  that  the  street  car  rider 
with  a  home  assessed  ©  $8,000.00  breaks  even  on  an  increased 
fare.    However,  in  San  Francisco,  the  average  home  is  assessed 
@  $5>000.0*,  and  it  will  cost  this  home-«wner  who  rides  the 
street  cars  to  work,  2(p  a  ride  more,  after  taking  into  account 
the  credit  on  his  taxes  occasioned  by  the  raise  in  fare. 

'■l0j_3^    We  all  know  the  biggest  taxpayers  in  San  Francisco  are 
the  Merchants,  other  business  men,  large  corporations, 
industries,  etc.,  who  own  their  own  property  in  the  downtown 
area,  and  all  of  these  taxpayers  through  their  organizations, 
have  indicated  disapproval  of  an  increase  in  street  car  fares. 
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"Consequently,  if  the  people  who  would  save  the  most  by  the 
elimination  of  approximately  2/3rds  of  the  Railway  Subsidy  do 
not  wish  it,  and  have  indicated  their  willingness  to  continue 
the  subsidy,  I  see  no  purpose  at  this  time  in  advocating  any 
raise  in  car  fares ^  and  I  advocate,  in  view  of  the  foregoing, 
that  at  the  present  time  we  continue  street  car  fares  at  the 
present  rate  of  15*^^"

In  December,  i960  ohe  gross  consumption  (water  released 
into  the  system  for  consumption)  for  the  entire  system  averaged 
133-1  million  gallons  per  day.     This  is  5.7  mgd  less  than  the 
December,  1959  consumption. 

Net  sales  of  water  for  the  month  of  December,  I96O  were 
11,167,063,92  which  is  $119,329.^2  {9,3%)  less  than  for  December, 
1959,  the  total  does  not  include  {71,233.60  net  sales  to  other 
City  Departments  in  lieu  of  taxes.     The  non-revenue  sales  to  other  . 
City  Departments  are  |l,76l,ll  more  than  for  December,  1959* 

For  the  fiscal  year  196C-6I  net  sales  of  water  through 
December,  196O  amounted  to  58,i|'67 , 877 .76,  a  decrease  of  $2,399.64 
under  net  sales  for  the  same  period  last  fiscal  year.     The  net 
sales  to  other  Municipal  Departments  in  lieu  of  taxes  amounting 
to  5572,729.^8  is  not  included  in  the  above  58,467,877.76,  Paying 
sales  within  San  Francisco  are  2,3/^  less  and  suburban  sales  are 
3.6,^  more  than  last  year.     There  were  449  more  customers  on 
December  31,  I96O  than  on  the  same  date  in  1959. 

During  the  month  of  December,  I96O,  254  water  services 
were  renewed.     Of  this  total  181  were  renewed  on  orders  issued  by 
the  City  Distribution  Division  and  not  by  the  Commercial  Division, 
On  December  31,  there  were  282  incomplete  orders  on  hand.

To  December  31,  196O,  there  have  been  4-.319  gate  valves 
inspected  in  San  Francisco »     Out  of  this  total  592  were  inspected 
in  December ;  needed  no  repairs  and  the  remaining  52  were 

repaired  as  needed r,  . 

The  contract  work  for  the  reconstruction  of  chlorine  sta- 
tions at  Summit,  Sutro  and  Stanford  Heights  Reservoirs  is  95^ 
complete.    The  rehabilitation  and  painting  of  Dumbarton  Pipeline 
Bride  is  97^  complete  and  the  additions  to  Crocker-Amazon  Pump 
station  are  35/^'  comiplete..    Contract  NOc.  WD-96^!'  for  centrilining 
and  reconditioning  of  a  portion  of  the  Bay  Division  Pipelines 
Nos .  1  and  2  is  GS%  complete. 

One  of  the  two  contracts  for  construction  of  cast  iron 
mains  in  the  Diamond  Heights  Redevelopment  Area  (V/D  919)  has 
been  started  and  is  "]%  complete.     The  other  (WD  920)  cannot  be 
started  until  the  streets  are  put  to  grade  by  others.  The 
electrical  work  in  connection  with  the  conversion  of  valves  for 
power  operation  is  2^%  complete. 

One  case  iron  main  contract  has  been  completed  during  the

During  the  month  of  December,  19bO,  the  gross  consumption 
(water  released  into  the  system  to  meet  demands)  totaled  4,127,3 
million  gallons,  an  average  of  133.1  million  gallons  per  day.  This 
is  176,4  million  gallons  less  than  the  gross  consumption  in 
December,  1959.    For  the  calendar  year  I96O  gross  consumption 
averaged  l66,7  million  gallons  per  day  which  is  an  increase  of  0.6 
million  gallons  per  day  over  1959  and  20,6  mgd  greater  than  the 
corresponding  figure  for  1958. 

Two  applications  for  water  supply  for  resale  purposes  have 
been  received  during  the  past  month.

The  Alameda  County  Water  District  is  studying  the  quantative 
requirements  of  a  tentative  application  covering  the  V/arm  Springs 
area.    Milpitas  application  is  held  up  by  them  until  after  the 
annexation  referendum  to  be  held  the  latter  part  of  January. 
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Hayward  is  still  studying  a  proposal  from  the  East  Bay  Municipal 
Utilities  District, 

Although  expenditures  for  allowance  for  overtime,  temporary 
salaries,  operating  wages,  maintenance  and  repair  on  automobiles 
and  equipment,  and  materials  and  supplies  are  exceeding  budget 
allotments,  actual  receipts  have  exceeded  budget  estimates,  result- 
ing in  a  credit  balance  of  |503j373.  as  of  December  31,  19^0. 

The  compilation  of  the  necessary  detailed  data  to  sub- 
stantiate the  program  for  the  proposed  $115,000,000.  bond  issue  is 
being  assembled.

Monthly  Report  of  the  Manager,  Airport  Department 
to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 


February  7,  1961 


Air  Traffic; 

Our  traffic  report  for  the  calendar  year  1960  indicates  a  total  of 
5,131,024  "in  and  out"  passengers,  as  compared  to  4,675,354  passengers  in  1959, 
an  increase  of  9.7%.    The  Control  Tower  reported  146,022  airline  arrivals  and 
departures  in  1960,  an  increase  of  4.5%  over  1959. 

Total  volume  of  mail  carried  by  air  in  1960  increased  18.77,  over 
1959.    Air  mail  volume  was  40,154,512  pounds,  and  first  class  mail  by  air 
12,258,514  pounds,  or  a  total  of  52,413,026  pounds  for  the  year.    Air  freight 
totalled  105,424,013  pounds,  up  5.9%  over  1959,  and  express  volume  totalled 
9,127,794  pounds,  up  6%. 

The  traffic  report  for  the  month  of  December  indicates  a  total  of 
394,167  "in  and  out"  passengers,  as  compared  to  417,216  in  December,  1959, 
and  airline  arrivals  and  departures  were  down  5.27..    The  decline  in  traffic 
can  be  attributed  in  part  to  the  unusually  adverse  weather  conditions  that 
disrupted  traffic  in  many  sections  of  the  country  and  also  in  this  general 
area  during  December. 

Total  mail  by  air  in  December,  however,  was  up  39%,  reflecting  the 
heavy  volume  of  Christmas  mailing.    The  total  number  of  mail  pounds  moved 
through  San  Francisco  International  Airport  in  December  was  7,406,849. 
Express  volume  was  up  17.1%,  freight  up  11.5%,  as  compared  to  December,  1959,

IgTCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Mater  Conditions 

Results  of  the  first  snow  survey  of  the  season  indicate  that  the  snowpack  and  water 
content  on  our  mountain  watersheds  are  approximately  the  same  as  last  year  at  this 
time,  which  year  was  a  subnormal  one.    Forecasts  based  on  this  survey  indicate  that 
even  with  normal  precipitation  during  the  rest  of  the  season  Hetch  Hetchy  and  Lake 
Lloyd  Reservoirs  will  not  fill.    Precipitation  at  0»Shaughnessy  Dam  compared  to  the 
past  two  years  as  of  February  9j  is  as  follows:

Power  Onerations 

Moccasin  Powerhouse  was  operated  at  full  production  during  the  month  of  January, 
with  continued  curtailment  of  generation  at  Cherry  Powerhouse.    Total  energy 
requirements  for  the  Hetch  Hetchy  system  during  the  month  amounted  to  85  million 
kilowatthours .    Project  generation  was  80  million  kilowatt hours ,  thus  requiring 
the  purchase  of  5  million  kilowatthours  of  supplementary  energy. 

The  present  low  level  of  Lake  Lloyd  provides  an  opportunity  to  perform  certain 
repairs  on  the  penstock  valves  at  Cherry  Powerhouse  and  the  outlet  works  at  Cherry 
Dam  and  the  first  inspection  of  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  following  initial  operation. 
This  work  will  require  the  lake  to  be  drawn  down  with  subsequent  shutdown  at  Cherry 
Powerhouse.    It  is  planned  to  perform  this  work  during  the  latter  part  of  February 
and  to  utilize  as  much  of  the  water  remaining  in  Lake  Lloyd  as  possible  for  power 
generation  during  the  drawdown. 
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Moccasin  Pox^erhouse  continues  on  a  program  of  normal  generation  for  the  present,  but 
the  continuing  shortage  of  water  in  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  may  compel  curtailment  of 
generation  at  Moccasin  during  February  and  March. 

Atomic  Energy  Commission  Livermore  Water  Sunply.  Project 

The  contractor  for  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission  has  completed  all  construction  work 
on  the  project  for  the  delivery  of  water  from  Mocho  Shaft  of  the  Retch  Hetchy  Aque- 
duct to  the  Radiation  Laboratory  at  Livermore,    This  included  the  construction  of 
ten  miles  of  pipeline,  installation  of  pumps  at  Mocho  Shaft,  and  installation  of 
meters.    Hydrostatic  tests,  inspection,  and  sterilization  of  the  pipeline,  surge 
tank,  and  pumps  are  now  in  progress.    Actual  delivery  of  water  through  this  system 
is  expected  to  start  before  the  end  of  February, 

Tesla  Portal  Chlorination  Station 

Under  emergency  authorization  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  an  order  has  been 
issued  to  Wallace  and  Tiernan  in  the  amount  of  $2,025  for  furnishing  and  installing 
chlorination  equipment  at  Tesla  Portal  on  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct,    This  work  will 
be  performed  immediately  to  replace  the  master  chlorinator  which  became  inoperative 
and  uneconomical  to  repair. 

Raker  Act  Hearing 

The  hearing  officer  in  the  hearing  relative  to  the  "due  diligence"  of  the  City  in 
the  construction  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  which  was  held  in  San  Francisco  in 
September,  I960,  has  rendered  an  opinion  favorable  to  the  City,    The  opinion  was 
forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  for  the  rendering  of  a  final  decision, 
but  the  Secretary  did  not  have  sufficient  time  to  act  before  the  change  in  adminis- 
tration in  Washington,  D,  C, 

Mr.  Kirkwood,  Manager  of  Utilities,  and  I  are  endeavoring  to  arrange  a  conference 
in  Washington  with  officials  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior  for  the  purpose  of 
requesting  an  early  decision  in  this  matter  so  as  to  enable  completion  of  negotia- 
tions relative  to  the  Canyon  Power  Project  application, 
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Taxes 

On  January  19,  I96I,  in  the  Tuoliirime  County  Superior  Court  trial  was  held  relative 
to  Tuolumne  County's  petition  to  have  set  aside  the  State  Board  of  Equalization's 
order  reducing  four  assessments  of  the  City's  water  rights  in  Tuolumne  County  to 
zero.    The  Attorney  General's  office  represented  the  State  Board,    The  City,  as  the 
real  party  in  interest,  participated  by  submitting  a  legal  brief  contending  that  the 
one  assessment  which  the  State  Board  allowed  to  stand  should  also  have  been  reduced 
to  zero  and  contending  that  all  the  City's  water  rights  in  Tuolumne  County  were  not 
taxable.    The  judge  hearing  the  case  has  admitted  into  the  record  the  entire  tran- 
script of  the  City's  hearing  before  the  State  Board  which  was  held  in  Sacramento  in 
August,  1960, 

After  reviewing  the  record  and  the  briefs  submitted  by  all  interested  parties,  the 
judge  will  render  his  decision.    In  the  event  of  a  decision  unfavorable  to  the  City, 
it  is  planned  to  file  an  appeal  with  the  Appellate  Court  of  the  State.    It  appears 
that  considerable  time  will  elapse  before  this  question  of  the  taxability  of  the 
City's  water  rights  in  Tuolumne  County  is  finally  determined. 

Water  Lep-ivqlation 

This  department  is  maintaining  a  record  of  all  water  legislation  introduced  in  the 
Legislature  in  Sacramento.    Water  bills  are  being  analyzed  for  their  effect  on  the 
City  Utilities,  and  recommendations  are  being  made  to  the  Manager  of  Utilities  for 
City  action.    This  program  is  being  closely  coordinated  with  the  San  Francisco 
Water  Department,    A  joint  weekly  meeting  is  held  by  both  departments  with  the 
Manager  of  Utilities  and  a  representative  of  the  City  Attorney  for  discussion  of 
the  recommendations  prior  to  Mr,  Kirkwood's  attendance  at  meetings  of  the  Mayor's 
Legislation  Committee, 
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CANYON  POWER  PROJECT 

Core  Borinp-5  for  Canvon  Power  Tunnel  and  Powerhouse 

The  Contractor  has  completed  the  drilling  of  the  first  exploratory  hole  at  the 
O'Shaughnessy  Adit  of  the  Canyon  Power  Tunnel.    Bedrock  elevation  has  been  found 
satisfactory  for  adit  excavation  and  tunnel  portal.    An  additional  hole  will  be 
drilled  on  the  adit  line  to  establish  the  bedrock  profile.    Progress  has  been  slow 
due  to  the  difficulty  in  transporting  drilling  equipment  over  rough  terrain  to  the 
core  sites.    There  are  no  roads  into  these  sites,  and  equipment  must  be  man-handled 
into  position. 

ATOPORT  ENGINEER IMG  AM)  CONSTRUCTION  ' 
Fedeyal  Aid  Projects 

Amendment  No.  1  increasing  the  Grant  Offer  of  Project  No.  5916  covering  the  exten- 
sions of  runways  completed  in  1959-60  by  approximately  $3^,000  is  being  processed. 
The  Federal  Aviation  Agency  has  completed  their  audit,  and  it  is  expected  that  a 
final  pajmient  will  soon  be  received* 

The  contract  for  fill  for  extension  of  Runway  10R-28L  has  been  awarded  to  C.  L. 
Harney  for  a  price  of  $1,779,685.    This  contract  is  now  awaiting  certification. 
The  Grant  Offer  in  amount  of  $1,448,340  for  the  project,  including  paving  and 
lighting,  is  being  processed  for  approval  of  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

1?he  Contractor  for  reconstructing  the  runway  lighting  system  is  constructing  new 
light  bases  and  due  to  the  recent  wet  weather  is  performing  work  only  on  interior 
wiring. 
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Tern^inal  Ruilriing 

The  contracts  for  alterations  to  the  offices  in  Pier  "D"  and  for  alterations  to  the 
sixth  floor  heating  system  are  complete. 

Work  under  the  contract  for  improvements  to  Piers  and  the  North  Concourse  is  proceed 
ing  satisfactorily.  Painting  of  the  sheet  rock  walls  is  the  only  major  item  remain- 
ing to  be  completed.    This  contract  is  approximately  ninety  per  cent  complete, 

A  single  bid  was  received  on  January  12  for  improvements  to  the  water  supply  at  the 
Airport  Terminal  Building,    This  bid  was  rejected,  since  it  exceeded  the  available 
funds.    The  specifications  will  be  revised  and  readvertised. 

Fill  for  Maintenance  Base  Araas 

Fill  has  been  placed  on  Plots  9,  11>  and  part  of  8  at  a  slow  rate.    These  areas 
have  been  filled  to  about  half  the  final  depth,  but  recent  rains  and  wet  subgrades 
have  forced  suspension  of  the  work. 

Addition  to  Sewage  Treatment  Plant 

Work  on  the  existing  clarifier  has  been  completed,  and  the  clarifier  has  been 
placed  back  in  service.    The  Contractor  is  awaiting  delivery  of  the  new  clarifier 
equipment.    The  first  payment  due  from  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service  in  amount 
of  $23,900  has  been  received  of  a  Federal  subvention  totaling  $33,000.

Proposed  Rerouting  of  Motor  Coach  Lines  #17  and  "M" 


Commissioner  Fazackerley  requested  V,  W,  Anderson,  General 
Manager,  Municipal  Railway  to  present  and  explain  the  proposed 
changes  in  routing  of  #17  and  "M'"  motor  coach  lines,  Mr, 
Anderson  outlined  the  proposed  routing  as  set  forth  in  his 
letter  of  January  26,  1961,  and  indicated  that  the  proposed 
routing  would  provide  better  service  at  no  additional  cost* 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  then  opened  the  meeting  to  the  public 
and  requested  comments  from  those  in  favor  of  the  proposed  re- 
routing* 

Mrs.  Wiaifred  T?llent,  55  Chumasero  Drive,  indicated  she  was  in 
favor  of  the  proposed  changes  but  requested  further  extension 
of  bus  service  into  the  southern  part  of  Parkmerced — namely, 
up  Font  Boulevard  to  Chumasero  Drive — in  order  to  provide 
service  to  the  Tower  Apartments,  school  and  church  immediately 
behind  the  Towers, 

Mr,  Anderson  then  explained  that  the  apartments  on  Chumasero 
Drive  have  received  improved  service  with  the  installation  of 
the  #17  express  from  7»00  a*m.  to  6:00  p.m.  on  weekdays.  He 
stated  that  the  service  as  now  proposed  was  within  three-tenths 
of  a  mile  of  the  Tower  Apartments  and  in  the  transit  industry 
that  was  considered  reasonable  service* 
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¥.  I»  Beckwith,  Resident  Manager^  Parkmerced,  350  Arballo  Drive 
stated  that  Parkmerced  management  was  in  favor  of  the  proposed 
rerouting*    He  added  that  he  had  not  considered  the  additional 
features  but  if  the  coaches  coiid  be  routed  as  suggested  by  Mrs, 
Tallent  it  would  make  a  better  proposal;  however,  he  felt  the 
suggestion  of  the  Municipal  Railway  was  a  good  one. 

D.  Graham,  resident  of  Parkmerced^  810  Gonzalez  Drive, 
suggested  that  the  #17  be  rerouted  south  on  Junipero  Serra  to 
Winston,  thence  to  Stonestown  and  down  19th  Avenue^  and  that 
consideration  be  given  to  rerouting  so  that  both  Parkmerced 
Shopping  Center  and  Tower  Apartments  are  served^ 

Comraiesioner  Fazackerley  interrupted  and  reminded  Mr,  Graham 
that  at  this  time  the  Commission  was  considering  arguments  in 
support  of  the  proposed  rbuttng.    He  further  stated  that  he 
assumed  Mr.  Graham  had  discussed  some  of  the  proposals  with 
Mr.  Anderson^  Whereupon  Mr,  Graham  indicated  he  thought  the 
Municipal  Railway  proposed  routing  was  worthwhile  but  he  felt 
with  the  changes  suggested  by  him  that  the  area  would  be  better 
served. 

Rosemary  Moore,  15  Garces  Drive,  spoke  strongly  in  favor  of 
the  proposal,  stating  that  the  rerouting  was  a  distinot  improve 
ment  and  would  be  of  benefit  to  those  residents  of  Parkmerced 
who  were  solely  dependent  upon  public  transportation, 

Fred  Avilez,  Administrative  Assistant,  San  Francisco  State 
College,  stated  they  were  the  ones  who  first  proposed  a  change 
in  th^  routing  and  were  in  favor  of  the  proposal  because  it 
would  bring  students  closer  to  the  dormitoriest 

Thomas  McGrath,  President,  Oarmens  Union  Local  13S0,  AFL-CIO, 
agreed  with  the  Municipal  Railway  proposal  and  considered  that 
if  further  extensions  were  made  as  requested  by  residents  of 
Parkmerced  it  might  require  the  addition  of  another  bus.

The  Port  Authority  engineers,  in  consultation  with  our  UEB 
staff,  developed  the  cost  of  a  heliport  with  concrete  piling 
at  the  Ferry  Building,  estimated  at  $375^000,    It  would  take 
four  months  to  build,  two  months  to  plan,  and  perhaps  a  couple 
of  months  to  provide  financing.    This  is  an  amount  which  it 
is  felt  could  not  be  amortized  from  this  operation  in  a 
reasonable  time. 

However,  because  this  Commission  and  City  have  always  been 
convinced  such  service  would  be  highly  desirable,  Mr,  Kirkwood, 
Mr.  Brown,  and  Mr.  Lloyd  have  been  looking  for  a  site  and  there 
is  some  indication  that  something  may  be  found  in  the  area  of 
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the  ferry  building* 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  wished  to  clarify  this  point — it 
should  be  understood  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  is 
not  taking  a  position  on  the  $375/000  because  it  has  not  been 
recommended  to  this  Commission-- also  we  have  not  lost  interest 
in  the  matter^ 

Commissioner  Greenberg  suggested  that  the  new  Hall  of  Justice 
might  be  a  good  site.    It  will  be  ready  by  the  1st  of  June* 
He  v/ondered  if  it  may  be  explored  as  a  possible  site. 

Commissioner  Fpzackerley  stated  that  the  people  who  are 
putting  this  ibroject  together  have  looked  at  that  site*  They 
know  that  helicopter  standards  are  being  applied  to  one  of  the 
roof  areas.    They  feel  it  is  not  proper  for  their  service. 


Commissioners  Greenberg  and  Hansen  passed  on  roll  call.

Dear  Mr.  Kirkwood: 

State  College  representatives  have  requested  night  and 
Sunday  service  in  closer  proximity  to  their  new  dormitories  at 
Pont  &  Lake  Merced  Boulevard  in  the  vicinity  of  Parkraerced. 
That  factor  in  addition  to  delay  to  coaches  and  passengers  on 
the  #17-Parkmerced  line  on  Ocean  Avenue  in  Lakeside  Village 
indicates  a  warrant  for  a  review  of  the  service  pattern  and 
routing  for  Motor  Coach  Line  7fl7  together  with  Motor  Coach 
Line  "M" . 

Day  Service; 

Present  #17  service  is  furnished  weekdays  and  Saturdays 
from  6  acm,  to  7  p.m.  only  from  West  Portal  via  West  Portal 
Avenue,  Junipero  Serra,  Ocean  Avenue  and  19th  Avenue  to  Holloway 
and  thence  via  a  large  loop  through  the  residential  community 
of  Parkmerced,     One  bus  is  used  to  provide  a  basic  headway  of 
30  minutes  —  with  extra  trips  by  other  coaches  as  needed  to 
accomj-Tiodate  school  travel. 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  from  time  to  time  main- 
taining that  schedule  --■  and  particularly  during  periods  of  peak 
or  school  travel.     One  of  the  principal  points  of  delay  is  that 
short  distance  on  Ocean  Avenue  betx^een  Junipero  Serra  and  19th 
Avenue,     With  angle-parked  automobiles,  the  single  lane  of  traffic 
each  way  moves  slowly        and  too  frequently  is  stopped  entirely 
by  automobile  drivers  waiting  for  a  parking  stall  to  be  vacated. 

An  Investigation  by  the  Railway's  Traffic  Department 
indicates  that  the  routing  via  Ocean  Avenue  serves  very  little 
purpose.     It  provides  only  one  additional  stop        that  being  on 
Ocean  near  19th,     Trip  after  trip,   there  are  no  patrons  x4io 
board  or  alight  at  that  stop.     An  all  day  check  indicates  a  total 
of  only  1  boarding  and  [\.  alighting  passengers  at  Ocean  &  19th 
southbou.nd,  with  2  boarding  and  9  alighting  northbound. 
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A  more  direct  routing  via  Eucalyptus  beti^jeen  Junipero 
Serra  and  19th  would  avoid  delay  to  a  very  high  percentage  of 
patrons  who  use  the  line  and^  no  doubt,  make  the  service  more 
attractive  to  theme 

Similarly,  a  direct  northbound  routing  with  no  turning 
movements  via  Gonzalez  between  Pont  and  Castello  in  Parkmerced 
would  be  in  the  interest  of  the  m_ajority.     The  present  route  is 
via  Gonzalez,  Pont,   Cambon  and  Castello  to  Gonzalez  circuit- 
ing a  block  and  involving  four  turning  movements.  Checks 
indicate  an  average  of  about  one  or  two  boarding  passengers  and 
one  alighting  passenger  per  trip  at  each  of  two  stops  on  Cambon 
which  would  be  bypassed  by  the  more  direct  routing.     The  stops 
on  Gonzalez  are,  however,  in  close  proximity,  and  would  provide 
the  same  accommodations  as  the  present  southbound  routing  —  and 
are  in  accordance  with  standards  commonly  accepted  in  the  transit 
industry. 

The  saving  in  time  occasioned  by  the  proposed  Eucalyptus 
and  Gonzalez  routing  for  Line  #1?  would  permit  closer  adherence 
to  schedules  and,   therefore,  permit  better  service. 

Night  and  Sunday  Service: 

After  7  p»m,  weekdays  and  Saturdays,   as  well  as  from 
9 00  a.m,  to  9i50  Pom.  on  Sundays,  partial  service  only  is  pro- 
vided in  Parkmerced  by  a  "detour"  arrangement  with  Line  "M"  motor 
coaches.     Two  coaches  operate  on  a  20-minute  headway  for  a  I4-O- 
minute  roundtrip.     Connecting  with  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  lines  at 
West  Portal,  the  routing  is  via  Line  jtVl  to  19th  &  Holloway  -- 
then  "detouring"  principally  via  Crespi,   Juan  Bautista  Circle  and 
Crespi  in  Parkmerced  —  and  then  via  the  "M"  route  to  Broad  & 
Plymouth, 

The  present  "m"  bus  route  involves  a  walking  distance  of 
about  1/2  mile  to  the  State  College  Dormitories.     VJhile  patronage 
is  light  beyond  the  Parkmerced  portion  of  the  route,  it  is  never- 
theless a  fact  that  the  "detour"  involves  about  a  i^-minute  delay 
to  through  passengers. 

Proposal  I 

After  a  thorough  study  of  tne  problems  involved,  there  is 
deemed  to  be  a  warrant  for  the  following  changes: 

Line  #17  -- 

Routing  I     To  be  more  direct  via  Eucalyptus  between  Junipero 
Serra  and  19th  as  well  as  via  Gonzalez  between  Pont  and 
CastellOa 
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Service :  No  change  weekdays  and  Saturdays  -  6  aom,  to  7  p.m. 

New  night  and  Sunday  service  is  proposed  by  having  one  bus 
operate  on  30-minute  headways  over  the  entire  #1?  route  — 
(which  is  identical  with  the  daytime  headways  on  weekdays). 
This  will  provide  for  improved  service  for  the  residential 
community  of  Parkmerced  in  addition  to  bringing  #1?  service 
within  e3  mile  of  the  State  College  dormitories,  which  is  in 
accordance  with  commonly  accepted,  transit  standards. 


Routing ;     To  be  more  direct  via  Eucalyptus  between  Junipero 
Serra  and  19th  as  well  as  directly  via  19th  between  Eucalyptu 
and  Randolph,  thus  avoiding  the  Juan  Bautista  Circle  "detour" 
previously  describedo 

Service j     One  bus  to  operate  on  30~minute  headways  nights 
and  Sundays 9     Coordinated  with  Line  #1?  schedules,  this  will 
provide  headways  of  15  minutes  instead  of  20  minutes  on  that 
portion  of  the  tvjo  lines  where  college  travel  is  a  factor, 
1/^ile  30-minute  headways  are  indicated  for  the  outer  portion 
of  the  "M"  Line  where  patronage  is  light,   similar  headways 
are  furnished  on  a  numxber  of  other  feeder  lines  nights  and 
Sundays  under  similar  conditions.     The  more  direct  routing 
will  reduce  running  time  for  through  "M"  bus  passengers  by 
about  five  minutes.

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V.  W.  ANDERSON  REPORT  TO  P.U.C.         2  February  21,  1961 

PLATFORM  MANPOWER: 

A  shortage  of  platform  manpower  has  existed  quite  generally 
for  the  past  several  years.     However,  with  a  revision  in  the  re- 
cruitment program  which  started  about  September  1,  I960,  there 
has  since  been  a  gradual  improvement  in  the  availability  of  plat- 
form personnel,  ' 

During  the  period  of  the  shortage  there  was  difficulty  in 
maintaining  scheduled  service  and  certain  trips  were  unavoidably 
missed.     There  was,  however,   excellent  cooperation  on  the  part 
of  all  concerned  over  a  period  of  many  m^onths,  which  is  recognized. 
The  platform,  force  is  currently  at  par  with  the  result  that  trips 
are  rarely  missed  for  causes  attributable  to  operators  not  being 
available . 

The  ir-aproved  situation  has  resulted  in  the  discontinuance 
of  the  practice  of  hiring  non-civil  service  operators. 

Civil  Service  also  conducted  an  examination  of  Limited 
Tenure  operators  who  were  hired  in  recent  years  with  the  result 
that  279  qualified  as  platform  employees  with  permanent  civil 
service  status  out  of  32?  who  participated. 

V^i  ADULT  FARE  RETAINED; 

Pollovring  a  public  hearing  on  January  2]4th,   the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  arrived  at  a  policy  decision  to  retain  the 
basic  l5^  adult  fare  for  the  foreseeable  future  possibly 
until  a  rapid  transit  system  is  built  and  rates  coordinated 
with  that  system.

In  January,  19 6l  the  gross  consumption  (water  released 
Into  the  system  for  consumption)  for  the  entire  system  averaged 
135 0?  million  gallons  per  day.    This  is  9»7  mgd  more  than  the 
January,  19^0  consumption. 

Net  sales  of  water  for  the  month  of  January,  19^1  were 
11,019,513  which  is  $2,606  (0.3/^)  less  than  for  January,  I96O,  the 
total  does  not  include  $75,403  net  sales  to  other  City  Departments  in 
lieu  of  taxes.    The  non-revenue  sales  to  other  City  Departments  are 
S3 > 794  more  than  for  January,  i960. 

For  the  fiscal  year  I96O-61  net  sales  of  water  through 
January,  I96I  amounted  to  $9,^87,390,  a  decrease  of  15, under  net 
sales  for  the  same  period  last  fiscal  year.    The  net  sales  to  other 
Municipal  Departments  in  lieu  of  taxes  amounting  to  $648,133  is  not 
included  in  the  above  $9,487,390,     Paying  sales  within  San  Francisco 
are  2.4;^  less  and  suburban  sales  are  3-8^  more  than  last  year.  There 
were  368  more  customers  on  January  31,  I96I  than  on  the  same  date  in 
i960. 

During  the  month  of  January,  I961,  284  water  services  were 
renewed.     Of  this  total  136  were  renewed  on  orders  issued  by  the 
City  Distribution  Division  and  the  balance  of  148  were  ordered  by 
the  Commercial  Division*    On  January  31,  there  were  297  incomplete 
orders  on  hand. 

In  January,  I96I,  seven  claims  were  filed  for  damages  by 
the  Water  Department  against  others  in  an  amount  of  $1,090.26,  At 
the  beginning  of  the  month  there  were  77  outstanding  claims  totaling 
$13,323.67.    There  were  66  claims  settled  during  the  month,  leaving 
18  outstanding  claims  for  a  total  of  $5,490.01  on  January  31,  I961, 

There  were  23  claims  for  damages  filed  by  others  against  the 
Water  Department  during  January,  I961,  totaling  $10, 885. 3^ •  Ten 
claims  for  $618.78  were  settled  for  $478.21  and  four  denied  amounting 
to  $986,05.    There  were  41  claims  of  this  type  outstanding 
January  3I,  totaling  $134,817.26, 

Eight  blowoff  connections  to  sewers  or  sewer  manholes  were 
reconstructed  to  surface  blowoff s  during  January,  I961, 


Twelve  water  main  flushing  operations  were  completed 
within  the  City  during  the  month  of  January,  I96I.     All  of  them 
were  for  flushing  dead-end  mains. 

To  January  31,  196I,  there  have  been  4,788  gate  valves 
Inspected  in  San  Francisco.     Out  of  this  total  ^69  were  inspected 
in  January,  415  needed  no  repairs  and  the  remaining  54  were 
repaired  as  needed. 

To  contracts  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  chlorine 
stations  at  Summit,  Sutro  and  Stanford  Heights  Reservoirs  and  also 
for  the  rehabilitation  and  painting  of  Dumbarton  Pipeline  Bridge 
have  been  completed.  The  additions  to  Crocker-Amazon  Pump  Station 
are  90%  complete.  Contract  No.  WD-964  for  centri]imng  and  recondi- 
tioning of  a  portion  of  the  Bay  Division  Pipelines  Nos .  1  and  2  is 
9I/0  complete. 

Contract  WD  919  for  the  construction  of  cast  iron  mains  in 
Diamond  Heights  Redevelopment  Project  area  is  21%  complete,  the 
contractor  on  the  other  (WD-920)   is  still  unable  to  start  as  the 
streets  are  not  to  grade.    There  are  two  other  cast  iron  main 
contracts  under  construction  one  being  for  the  replacement  of  small 
mains  with  larger  mains.    The  electrical  work  in  connection  with 
the  conversion  of  valves  for  power  operation  is  95/^  complete.  The 
contract  for  construction  of  the  Radio  Transmitter-Receiving  station 
and  access  road  in  the  Silva  Tract  is  18^  complete. 

Two  applications  for  water  supply  for  resale  purposes  were 
approved  and  executed  during  the  month j  one  with  the  Alameda  County 
Water  District  for  the  Warm  Springs  Area  and  the  other  with  the 
City  of  Menlo  Park,     Negotiations  have  been  resumed  with  Milpitas 
after  their  defeat  of  San  Jose's  annexation  proposition.  The 
applications  from  the  California  Water  Service  Co,  and  that  from 
Redwood  City  are  still  under  study  by  the  City  Attorney. 

The  City  of  Hayward  has  received  the  East  Bay  Municipal 
Utilities  District's  offer  (not  as  yet  approved  by  the  District's 
Board  of  Directors)  to  supply  them  with  water  as  requested  last 
August  by  Hayward.  The  EBMUD  offers  to  annex  the  Hayward  area  and  to 
buy  the  facilities,  useable  by  them,  of  the  Hayward  Water  System 
for  about  .:|2 , 400 , 000  more  than  Hayward' s  proportionate  share  of  the 
cost  of  the  facilities  of  the  EBMUD  which  would  be  used  to  supply 
Hayward' s  consumption.     The  Utility  District  asks  the  City  of 
Hayward  to  make  a  decision  within  60  days. 

As  of  January  31,  1961  actual  receipts  have  exceeded  budget 
estimates  by  a  net  amount  of  5489,032. 

A  meeting  was  held  v^iith  the  Alameda  County  Assessor's 
representatives  to  review  their  valuations  of  the  Department's 
property  in  Alameda  County.     Tentative  agreement  was  reached  to  lower 
the  assessed  value  of  the  Sunol  Aqueduct  from  $150,450  to  |100,000, 
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to  remove  a  part  of  the  Pleasanton  Pipeline  and  the  real  property 
released  and  quitclaimed  to  the  City  of  Pleasanton,    The  removal 
of  the  water  rights  quitclaimed  to  the  City  of  Pleasanton  from 
our  valuation  will  be  discussed  with  the  Alameda  Assessor  in  the 
near  future. 

The  seasonal  rainfall  at  Calaveras  is  G2%  of  last  years. 
The  seasonal  rainfall  at  the  Department's  five  Peninsula  rainfall 
gaging  stations  averages  6^%  of  the  previous  seasons  below  normal 
rainfall.     The  precipitation  has  been  at  a  relatively  low  rate 
permit ing  a  high  percentage  of  evaporation,  transpiration  and  per- 
colation, thus   reducing  runoff  into  the  reservoirs  to  a  very  small 
amount.     This  condition  has  been  aggravated  by  the  extended  periods 
between  rains.    During  these  periods  the  ground  lost  its  surface 
moisture  which  needed  to  be  replaced  before  runoff  could  occur. 
Runoff  into  the  five  local  reservoirs  has  been  less  than  evaporation, 
transpiration  and  other  reservoir  losses  from  July  1,  19^0  to 
February  1,  19 6l. 

Draft  from  Hetch  Hetchy  has  been  maintained  at  as  high  a 
rate  as  possible.     The  total  storage  in  the  Peninsula  Reservoirs 
has  increased  to  a  total  of  23,18^.  million  gallons  on  February  23, 
1961,  which  is  928.  million  gallons  less  than  on  the  same  date 
last  year.     Calaveras  storage  of  15        *  million  gallons  is  5>812. 
million  gallons  less  than  that  on  February  23,  19^0 •

Manager  of  Uti      les  Calendar  Items: 

Mr,  Kirkwood  presented  a  history  of  the  zoning  actions  taken  on  the 
Yrlbarren  property  located  In  Millbrae  adjacent  to  the  Airport,  on 
which  it  is  planned  to  build  apartments. 

He  then  presented  the  recommendations  of  the  sound  abatement  com- 
mittee as  follows: 

1.  That  the  City  of  Millbrae  institute  zoning 
proceedtogs  whereby  the  present  undeveloped  land  in  the  City  of 
Millbrae  In  the  vicinity  of  the  Airport  be  rezoned  for  industrial 
use;  that  the  City  of  Millbrae  include  in  such  rezoning  the  lands 
presently  zoned  for  apartment  use  for  which  apartment  house  construc- 
tion is  presently  planned;  in  recognition  of  the  reliance  of  the 
present  owners  on  prior  apartment  zoning,  that  a  variance  be  granted 
to  complete  the  apartment  house  projects  presently  before  the  City  of 
Millbrae;  and  that  the  City  of  Millbrae  include  in  such  rezoning,  in 
addition  to  San  Francisco  owned  property,  at  least  that  portion  of  the 
Bayslde  Manor  subdivision  that  extends  easterly  of  the  P,G.<ScE.  power 
lines,  not  with  the  intention  or  purpose  of  interfering  with  present 
residential  use,  but  as  a  means  of  planning  for  future  development, 

2.  That  the  City  of  San  Francisco  reconsider  their 
withdrawal  of  plans  to  construct  the  Jet  noise  barrier  and  proceed 
with  the  construction  of  said  barrier  at  the  end  of  Runway  1-R. 

3«    In  view  of  planning  problems  created  by  the 
rapid  and  continuing  growth  of  the  airport  and  the  neighboring  com- 
munities, that  a  San  Francisco  International  Airport  Technical 
Planning  Advisory  Committee  be  established.    This  committee  should  be 
composed  of  the  technical  planners  and  consultants  of  the  communities 
within  the  operational  sphere  of  the  airport,  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  and  the  airport  planners.    The  purpose  of  this  commit- 
tee would  be  to  continually  review  all  community  and  airport  develop- 
ment plans  that  relate  to  and  might  affect  more  than  a  single 
Jurisdiction  within  the  operational  sphere  of  the  airport.  The 
Technical  Planning  Advisory  Committee  should  report  periodically  to 
the  City  Councils  and  Boards  of  Supervisors  and  other  Interested 
organizations  on  the  status  of  planning  within  the  interest  area  and 
recommend  to  Jurisdictions  Involved,  appropriate  action  to  alleviate 
areas  of  possible  conflict. 
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Mr.  Klrkwood  recommended  due  to  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Roden 
and  a  firm  belief  that  the  first  step  should  be  taken  by  Millbrae, 
that  no  definite  action  be  taken  at  this  point. 

In  reply  to  Comrnissloner  Fazackerley' s  question,  Airport  Manager 
Belford  Brown  reported  that  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  apparently 
did  not  consider  the  barrier  a  navigational  hazard  if  it  were 
properly  lighted,  the  Airline  Pilots  Association  indicated  they  might 
oppose  the  barrier,  and  the  technical  advisory  committee  at  the 
Airport  indicated  that  on  first  review  they  did  not  particularly  care 
for  the  barrier,  but  apparently  were  not  going  to  oppose  construction 
of  it. 

After  further  discussion  pro  and  con,  no  definite  action  was  taken. 


Airport  Manager  Belford  Brown  submitted  a  recommendation  that  an 
appropriation  of  |200,000  be  made  to  start  plans  for  a  2600-car 
garage.    He  also  recommended  hiring  an  engineering  firm  as  soon  as 
possible  to  prepare  plans  so  that  bids  may  be  submitted  by  next 
December.    Mr,  Brown  presented  a  time  schedule  that  would  provide  for 
the  completion  of  the  garage  upon  the  opening  of  the  South  Terminal 
in  January,  1963,     In  his  report  he  suggested  three  methods  of 
financing:    1)  A  general  obligation  bond  issue;    2)  A  non-profit 
corporation  financing  through  the  bid  procedure;     3)  Private  financ- 
ing through  the  bid  procedure. 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  declared  he  felt  the  Commission  should  not  go 
to  a  bond  issue  for  this  purpose,  and  the  entire  Comralsslbn  concurred. 
It  was  suggested  that  Mr»  Brown  investigate  the  other  methods  of 
financing. 

Mr.  Brown  also  pointed  out  that  there  was  at  present  a  lease  on  the 
parking  area  which  would  not  expire  until  1964  and  it  would  be 
necessary  to  make  some  arrangements  to  work  out  the  problem  of  the 
leasehold  Interests  of  the  present  parking  concessionnaire . 

Mr,  Brown  was  requested  to  submit  a  supplemental  appropriation  In 
the  amount  of  |200,000  next  week  in  order  to  start  planning  for  the 
garage. 


Departmental  Report: 

Airport  Manager  Belford  Brown  presented  the  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport  monthly  report, 

Mr.  Brown  reported  that  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Pan  American 
World  Airways  met  in  Curacao  and  had  approved  the  21  year  lease  to 
occupy  26  acres  at  the  Airport  and  agreed  to  spend  at  least 
13 » 500*000  OX]  maintenance  facilities. 

Mr.  Brown  called  the  Commission's  attention  to  the  recent  Federal 
Aviation  Agency  release  that  San  Francisco  was  fourteenth  in  the 
nation  in  aircraft  movements.    He  advised  the  Commission  not  to  be 
concerned,  that  San  Francisco  was  still  fifth  in  the  nation  in 
passenger  travel,  which  is  the  norm  used  to  measure  the  importance 
of  airports,  and  that  "aircraft  movements"  related  to  individual 
aircraft — private,  commercial,  military — and  did  not  take  into 
account  the  number  of  passengePs  carried. 

Mr.  Brown  explained  the  proposed  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Pan

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  FEBRUARY  ACTIVITIES 

Agreement  Reached  by  Committee  on  Ml librae  Zoning 

An  eight-man  coramlttee--representlng  Mlllbrae,  San  Francisco,  San  Mateo 
County,  and  the  San  Mateo  County  Development  Assoclatlon--held  Its  final  meeting 
last  week,  after  nearly  two  months  of  Investigative  sessions,  and  apparently 
reached  a  three -point  agreement. 

At  Friday's  public  meeting  of  the  Sound  Abatement  Center  directors  and 
members  It  was  reported  that  joint  action  will  be  Instituted  by  the  City  of 
Mlllbrae  In  rezonlng  all  undeveloped  lands  adjacent  to  the  Airport  for  Industrial 
use  while  granting  certain  variances  for  multiple  housing  permits  already  Issued. 

The  joint  Committee  suggested  that  the  City  of  San  Francisco  reconsider 
Its  withdrawal  of  plans  to  construct  the  jet  noise  barrier  and  proceed  with  the 
construction  of  the  barrier  at  the  end  of  Runway  IR. 

A  new  San  Francisco  International  Airport  Technical  Planning  Advisory 
Committee  Is  also  suggested,  and  It  Is  anticipated  that  such  a  committee  should  be 
composed  of  the  technical  planners  and  consultants  of  the  communities  within  the 
operational  sphere  of  the  Airport,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  to 
Include  Airport  Department  and  Engineering  Bureau  representation.    Its  purpose 
would  be  to  review  continually  all  community  and  airport  development. plans  that 
relate  to  and  that  might  affect  more  than  a  single  jurisdiction  within  the 
operational  sphere  of  the  Airport. 

The  report  and  recommendations  are  now  under  study  and  consideration 
by  Mayor  Christopher  of  San  Francisco  and  Mayor  Church  of  Mlllbrae. 
Agreement  Reached  In  Flight  Engineers'  Strike 

We  were,  of  course,  extremely  gratified  to  note  the  end  of  the  flight 
engineers*  recent  strike  against  seven  national  airlines,  four  of  which  were 
Invo^lved  locally  at  San  Francisco  International  Alrp<xrt«    President  Kennedy's 
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announcement  of  the  tentative  agreement  iinmediately  affected  some  3,300  airline 
employees  in  the  Bay  Area  and,  with  the  exception  of  Western  Air  Lines,  normal 
service  was  restored  at  the  Airport  within  48  hours. 

The  one-week  shutdown  was  the  worst  in  the  history  of  the  industry,  and 
it  has  been  estimated  that  losses  approached  five  million  dollars  a  day.  This 
great  financial  loss  was  kee«;iy  felt  by  the  Airport  itself,  as  well  as  by  the 
tenants  and  concessionaires  doing  business  at  this  facility. 

We  await  with  interest  the  report  of  the  study  commission  which  will  be 
issued  in  90  days. 
San_Franci^co  Heliport  Approved 

A  proposal  to  lease  a  section  of  a  parking  lot  north  of  the  Ferry 
Building  from  the  San  Francisco  Port  Authority,  to  be  used  as  a  heliport,  was 
approved  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  last  week.    The  term  of  the  agreement 
is  for  a  two-year  period,  and  the  Port  Authority  will  spend  up  to  $20,000  to 
convert  the  area,  the  City  to  reimburse  the  Authority  for  this  expense,  plus  4% 
interest. 

A  concurrent  agreement  will  be  executed  by  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  and  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Helicopter  Company  covering  the  use  and 
operation  of  the  San  Francisco  Ferry  Building  Heliport,  and  will  provide  for  a 
fee  of  $50.00  per  month  for  the  use  of  the  heliport,  plus  25c  per  San  Francisco- 
Oakland  Helicopter  Company  ticketed  passenger  enplaning  and  deplaning. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  service  will  start  in  April  with  two 
10-passenger  Sikorsky  aircraft. 

Negotiations  with  Pacific  Southwest  Airlines  for  Plot  10 

Officials  of  PSA  have  been  unavoidably  delayed  in  submitting  their  bid 
for  the  lease  of  Plot  10  maintenance  area  largely  because  of  a  revision  of  plans 
involving  additional  footage  requirements  to  their  proposed  hangar  facility.

Negotiations  with  Pan  American  for  the  lease  of  Plot  1,  involving  some

Relocation  of  Steam  Plant 

Call  for  bids  was  authorized  on  a  contract  providing  for  relocation 
of  the  steam  and  electric  services  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the 
new  south  terminal, 
January  Air  Traffic 

The  total  number  of  "in  and  out''  passengers  in  January  1961  was 
371,645.    Adverse  weather  conditions  throughout  the  country  and  some  abnormal  fog 
conditions  locally  caused  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  scheduled  airline  arrivals 
and  departures.    Although  the  number  of  passengers  in  and  out  showed  a  decrease  of 
4.6%,  it  is  noted  that  the  number  of  passengers  originating  and  terminating  at 
San  Francisco  Airport  increased  over  the  previous  year  by  nearly  17.. 

The  FAA  Control  Tower  recorded  a  total  of  12,077  scheduled  aircraft 
operations  during  January,  as  compared  to  12,391  a  year  ago. 

Total  mail  (air  mail  and  first  class  mail  by  air)  amounted  to 
4,573,218  pounds  in  January,  1961,  compared  to  3,735,126  pounds  in  January  1960, 
up  22.47o. 

Freight  pounds  moving  through  San  Francisco  by  air  also  showed  a  9,4% 
increase,  and  express  pounds  were  up  9,37»  over  the  same  period  last  year.

Results  of  the  second  snow  survey  of  the  season  indicate  that  there  has  been  little 
improvement  in  the  snowpack  since  last  month  and  that  the  runoff  this  year  will  be 
less  than  last  year  unless  there  is  considerable  precipitation  during  the  months  of 
March,  April  and  May.    Following  is  a  tabulation  of  storage  conditions  in  the  moun-

Water  conditions  in  the  mountain  watershed  have  reached  a  very  serious  stage,  from 

a  power  generation  standpoint.    While  there  wi.ll  be  no  shortage  of  water  for  domestic 

supply,  use  of  water  for  power  generation  will  necessarily  be  considerably  curtailed. 

Delivery  of  water  through  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  to  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area 
was  restored  to  approximately  160  M.GoD,,  the  maximum  capacity  of  the  aqueduct, 
on  February  27,  1961,  following  a  period  of  delivery  at  1^0  M.G.D.  while  the  Water 
Department  was  relining  sections  of  its  transmission  pipeline. 

Power  Operation 

Project  generation  during  the  month  of  February  was  7^.9  million  kilox\ratthours, 
which  required  the  purchase  of  approximately  2  million  kilowatthours  of  supplementary 
energy  to  meet  load  requirements.

Generation  at  Cherry  Powerhouse  was  increased  and  generation  at  Moccasin  was  reduced 
in  proportion  during  the  last  half  of  February,  in  accordance  with  a  planned  program 
to  lower  the  level  of  Lake  Lloyd  in  order  to  perform  repairs  to  the  slide  gates  in 
the  outlet  structure  at  Cherry  Dam.    These  repairs  were  completed  on  March  3* 
Subsequently,  Cherry  Powerhouse  was  shut  down  and  the  power  tunnel  and  penstock 
drained  for  inspection  of  the  tunnel  and  necessary    repairs  at  Cherry  Dam  outlet 
valve  house.  Granite  Portal  of  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel,  and  at  Cherry  powerhouse. 
This  work  is  expected  to  be  completed  by  March  1?,  after  which  Cherry  Powerhouse 
will  again  be  placed  in  operation.  ^ 

Present  estimates  of  run-off,  taken  in  conjunction  with  existing  storage,  indicate 
that  it  vjill  be  necessary  to  curtail  generation  at  both  Cherry  and  Moccasin  Power- 
houses to  a  considerable  degree  during  the  latter  half  of  the  month  of  March  and 
thereafter,  in  order  to  arrive  at  the  optimum  araount  of  storage  in  City's  reservoirs 
at  the  end  of  the  run-off  season. 

Atomic  Energy  Coimnission  Livermore  Water  Supply  project 

Following  completion  of  the  testing  and  sterilizing  program  on  the  ten  miles  of 
pipeline  installed  by  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission  between  Mocho  Shaft  on  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  Aqueduct  and  the  Livermore  Radiation  Laboratory,  the  water  meters  were

Homer  C.  Chaijdler,  City  Administrator.  City  of  Millbrae,  appeared 
in  reference  to  the  appropriation  of  $200,000  for  an  acoustical 
barrier  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  (Calendar  Item  13). 

Mr.  Chandler  stated  that  the  City  Council  of  Millbrae,  acting  on 
the  recommendation  of  th'6  Joint  Mayors'  Committee,  instructed  the 
City  Planning  Commission  to  hold  public  hearing  on  all  vacant 
property  east  of  the  PG&E,  also  the  property  that  includes  eight 
residential  homes,  and  property  where  the  proposed  apartment  house 
is  to  be  built.    The  Planning  Commission  has  set  up  publie  hearing 
next  Monday,  March  27,  and  the  second  hearing,  as  required  by  law, 
on  April  10,    Then  it  comes  back  to  the  City  Council  and  by  law 
they  must  hold  one  more  public  hearing.    This  is  planned  for 
April  18,  at  which  time  the  Council  will  designate  May  2  as  the  date 
for  the  public  hearing.    If  it  goes  through  as  anticlpateSl,  it  will 
become  law  on  June  6, 
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Efforts  have  been  made  by  Mlllbrae  officials  to  minimize  opposition 
to  rezonlng.    It  is  anticipated  that  this  will  go  through  without 
too  much  difficulty;  the  Council  and  Commission  are  working  toward 
this  end.

Mr.  Anderson  reported  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  sustained  the 
rerouting  of  motor  coach  lines  M  and  17,  and  that  the  effective  date 
for  rerouting  would  be  April  7,  1961.    He  further  called  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  University  of  California  would  be  playing  bafire- 
ball  next  Sunday  at  Candlestick  Park  and  this  would  be  the  first 
opportunity  to  try  out  the  operation  under  the  new  rate  schedule.

tA'-pe  available  and  which  St.  Louis  is  about  to  declare  as  surplus.

CANDLESTICK  PARK; 

The  30j^  fare  to  and  from  the  Ball  Par*k  officially  took  effect 
March  1,  although  the  new  rate  has  not  been  utilized  as  yet  in 
actiial  operation. 

The  "prepayrnment"  system  of  fare  collection  at  gates  to  loading 
areas  was  used  at  dismissal  of  a  few  games  last  season  at  the  Ball 
Park,    For  the  present  it  is  planned  to  collect  30^  fares  from 
passengers  as  they  board  coaches  at  the  Ball  Park  rather  than  at 
the  gates.

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  hereby  requests  the 
Controller  to  certify  necessary  funds  In  an  estimated  amount  of 
$400,00  to  provide  for  costs  of  said  two  electricians  until  City  Is 
reimbursed  by  the  Allls-Chalmers  Manufacturing  Company  or  its 
bonding  company,  Federal  Insurance  Company. 

Homer  C,  Chandler,  City  Administrator,  City  of  Millbrae,  appeared  in 
reference  to  the  appropriation  of  $200,000  for  the  acoustical  barrier 
at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport.    He  reported  that  the 
Millbrae  Planning  Commission  held  their  meeting  last  Monday  evening^ 
March  27,  1961,  and  approximately  twenty  people  appeared  at  the 
hearing.    Three  residents  of  the  area  to  be  rezoned  protested  the 
rezoning  because  they  feared  some  financial  loss,  and  three  other 
protestants  were  opposed  to  industrial  zoning  as  such.    He  further 
stated  that  he  felt  there  was  no  question  but  that  this  rezoning  was 
going  to  be  approved. 

After  the  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission, 
Mr.  Chandler,  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Millbrae,  thanked  the 
Commission  for  their  cooperation.    The  Commission  reminded  Mr. 
Chandler  that  this  was  only  the  first  step  in  the  appropriation  of 
funds  for  the  barrier. 


Belford  Brown,  Airport  Manager,  made  a  full  presentation  on  the 
proposed  Pan  American  lease.

Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  that  the  Water  Department  and  the  Commission  had 
been  asked  to  maet  with  the  Palo  Alto,  Sunnyvale,  and  Mountain  View 
city  councils  In  regard  to  contracts  for  water  resale,    A  meeting 
has  been  set  for  Monday  eyenlng,  April  3,  1961,  at  7:30  pvm.,  In  the 
Council  chambers,  Palo  Alto  City  Hall,  with  the  Palo  Alto  City 
Coimcll  only.    Meetings  with  the  other  two  city  councils  have  not  as 
yet  been  set. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  reported  on  Senate  Bill  #853 #  Golden  Gate  Transportation 
Coriiuilsslon,  as  follows: 

Some  three  weeks  ago  the  Mayor' s  State  Legislation  Committee 
referred  Senate  Bill  #853,  a  bill  which  would  set  up  the  Golden  Gate 
Transportation  Commission,  to  a  number  of  City  officials,  Including 
the  Manager  of  Utilities. 

You  will  recall,  two  years  ago  this  Commission  did  give  consideration 
to  the  bill  which  set  up  the  Golden  Gate  Authority,  and  suggested 
certain  amendments  to  that  bill.    This  was  referred  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  subsequently  the  Board  of  Supervisors  took  action  on 
that  bill. 

I  thought,  in  view  of  the  previous  action,  that  this  matter  should 
come  back  to  the  Commission  for  some  Instruction  to  me. 

You  each  have  a  copy  of  a  draft  of  a  resolution  with  reference  to 
the  bill. 

The  present  bill,  as  I  think  you  know,  has  some  very  notable 
revisions  from  the  bill  which  went  In  two  years  ago.     It  does  not 
Include,  however,  the  basic  request  that  was  made  by  this  Commission 
two  years  ago  with  reference  to  airports.    Also,  this  bill  does  make 
provision  for  acquisition  of  mass  transportation  facilities.  For 
the  first  time  we  find  not  only  the  airport  Involved,  but  also,  at 
least  collaterally,  the  Municipal  Railway. 

I  think  the  problem  we  had  with  the  original  bill  to  a  considerable 
extent  remains  with  this  bill.    It  is  difficult  to  contemplate  the 
San  Francisco  International  Airport  as  an  airport  owned  by  San 
Francisco,  while  at  the  same  tlm.e  you  have  another  airport  operated 
in  the  Bay  Area  by  a  regional  agency. 

Under  this  bill,  the  Transportation  Commission  would  take  over  all 
the  bridges.    When  It  comes  to  airports,  and  similarly  when  it  comes 
to  rapid  transit,  there  is  no  parallel  condition  which  says  to  take 
them  all  over*    It  is  a  mistake  to  take  them  over  piecemeal,  one  at 

a  time . 

I  feel  the  criticism  we  made  two  years  ago  still  Is  valid,  and  we 
should  ask  that  before  any  airport  facility  Is  taken  over  that  all 
of  the  basic  regional  facilities  in  the  Bay  Area  should  be  takes 
over  concurrently. 

The  second  part  of  the  resolution  deals  similarly  with  the  problem 
of  rapid  transit..  It  is  not  quite  clear  as  to  what  is  "rapid 
transit."    As  it  now  stands,  it  would  be  possible  to  take  over 
unrelated  units.    I  think  that  should  be  clarified. 

One  other  matter  I  have  mentioned  to  the  president.     I  need  to 
review  It  more  thoroughly  with  the  City  Attorney', fe  office*    As  I  read 
the  bill,  there  are  certain  areas  (such  as  Santa  Clara  County)  and 
operations  (such  as  the  ports  at  Stockton  and  Sacramento)  which  can 
achieve  representation  on  the  Commission  without  actually  having 
within  their  area  a  facility  owned  or  operated  by  the  Golden  Gate 
Transportation  Commission,    I  would  like  to  see  if  we  should  not 
suggest  some  tightening  up  of  these  provisions  of  the  bill. 
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Commissioner  Pazackerley  stated  that  he  had  discussed  the  matter 
thoroughly  with  Mr.  Klrkwood  and  he  felt  the  expression  of  policy  on 
the  bill  was  In  the  province  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  that  they  had  a  right  to  an  expression 
from  this  Coramisslon  on  that  portion  of  the  bill  Involving  matters 
under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  and  that 
this  Commission  should  confine  Itself  to  consideration  of  the  alr~ 
port  and  that  portion  of  the  bill  which  could  affect  the  Municipal 
Railway  either  directly  or  Indirectly. 

The  other  members of  the  Commission  concurred  with  Commissioner

Mr.  Turner  reported  on  the  steps  that  have  been  taken  in  the  attempts 
to  reach  an  agreement  on  the  water  contracts  with  the  City  of  Hayward 
and  Mllpltas  County  Water  District- 


Roll  Call: 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  reported  on  the  successful  presentation  of 
the  $115,0005000  water  bond  issue  to  the  Bond  Screening  Committee, 
and  stated  It  will  be  before  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of

Commlesioner  White,  fearing  contamination,  requested  Mr.  Turner  to 
InTestigate  the  alleged  dumping  of  refuse  on  Summit  Reservoir 
property. 

Commissioner  Roden  congratulated  the  Commission  and  Mlllbrae  on  the 
steps  taken  in  regard  to  the  acoustical  barrier  for  Jet  noise 
alleviation.    Ke  then  recommended  the  third  step  suggested  by  the 
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Joint  hi librae- San  Francisco  noise  barrier  conmilttae — namely,  the 
establishment  of  a  San  Francisco  International  Airport  Technical 
Planning  Advisory  Committee.

WATER  SALES 

Net  sales  of  water  for  the  month  of  February,  1961  were 
$1,178,486,  which  Is  $50,457  (4.5^)  more  than  for  February,  196O,  The 
total  does  not  include  $72,457  net  sales  to  other  City  Departments  in 
lieu  of  taxes o    The  non-revenue  sales  to  other  City  Departments  are 
$2,086  more  than  for  February,  I96O. 

For  the  fiscal  year  196O-61  net  sales  of  water  through  February, 
1961  amounted  to  $10,665,877,  an  increase  of  $45,452  over  net  sales  for 
the  same  period  last  fiscal  year.     The  net  sales  to  other  Municipal 
Departments  in  lieu  of  taxes  amounting  to  $720,590  are  not  included  in 
the  above  $10,665,877.     Paying  sales  within  San  Francisco  are  1,8^  less 
and  suburban  sales  are  4.7^  more  than  last  year. 

As  of  February  28,  196I,  actual  receipts  for  the  fiscal  year 
have  exceeded  budget  estimates  by  a  net  amount  of  $444,692. 

APPLICATIONS  FOR  WATER  SUPPLY  FOR  RESALE  PURPOSES. 


California  VJater  Service  Company.  This  application  v/as  tabled 
on  March  14~by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  pending  the  results  of 
the  court    case  now  being  submitted  to  the  Judge  in  Marin  County. 

Milpitas  County  Water  District.     The  District  officers  at  their 
meeting  on  March  14  considered  their  proposed  application.     They  will 
reconsider  their  application  on  April  13.    Representatives  of  the  San 
Francisco  Water  Department  will  attend  this  meeting. 

Hayward  Municipal  Water  System.     Messrs.  Klrkwood,  Turner,  Burr, 
and  Simons  presented  San  Francisco's  position  regarding  Hayward 's  v/ater 
supply.     It  was  well  received  and  their  Commission  is  considering  the 
matter. 

Meetings  have  been  arranged  to  explain  this  Department's  appli- 
cation form  for  water  supply  for  resale  purposes  with  the  City  offic- 
ials of  Sunnyvale,  Palo  Alto  and  Mountain  View. 

WATER  QUALITY 

Potrero  Heights  Reservoir  was  drained,  cleaned  and  sterilized 
and  put  back  in  service  on  March  7,  196I.     The  i/\fest  Basin  of  Sutro 
Reservoir  has  been  drained  and  cleaned.    After  inspection  and  minor  re- 
pairs have  been  made  it  will  be  sterilized  and  returned  to  service. 
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Eighteen  water  main  flushing  operations  were  completed  within 
the  City  during  the  month  of  February,  1961.     Thirteen  of  them  were  for 
dead-end  mains,  four  to  correct  dirty  water  conditions  and  one  for  ob- 
jectionable taste. 

To  February  28,  19^1,  there  have  been  5^30?  gate  valves  in- 
spected in  San  Francisco.    Out  of  this  total  519  were  inspected  in  Feb- 
ruary, 482  needed  no  repairs  and  the  remaining  37  were  repaired  as 
needed. 

Fourteen  blowoff  connections  to  sewers  or  sewer  manholes  were 
reconstructed  to  surface  blowoff s  during  February,  I96I. 

CLAIMS  •  ' 

In  February    I961,  four  claims  were  filed  for  damages  by  the 
Water  Department  against  others  in  an  amount  of  $407.63.    At  the  begin- 
ning of  the  month  there  were  27  outstanding  claims  totaling  $5^604. 36. 
There  were  7  claims  settled  or  cancelled  during  the  month,  leaving  24 
outstanding  claims  for  a  total  of  $5^348.79  on  February  28,  1961. 

On  January  31^  1961,  there  were  4l  outstanding  claims  against 
the  V\fater  Department  amounting  to  $134,817.26.    Ten  claims  for  damages 
were  filed  during  February  1961,  totaling  $13^856.59.    Eleven  claims 
for  $1,214,20  were  settled  for  $1,171.59  and  3  denied  amounting  to 
$465.00.    There  were  37  claims  of  this  type  outstanding  February  28, 
totaling  $146,994.65. 

SERVICES  AND  CUSTOMERS 

During  the  month  of  February  196I,  197  water  services  were  re- 
newed.   Of  this  total  119  were  renewed  on  orders  issued  by  the  City 
Distribution  Division  and  the  balance  of  78  were  ordered  by  the  Com- 
mercial Division.    On  February  28,  there  were  304  incomplete  orders  on 
hand,  seven  more  than  on  January  31. ♦  I96I. 

There  were  334  more  customers  on  February  28,  196I  than  on  the 
same  date  in  i960. 

CONSUMPTION 

In  February  I96I,  the  gross  consumption  (water  released  into  the 
system  for  consumption)  for  the  entire  system  averaged  132.4  million 
gallons  per  day.    This  is  2.6  mgd  more  than  the  February  i960,  consump- 
tion . 

WATER  CONDITIONS 

Precipitation  on  the  local  watersheds  for  this  season  varies 
from  75^  at  Calaveras,  to    86^  at  San  Andreas,  of  last  season's  pre- 
cipitation at  this  date.     Production  of  the  five  reservoirs  in  San 
Mateo  and  Alameda-Santa  Clara  Counties  is  below  the  unavoidable  losses 
due  to  evaporation,  transpiration,  etc.,  for  this  fiscal  year. 
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The  draft  from  Hetch  Hetchy  was  increased  to  full  capacity  of 
the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  on  coinpletion  of  the  current  contracts  for 
cement  mortar  lining  Bay  Division  Pipelines.     This  additional  water  has 
assisted  in  increasing  local  storage  to  meet  the  spring  and  summer  de- 
mand for  water. 

Storage  in  the  Calaveras,  Crystal  Springs,  San  Andreas,  and 
Pilarcltos  Reservoirs  was  39.848  million  gallons  on  March  23 ^  19^1,  which 
is  6,565  million  gallons  less  than  on  the  same  date  last  year.

Mr,  Klrkwood  then  read  a  letter  from  Secretary  of  Interior  Udall, 
Indicating  that  the  Secretary  would  not  be  able  to  meet  with  hlra  on 
April  7  due  to  the  short  time  he  will  be  spending  In  San  Francisco, 
Prom  conversations  with  Undersecretary  Carr,  the  matter  of  relocation

Mr.  Klrkwood  read  a  letter  from  the  Director  of  Property  stating 
there  seemed  to  be  no  longer  any  Interest  In  the  use  of  the  Fillmore 
and  Turk  properties  Of  the  Municipal  Railway  as  a  parking  lot.  Mr. 
Klrkwood  askad  the  Commission  If  they  wished  to  withdraw  their 
resolution  requesting  the  Director  of  Property  to  lease  said  land 
for  parking  lot  purposes*    It  was  the  consensus  of  opinion  that  this 
matter  should  be  left  In  the  hands  of  Philip  L,  Rezos,  Director  of 
Property,  to  see  if  any  further  Interest  in  the  property  for  this 
use  might  develop. 

Mr.  Klrkwood  then  stated  that  the  Commission  had  all  received  during 
the  week  copies  of  reports  prepared  by  V.  W.  Anderson,  General 
Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  regarding  Municipal  Railway  fares, 
services,  and  passes.    Commissioner  Pazackerley  led  off  the  dis- 
cussion, stating  that  it  was  most  appropriate,  in  the  Interest  of 
economy,  to  look  at  the  Municipal  Railway  fare  structure.  He 
Indicated  that  the  Commission  should  examine  premium  service, 
student  fares,  and  the  shoppers'  shuttle  service.    Passes  he 
considered  a  separate  subject,  although  they  might  have  certain 
financial  and  public  relation  aspects.    He  suggested  that  a  public 
hearing  be  set  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  these  various  phases 
of  the  fare  structure. 

At  this  point  Commissioner  White  called  the  Commission's  attention

Anderson* s  reports,  he  wished  to  know  whether  or  not  employees  were 
going  to  be  allowed  to  use  their  passes-  to  and  from  the  Candlestick 
Ballpark. 

Mr.  Klrkwood  stated  that  the  report  by  Mr.  Anders^  on -passes  was 
merely  a  statistical  analysis  and  did  not  make  any  recommendation*  or 
Indicate  the  effect  on  revenues  moneywise.    The  matter  of  passes  to 
and  from  the  baseball  park  is  not  discussed  at  all*    This  matter  has 
not  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Commission  1)ut  Is  a  matter  which  ha 
understood  Mr.  McGrath  and  Mr.  Edward  Coleman,  President,  Municipal 
Garments  Union  Local  25O,  had  discussed  with  Mr.  Anderson.  Mr, 
McGrath  said  that  this  did  not  answer  his  question,  "Are  we  allowed 
to  use  the  passes  to  and  from  the  ballpark?" 

Commissioner  Pazackerley  declared  that  this  was  an  administrative 
and  operating  matter  that  would  normally  be  handled  between  Mr. 
McGrath  and  Mr.  Anderson,  and  suggested  that  Mr»  McGrath  meet  with 
Mr,  Anderson  to  iron  the  matter  out. 

After  further  discussion  in  which  Mr,  Coleman,  representing  Local 
250  of  the  Municipal  Carmen's  Union,  supported  Mr.  McGrath' s 
position,  it  was  agreed  by  Mr.  McGrath  and  Mr.  Coleman  that  they 
would  meet  with  Mr.  Anderson  to  discuss  the  matter.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  MARCH  ACTIVITIES 

Two  New  San  Francisco  Air  Routes  Approved 

The  decision  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board,  last  month,  in  giving 
Delta  and  National  Airlines  the  routes  between  Florida  and  San  Francisco 
was  warmly  received. 

The  decision  gives  Delta  a  route  from  Florida  to  San  Francisco 
via  Dallas,  Fort  Worth  and  Las  Vegas.    National  will  fly  between  Florida 
and  San  Francisco  via  Houston  and  Las  Vegas.    This  is  an  important  step 
forward  in  the  expansion  plans  for  the  Airport  and  it  means  that  San  Fran- 
cisco is  now  linked  with  nearly  every  major  city  in  the  country.    We  have, 
of  course,  been  in  touch  with  their  officials  and  are  making  arrangements 
for  their  accommodation  at  the  Airport. 
Air  Freight  Labor  Dispute  Slows  Traffic 

A  Teamsters  labor  dispute  involving  two  drayage  firms,  with  head- 
quarters at  the  Airport,  slowed  freight  operations  for  three  days.  Air- 
port  Drayage  and  Airborne  Freight  Companies  were  the  firms  primarily 
affected,  and  they  normally  handle  about  807,  of  the  airport  freight. 
Pickets  were  posted  in  the  areas  surrounding  the  cargo  buildings. 
New  Contract  Negotiated  for  Flight  Insurance 

A  call  for  bids  was  authorized  covering  the  Insurance  and  Public 
Service  Agreement  at  the  Airport.    The  term  of  the  lease  is  to  be  for  six 
years,  commencing  August  27,  1961,  with  compensation  to  the  City  of  not 
less  than  $988,000.    We  derived  from  the  former  agreement,  due  to  expire 
shortly,  $54,000  a  year,  whereas  the  new  agreement  will  bring  an  average 
income  to  the  Airport  of  more  than  $164,550  per  year. 
Action  on  Airline  Leases 
Pan  American 

The  resolution  approving  terms  and  conditions  for  the  leasing  of 
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Plot  1  by  Pan  American  World  Airways  and  consisting  of  26  acres,  was 
passed  by  the  Commission*    Term  of  the  lease  is  for  21  years,  starting 
June  1,  1961,  with  two  options  to  extend  the  term  for  a  period  of  10 
years  and  nine  years  respectively. 

The  Lessee  has  agreed  to  invest  and  expend  $3,500,000  in  improve 
ments,  including  fill,  on  the  premises  before  December  1963.    It  also  pro 
vides  that  Pan  American,  which  now  holds  a  lease  on  substantial  other 
properties,  would  abandon  these  holdings. 
American  Airlines 

Management  has  been  conferring  with  representatives  of  American 
Airlines  regarding  the  leasing  of  additional  land  at  the  Airport  for  the 
parking  of  aircraft  adjacent  to  American's  existing  facilities. 
Pacific  Southwest  Airways 

Conferences  were  held  this  past  month  which  will  lead  to  the 
leasing  of  property,  by  Pacific  Southwest, for  the  development  of  adminis- 
tration headquarters  and  maintenance  facilities.  , 
Acoustical  Barrier  Voted 

Commission  action  last  week  voted  to  start  through  channels  the 
necessary  expenditure  of  $200,000  to  construct  an  acoustical  barrier  at 
the  end  of  Runway  IR  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport.  This 
coincided  with  the  Millbrae  Planning  Commission's  meeting  on  rezoning 
of  undeveloped  land  in  the  area  with  specific  variances  for  the  multiple 
dwelling  units  already  passed  by  the  Commission,  and  industrial  zoning 
for  the  other  areas.

Regional  Air  Traffic  Control  Committee  Meeting 

The  Airport  was  represented  last  week  at  a  meeting  of  the  Regional 
Air  Traffic  Control  Advisory  Committee  which  was  attended  by  air  carrier. 
Air  Transport  Association  and  Federal  Aviation  Agency  air  traffic  control 
representatives  handling  civil  and  military  air  traffic.    This  group  had 
under  consideration  methods  to  expedite  the  flow  of  traffic  at  major  air- 
ports.

A  letter  was  sent  to  all  airport  tenants  involved  in  the  disposal 
of  industrial  wastes,  once  again  pointing  up  the  importance  of  cleaning 
up  their  operations  so  that  no  oil  or  other  contaminants  are  disposed  of 
in  the  airport  drainage  system. 
Union  Oil  Company  to  Construct  Storage  Plant 

Work  is  proceeding  immediately  on  the  project  approved  by  the  Com- 
mission to  allow  the  Union  Oil  Company  to  construct,  at  its  own  cost,  a 
satellite  fuel  storage  plant  on  Plot  3C.     Estimated  cost  of  the  proposed 
work,  $140,000.

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Funds  Provided  for  Garage  Study 

Through  the  Commission,  the  Mayor  was  requested  to  recommend  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  a  supplemental  appropriation  of  airport  funds,  in  the 
amount  of  $200,000,  to  provide  for  the  drawing  of  plans  and. specif ications 
for  the  construction  of  the  first  segment  of  a  multi-level  garage  at  the 
Airport. 

Civil  Defense-Airport  Meeting  * 

A  meeting  was  held  March  13th  with  officials  of  Civil  Defense,  the 
Highway  Patrol,  San  Mateo  County  Sheriff's  Office,  Red  Cross  and  local  medical 
services  to  review  and  coordinate  airport  emergency  procedures  and  disaster 
plans* 

The  Airport,  in  cooperation  with  the  participating  agencies,  will 
revise  or  initiate  procedures  necessary  to  the  solving  of  theoretical 
emergency  problems  suggested  at  the  meeting. 
February  traffic 

February  traffic  figures  indicate  a  decrease  of  10.8%  passenger  in 
and  out  of  San  Francisco  Airport  as  compared  to  the  same  period  for  the 
previous  year.    Total  air  carrier  movements  for  February  1961  declined  to 
10,121  as  compared  with  11,519  in  1960,    These  figures,  of  course,  reflect 
the  substantial  decrease  in  traffic  occasioned  last  month  by  the  flight 
engineers*  labor  dispute,  which  involved  four  of  our  domestic  carriers. 

Total  mail  (air  mail  and  first  class  mail  by  air)  amounted  to 
4,458,029  pounds  during  February  1961  as  compared  with  3,716,175  in 
February  1960  for  an  increase  of  20%. 

Freight  moving  through  San  Francisco  by  air  showed  a  percentage 
loss  of  10.67o  while  express  volume  was  up  4.0%.

At  that  time  Pan  American  was  considering  the  expenditure  of 
i'10,000,000  for  a  base  at  San  Francisco.     Subsequently,  Pan  American 
built  a  base  in  Miami  and  now  finds  it  cannot  expend  more  than  three 
and  one-half  million  dollars  for  a  base  in  San  Francisco. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel  Thomas  M.  O'Connor  stated  that  the  release 
must  go  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  before  the  Director  of  Property 
con  call  for  bids.    In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner 
E.oden,  Mr.Kirkwood  stated  that  Pan  American  would  not  require  sub- 
mission to  the  Board  of  •Supervisors  and  that  in  his  opinion  the 
1958  Chpxter  amendment  would  be  construed  by  the  courts  as  upholding 
the  power  of  the  Commission  to  ta-ke  final  action  on  all  parts  of 
this  transaction. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Goiamissioner  White,  Mr.  O'Connor  stated 
that  as  a  practical  matter  he  did  not  believe  that  anyone  would  sue 
if  the  Commission  did  not  follow  the  City  Attorney's  advice  and  that 
a  court  might  rule  in  accordance  with  Mr.  Kirkwood's  views.  However, 
hu  reiterated  it  was  the  City  Attorney's  conservative  opinion  that 
the  matter  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  its  consider- 
ation.   Commissioner  White  suggested  that  the  Commission  take  a 
calculated  risk  and  adopt  the  resolution  without  reference  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.    However,  both  Comiiiissicner  Pazackerley  and 
Mr.  Kirkwood  noted  the  City  Property  Director,  Philip  L.  Rezos, 
would  look  to  the  City  Attorney  and  follow  his  recommendations  in 
processing  the  release  and  call  for  bids,  which  would  mean  submission 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  anyhow.    Thereupon,  the  Commission 
reluctantly  adopted  the  resolution. 


Manager  of  Utilit4.es  Calendar  Items  ; 


Mr.  Kirlwood  announced  that  John  G.  Brucato,  Superintendent, 
Agricultural  and  Land  Division  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department, 
was  appointed  by  Governor  Brown  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Cow  Palace. 

rhr.  Kirkwood  also  informed  the  CoriJmission  the  budget  hearings  by 
the  Mayor  on  Public  Utilities  Commission  budgets  had  been  completed, 
and  generally  speaking  the  Departments  fared  quite  well,  although 
the  Mayor  was  deeply  concerned  with  the  Municipal  Railway  deficit 
and  had  made  heavy  cuts  in  personnel  there.     The  bulk  of  the  public 
relations  program  at  the  Airport  was  not  allowed.     However,  the  new 
administrative  position  at  the  Airport  was  approved. 

Mr.  Kirlcwood  stated  that  Commissioner  FazacJcerley ,  J.  H.  Turner, 
General  Manager  &  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Wat^r  Department,  and  0.  L. 
Moore,  Acting  General  Manager      Chief  ii^nginc^er  of  Hetch  Hetchy 
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Project  and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  appeared  before  the  San 
Francisco  Labor  Council  on  behalf  of  the  $115fOOO,000  water  bond 
issue. 

Mr.  KirlOATood  announced  that  he  received  a  telephone  call  from  Mr, 
Clisbee  of  the  Bureau  of  Governmental  Research,  who  stated  the 
Municipal  Conference  will  meet  Monday  in  the  Board  of  Directors 
Room,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  333  Pine  Street,  at  3^00  p.m.,  to  con- 
sider the  l?115^000,000  water  bond  issue  and  Municipal  Railway  fares. 

Mi'o  Kirlo/^ood  mentioned  the  receipt  of  a  petition  from  residents  of 
Tenth  Avenue  regarding  the  rerouting  of  the  fr3Q  bus,  and  the  recent 
fatril  accident  that  occurred  at  the  corner  of  Tenth  AvQnue  rnd 
Geary  Boulevard.    He  stated  this  problem  had  been  under  review  by 
the  staff  of  the  Municipal  Railway  and  the  Department  of  Public 
V/orks  since  January  in  an  attempt  to  improve  the  situation.  He 
stated  he  would  send  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  Anderson,  Municipal 
Railway  General  Manager,  indicating  the  progress  of  that  study  to 
date  • 

Mr.  Kirk\.^rood  reported  that  William  Simons,  Director  of  the  Public 
bervice  -"^ureau,  attended  the  meeting  Monday  evening  of  the  City 
Planning  Comi'iiission  of  "khe  City  of  Millbrae.    Pour  of  the  seven 
Commissioners  were  present,  but  a  two-thirds  vote,  or  five,  was 
needed  for  the  rezoning  matter,  and  it  was  put  over  for  two  weeks.

Roll  Call; 

Commissioner  White  reported  that  Messrs.  Kirlcl^/ood,  Turner,  and  Moore 
made  a  very  able  presentation  on  the  water  bond  issue  to  the  joint 
law  and  lerislation  committee  of  the  San  Prancisco  L.'^b  or  Council 
and  Building  Trades  Council.    After  the  discussion,  the  matter  was 
referred  to  both  councils,  and  Commissioner  VJhite  said  he  was 
pleased  to  report  that  both  the  San  Prancisco  Building  Trades 
Council  and  the  San  Prancisco  Labor  Council  approved  and  endorsed 
the  proposed  bond  issue. 

Conmiissioner  Roden  reported  on  the  monthly  meeting  held  Priday, 
April  7f  of  the  Sound  Abatement  Center  trustees,  and  the  public 
meeting  held  immediately  thereafter  was  very  pleasant  and  amicable 
although  everyone  was  concerned  about  the  hauling  of  fill;  however, 
the  communities  involved  were  sympathetic  and  realized  that  this  was 
a  problem  created  in  an  attempt  to  solve  another  problem,  namely, 
noise. 

Commissioner  Roden  stated  he  attended  a  meeting  Monday  morning  at 
the  Airport,  with  the  purpose  of  forming  the  Technical  Planning 
Advisory  Comittee  that  was  approved  by  this  Commission  last  week.

Next  Wednesday  there 
will  be  a  meeting  of  the  membership  as  proposed »  with  the  addition 
of  Hillsborough  and  Daly  City,  at  which  time  election  of  permanent 
chairman  and  rules  of  procedure  will  be  considered.

Water  Conditions 

Results  of  the  third  snow  survey  of  the  season  indicate  that  while  there  was  an 
increase  in  precipitation  during  the  month  of  March,  the  snowpack  is  approximately 
75^  of  last  year  at  this  time.    Forecasts  based  on  the  snow  surveys  indicate  that 
this  year  will  be  the  third  consecutive  subnormal  year  and  that  the  runoff  will 
probably  be  one  of  the  lowest  in  the  last  20  years. 

Storage  conditions  in  the  mountain  reservoirs  as  of  April  5?  1961  are  as  follows?

Power  Production 

Power  generation  during  the  month  of  March  amounted  to  35 '7  million  kilowatthours , 
of  which  2.8  million  was  generated  at  Cherry  Powerhouse.    The  Cherry  Power  Tunnel 
and  penstock  were  drained  during  the  first  week  to  permit  inspection  of  the  tunnel 
and  repairs  to  the  bypass  valve  of  the  penstock  butterfly  valve  and  the  spherical 
valve  of  the  turbine  of  Generating  Unit  No.  2*    Inspection  of  the  tunnel  revealed 
no  unusual  conditions.    There  are  about  1000  cubic  yards  of  material  in  the  rock 
trap  but  it  appears  that  conditions  are  now  stabilized  and  there  should  be  very 
little  additional  material  deposited.    Repairs  were  performed  by  City  forces  under

an  emergency  authorization  to  the  control  wiring  of  one  of  the  power  transformers 
at  Cherry  Powerhouse.    Cost  of  the  repairs  x%dll  be  borne  by  the  equipment 
manufacturer  under  the  guarantee.    After  the  inspection  and  repairs  were  completed, 
resumption  of  generation  at  Cherry  Powerhouse  was  postponed  until  the  first  of 
April  in  order  to  build  up  storage  in  Lake  Lloyd  prior  to  advent  of  the  irrigation 
season. 

The  generation  schedules  for  Moccasin  and  Cherry  Powerhouses  for  the  month  of  April 
are  designed  to  meet  the  demand  and  energy  requirements  of  the  City's  existing 
customers  with  a  minimum  of  supplementary  energy  to  be  purchased. 

Tuolumne  County  Tax  Case 

Judge  Warren  Steel  of  Marysville,  rendered  an  opinion  in  Tuolumne  County  Superior 
Court  on  March  1?,  1961,  which  sustained  the  action  of  the  State  Board  of  Equaliza- 
tion in  reducing  the  assessment  by  Tuolumne  County  on  water  rights  at  four  points 
of  diversion  of  the  City  to  zero  and  upholding  the  assessment  of  llj 21^,000  at  the 
fifth,  Cherry  Valley  Dam.    Tuolumne  County  has  indicated  that  it  plans  to  appeal 
the  decision  to  the  State  Appellate  Court,    The  City  will  once  again  have  to  appear 
as  the  real  party  in  interest  and  also  will  again  contend  that  none  of  its  water 
rights  in  Tuolumne  County  is  taxable. 

The  second  installment  of  $171,922.36  for  the  City's  I96O-6I  taxes  in  Tuolumne 
County  has  been  paid  under  protest. 

0 ' Shaughnessv  Cottage 

A  contract  was  awarded  to  Wallace  Wolverton  of  Colurabia,  California  for  additions 
to  Cottage"  No.  1  at  O'Shaughnessy  Dam  in  the  amount  of  $5,100.00.  The  only  other 
bid  received  was  in  the  amount  of  $7,303.00. 
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Modesto  Substation  J 

A  contract  was  also  awarded  to  the  Modesto  Industrial  Electrical  Co.  for  increasing 
the  capacity  of  the  City's  high  voltage  electric  metering  facilities  at  Substation 
J  of  the  Modesto  Irrigation  District,    Six  bids  were  received  for  this  work,  the 
low  and  successful  bid  being  $5,^l43.00«    New  current  transformers  costing  $259  920 
are  being  furnished  by  the  City  for  installation  by  the  above  contractore 

Mather  Road 

Plans  and  specifications  are  being  prepared  for  the  application  of  a  seal  coat  of 
road  oil  to  the  road  between  Jones  Point  and  Mather*    This  road  was  repaved  last 
year  in  anticipation  of  the  heavy  use  it  will  be  subjected  to  when  construction  of 
the  Canyon  Power  Project  is  started.    Application  of  a  seal  coat  this  spring  will 
complete  the  repaving  work.  -  . 

CANYON  POWER  PROJECT 

Core  Borings  for  Canyon  Power  Tunnel  and  Powerhouse 

The  Contractor  has  completed  all  core  borings  at  the  upstream  end  of  the  Canyon 
Power  Tunnel  and  at  the  Canyon  Powerhouse  site.    No  unusual  conditions  were 
disclosed  by  these  borings. 

Outlet  Valves  at  O^Shaughnessy  Dam 

The  future  Canyon  Power  Tunnel  will  be  connected  to  certain  of  the  existing  outlet 
valves  at  O'Shaughnessy  Dam.    The  City's  consulting  board  has  requested  that  under- 
water photographs  be  taken  at  the  bottoms  of  the  slots  for  the  emergency  shut-off 
gates  to  these  valves  to  determine  any  condition  of  erosion  of  concrete.  The 
photographs  have  been  taken  and  indicate  that  no  appreciable  erosion  has  taken  place. 
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AIRPORT  ENGIMESRING  AND  COIJSTRUCTION 
South  Terminal  Building 

Bids  were  received  on  March  23,  1961  for  Contract  A-295-R>  Relocation  of  Steam  and 
Electric  Services*    Stenmark  Construction  Company  is  the  low  bidder  in  the  amount 
of  $90,999eOO.    This  work  is  required  to  provide  continuity  of  services  to  the 
Terminal  Area  during  the  construction  of  the  South  Terminal  Building. 

Bids  were  received  on  March  30,  196I  foi*  Contract  A-289,  Utilities  Relocation, 
South  Terminal  Area,    Eight  bids  were  received.    Low  bidder  was  Great  Western  Pipe 
Line  Co.,  Inc.  in  the  amount  of  $3^,728.70.    The  work  consists  of  relocating 
existing  underground  utilities  from  the  area  of  the  proposed  South  Terminal  Building. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  Contract  A-296,  Piling  and  Demolition  Work,  South 
Terminal  Area,  (prepared  by  Welton  Becket  and  Associates)  have  been  reviewed  and 
forwarded  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  advertising. 

Fill  for  Maintenance  Base  Area 

Due  to  wet  weather  conditions,  little  progress  was  made  by  the  Contractor  during 
the  past  month  on  placing  fill  in  the  maintenance  base  area.    The  subgrade  has  now 
dried  sufficiently  and  placing  of  fill  has  been  resumed.    Work  is  approximately 
30%  complete. 

Addition  to  Sewage  Treatment  Plant 

The  contract  for  the  construction  of  additional  facilities  to  the  Sewage  Treatment 
Plant  was  completed  and  the  new  facilities  are  being  put  into  operation. 

Landing  Field 

The  work  for  the  reconstruction  of  Runway  Lighting  System  is  progressing  slowly 
due  to  wet  ground.  Work  is  about  one-third  complete.  On  Friday,  March  31»  the 
contractor  began  hauling  fill  material  for  the  extension  of  Runway  10R-28L.

V.  W.  Anderson,  General  Manager,  Municipal  Railway,  made  a  presenta- 
tion and  sunmiarization  of  his  reports  on  express  service,  shopper's 
shuttle,  Sunday  and  holiday  tour  tickets,  and  student  tickets,  as 
previously  submitted  to  the  Commission. 

The  rules  of  order  were  suspended  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  from 
the  public  in  attendance.     Commissioner  Pazackerley  then  called  on 
those  who  were  in  favor  of  raising  rates  for  these  special  services, 

Dafiiel  Klein,  Executive  Vice  President,  San  Francisco  Real  Estate 
Board,  urged  and  suggested  that  the  Municipal  Railway  be  put  on  a 
self-sustaining    basis  as  soon  as  possible,  and  if  this  necessitated 
raising  fares  the  Real  Estate  Board  was  in  favor  of  a  fare  raise/ 

-George  Cameron,  2919  Pacific  Avenue,  agreed  with  Mr.  Klein  and 
supported  fare  raises  for  express  service,  shopper's  shuttle  and 
school  tickets. 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  then  asked  those  present  who  were  against 
changes  in  the  fare  structure,  to  present  their  views. 

Thomas  Gray>.  Manap:er,  Downtown  Association,  advocated  that  the  fare 
structure  be  left  alone  until  such  time  as  rapid  transit  service 
was  established,  at  which  time  Municipal  Railway  fares  would  have  to 
be  reviewed  as  well  as  other  local  fares  in  surrounding  communities.

Mr.  Grray  stated  further  than  the  Downtown  Association  was  against 
any  increase  in  the  shopper's  shuttle,  student  fare,  and  the  basic 
150  fare,  although  he  stated  he  did  not  know  whether  or  not  the 
Association  would  have  any  objection  to  an  increased  fare  for 
express  "buses.    Regarding  the  special  increases  under  consideration 
he  stated  that  such  increases  were  a  minute  part  of  the  revenue 
picture  and  that  the  Association  urged  the  Coaiinission  to  lay  the 
whole  thing  aside. 

ThoEias  W . McGrath ,  Pre^sident ,  Carmen's  Union  Local  X380_  Ajll^-QIQ » 
agrcrad'"with  Mr.  "Gray  and  suggested  that  the  whole  matter  be  tabled 
until  the  entire  trejisit  situation  was  squared  away. 

Mr.  McGrath  requested  a  oopy  of  the  reports  as  outlined  by  Mr. 
Anderson,    thereupon,  Commissioner  Pazack^prley  instructed  ^'ir. 
Anderson  to  forward  a  copy  of  his  reports  to  Mr.  McGrath  and  also 
Mr.  Mward  Coleman,  President,  Municipal  Carmen's  Union  Local  250. 

Gus  ,(^ynQr,  I37O  -  25th  Avenue,  cited  the  recent  incident  of  the 
President  of  the  Pittsburgh  Glass  Company  recommending  free  trans- 
portation for  the  City  of  Pittsburgh,  and  Mr.  Gaynor  recommended 
that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  San  Francisco  give  serious 
consideration  to  doing  awa^  with  all  fares  and  providing  free 
transportation. 

Ed^ar  Hall,  representing  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District, 
was  opposed  to  any  increase  in  student  rates  because  of  the 
additional  cost  to  the  S,an  Francisco  Unified  School  District,  which 
he  estimated  at  ^15,000. 

Mrs..  A.  Boyd  Puccinelli.  President,  Second  District,  California 
Parent  and  Teachers  Association,  also  protested  against  any  change 
in  the  student  rate  structure, 

§S^?Bel_K]Jjie,  1805  Pine  Street,  suggested  a  reduced  fare  for  all 
senior  citizens  over  the  age  of  65. 

The  rules  of  order  were  reinstated,  and  Commissioner  Fazackerley 
then  asked  the  Commission  of  their  recommendation. 

Commissioner  White  stated  that  he  was  not  in  favor  of  any  increase 
in  fares  and  suggested  that  they  be  left  just  as  they  are. 

Commissioner  Koden  stated  he  felt  the  same  way  in  view  of  the 
appearances  here  today  against  it. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  felt  that  the  saving  of  approximately 
$560,000  had  such  a  small  effect  on  the  tax  rate  of  the  average 
home  ovmer  in  San  Francisco  that  he  was  not  in  favor  of  increasing 
the  fares  at  this  time. 

Coimnissioner  Hansen  also  stated  that  he  was  in  favor  of  holding  to 
our  present  scale  of  fares.    He  felt  that  the  railway  was  not  in 
as  bad  a  position  as  made  out.    Certainly  in  regard  to  school  fares 
the  difference  in  ratio  of  student  rates  and  adult  rates  in  San 
Francisco  as  against  other  cities  cited  by  Mr.  Anderson  is  not  so 
catastrophic^  that  we  should  be  concerned  about  it.    He  thought 
there  should  be  some  simplif ioat  ion  of  the  rules  and  regulations 
governing  use  of  student  tickets  but  that  is  another  matter  which 
can  be  solved  internally  by  Municipal  Railway  management. 

Conmiissioner  Fazackerley  stated  he  personally  would  be  in  favor 
and  would  vote  for  an  express  fare  of  200,    Although  he  has  four 
children  of  his  own  riding,  he  believed  the  student  fare  should  be 
50%  of  the  adult,  as  it  is  in  most  American  cities  today.    He  was 
ill  fn.vor  of  increasing  the  shopper's  shuttle  as  it  was  a  premium 
type  service  and  those  riding  it  should  be  willing  to  pay  the 
increase,  and  he  thought  the  economic  situation  justified  it. 
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However,  he  also  found  it  perfectly  obvious  that  this  Commission 
does  not  intend  to  move  on  the  question  and  he  accepted  this  in 
good  grace  and  good  faith,    Nevertheless,  the  Cominission  must 
continue  to  be  extremely  interested  in  the  operating  deficit  of  the 
Municipal  Railway;   this  was  a  grave  public  responsibility.     On  the 
basis  of  budget  information,  the  subsidy  to  the  Municipal  Railway 
this  year  will  be  over  five  million  dollars — a  burden  to  the 
tax-paying  public.    He  urged  that  the  Commission  and  management 
operate  the  Municipal  Railway  as  efficiently  and  economically  as 
possible.    He  further  stated  that  he  knew  the  Commission  could 
count  on  the  cooperation  of  r4r.  Anderson  and  the  unions  to  aid  in 
the  economic  and  efficient  operation  of  the  Municipal  Railway. 

Coirmiissioner  Pazackerly  stated  he  assumed  no  action  was  indicated 
at  this  time,  and  therefore  he  considered  that  a  motion  had  been 
made,  seconded,  and  unanimously  carried  that  the  matter  be 

tabliod .  ' ' '  ■    '  ' 


Mr.  Kirkwood  and  0.  L.  Moore,  Acting  General  Mamger  &  Chief 
i^ngineer,  Hetch  Hetchy  V/ater  Supply,  Power  and  Utilities  Engineering 
Bureau,  reported  to  the  Commission  ihat  the  New  Don  Pedro  Technical 
Advisory  Committee  was  in  agreement  as  to  the  selection  of  the 
Bechtel  Corporation  as  project  engineer  to  provide  engineering 
services  for  the  design  and  construction  management  of  the  New  Don 
Pedro  project. 

Bechtel  Corporation,  because  of  their  experience  in  engineering 
projects  the  size  and  of  the  complexity  of  the  New  Don  Pedro, 
their  well-qualified  staff,  and  thorough  familiarity  with  the 
project  through  their  preparation  of  the  preliminary  report,  was  the 
unanimous  choice. 

It  is  felt  that  if  Bechtel  were  allowed  to  proceed  immediately,  in 
the  runoff  season  of  X964  they  would  be  in  position  to  have  the  dam 
far  enough  along  to  have  some  storage.    For  this  reason  the  two 
irrigation  districts  are  anxious  to  move  ahead  with  the  Bechtel 
agreement • 

r4r.  Moore  declared  the  reason  for  the  rush  was  the  two  irrigation 
districts  were  anxious  to  proceed  with  the  contract  with  Bechtel 
in  (rdt.r  to  be  in  position  to  take  advantage  of  the  1964  seasonal 
runoff.    The  Districts  propose  to  provide  funds  in  the  amount  of 
$300,000  to  permit  Bochtel  to  commence  investigation  and  preliminary 
design  work  immediately.     They  realize  the  City  cannot  obligate 
itticlf  for  a  portion  of  this  expense  until  such  time  as  approval  of 
the  Bond  Issue  has  been  obtained  and  necessary  funds  appropriated. 

CoriLiissioner  Pazackerley  then  said  that  he  assumed  that  what  was 
needed  at  this  time  was  concurrence  with  the  selection  of  the 
engineering  firm,  with  the  clear  understanding  that  this  was  not  a 
commitment  to  assume  any  costs  or  incur  any  expense, 

Comiissioner  White  moved  and  Coiixiissioner  -t^oden  seconded  that  we 
concur  with  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts  in  the 
selection  of  Bechtel  Corporation,  and  the  motion  was  unanimously 
carried. 


At  this  point  in  the  meeting,  Commissioner  Hansen  was  excused.

City  Attorney  Dion  R.  Holm  appeared  and  explained  to  the  Commission 
what  had  been  done  in  regard  to  the  so-called  anti-trust  suits 
that  had  been  brought  against  such  companies  as  General  Electric, 
V/estinghouse ,  et  aL. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  Commission,  in  the  prosecution  of  claims 
against  these  corporations,  could s 

1)  Join  with  the  Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  California  and 
the  group  of  California  cities  working  vrith  the  Attorney  General. 
(Los  Angeles  was  proceeding  on  its  own*) 

2)  Join  v/ith  the  National  Institute  of  Municipal  Law  Officers 
v/liich  would  file  one  master  suit  thus  avoiding  duplication. 
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3)  Proceed  on  our  own* 

4)  Proceed  on  our  own,  engaging  speQ)ial  oounsel  who  might  be 
familiar  with  this  particular  field  of  litigation. 

The  last  step  would  be  very  expensive — the  economic  cost  of  hiring 
cost  accountants,  taking  depositions,  interrogations,  etc. 

He  informed  the  Commission  there  was  no  great  rush  as  the  statute 
of  limitations  still  had  about  nine  months  to  run. 


Hr,  KirJcwood  advised  the  Commission  that  they  should  not  discount 
the  complexity  of  these  anti-trust  cases.    He  pointed  out,  as  did 
Mr.  Holm,  that  a  cause  of  action  existed  but  whether  the  City  could 
shovj  any  damages  was  problematical.    At  this  point,  he  thought,  the 
City  would  not  be  in  position,  without  very  thorough  investigation, 
to  say  forget  about  it.    His  personal  reaction  was  to  pursue  what 
Mr.  Holm  indicated  as  the  possible  fourth  course  of  action — not  as 
an  alternative  to  the  others  but  as  a  supplement  to  the  first  or 
second  choice  as  outlined. 

Mr.  Kirlwood  expressed  fear  that  if  we  were  to  work  with  the 
Attorney  General  or  with  l^IMLO  there  woucLd  be  a  possibility  that 
ban  Prancisco's  particular  problem  might  be  lost  without  some 
guidance  and  direction.    Mr.  Kirkwood  suggested  that  the  City  employ 
special  counsel,  thoroughly  familiar  with  anti-trust  litigation, 
to  have  him  analyze  ban  Prancisco's  case  and  determine  if  it  were 
v7orth  pursuing.    Purthermore,  i^lr.  Kirkwood  recoamiended  that  Mr.  Holm 
be  requested  to  recommend  to  the  Commission  an  attorney  who  is 
completely  familiar  with  this  type  of  legal  problem. 

Coiimiission^r  Pazackerley  stated  that  he  would  like  to  see  both 
things  done:    immediate  discussion  with  special  counsel  to  review 
the  facts  that  are  essential  in  such  a  proceeding  as  this,  and  that 
the  same  counsel  discuss  the  matter  with  Mr.  Holm  so  that  he,  Mr. 
Holm,  could  pursue  the  problem  with  the  Attorney  General  and  NIMLO.

Complete  new  schedules  were  prepared  for  Candlestick  Park  ser- 
vice for  the  opening  of  the  baseball  season.     Provision  is  made 
to  meet  varying  demands  for  service  --  particularly  on  the  Express 
lines  which  carry  the  major  portion  of  patronage. 

As  a  college  game  scheduled  for  March  26  was  cancelled,  the 
new  30^  fare  for  Ball  Park  service  was  inaugurated  with  the  open- 
ing home  game  of  the  Giants  on  April  11. 

With  favorable  weather  the  pre-game  estimate  of  Municipal  Rail- 
way bus  passengers  alighting  at  the  stadium  at  that  game  was 
8,000  --  compared  with  8,100  a  year  ago.     This  indicated  a  very 
high  degree  of  acceptance  of  the  higher  rate  of  fare  by  the  fans. 
It  is,  however,  too  early  to  arrive  at  any  definite  conclusions 
as  to  usage  under  the  new  schedule. 
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30^  fares  were  collected  on  a  "Pay -Enter"  basis  on  Express 
and  Shuttle  coaches  to  the  Ball  Park. 

On  Local  #1$  and  #25  coaches  to  the  Ball  Park,  hox^rever,   it  was 
necessary  to  utilize  an  arrangement  to  permit  "regular"  patrons 
to  pay  regular  l5^  fares  only  as  they  boarded.     The  remaining 
fare  was  collected  on  a  "Pay-Leave"  basis  from  Ball  Park  passengers 
as  they  alighted  at  the  stadium.     Slips  were  handed  to  patrons  as 
they  boarded  to  inform  them  of  the  arrangement,  and  it  was  the 
conclusion  of  operating  personnel  that  the  "Pay-Leave"  system 
worked  out  very  x-^ell  considering  it  x^Jas  newly  inaugurated.  For 
that  accomplishment  commendation  is  due  to  Mr,  VJ,  R.  Mason,  Super- 
intendent of  Transportation,  and  his  staff,  including  inspectors 
and  operators  —  and  to  the  patrons  who  adapted  themselves  to  the 
revision  to  the  extent  that  it  appeared  to  be  an  established  practice 
rather  than  something  new.     Leaving  the  Ball  Park,  30jz^  fares  were 
collected  on  all  buses  on  a  "Pay -Enter"  basis. 

Post-game  requirements  the  opening  day  were  accurately  esti- 
mated,   While  several  loads  were  carried  from  the  stadium  on 
shuttle  buses  prior  to  dismissal,  93  buses  were  used  following 
the  game , 

The  1  p.m.  starting  time  this  year  as  compared  with  Is 30  p,m. 
last  year  is  an  improvement  which  should  help  assure  returning 
coaches  to  their  scheduled  position  in  handling  regular  p.m,  peak 
travel  from  downtown. 

Switchboard  facilities  were  inadequate  to  handle  the  volume 
of  inquiries  about  baseball  service  in  addition  to  other  calls. 
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That  precluded  certain  calls  getting  through,  and  there  \-jere  some 
reports  of  delays  up  to  30  to  kO  minutes  in  completing  connections 
to  the  Railway, 

STORES 

Due  to  a  critical  shortage  in  funds  for  Material  &  Supplies, 
it  has  been  necessary  to  limit  withdrawals  from  stores  to  specific 
amounts  for  the  past  several  weeks., 

VENTILATING  V/iNDOvIS  STREETCARS 

Tx\ro  sliding  windows  for  improved  ventilation  have  been  in- 
stalled at  upper-sash  level  in  each  of  five  PCC  streetcars  at 
nominal  cost.    After  checking  the  results,  the  installation  pro-

As  of  March  31,  I96I,  actual  receipts  for  the  fiscal  year 
have  exceeded  budget  estimates  by  a  net  amount  of  $728,264.

Since  the  court  gave  its  oral  decision  in  favor  of  the  de- 
fendent  in  the  Hillsborough  and  California  V/ater  Service  Co. 
(San  Mateo)  case,  there  has  been  no  known  action  toward  approval  of 
California  Water  Service  Company's  ajjplications  for  water  service 
for  the  City  of  San  Mateo,  Bear  Gulch  District,  San  Carlos,  South 
San  Francisco,  and  Broadmoor. 

MILPITAS  COUNTY  WATER  DISTRICT:   CITY  OF  PALO  ALTO,  MOUNTAIN  VIEW  AND 
SUNNYVAIE.     Representatives  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department 
have  met  with  officials  of  Milpitas,  Palo  Alto,  Mountain  View  and 
Sunnyvale  at  various  times  in  the  past  month.     The  service  given  by 
the  Water  Department,  our  ability  to  serve  them  in  the  future,  the 
construction  to  be  done  under  the  proposed  bond  issue,  and  other 
matters  were  discussed  with  the  officials  of  each  city.

WATER  QUALITY 

The  West  Basin  of  Sutro  Reservoir  has  been  drained,  cleaned, 
disinfected  and  returned  to  service.     The  east  basin  of  Stanford 
Heights  Reservoir  was  taken  out  of  service  April  5  ^or  inspection 
and  repair. 

Twenty  water  main  flushing  operations  were  completed  within 
the  City  during  the  month  of  March,  I96I.     Thirteen  of  them  were  for 
dead-end  mains,  seven  to  correct  dirty  water  conditions. 

From  the  beginnirg  of  the  current  program  on  January  25,  19 60 
to  March  21,  196I,  there  have  been  5^626  gate  valves  inspected  in 
San  Francisco.     Out  of  this  total  319  were  inspected  in  March;  3OI 
needed  no  repairs  and  the  remaining  18  were  repaired  as  needed. 

Ten  blowoff  connections  to  sewers  or  sewer  manholes  were 
reconstructed  to  surface  blowoff s  during  March,  1961. 

CLAIMS 

In  March,  19 61,  seven  claims  were  filed  for  damages  by  the 
Water  Department  against  others  in  an  amount  of  J820.56.     At  the  be- 
ginning of  the  month  there  were  2^  outstanding  claims  totaling 
S'5,3^8,79.     There  were  6  claims  settled  for  5673.28  during  the  month, 
leaving  25  outstanding  claims  for  a  total  of  |5j^96.07  on  March  3I, 
1961. 

On  February  28,  196I,  there  were  37  outstanding  claims  against 
the  V\fater  Department  amounting  to  51^6,99^.65.     Twelve  claims  for 
damages  were  filed  during  March,  I96I,  totaling  |7,032.90,  Nine 
claims  for  5l, 706,^7  were  settled  for  5l>31^«82,  and  7  denied  amount- 
ing to  513,906,51.     There  were  33  claims  of  this  type  outstanding 
March  31,  totaling  5138 , ^l^, 57 . 

SERVICES  AND  CUST0r4ERS 

During  the  month  of  March,  I96I,  3OO  water  services  were  re- 
newed.    Of  this  total  96  were  renewed  on  orders  Issued  by  the  City 
Distribution  Division  and  the  balance  of  20^  were  ordered  by  the  Com- 
mercial Division.     On  March  31,  there  were  5^9  Incomplete  orders  on 
hand,  2^5  more  than  on  February  28,  I96I.     This  increase  is  due  to 
the  necessity  of  renewing  services  ahead  of  street  reconstruction 
being  done  by  the  Department  of  Public  V/orks .     This  backlog  should 
be  cared  for  by  June . 

There  were  372  more  customers  on  March  3I,   I96I  than  on  the 
same  date  in  I96O. 


CONSUMPTION 

In  March,  I961,  the  gross  consumption  (water  released  into 
the  system  for  consumption)   for  the  entire  system  averaged  135.6 
million  gallons  per  day.     This  is  6,0  mgd  less  than  the  March,  I96O 
consumption. 

WATER  CONDITIONS  '  . 

Precipitation  on  the  local  watersheds  for  this  season  varies 
from  77^  at  Calaveras,   to  S6%  at  San  Andreas,  of  last  season's  pre- 
cipitation at  this  date. 

The  draft  from  Hetch  Hetchy  has  been  maintained  at  the  full 
capacity  of  the  Hetch  Ketchy  Aqueduct.     Since  the  first  part  of  this 
month  demand  exceeded  that  supply  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  draw 
from  storage  in  the  Peninsula  Reservoirs, 

Storage  in  the  Calaveras,  Crystal  Springs,  San  Andreas,  and 
Pllarcitos  Reservoirs  was  hO ,Y^^  million  gallons  on  April  20,  I961, 
which  is  6,507  million  gallons  less  than  on  the  same  date  last  year. 

CONSTRUCTION 

Contracts  J-l^J-S  for  construction  of  a  chain  link  fence  around 
the  valve  house  at  Milpitas  and  i//D-98l  for  cast  iron  mains  in 
Golden  Gate  Heights  have  been  completed. 

Seven  contracts  have  been  certified,  two  awarded  but  not 
certified  and  four  contracts  have  been  started  since  my  last  report.

In  reference  to  the  resolution  approving  plans  and  specifications 
for  repaving  of  streets  and  sidewalks,  Commissioner  White  pointed 
out  the  fact  that  after  these  jobs  were  done  the  patches 
frequently  sank,  leaving  ruts  in  the  streets.    J.  H.  Turner, 
General  Ifemger  and  Cnief  Engineer,  San  Francisco  Water  Department, 
explained  the  reason  for  this  was  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
did  not  require  the  replacement  of  the  concrete  sub-base,  that 
compaction  was  difficult  in  narrow  trenches,  and  that  all  Utilities 
lived  up  to  the  requirements  set  forth  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works.     He  assured  Commissioner  White  that  he  would  take  the  matter 
up  with  his  staff  to  determine  if  it  would  be  possible  to  improve 
plans  and  specifications  for  this  type  of  work  in  order  to  avoid 
the  situation  complained  about. 
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Joseph  L.  Alioto,  Attorney  at  Law^  appeared  representing  Barrett 
Transportation,  Inc.,  and  indicated  that  Barrett  Transportation, 
Inc.,  intended  to  bid  on  the  construction  of  the  garage  at  the  air- 
port and  was  reluctant  to  set  a  value  on  its  leasehold  interest  at 
this  time  for  fear  of  damaging  its  bidding  position.     He  submitted 
a  substitute  recommendation  whereby  bids  could  be  taken  and  which 
provided  for  the  successful  bidder  to  negotiate  with  Barrett 
relative  to  the  piirchase  of  their  leasehold  interest.    Mr.  Alioto 
claims  that  Barrett  Transportation,  Inc.,  is  not  trying  to  delay 
construction  of  the  garage  but  suggested  the  Commission  follow  the 
methods  used  on  the  Grolden  Gate  Authority  Project  and  in  this  manner, 
he  ^elt  certain,  the  Commission  could  construct  the  garage  side-by- 
side  with  the  new  south  terminal  building  and  meet  the  construction 
deadline.    Mr.  Alioto  urged  the  Commission  to  adopt  his  suggestions 
so  that  the  bids  would  be  taken  in  an  atmosphere  that  ho  and 
Barrett  Transportation,  Inc.  felt  would  be  truly  competitive. 

Belford  Brown,  Airport  Manager,  stated  that  the  unknown  quantity, 
namely,  the  leasehold  interest  of  Barrett  Transportation,  Inc.,  in 
the  pr^rking  lot  concession  at  the  airport  j  was  the  most  important 
factor — without  it,  no  truly  competitive  bid  could  be  had. 

It  was  brought  out  by  Mr.  Kirkwood,  0.  L.  Moore,  Acting  General 
Manr-iger  and  Chief  Engineer,  lietch  Hetchy  Project  and  Utilities 
Engineering  Bureau,  and  Mr.  Brown  that  the  deadline  for  completion 
of  the  ga.rage  project  had  been  extended  from  the  previously  announced 
date  of  January  1,  1963,  by  reason  of  staff  estimates,  after  con- 
sultation with  interested  engineering  and  architectural  firms,  that 
adequate  planning  would  delay  the  letting  of  the  construction 
contract  to  September  1,  1962.    Upon  further  questioning,  it 
developed  that  there  was  not  compl:.^te  agreement  between  the 
Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  Airport  management,  and  Airport  Con- 
sultant Leigh  B'isher,  as  to  the  design  of  the  proposed  garage 
structure. 

After  further  discussion,  the  Commission  referred  the  entire  matter 
back  to  staff. 


Manager  of  Utilities  Calendar  Items; 

Mr.  Kirlrwood  announced  the  Department  of  Interior  had  approved  the 
application  for  the  relocation  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  tunnel  aqueduct. 
Commissioner  Pazackerley  complimented  Mr.  Kirkwood  and  the  staff 
for  the  cooperation  and  teamwork  in  this  important  matter.  He 
stated  that  the  Conmiission  and  City  were  most  grateful  to  Secretary 
of  Interior  Udall,  Undersecretary  of  Interior  Carr,  and  Congressman 
Shelley,  and  for  the  excellent  help  from  the  City  Attorney,  the  Mayor, 
the  legislative  representative  in  Washington,  congressional 
representatives,  and  the  Administration,    Mr.  Kirkvfocd  stated  that 
the  revised  stipulations  were  to  be  submitted  to  V/ashington  within 
30  days,  next  Tuesday  the  Commission  would  have  the  resolution  be- 
fore them,  and  that  thos:.-  stipulations  required  thu  approval  of  the 
CoiTO-iission  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Mr'.  Kirlrv/ood  also  brought  to  the  Commission's  attention  the  coopera- 
tion received  from  the  State  of  California  Riblic  Utilities  Com- 
mission in  the  matter  of  the  temporary  approval  of  a  contract 
between  the  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric  Coi.pany  and  City  whereby  City  is 
able  to  deliver  power  to  Dow  Chemical  Company,  thus  preventing  a 
loss  of  some  $500,000  in  power  revenues  to  the  City. 
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Departmentnl  Report ; 

Airport  Manager  Belford  Brovm  submitted  the  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national  Airport  monthly  report. 

Commissioner  Roden  indicated  that  ho  vrould  liVe  to  join  Mr.  Brown 
and  group  in  the  discussion  of  the  garage  plans  on  May  17.

Commissioner  White  stated  that  the  San  Francisco  Labor  Council  had 
held  discussions  regarding  the  Airport  rules  and  regulations  with 
respect  to  Demonstrations,  Picket  Lines,  etc.    The  rules  were 
objected  to  by  a  labor  organization.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  APRIL  ACTIVITIES 

Meetings  with  Delta,  National  Airlines  Representatives; 

Airport  management,  division     heads  and  the  Utilities  Engineering 
Bureau  have  been  meeting  with  Delta  and  National  Airlines  representatives  this 
past  month  to  develop  temporary  and  permanent  facilities  for  the  carriers'  new 
service  to  San  Francisco, 
Garage  Project; 

A  conference  was  held  this  past  month  on  the  selection  of  engineers  for 
design  and  specifications  for  an -airport  garage.    It  is  proposed  that  Welton 
Becket  and  Associates  be  included  in  future  planning  meetings  to  make  recommenda- 
tions and  evaluate  new  construction  in  line  with  the  original  master  plan  concept. 
At  the  neKt  meeting,  to  be  held  May  17,  it  is  hoped  that  a  recommended  firm  of 
engineers  may  be  assigned  to  this  project  and  that  the  supplemental  appropriation 
will  have  been  approved. 
Elephant  Train  Test  at  SFIA: 

A  firm  which  has  made  studies  of  shuttle  passenger  service  (between 
parking  lots  and  terminals)  at  the  Los  Angeles  Airport  and  also  at  our  facility 
has  been  in  touch  with  management  in  an  effort  to  arrange  a  three-month  test  of  an 
elephant  train  type  of  transportation  around  the  terminal  complex  and  outer 
parking  lots. 

1961  Grand  Jury  visits  SFIAt 

Approximately  fifteen  members  of  the  1961  San  Francisco  Grand  Jury 
visited  the  Airport  in  April  and  spent  what  they  termed  "a  most  informative  and 
enjoyable  afternoon"  touring  our  facilities,  asking  questions  and  orienting 
themselves  with  our  methods  of  operation,  current  problems,  and  future  planning.

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Airport  Technical  Planning  Advisory  Committee  formed; 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Airport  Technical  planning  Advisory  Committee 
was  held  in  April  and  will  meet  monthly  at  the  Airport.    This  Committee  is  com- 
posed of  planners,  engineers  and  technical  personnel  responsible  for  the  develop- 
ment of  communities  immediately  surrounding  the  Airport. 
Work  on  Utility  Relocation  started; 

Work  has  started  in  the  southeast  area  of  the  terminal  complex  on  the 
relocation  of  the  steam  plant  and  utilities,  in  preparation  for  construction  of 
the  second  terminal.    Ground  has  been  broken  for  laying  of  pipelines,  and  auto 
traffic  has  been  diverted  temporarily  in  the  parking  area. 
Mutual  Problems  Committee  studies  Dirt  Haul; 

The  subject  of  dirt  haul  through  communities  adjacent  to  the  Airport 
was  the  prime  topic  of  discussion  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Mutual  Problems 
Committee  April  13,    Different  views  were  presented  by  city  managers  and  officials 
of  the  communities,  and  ways  and  means  were  discussed  of  hauling  the  fill  with 
the  least  inconvenience  to  the  citizens  of  the  areas  involved. 
Rotary  Type  Baggage  Dispenser  proposed  at  SFIA; 

A  meeting  was  held  with  Airport  management,  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau 
and  United  Air  Lines  to  review  the  proposed  installation  of  an  experimental 
rotary  type  baggage  dispenser. 
Flight  Engineers  test  Airport  Ruling; 

The  Flight  Engineers  Union,  which  has  been  involved  im  a  labor  dispute 
with  one  of  the  carriers  based  at  the  Airport,  has  taken  steps  to  test  the 
validity  of  the  Airport  rules  and  regulations  concerning  posting  of  pickets  inside 
and  in  front  of  the  terminal  building  and  on  main  entrance  and  exit  roads. 
Bids  Called  for  Piling,  Demolition  Work; 

A  call  for  bids  has  been  issued  on  a  contract  to  cover  piling  and  demoli- 
tion work  in  connection  with  the  south  terminal  construction. 
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Congnission  approves  Interstate  Permit  for  In-Flight  Food  Facilities: 

Issuance  of  a  space/use  permit  to  Interstate  Hosts,  Inc.  has  been 
authorized  for  occupancy  of  approximately  2500  square  feet  of  space  on  the  ground 
floor  of  the  terminal  building  for  installation  of  temporary  in-flight  food 
facilities. 
Pan  American  Lease: 

Pan  American's  agreement  to  release  its  present  maintenance  base 
property,  recommended  by  Airport  management,  the  Commission  and  the  Supervisors' 
Finance  Committee,  was  approved  by  the  full  Board  of  Supervisors  at  first 
reading  on  April  24. 
Helicopter  Fees  Approved : 

The  Board  of  Supervisors,  at  their  April  10th  meeting,  approved 
helicopter  landing  rates  and  charges  as  formulated  by  Airport  management. 
March  Traffic:  ' 

March  traffic  figures  indicate  a  4.97o  increase  in  passenger  volume  at 
San  Francisco  International  Airport,  up  18,552  from  the  397,106  passengers  carried 
in  March  1960. 

The  FAA  Control  Tower  recorded  a  total  of  11,401  airline  arrivals  and 
departures  for  the  past  month,  an  8.57o  decrease  from  the  12,454  shown  in  the  same 
period  last  year. 

Total  mail  (air  mail  and  first  class  mail  by  air)  amounted  to 
5,627,566  pounds,  as  compared  to  4,228,298  pounds  in  March  1960,  representing  a 
substantial  increase  of  over  33%. 

Freight  moving  through  San  Francisco  by  air  showed  a  15%  Inorease  over 

a  year  ago,  and  express  volinne  was  up  167o.

0.  L.  Moore,  Acting  Greneral  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  Water  Supply,  Power  and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  explained 
the  stipulations  had  to  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
approved  by  the  Mayor,  after  which  they  would  be  sent  to  the  Bureau 
of  Land  Management  and  then  returned  directly  to  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission.    The  plans  for  the  access  road  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Yosemite  National  Park  and  we  will  be  ready  to 
invite  bids  immediately  following  his  approval.    Nothing  has  been 
done  on  the  final  design  of  the  power  tunnel  pending  approval  of  the 
stipulations,  but  we  should  be  in  a  position  to  complete  plans  on 
this  and  invite  bids  by  September, 


In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  21, 174 »  Mr.  Kirkwood  reminded  the 
Commission  of  the  conference  to  be  held  at  Pilarcitos  with  the 
members  of  the  San  Mateo  Board  of  Supervisors  and  again  invited  the 
Commissioners  and  their  wives  to  attend.    He  also  said  that  he  and

Manager  of  Utilities  Calendar  Items; 

Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  he  had  received  an  invitation  from  the  City  of 
Pleasanton  requesting  Public  Utilities  Commissioners  to  be  present 
at  ''San  Francisco  Day"  on  July  14th,  at  the  Alameda  County  Fair, 
The  City  Council  of  Pleasanton  thought  that  this  would  present  an 
opportune  time  to  discuss  the  industrial  park  in  lleasanton,  which 
is  adjacent  to  the  Fair  Grounds. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  reported  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  gave  unanimous 
approval  to  the  iill5 >000,000  Bond  Issue  at  their  meeting  on  May  8th; 
that  the  budgets  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  far  as  the 
Municipal  Railway  and  the  Airport  were  concerned,  were  the  same  as 
approved  by  the  Mayor.    The  Board  made  some  minor  changes  in  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  budget  and  deleted  the  fiends  for  the  Corporation  Yard 
in  the  Water  department  Budget.    The  Corporation  Yard  was  deleted 
after  consultation  with  Supervisor    Hal  ley  and  the  understanding  that 
it  could  be  resubmitted  in  a  supplemental. 

In  response  to  a  request  by  Commissioner  Rod en,  Mr.  Kirkwood  answered 
that  the  next  step  in  regard  to  the  proposed  water  bonds  would  be  the 
formation  of  a  citizens'  committee. 

Commissioner  White  commented  on  the  jud^ent  upholding  the  action  of 
the  State  Board  of  Equalization  in  regard  to  the  taxes  in  Tuolumne 
County. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  explained  th^.t  the  City  still  had  a  long  way  to  go  on 
this  particular  case;  that  the  City  disagreed  with  the  method  of 
evaluation  and  would  naturally  file  for  recovery  of  taxes  paid. 

De  partment  a 1  Re  p  ort ; 

0.  L.  Moore,  Acting  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  Water  Supply,  Power  and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  sub- 
mitted the  monthly  report  on  that  department. 
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In  reply  to  Commissioner  Hansen* s  question,  Mr.  Moore  explained  we 
have  already  reached  a  danger  point  as  far  as  water  storage  is  con- 
cerned; that  the  reason  why  we  were  requesting  an  j^greement  v/ith  the 
irrigation  districts  was  in  order  to  hold  hack  water  that  was  due 
them  in  order  to  produce  a  maximum  of  power;  and  that  we  had  cut  hack 
on  power  generation  at  Moccasin  in  order  to  insure  a  continuous  flow 
of  water  to  San  Francisco. 


Roll  Call; 

CoiiMissioner  Roden  commented  on  an  editorial  which  appeared  in  the 
Examiner  on  May  5,  1961,  and  stated  that  it  was  his  understanding 
that  the  Ccirmiission  should  establish  policy  and  that  Staff,  under 
Mr.  Kirkwood,  was  to  administer  such  policy.    It  seemed  to  him  that 
it  has  "been  the  practice  to  wait  for  policy  to  be  established  at  the 
other  end  and  then  work  up  through  the  complex  to  the  Commission. 
He  suspected  that  this  is  what  was  happeneing  in  reference  to  the 
Airport  garage,  which  he  believed  could  be  solved  in  three  steps, 

1.  Finance  -  there  are  only  three  proper  methods  to  finance 
this  garage. 

2.  Design  -  I  have  no  intention  of  voting  for  any  design  v^ich 
does  not  incorporate  true  aesthetic  values  and  the  inherent 
artistic  values  of  our  Airport  buildings. 

3.  Land  -  I  know  I  could  start  tomorrow  morning  and  have  design 
and  architectural  and  engineering  work  performed  that  would 
be  a  credit  to  the  community  and  have  the  garage  constructed 
so  as  to  coincide  with  the  opening  date  for  the  South 
Terminal.    I  believe  I  could  do  this. 

Whether  this  could  be  done  in  Government  -  I  don't  know.  The 
element  of  SBD  -  standard  bureaucratic  delay  -  might  be  too  powerful. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  inquired  about  the  selection  of  architects. 

Mr.  Kirkv/ocd  replied  that  he  had  deliberately  held  back  two  resolu- 
tions concerning  engineers  and  architects  because  of  Airport  Ifenager 
Belford  Brown's  absence.    Also,  that  ordinarily  this  would  not  be 
discussed  before  we  have  the  funds,  but  that  the  discussion  of  last 
weo'k  makes  it  appropriate  to  consider  these  recomnendations  now.  He 
also  believed  we  can  hope  to  speed  up  this  operation. 

CcLimissioner  Roden  commented  that  he  proposed  to  represent  the 
Commission  avidly  on  this  matter.

Water  Conditions 

Water  conditions  on  the  mountain  watersheds  were  not  improved  by  the  precipitation 
during  April,  and  it  is  evident  that  this  year  will  be  the  driest  since  192k •  A 
plan  of  operation  for  the  period  of  May  -  August  has  been  developed  by  which  all 
releases  of  water  necessary  to  meet  the  City's  obligations  to  the  Modesto  and 
Turlock  Irrigation  Districts  will  be  run  through  the  City's  powerhouses,  thereby 
obtaining  maximum  benefits  to  the  City  from  the  limited  water  available, 

Following  is  a  comparison  of  storage  conditions  as  of  May  l;,  I96I,  compared  to

Delivery  of  water  through  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  to  the  San  Francisco  Bay 

Area  during  the  months  of  March  and  April  averaged  1^6.0  million  gallons  per  day. 

This  was  in  addition  to  delivery  for  the  same  period  from  the  Hetch  Hetchy 

Aqueduct  to  the  Radiation  Laboratory  in  Livermore  which  averaged  0.308  million 

gallons  per  day. 
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Assignment  to  the  City  of  the  contract  between  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company 
and  Dow  Chemical  Corrrpany  for  electric  service  to  the  Pittsburg  plant  of  the 
chemical  company  was  made  effective  commencing  May  1,  I96I.    Addition  of  this  load 
will  enable  the  City  to  Utilize  for  generation,  water  required  by  the  Modesto  and 
Turlock  Irrigation  Districts  which  otherwise  would  be  released  into  the  river 
directly  without  passing  through  the  turbines.    It  is  estimated  that  under  this 
assignment  revenues  from  power  will  be  increased  by  $1^0,000  per  month,  after 
accounting  for  charges  paid  to  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  for 
transporting  the  City»s  power  over  their  transmission  lines  to  the  new  customer. 

On  Sunday,  April  23,  I96I,  during  a  lightning  storm  the  power  system  experienced 
twc  interruptions.    The  first  occurred  at  Moccasin  powerhouse  and  resulted  in 
considerable  line  arcing  to  ground  in  the  switchyard  and  minor  internal  damage  to 
one  of  the  line  circuit  breakers.    Service  was  restored  within  ten  minutes.  The 
second  occurred  at  Warnerville  Substation  (unattended),  with  no  apparent  damage. 
Service  at  this  point  was  restored  by  supervisory  control  within  five  minutes, 

Tuolumne  County  Taxes 

Judge  Warren  Steel  of  Marysville  has  rendered  a  judgment  in  Tuolumne  County  Superior 
Court  upholding  the  action  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  in  reducing  to  zero 
the  assessment  of  the  Cityts  water  rights  at  four  points  of  diversion  and  allowing 
the  assessment  of  |1, 211;, 000  at  Cherry  Valley  Dam  to  remain.    Tuolumne  County  has 
appealed  the  judgment  to  the  State  Appellate  Court.    The  City  will  again  have  to 
appear  as  the  real  party  in  interest.    Meanwhile,  the  City  plans  to  file  suit 
for  refund  of  all  taxes  paid  to  Tuolumne  County  on  water  rights  of  the  City, 
contending  that  none  of  the  water  rights  of  the  City  are  taxable. 

O'Shaughnessy  Cottage 

Work  on  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No.  338  for  Additions  to  Cottage  No.  1  at 
O^Shaughnessy  Lam  has  started.    Work  is  twenty-five  percent  complete. 


Modesty  Substation  "J" 

Work  on  revision  of  th^  City^s  high  voltage  metering  facilities  at  Modesto  Sub- 
station "J"  6f  the  Modest*  Irrigation  District  started  April  17,  I96I.  New 
concrete  pads  for  the  metering  transformers  have  been  constructed.    Work  has  been 
suspended  temporarily  pending  delivery  of  the  new  current  transformers  which  are 
expected  within  a  week. 

CANYON  POWER  PROJECT 
Raker  Act  Application 

On  May  1,  1961,  notice  was  received  from  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  Stewart  L» 
Udall,  that  he  has  approved  City^g  application  for  relocation  of  the  Canyon  power 
project  from  the  south  side  of  the  Tuolumne  River  to  the  north  side.    The  City 
originally  filed  the  application  in  February^  19^8,  but  negotiations  were  delayed 
by  inability  of  Federal  agencies  and  the  City  to  agree  on  the  amount  of  water  to  be 
released  down  the  Tuolumne  River  below  O'Shaughnessy  Dam  for  preservation  and 
enhancement  of  fish  life.    Finally,  conservationists  and  others  raised  the  question 
of  whether  the  City  had  been  diligent  in  its  construction  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
project,  as  required  by  the  Raker  Act,    Following  a  hearing  in  San  Francisco  in 
September 5  I96O, cthe  special  hearing  officer  found  the  City  had  been  diligentj 
however,  Secretary  Udall  made  no  final  decision  in  this  regard.    Approval  of  the 
right-of-way  is  contingent  upon  execution  of  certain  stipulations  by  the  City,  which 
stipulations  conform  in  intent  to  those  previously  approved  by  this  department.  The 
approval  of  the  Cityis  application  for  relocation  of  the  right-of-way  will  permit 
commencement  of  construction  this  summer*

Design  at  the  Airport 

We  have  all  probably  read  the  editorial  and  seen  the  cartoon 
which  appeared  recently  in  one  of  our  papers  under  the  heading 
"Design  at  the  Airport". 

There  is  an  apparent  contradiction  here  which  at  first  gave  me 
some  concerns 

The  Editorial  says;  "...if  through  haste  and  lack  of  foresight 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  should  permit  the  erection  at 
the  airport  of  a  huge,  unsightly,  concrete  monster. . .etc ." , 
which  seems  to  indicate  some  apprehension  that  we  might  act 
with  undue  haste.     On  the  other  hand,  the  headline  over  the 
cartoon  reads;     "Er — we  haven't  gotten  it  off  the  ground  yet" 
which  seems  to  deplore  the  fact  we  haven't  made  amy  haste  at 
all. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  I  am  grateful  for  the  appearance  of  this 
article  for  it  focuses  responsibility  in  this  matter  right  where 
it  belongs,  which  is  with  this  Commission. 

If  I  understand  our  role  correctly,  it  is  to  establish  policy 
under  which  the  various  public  utilities  are  to  operate;  our 
general  Manager  is  then  charged  with  the  responsibility  to 
administer  such  policy 5  and  it  is  inciunbent  upon  the  depart- 
ment heads  and  their  subordinates  to  operate  within  the  frame-  - 
work  of  these  policies. 

It  seems  to  me  that  too  often  we  put  the  cart  before  the 
horse;     that,  at  lease  in  my  relatively  brief  time  on  the 
Commission,  we  wait  for  policy  to  be  established  at  the  other 
end  and  work  its  way  up  through  the  complex  until  it  finally 
reaches  us  for  approval. 

I  suspect  that  this  is  what  is  happening  in  the  matter  of  the 
airport  garage.     There  are  three  basic  things  that  require  the 
Commission's  decision; 
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The  first  is  FIMNCB[Gr>    As  I  understand  it,  there  are  three 
possible  methods  by  which  the  garage  can  be  financed.     It  is 
going  to  be  no  less  difficult  to  decide  the  best  and  proper 
method  a  month  from  now,  or  two,  or  three  months. •..so  why  not 
get  this  decision  behind  us? 

The  second  is  DESIGN.    Here  I  can  offer  our  editorial  writer 
some  reassurance.    I  will  never  vote  for,  and  I  will  use  every 
possible  influence  to  defeat,  any  design  which  does  not  in 
itself  demonstrate  true  aesthetic  values,  or  which  does  not 
complement  the  artistic  qualities  inherent  in  the  terminal 
buildings » 

That  is  why  I  think  that  the  drawing  of  plans  based  solely 
upon  sheer  function  and  economy  of  construction,  such  as 
those  'pickle  factories*  which  were  shown  us  here  last  week, 
is  an  utter  waste  of  time. 

The  third  phase  is  CONSTRUCTION.    V/e  own  the  land.    No  great 
time  lag  is  needed  to  acquire  it.     I  know  perfectly  well 
from  my  own  personal  experience  as  a  business  administrator, 
during  which  I  have  built  plants  in  all  sections  of  the 
country,  that  I  could  start  out  tomorrow  morning,  and  on  the 
very  day  on  which  we  break  a  bottle  of  champagne  over  the 
Greenberg  plaque    -  the  one  with  all  the  Commissioners'  names 
engraved  upon  it  -  in  the  new  south  terminal  building....  I 
could  simultaneously,  on  that  very  day,  open  the  new  garage 
to  public  use. 

And,  it  would  be  properly  engineered,  properly  architected, 
economically  constructed,  functionally  modern,  and  the  design 
would  be  a  credit  to  the  airport  community  in  which  it  is 
placed. 

This    isn't  guess  work.    This  I  know.    It  is  done  every  day 
in  industry. 

Whether  it  can  be  done  in  government,  I  don't  know.  Whether 
what  one  of  my  local  correspondents  calls  'The  element  of  SBD' 
-  (Standard  Bureaucratic  Delay)  -  is  too  overwhelming  to  per- 
mit expediting  any  such  program. ...I  just  don't  know. 

But  I  think  that  this  editorial  has  clearly  pointed  out  that 
it  is  the  responsibility,  in  fact  the  obligation,  of  this 
Commission  to  find  out  the  answer. 

Gentlemen,  let's  get  on  with  the  job.

Authority,  and  forty-six  East  Bay  communities.    The  CAB  gave  it  a 
file  number,  which  is  an  indication  that  they  intend  to  hear  it. 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  stated  that  he  a  Iso  noted  from  trade 
press  that  both  the  new  FAA  Administrator  Najeeb  Halaby,  and  CAB 
Chairman  i^lan  Boyd  have  indicated  great  concern  about  this  question 
-  about  the  desirability  of  a  single  airport  within  a  group  of 
adjoining  communities  -  and  in  a  joint  statement  they  said  that  use 
of  a  single  joint  airport  for  adjacent  communities  should  be  an 
increasingly  important  factor  in  considering  applications  for 
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Federal  fimds  for  airport  construction  purposes  and  certificated  air- 
line service.    Both  agencies  have  become  increasingly  concerned  over 
establishment  of  separate  adjacent  airports  which  often  results  in 
"deterioration"  of  airline  scheduling  to  each  of  the  nearby  markets. 
Concentration  of  services  at  one  airport,  on  the  other  hand,  can 
improve  service  in  both  airline  and  general  aviation  fields  without 
"substantial  inconvenience"  to  passengers,  the  two  officials  said. 

ComEiissioner  Fazackerley  stated  he  had  received  a  circular  letter 
from  Alan  Boyd  announcing  the  establishment  of  a  new  Office  of 
CoLinunity  Relations,  and  suggested  perhaps  we  might  invoke  the  good 
offices  of  the  CAB  in  t aking  notice  of  the  concern  in  this  area, 
that  we  night  ask  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  to,  in  turn,  ask  his 
Director  of  the  Office  of  Community  Relations  to  come  here  and  see 
what  the  situation  is  and  see  what  can  be  done  in  order  to  avoid  what 
can  become  a  very  bitter  local  controversy.    The  alternative, 
obviously,  is  long,  tedious,  and  damaging  activity;  also  very 
expensive.    We  have  a  few  minor  matters  and  the  CAB  would  spend 
thousands  of  dollars.    In  this  case  we  would  be  spending  it  needlessly, 
and  it  is  hoped  this  contest  could  be  avoided.

V.  W.Anderson,  General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  submitted  a 
report  for  the  inform^ation  and  consideration  of  the  Commission 
outlining  the  experiences  of  other  cities,  and  estimated  the  loss 
in  revenue  to  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  could  be  as  high  as 
$1,400,000  if  all  senior  citizens  were  permitted  to  ride  for  50  at  all 
times. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  report,  Mr.  Anderson  stated  that  from  rail- 
way management's  point  of  view  he  could  not  conscientiously  at  this 
time  recommend  a  50  fare  for  senior  citizens. 

Commissioner  Pazackerley  questioned  what  the  computations  would  be 
if  the  formula  -  for  every  105*^  increase  in  fare  there  would  be  a 
2^-^  decrease  in  riding  -    were  applied  in  reverse. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  stated  that  in  his  opinion  there  are  certain 
formulas  that  may  not  always  be  consistent.    For  example,  we  went 
into  rather  extensive  study  for  the  ballpark  fare  and  after  considera- 
tion we  developed  the  300  fare.    Mr.  Anderson  recently  informed  us 
the  same  percenta,ge  of  riders  are  using  the  bus  to  the  ballpark  as 
did  when  paying  a  150  fare,  even  though  the  ballpark  attendance  is 
down. 

He  added,  furthermore  we  went  into  quite  extensive  study  several 
times  on  whether  the  basio  fare  should  be  raised  to  200  or  250,  and 
we  heard  from  the  Downtown  Association,  the  tax  payers,  owners  of 
stores  and  markets,  who  shared  75^  of  the  burden  of  the  taxes  of  the 
City,  and  they  are  quite  willing  to  stand  the  extra  burden  and  to 
encourage  the  use  of  streetcars  by  not  raising  the  fare  from  150 • 

Commissioner  Greenberg  stated  further,  we  ha7e  gone  on  record  that 
we  are  not  trying  to  make  money  out  of  the  railway.    True,  all 
members  of  the  Public  Utilities  and  all  officials  would  like  to  see 
our  budget  balance,  but  quite  a  number  of  people  consider  that 
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$5  million  loss  justified  because  of  the  service  we  are  giving  to  the 
people,.. the  greatest  amount  of  good  to  the  greatest  amount  of  people. 
On  that  basis.  Commissioner  Greenberg  feels,  there  is  certain  justi- 
fication to  giving  this  consideration  to  these  groups,  using  10%  of 
their  income  for  transportation  to  recreation  centers  and  for  health 
reasons.    If  the  sane  number  of  people,  instead  of  riding  once,  ride 
three  times,  it  will  balance  it  out.     It  is  Commissioner  Greenberg 's 
opinion  we  should  give  it  a  trial. 

Commissioner  White  said,  speaking  as  a  member  of  the  Commission,  he 
was  not  going  to  shed  any  tears  for  the  people  who  pay  the  major 
portion  of  the  $5  million  deficit.    Had  they  wanted  to,  they  might 
have  rectified  this  error  at  the  hearing  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission held  on  raising  the  fares.     Their  representatives  at  that 
hearing  said  they  were  willing  not  to  raise  fares. 

It  was  Comissioner  White's  feeling  that  sufficient  facts  had  been 
presented  today  to  justify  the  holding  of  a  formal  hearing,  and  he  so 
recoiTiriended  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  judicial  body. 

Whereupon  Commissioner  White  moved,  and  Commissioner  Greenberg 
seconded,  that  the  natter  of  a  possible  revision  of  the  Municipal 
Rcviiway  fare  structure  as  related  to  a  five  cent  fare  for  senior 
citizens  be  set  for  a  public  hearing. 

Commissioner  Fazackerley,  in  anticipation  of  the  vote,  explained  it 
was  his  feeling  that  the  economy  of  San  Francisco  is  such  at  this 
time,  and  the  economy  of  the  Municipal  Railway  is  such,  that  we  cannot, 
and  he  would  not,  consider  supporting  a  2^io  increase  in  the  levy 
against  the  home  owners  of  San  Francisco,  which  could  reach  to  the 
cost  of  ^1,260,000  per  year.    That  money  is  not  available  among  those 
who  are  trying  to  keep  homes  and  raise  families. 

He  stated  he  realizes  the  problems  of  those  who  are  over  age  and  live 
on  limited  incomes,  but  also  he  is  not  unmindful  of  the  problems  in 
other  age  grouj^s,  equally  acute.    In  his  opinion,  the  principle  of 
segregating  this  one  age  group ^  and  therefore  discriminating  against 
those  of  equal  economic  problems,  is  unsound  from  the  point  of  view 
of  governmental  philosophy.    He  stated  he  would  not  vote  for  it,  and 
asked  his  follow  Commissioners  to  vote  it  down  at  this  time. 

Commissioner  Hansen  was  against  the  proposal.    We  presently  have  some 
12%  students  and  shopper  shuttle  passengers?  and  have  not  had  a  fare 
increase  in  the  student  category  since  1949 •    We  have  not  had  an 
increase  in  basic  fare  since  1952.    Since  1949-1952  we  have  had 
increasing  costs  of  railroad  operation.    They  have  spiralled.  We 
have  not  been  able  to  take  in  increased  revenue  to  meet  these  costs. 

In  his  opinion,  just  as  sure  as  you  put  in  a  50  fare,  v^e    arc  going  to 
have  higher  taxes.     Just  as  surely  we  will  be  closer  to  a  reexamination 
of  our  entire  fare  structure.    He  feels  the  50  fare  is  absolutely 
unenconical  in  this  day. .  .certainly  in  San  Francisco,  and  in  any  other 
city  in  the  United  States.     It  is  so  low  v/e  cannot  afford  it. 

Commissioner  Hansen  stated,  that  from  an  economic  standpoint  and  from 
the  standpoint  of  a  businessman,  he  could  not  in  all  consciousness  vote 
for  the  50  fare  for  senior  citizens. 

Commissioner  Roden  stated  he  agreed  with  everything  Commissioner 
Hansen  said  except  his  conclusions.     He  stated  he  deplored  the  philo- 
sophy of  subsidizing  the  Municipal  Railway,     If  by  making  this  move  as 
proposed  we  cause  the  reexamination  of  the  entire  fare  structure,  we 
will  have  done  a  service.    Therefore,  Commissioner  Roden  stated,  he 
intended  to  vote  for  it. 

Thereupon  the  roll  was  called,  and  the  following  votes  castj 

Ayes-Commissioners  Roden,  Greenberg,  White 
Noes-Commissioners  Fazackerley,  Hansen 
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Pollowing  the  public  hearing,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
remained  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors  chambers  and  resumed  the  calendar 
of  its  regular  meeting.

HATWARD  MUNICIPAL  WATER  SYSTEM.     The  Hayv^rard  City  Council  on 

April  27,  1961  rejected  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utilities  District 

offer  to  provide  vjater  service  to  Hayward-.     Since  that  date  they 

have  been  considering  as  to  whether  they  should  enter  into  a  contract 

with  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  or  the  State  of  California 

for  their  future  supplemental  water  supply. 

CITY  OF  REDWOOD  CITY.     The  City  of  Redwood  City  Council  has  on  the 
agenda  for  the  May  22  meeting  the  approval  of  their  application  to 
San  Francisco  for  water  supply  for  resale  purposes.    The  matter 
was  postponed  for  a  week  due  to  the  long  calendar  set  up  for  the 
May  15  meeting. 

SACTA  CLARA  COUNTY  WATER  COMMISSION.  On  May  17  Mr.  Robert  C. 
Kirkwood  presented  a  statement  to  the  Commission  regarding  the 
current  and  prospective  future  water  supply  furnished  by 
San  Francisco  to  the  cities  of  northern  Santa  Clara  County.  The 
meeting  was  attended  by  representatives  of  the  cities  affected, 
by  other  interested  parties,  and  by  persons  from  our  Water  Depart- 
ment.    Mr.  Kirkwood' s  presentation  was  favorably  received  by  many 
of  those  present. 


At  the  time  of  this  vjriting  there  is  scheduled  for 
May  19  and  20  an  inspection  trip  of  the  City's  Hetch  Hetchy  and 
Water  Department's  facilities  by  members  of  the  Santa  Clara 
County  VJater  Commission  and  officials  of  the  cities  of  Milpitas, 
Palo  Alto,  Sunnyvale  and  Mountain  View.

The  East  Basin  of  Stanford  Heights  Reservoir  has  been 
drained,  repaired,  cleaned,  disinfected  and  returned  to  service. 

The  agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Lowrie  Paving 
Company  regarding  restoration  of  their  quarry  site  located  on  the 
Peninsula  watershed  to  acceptably  stable  condition  is  being  pre- 
pared by  the  City  Attornej^     This  agreement  would  release  the 
Lowrie  Paving  Company  from  their  obligation,  under  the  expired 
lease,  to  rehabilitate  the  area  scarred  by  the  quarry  on  the 
Sawyer  Camp  Road  upon  their  paym.ent  to  the  City  of  the  estimated 
cost  of  this  work. 

The  Santa  Clara  Sand  and  Gravel  Company  has  started  work 
in  preparation  for  the  opening  and  operating  of  a  ^ravel  pit  on 
property  leased  from  the  City  at  Sunol , 

Sixteen  water  main  flushing  operations  were  completed 
within  the  City  during  the  month  of  April,  1961.    Thirteen  of  them 
were  for  dead-end  mains  and  three  to  correct  dirty  water  conditions. 

Four  blowoff  connections  to  sewers  or  sewer  manholes  were 
reconstructed  as  surface  blowoff s  during  April,  19 61. 

CLAIMS 

In  April,  19^1,  three  claims  were  filed  for  damages  by  the 
Water  Department  against  others  in  an  amount  of  |2^J'0,79.

On  March  3I,  19bl,  there  were  33  outstanding  claims  against 
the  Water  Department  amounting  to  1138,^-1^^57.    Fifteen  claims  for 
damages  were  filed  during  April,  19 6I,  totaling  ^16,138.13.

SERVICES  AND  CUSTOMERS

V/ATSE  CONDITIONS 

Precipitation  on  the  local  v^Jatersheds  for  this  season  to 
date  varies  from  65^  of  normal  at  Calaveras,  to  57^  of  normal  at 
Upper  Crystal  Springs.     Production  of  the  five  reservoirs  in 
San  Mateo  and  Alameda-Santa  Clara  Counties  is  less  than  the  unavoid- 
able losses  due  to  evaporation,  transpiration,  etc.,  for  this  fiscal 
year. 

The  maximum  possible  draft  from  Hetch  Hetchy  has  been 
continued  this  past  month,  however,  the  average  daily  gross  con- 
sumption since  April  1,  19 61  has  exceeded  that  supply  and  it  has 
been  necessary  to  draw  from  storage  in  the  Peninsula  Reservoirs. 

Storage  in  the  Calaveras,  Crystal  Springs,  San  Andreas,  and

which  is  ^,238  million  gallons  less  than  on  the  same  date  last  year, 

CONSTRUCTION 

Two  contracts  have  been  awarded  but  not  certified,  two 
certified,  three  started  and  five  completed  since  ray  last  report. 
Construction  has  been  started  but  not  comipleted  on  seven  contracts, 
four  of  them  are  for  cast  iron  mains  and  three  for  miscellaneous 
construction  work.

Commissioner  White  disagreed  with  that  point  of  view,  stating  that 
he  felt  the  higher  jobs  in  construction  should  be  included  in  the 
classified  Civil  Service  and  those  career  people  already  under  Civil 
Service  be  given  an  opportunity  to  perform  these  jobs.

Conmiissioner  Hansen  inq.uired  relative  to  the  heliport  service,  and 
Mr.  -tirown  reported  that  under  the  becurity  Exchange  Commission 
regulations  the  helicopter  company  cannot  publicize  its  activities 
for  the  first  tairty  days?  however,  his  unofficial  observation  is 
that  the  load  factors  during  the  first  week  have  been  very  good. 

In  answer  to  Commissioner  Fazackerley * s  question,  Mr.  Brown  reported 
that  the  airport  April  traffic  report  shows  a  decline,  but  the 
traffic  had  come  back  in  May,  which  will  show  a  general  improvement 
in  the  pattern.     In  his  opinion,  this  reflects  Western  Air  Lines' 
flight  engineer  labor  dispute  which  occurred  during  the  slow  season 
of  January,  February,  March,  April.    His  discussions  with  concession- 
nairos  reveals  a  remarkable  recovery  over  the  past  three  months  in 
their  revenues. 

The  overall  airport  revenues  increased  $400,000  over  the  budget 
estimate;  this  is  due  to  increases  in  flight  revenues  and  utilities. 
However,  Interstate  has  been  below  that  of  last  year;  gift  shop  is 
down;  but  revenues  from  autos  and  U-drive  are  substantially  up.

FranciLiCO  -  Houston  -  New  Orleans  -  Orlando  -  Miami. 

In  answer  to  Commissioner  Fazackerley ' s  inquiry,  0.  L.  Moore,  General 
Manager  of  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau, 
reported  on  the  progress  of  the  new  South  Terminal  construction 
plans,  stating  the  month  of  June  has  been  allocated  for  Departmental 
review  of  the  plans  and  specifications,  and  that  all  but  about  20  fo 
of  the  final  drawings  and  specifications  have  been  received  from 
Welton  Becket.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  MAY  ACTIVITIES 

Pan  American  Plot  1  Lease  Signed: 

This  past  month  a  long-avaited  40-year  lease  agreement  was  signed  with 
Pan  American  World  airways  providing  that  company  with  a  26-acre  plot  adjacent  to 
the  Hilton  Inn,  the  Bank  of  America,  and  TWA's  hangar.    The  agreement  calls  for 
the  construction  of  a  three  and  a  half  million  dollar  headquarters  building  and 
payment  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco  of  some  three  million  dollars  in  rent  during 
the  period  of  the  lease. 

Pan  American  will  build  a  two-story  steel  and  concrete  building  for  its 
aircraft  servicing  shops,  a  flight  kitchen,  pilot  training  center,  Pacific  Area 
communications  center,  and  administrative  offices. 
National  Airlines  Inaugurates  New  Service; 

In  Just  a  few  days-- June  ll--National  Airlines,  our  newest  carrier  to 
be  based  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  will  begin  its  inaugural  service 
with  Flight  217,  a  westbound  Super-Electra,  which  will  arrive  at  the  Airport 
at  approximately  3:40  P.M.  PDT. 

I  am  informed  that  National's  official  representative  on  this  flight 
will  be  Mr,  R.  E.  Wieland  of  New  York,  who  is  Vice  President  in  charge  of 
National's  northern  region. 

National  will  offer  two  round  trips  daily  to  San  Francisco /Oakland, 
serving  both  cities  through  San  Francisco. 

In  connection  with  this  additional  service,  work  is  progressing  on  the 
expansion  of  Pier  E.    The  existing  five  gate  positions  will  be  increased  407,  to  a 
total  of  seven. 

National  will  occupy  and  operate  from  a  ticket  counter  located  in  the 
south  wing  of  the  main  terminal  lobby,  with  operations  offices  in  Pier  E.  Air 
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cargo  space  In  Cargo  Building  No.  3  and  storage  space  in  the  Executive  Aircraft 
Terminal  are  also  being  provided. 
Delta  Plans; 

It  is  anticipated  that  Delta  Air  Lines  will  inaugurate  service  in  Sep- 
tember,   We  are  planning  on  their  utilizing  an  existing  gate  position  at  Pier  B 
and  an  adjoining  semi -enclosed  area  as  operational  office  and  for  air  cargo 
facilities. 

Delta* s  ticket  counter  will  be  located  in  the  north  end  of  the  terminal's 
main  lobby. 

San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Helicopter  Service; 

The  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Helicopter  Service  started  operations 
last  week  (June  1)  linking  the  two  cities  and  airports,  with  four  landing 
locations.    The  company  is  operating  thirty  flights  daily  between  6:30  A.M.  and 
10:30  P.M.  during  the  first  weeks  of  operation,  and  the  schedule  will  probably  be 
doubled  to  sixty  flights  daily  beginning  June  15.    Flights  to  Berkeley,  Palo  Alto, 
San  Jose  and  Sacramento  will  be  added  in  the  near  future. 
South  Terminal  Construction  Progress: 

We  are  progressing  as  rapidly  as  possible  with  preliminary  work 
involved  in  the  construction  of  the  second  terminal  building. 

It  is  planned  to  transfer  the  steam  service  to  the  temporary  steam 
plant  this  week  as  the  installation  of  pipes,  connections  and  boiler  work  are 
almost  completed. 

The  piling  contract  has  been  certified  and  we  expect  the  contractor  to 
start  the  job  any  day.  He  has  already  made  test  borings  to  better  determine  the 
length  of  the  piles  required. 

The  building  construction  contract  is  on  schedule.  It  is  expected  that 
final  plans  will  be  approved  by  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  this  month  and  a 
recommendation  will  be  sent  to  the  Commission.  It  is  expected  that  the  contracts 
will  be  put  out  for  bid  later  this  month. 
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April  Traffic; 

April  traffic  figures  released  today  indicate  a  total  of  399,434 
"in  and  out"  passengers,  as  compared  to  419,636  in  April  1960,  a  decrease  of 
4.8%,  which  may  be  due  in  part  to  the  cancellation  of  Western  Air  Lines  flights 
as  a  result  of  the  labor  dispute  with  the  Flight  Engineers  Union. 

The  FAA  Control  Tower  recorded  a  total  of  10,696  scheduled  airline 
arrivals  and  departures  during  April,  a  10.3%  decrease  from  the  11,924  reported 
in  the  same  period  last  year. 

Total  mail  (air  mail  and  first  class  mail  by  air)  amounted  to  5,124,023 
pounds,  as  compared  to  4,259,287  pounds  in  April  1960,  a  20.3%  increase. 

Freight  moving  through  San  Francisco  by  air  showed  a  4.97,  increase 
over  that  of  a  year  ago,  with  8,852,223  pounds  handled  during  April;  express 
volume  amounted  to  774,274  pounds,  up  5,2%  over  a  year  ago.

This  was  put  off  calendar,  pending  further  investiga- 
tion concerning  the  40^  public  benefit  allowance  permitted  by  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare,  which  was  allowed 
on  Parcel  A,  gross  area  consisting  of  8.365  acres,  but  not  on 
Parcel  B,  gross  area  consisting  of  3.861  acres.  ;

With  regard  to  the  matter  of  exempt  construction  positions  outside 
of  3an  Francisco,  Mr.  Kirkwood  reported  a  meeting  was  held  with 
George  Grubb,  General  Mane.ger  of  Personnel,  during  the  week  at  which 
time  an  understanding  was  reached,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
two  commissions.    Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  detailed  information  will  be 
furnished  to  the  Commission  during  the  coming  week.

Mr.  Kirkwood  reviewed  the  progress  in  the  State  Assembly  of  Senator 
Dclwig's  bill  to  restore  local  control  over  public  utility  dirt 
hauling  projects.    The  bill  was  designed  to  provide  local  enforce- 
ment over  dirt  hauling  to  public  utilities,  specifically  for 
Millbrae  and  San  Bruno  in  connection  with  the  Ghas.  L.  Harney  traffic 
to  and  from  the  San  Francisco  Airport  re  Airport  Contract-Pill  for 
Extension  to  Runway  28L.    The  bill  gained  approval  by  the  Senate  and 
is  now  in  the  Assembly  awaiting  action.     The  City  has  taken 
opposition  to  this  legislation,  because  any  restrictions  imposed  on 
the  contractor  would  delay  the  completion  of  the  paving  of  the  run- 
way at  the  Airport  imtil  some  time  in  1964. 

Re  rezoning  of  undeveloped  lands  adjacent  to  the  Airport  for 
industrial  use,  Mr.  Kirkwood  particularly  referred  to  the 
non-conforming  residential  use  of  9  parcels  of  land  which  the 
Millbrae  officials  had  indicated  in  previous  discussions  would  be 
zoned  "industrial."    The  Commission  requested  that  City  Attorney 
Robert  Thompson  and  City  Administrator  Homer  Chandler  of  Millbrae 
be  invited  to  attend  oyjoc  next  regular  meeting  to  disease  this  point. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  reported  that  communication  had  been  received  from  the 
oivil  Aeronautics  Board  in  the  matter  of  the  Southern  Transcntinental 
case.    Certain  segments  of  that  decision  concerning  service  which

An  operation  plan  whereby  required  water  releases  to  the  Modesto  and  Turlock 

Irrigation  Districts  are  made  through  the  City's  powerhouses  has  been  in  effect 

since  May  1,    This  plan  is  providing  maximum  utilization  of  the  limited  amount 

of  water  available  this  year  and  permits  the  City  to  derive  revenue  from  its 

water  releases  while  meeting  its  obligation  to  the  Districts* 

Power  Operations 

Project  generation  during  the  month  of  May,  1961,  was  103  million  kilowatthours, 
which  was  supplemented  by  purchased  energy  amounting  to  ^.3  million  kilowatthours. 
Deliveries  during  the  month  included  25 .8  million  kilowatthours  supplied  to  the 
Dow  Chemical  Company  in  Pittsburg,  a  new  customer,  which  resulted  in  an  increase 
in  gross  revenue  for  the  month  of  $17^,000.    This  increase  was  offset  by  a  charge 
of  $25,800  paid  to  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  for  transporting  City's 
power  over  their  transmission  lines  to  the  new  customer,  plus  an  expenditure  of 
$19,^0  for  purchase  of  supplementary  energy* 
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During  the  month  of  June  it  is  planned  to  operate  the  Moccasin  and  Cherry  power 
plants  at  normal  capacity,  which  will  result  in  increased  generation  at  Moccasin 
and  slightly  decreased  generation  at  Cheriy,  compared  to  the  month  of  May.  This 
procedure  will  permit  release  of  additional  water  through  Moccasin  Powerhouse  to 
the  Irrigation  Districts  from  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir,  which  is  justified  by  a

Mayor  Morgan  cf  the  City  of  Millbrae  stated  that  he  felt  the 
City  Council  was  acting  in  good  faith. 

The  Public  Utilities  Commission  pointed  out  that  the  Commission  and 
City  and  County  of  San  Prancisco  acted  in  good  faith,  and  if  the 
oity  Council  of  Millbrae  adopted  the  proposed  amendment  it  would 
be  considered  a  violation  of  the  agreem^.nt  made  between  the  City  of 
Millbrae  and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  regard  to  the 
provisions  under  which  it  was  agreed  the  sound  barrier  would  be 
erected^ 

In  regard  to  Senator  Dolwig's  proposed  bill  which  would  in  effect 
return  to  local  communities  on  the  Peninsula  regulation  of  trucks 
of  contractors  hauling  fill  to  the  airport,  Mr.  Thompson  stated  that 
he  had  no  hand  in  the  preparation  of  the  legislaticn  in  question? 
however,  he  and  the  community  of  Millbrae  did  recommend  the  support 

n^^-p  ■'■^  opinion  that  the  San  Prpncisco  airport 

would  fare  better  under  local  regulation  and  it  would  be  both  tc  the 
interest  of  San  Francisco  and  Millbrae  to  have  such  legislation. 
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George  J,  Grubb,  General  Manager  of  Personnel >  appeared  before  the 
Public  Utilities  Coimnissicn  to  discuss  the  problem  of  bringing  cer- 
tain exempt  positions  in  the  construction  field  into  Civil  Service. 
It  is  his  recommendation  that  all  these  positions  be  filled  from 
Civil  Service  lists  when  such  lists  are  available.    I1r»  Grubb  pointed 
out  this  recommendation  was  made  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  in 
the  interest  of  recruiting  and  retaining  in  Civil  Service  competent 
engineers. 

The  Public  Utilities  Commission  accepted  Mr.  Grubb »s  point  of  view 
and  approved  the  draft  of  a  letter  dated  June    13$  1961,  which  was 
submitted  by  Mr.  Kirkwood  for  transmittal  to  Mr.  Grubb.    Mr.  Kirk- 
wocd's  letter  svumnarized  the  meeting  of  June  9  between  Mr.  Grubb 
and  Mr.  Kirlcwood,  Mr.  Moore,  Mr.  Turner,  and  Mr.  Getts  from  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission,  and  set  forth  recommendations  which  it 
was  understood  Mr.  Grubb  would  make  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
with  respect  to  employments  outside  of  San  Francisco.

For  several  months  past.  Municipal  Railway  management  and  staff  have 
been  in  contact  with  residents  of  the  new  Forest  Knolls  community  as 
to  the  possibility  of  establishment  of  bus  service  through  that  area, 

A  petition  ya.3  transmitted  to  the  Railx\ray  requesting  extension  of 
service  which  included  92  signatures  and  later  was  supplemented  by 
another  61}., 

Railway  representatives  attended  ti<!0  meetings  of  the  recently  organ- 
ized Forest  Knolls  Improvement  Club  where  procedures  and  problems  of 
extensions  and  routing  viere  quite  fully  reviewed.     An  understanding 
was  reached  that  in  cooperation  with  them,  the  Railway  staff  would 
make  a  survey  in  an  endeavor  to  evaluate  what  warrant  may  exist  for 
the  requested  extension. 

At  the  meetings  x^rith  Forest  ICnolls  residents,  hoi-rever,  it  also  de- 
veloped that  there  was  a  division  of  opinion  on  the  subject.  In 
fact,  certain  definite  opposition  was  indicated,     A  petition  was 
transmitted  to  the  Railx\ray  which  included  66  signatures  and  which 
emphasized  that  many  do  not  want  buses  operating  through  Forest 
I\holls,     Only  three  refusals  were  encountered  in  circulating  that 
petition  and  it  was  also  stated  that  no  attempt  was  made  to  cover 
the  entire  area. 

The  proponents  in  their  petition  state  in  part  that  present  i'-36  and 
#10  service  touches  Forest  Knolls  only  at  its  extremities  and  "that 
in  all  cases  at  least  four  or  five  blocks  x^alk  is  required  up  and 
down  steep  terrain  in  order  to  reach  the  closest  bus  stops",  (Cer- 
tain stipulations  were  made  as  to  acceptable  routing  which  tended 
to  complicate  the  investigation. ) 

Mr.  Frank  Scheifler,  x>rho  at  the  time  was  Superintendent  of  Traffic, 
attended  the  April  20th  meeting  of  the  Forest  ICnolls  Improvement 
Club  and  reported  that  the  newly  elected  President,  I4r,  George  Johns 
stated  that  the  organization  had  voted  unanimously  for  extension  of 
transit  service  at  their  previous  meeting!     also,  Mr.  Johns  had 
stated  that  as  a  taxpayer  he  not  only  asks  but  demands  public  trans- 
portation.

The  opponents,  in  their  petition,  state  in  part  that  they  purchased 
their  homes  auay  frora  noise  and  traffic  and  would  like  to  keep  it 
that  ySijt     also  that  the  streets  involved  are  not  suitable  for  bus 
operation'     that  present  service  is  not  too  far  away*  and,  that  they 
are  concerned  as  to  the  cost  of  the  service  requested  by  others  in 
relation  to  probable  light  patronage. 

General  Transit  Policy  on  Extensions  and  Routins 

Through  long  usage  in  the  transit  industry,  an  approximate  standard 
has  been  developed  whereby  horaes  in  urban  residential  areas  are  con- 
sidered "reasonably  v/ell  served"  as  to  placeiiient  of  transit  lines 
when  existing  service  is  within  ,3  ^^i.  of  such  dwellings.  Geographic 
barriers  and  severe  differences  of  elevation  are  also  factors  which 
may  require  consideration.     In  outl^^ing  residential  areas,  even 
greater  distances  may  be  warranted.    While  not  specifically  defined, 
in  application  of  the  general  policy  standard  it  is  also  necessary 
to  consider  whether  or  not  a  sufficient  nujuber  of  transit  users  live 
in  the  area  beyond  ,3  mi,  of  existing  service  to  warrant  the  cost  of 
rerouting  or  extension  to  bring  service  in  closer  proximity. 

Forest  Knolls  Development  in  the  Planning;  Staple 

Because  of  experience  in  certain  other  areas  where  transit  was  not 
readily  accessible  for  lack  of  pedestrian  facilities,  recommenda- 
tions were  submitted  and  adopted  for  pedestrian  easements  when  the 
new  Forest  Knolls  Development  was  in  the  planning  stage,  Ashwood 
Lane  appears  on  drawings  and  is  adjacent  to  the  new  Elementary  School 
near  Panorariia--to  provide  access  between  Clarendon  and  ¥arren  Drive, 
Then,   just  beyond  that,  Blairwood  Lane  is  indicated  to  provide  ac- 
cess bet^^reen  Ifarren,  Oak  Park,  Christopher  and  Crestmont  Drives. 
Pedestrian  thoroughfares,  to  reduce  walking  distances  to  present  #36 
service  at  Clarendon  os  Panorama  or  to  the  new  school  when  completed, 
have  not  been  built.     Information  has  been  received  from  the  City 
Planning  Department  that  the  plans  approved  include  provision  that 
the  developer  provide  the  required  pedestrian  facilities,   (That  has 

not  been  done,  however.) 

Forest  Knolls  Survey^ 

In  addition  to  a  survey  conducted  by  means  of  a  questionnaire  mailed 
to  each  resident  of  Forest  Knolls,  a  field  study  has  been  made  of  the 
entire  area. 

It  is  recognized  that  the  topography  of  Forest  •Inolls  is  such  that 
considerable  differences  in  elevation  involve  steep  grades.  Con- 
struction of  the  pedestrian  easement  facilities  will  require  the  use 
of  stairways. 

While  a  considerable  nuraber  of  Forest  Knolls  dwellings  are  within 
.3  J^i.  of  existing  bus  service  routes,  others  are  not,  as  indicated

Pvesults  of  the  questionnaire  survey  are  based  on  200  replies  out  of 
260  forms  delivered  to  occupied  duelling  units  in  April,    Vfnile  it 
was  suggested  that  answers  be  conservative  so  as  not  to  overestimate 
intended  usage,  the  information  received  would  indica.te  1,26  rides 
per  day  per  Forest  Knolls  dwelling:  unit.     This  compares  with  *55 
actual  rides  per  day  per  dwelling  unit  in  adjacent  Hidtown  Terrace, 
as  experienced  with  Line  #36  presently  serving  that  area.

Possible  Service  Plan 

In  an  endeavor  to  pursue  a  positive  rather  than  a  negative  approach 
to  the  problem,  a  plan  has  been  developed  x;hich  could  provide  ser- 
vice through  Forest  ICnolls  at  an  additional  operating  expense  of 
about  ;j2500  per  ^T^ear,    This  is  deemed  to  be  within  reason  and  may  be 
totally  or  partiall^r  offset  by  additional  revenue. 

Line  ;/-37,  "Corbett'',  presently  operates  between  17th  &  Market  and 
Glenview  £c  Portola,  evenings,  Saturda^'-s,  and  for  eight  hours  only 
on  Sundays,  requiring  one  coach.  This  line  is,  however,  extended 
weekdays  only  (Monday  through  Friday)  from  a.m.  to  6:L|-5  p«m. 

to  Sherwood  Heights,  when  a  second  coach  is  required. 

The  SherX'TOod  Heights  extension  is  lightly  patronized.     It  duplicates 
Line  vr'36  between  vroodside  cc  Portola,  and  Reposa  and  Teres  it  a.  In 
the  area  beyond  ,3  mi  from  Line  #36,  the  average  load  per  one-way 
trip  on  Line  v)-37  is  only  Li  passengers.

This  is,  as  pointed  out  above,  identi- 
cal in  routing  with  the  present  evening,  Saturday  and  Sunday  opera- 
tion and  would  require  one  coach. 

The  other  coach  could  be  used  on  30-rainute  headways  from  Sherwood 
Heights  to  Woods ide  &  Portola;     thence  via  Woods ide  and  Laguna  Honda 
to  Forest  Hill  Station  for  connections  at  that  point;     thence  via 
Seventh  Avenue,  Warren  Drive  and  the  easterly  end  of  Oak  Park  to 
Clarendon  and  to  Seventh  Avenue  to  Forest  Hill  Station  for  connec- 
tions at  that  point;     and  thence  returning  via  Woods ide  and  a  por- 
tion of  the  present  route  to  Sherwood  Heights, 

Service  frequency  on  the  present  7/37  Corbet t  Line  is  20  rainutes 
when  two  coaches  are  used  to  Sherwood  Heights,  but  x^rith  adoption  of 
current  suiniaer  schedules,  2L!.-minute  headw3.ys  are  scheduled  evenings, 
Saturdays  and  Sundays  to  Glenview, 

Headways,  as  revised  under  the  plan  outlined,  would  be  considered 
reasonabi.y  adequate  in  comparison  with  similar  situations  in  other 
parts  of  San  Francisco, 

^Thile,  as  in  many  other  parts  of  the  city,  the  Forest  Ivnolls  survey 
indicates  about  75/'^  of  destinations  are  in  the  central  and  contig- 
uous area,  it  also  indicates  about  2S/1  going  to  points  west  of  a 
line  formed  by  Castro  and  Divisadero,     Tlie  routing  plan  outlined 
would  serve  both  groups  reasonably  well  and  would  be  quite  comparable 
to  that  serving  the  adjacent  Midtown  Terrace  community  where  connec- 
tions are  made  at  Forest  Hill  Station  with  Lines  K,  L,  M  and  iflO, 
Lines  >/--36  and  #37  would  also  connect  with  each  other. 

Opposition  Consideration 

IHiile  definite  opposition  to  routing  through  Forest  Enolls  has  been 
indicated  by  some  of  the  residents,  stipulation  is  made  that  if 
closer  service  is  to  be  provided,  it  is  considered  essential  to  use 
Warren  Drive,     (Clarendon  presently  has  service  as  far  as  Panoraraa.  ) 

Warren  Drive  is  not  completely  ideal  as  a  transit  street  being  only 
33  feet  wide,     ?Iowever,  coaches  do  operate  over  other  streets  of 
similar  width  in  San  Francisco.     For  the  most  part,  homes  and  side- 
walks are  located  on  only  one  side  of  Warren  Drive  as  well  as  on 
other  streets  in  Forest  ICnolls, 

A  statement  was  made  at  one  of  the  meetings  that  experience  in  the 
adjacent  comiaunity  xjould  indicate  that  any  new  Forest  Knolls  service 
would  be  lightly  patronized.     That  premise  was  unchallenged. 

Line  #36  averages  approximately  9  passengers  per  trip  on  the  Midtown 
Terrace  sector  of  the  route  based  on  a  count  taken  from  7  a.m.  to 
7  p.m.  on  June  6th,  a  weekday.

As  a  possible  means  has  been  found  of  providinr  Forest  Knolls  ser- 
vice at  reasonable  cost,  this  may  eliminate  one  of  the  objections 
raised.     The  plan  outlined  would  involve  trips  at  30-minute  inter- 
vals from  about  7  a.m.  to  approximately  6s 30  p.ra.  on  weekdays.  Ex- 
haust noise  from  coaches  would  therefore  not  be  a  factor  on  nights

As  it  is  known  that  a  difference  of  opinion  exists  within  the  com- 
munity on  this  measure,  a  public  hearing  would  probably  be  desirabl 

If,  on  consideration  of  evidence,  a  policy  decision  is  made  to  pro- 
vide service  through  Forest  ICnolls,  it  would  be  my  recommendation 
that  it  be  routed  and  scheduled  for  a  trial  period  on  the  basis  out 
lined  herein.

Net  sales  of  water  for  the  mor.th  of  May,  I96I  were 
11,208,820.^9,  which  is  |7,0i{'8.00  (0.6^)  more  than  for  May,  I96O. 
The  total  does  not  include  591,893»99  sales  to  other  City  Depart- 
ments in  lieu  of  taxes.     The  non-revenue  sales  to  other  City  Depart- 
ments are  |2, 019.2?  less  than  for  May,  I96O. 

For  the  fiscal  year  1960~6l  net  sales  of  water  through 
May,  1961  amounted  to  |15, 129  , 178 10,  an  increase  of  ^^199,  604.02  other 
over  net  sales  for  the  same  period  last  fiscal  year.     The  sales  to_y 
Municipal  Departments  in  lieu  of  taxes  amounting  to  $971,400,81  are 
not  included  in  the  above  |15 , 129 , 178 .10 .     Paying  sales  within 
San  Francisco  are  1.6^  less,  and  suburban  sales  are  3 •3^  more,  than 
last  year. 

As  of  May  3I,  I96I,  actual  receipts  for  the  fiscal  year 
have  exceeded  budget  estimates  by  an  amount  of  5^669,467.

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WATEH  QUALITY 


Thirteen  water  main  flushlmg  operations  were  completed 
within  the  City  during  the  month  of  May,  I961,    Eight  of  them 
were  for  dead-end  mains  and  five  to  correct  dirty  water  conditions. 

Thirteen  blowoff  connections  to  sewers  or  sev^er  manholes 
were  reconstructed  as  surface  blowoff s  during  May,  1961. 

CLAIMS 

In  May,  I961,  seven  claims  were  filed  for  damages  by  the 
Water  Department  against  others  in  an  amount  of  |;601.33,     At  the 
beginning  of  the  month  there  were  2?  outstanding  claims  totaling 
$5,651.87.    Pour  claims  were  settled  for  $35^.60  during  the  month, 
leaving  30  outstanding  claims  for  a  total  of  ^5;898,6C  on  May  31, 
1961. 

On  April  30,  19^1,  there  were  33  outstanding  claims  against 
the  Water  Department  amounting  to  11^-8,703^6''+.     Thirteen  claims 
for  damages  were  filed  during  May.  19 61,  totaling  #58,^75.03 •  Seven 
claims  for  |6, 308.22  were  settled' for  |1,255.30,  and  five  denied 
amounting  to  ■t5;371.50»    There  were  3^  claims  of  this  type  outstand- 
ing May  31,  totaling  $195,^98,95. 

SERVICES  AND  CUSTOMERS 

During  the  month  of  May,  19 61,  ^^7  water  services  were 
renewed.     Of  this  total  84-  were  renewed  on  orders  issued  by  the 
City  Distribution  Division  and  the  balance  of  363  were  ordered  by 
the  Commercial  Division,     On  May  3I,  there  were  337  incomplete  orders 
on  hand,  89  less  than  on  April  30,  I961. 

There  were  ^98  more  customers  on  May  3I,  19 6I  than  on  the 
same  date  in  19 60. 

CONSUMPTION 

In  May,  19 61,  the  gross  consumption  (water  released  into  the 
system  for  consumption)  for  the  entire  system  averaged  I76.8 
million  gallons  per  day.     This  is  6.9  mgd  less  than  the  May,  I96O 
consumption . 

WATER  CONDITIONS 

Precipitation  on  the  local  watersheds  for  this  season  to 
date  varies  from  63,^  of  normal  at  Calaveras,  to  58;^  of  normal  of 
Upper  Crystal  Springs,     The  five  reservoirs  in  San  Mateo  and  Alameda- 
Santa  Clara  Counties  have  produced  1.5  billion  gallons  of  water 
from  July  1,  196O  to  June  1,  19 61,  an  annual  average  of  ^.1  million 
gallons  per  day. 
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The  average  gross  consumpt ion  for  the  entire  system  has 
averaged  162.3  million  gallons  per  day  for  the  fiscal  year  through 
May  31,  1961,     This  is  1.0  mgd  less  than  the  average  for  the  first 
eleven  months  in  the  last  fiscal  year.     It  has  been  necessary  to 
witli  d.raw  from  local  storage  about  1?  million  gallons  per  day 
average,  during  this  period  even  though  the  maximum  possible  draft 
from  Hetch  Hetchy  has  been  maintained. 

On  June  1^,  1961  the  gross  water  consumption  of  the  entire 
system  reached  the  all  time  high  for  one  day  of  308*5  million 
gallons.     This  is  3^.5  million  gallons  more  than  the  previous  days 
record  consumption  of  27^,0  million  gallons  on  June  2,  i960.  Out 
of  this  total  of  308.5  rag  about  120  mg  were  used  in  the  City  of 
San  Francisco  and  188  mg  in  the  suburban  area. 

The  flow  from  Hetch  Hetchy  for  that  day  was  l60.^  mg  which 
was  insufficient  to  maintain  the  necessary  pressure  in  the  Bay  Div- 
ision Pipelines  while  supplying  the  customers  east  of  Crystal 
Springs  Reservoir.    This  resulted  in  drawing  from  the  Coast  Range 
Tunnels  about  10  million  gallons  and  reducing  the  tunnel  pressure 
from  21  pounds  to  16  pounds  per  square  inch.     To  place  the  system 
back  into  normal  operating  condition  required  two  days'  time. 

Storage  in  the  Calaveras,  Crystal  Springs,  San  Andreas, 
and  Pilarcitos  Reservoirs  was  38,^-^+0  million  gallons  on  June  22, 
1961,  which  is  6,137  million  gallons  less  than  on  the  same  date 
last  year,     V/hen  full  these  reservoirs  hold  57,702  million  gallons, 

CONSTRUCTION 

Five  contracts  have  been  awarded  but  not  certified,  four 
certified  but  not  started  and  seven  completed  since  my  last  report. 
Construction  has  been  started  but  not  completed  on  eight  contracts, 
five  of  them  are  for  cast  iron  mains  and  three  for  miscellaneous 
construction  work,

Re  Calendar  Item  21,  in  reply  to  question  from  Commissioner 
Pazackerley,  Manager  of  Airport  Belford  Brown  explained  that  due  to 
subsidence  of  Runway  28L,  jet  takeoffs  were  bumpy  and  in  the  interest 
of  passenger  safety  and  comfort  repairs  were  necessary.

Water  Conditions 

As  of  the  end  of  June  the  seasonal  runoff  on  the  Tuolumne  River  watershed  had 
for  all  practical  pui^joses  been  completeda    Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  reached  a 
maximum  storage  peak,  for  this  season  of  208,20^  acre-feet  on  June  19 >  1961, 
<5omparpi  to  a/maximum  of  300,875  acre*-feet  for  last  year  on  June  23 • 

This  is  the  third  consecutive  sub-normal  runoff  year  for  the  watershed. 

Storage  conditions  in  the  mountain  reservoirs,  compared  to  last  year  are  as

Based  on  runoff  records  to  date,  the  operational  plan  for  water  releases  in  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  Project  for  this  summer  has  been  revised  to  permit  the  maximum 
usage  of  the  limited  quantity  of  water  available  by  the  City  and  the  Irrigation 
Districts.    Releases  are  being  made  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Districts, 
utilizing  as  much  of  this  water  as  possible  for  electric  generation  at  the  City's 
power  plants. 
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Power  Operation 

Project  generation  during  the  month  of  June,  1961,  was  105.1  million  kilowatt- 
hours*    Supplemental  energy  pui^chase  during  the  month  was  negligible. 

Moccasin  Powerhouse  generation  of  ^{-3.9  million  kilowatthours  resulted  from 
operation  on  full  tunnel  flow.    The  generation  schedule  at  Cherry  Powerhouse 
was  revised  on  June  16,  1961,  increasing  the  average  generation  rate  from 
72s000  kj.lowatts  to  98,000  kilowatts,  and  resulting  in  total  generation  for  the 
month  of  61.2  million  kilowatthours.    The  increase  in  generation  at  Cheriy  was 
brought  about  by  a  change  in  reservoir  operation  which  was  made  effective  on 
June  16  for  the  purpose  of  releasing  additional  water  required  for  irrigation. 

Modesto  Substation  J 

The  work  on  the  high  voltage  metering  facilities  at  Modesto  Substation  J  has  been 
completed,  and  the  new  equipment  is  now  in  service. 

O'Shaughnessv  Cottage 

The  structural  additions  to  Cottage  No.  1  at  O'Shaughnessy  Dam  have  been 
completed.    Informal  bids  were  received  on  June  29  for  the  installation  of  a 
hood  and  fan  over  the  range  in  this  cottage,  and  an  Order  for  Service  or  Woiic 
has  been  issued  to  the  low  bidder,  R.  D»  Leonard  and  Son  of  Sonora,  in  the 
amount  of  $749. 

Moccasin  Automotive  and  Machine  Shop 

Preliminary  studies  are  under  way  for  the  construction  of  an  addition  to  the 
Automotive  Shop  building  at  Moccasin,  funds  for  which  are  appropriated  in  the 
1961-62  Budget. 
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Surp^Uv?,  Property 

Several  parcels  of  surplus  Hetch  Hetchy  property  in  the  City  of  Fremont  were 
sold  for  $'fi'j400  by  the  Director  of  Property  on  June  5,  1961.    These  parcels 
were  originally  purchased  by  the  City  in  1923  for  ^hSO, 

State  Lefyiglation 

The  1961  California  Legislative  session  adjourned  on  June  16,  1961*    During  the 
session,  sixty-four  Senate  bills  and  fd.fty^eight  Assembly  bills  were  studied  by 
the  Legislation  Committee  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.    In  accordance 
with  opposition  recommended  by  the  Ccs:timittee,  several  bills  which  were  adverse 
to  the  City's  interest  were  either  amended,  stranded  in  committee  or  were 
referred  to  interim  committees.

Mr.  Kirkwood  reported  that  he  had  two  letters,  one  from  Fremont 
Properties  Company,  dated  July  14,  1961,  covering  a  proposal  for  the 
use  of  a  portion  of  the  Sunol-Alameda  properties  for  development  of 
a  golf  course;  a  second  from  Pacific  Research  Laboratories,  dated 
^uly  14,  I96I,  requesting  a  lease  of  certain  Alameda  County  properties 
for  use  as  a  recreational  area  and  fish  hatchery. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  felt  that  in  relation  to  the  Pacific  Research  Labora- 
tories' request  he  could  not  possibly  recommend  the  lease  because  of 
their  demand  for  a  minimum  term  of  thirty  years,  also  because  of 
their  further  request  for  complete  approval  of  improvements  in  the 
master  plan,    ^nder  the  Charter,  all  structures  erected  on  City 
property  would  have  to  be  submitted  for  approval Lto  the  Art 
Commission,  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  obtain  agreement  by  the  Art 
Commission  in  such  a  development  as  the  proposed  Fantasy  Land. 

In  regard  to  the  proposal  submitted  by  Fremont  Properties  Company, 
he  felt  that  the  golf  course  could  fit  in  nicely  with  the  orderly 
development  of  the  Sunol  properties.    Mr.  0.  M.  Angel  of  Fremont 
Properties  and  his  client,  Mr.  Ray  Morrow,  appeared  and  assured  the 
Commission  that  they  could  and  would  develop  a  golf  course  in  line 
with  the  letter  addressed  to  Mr.  John  Gr.Brucato  of  the  Water  Depart- 
ment Agricultural  Division  on  July  13,  1961,  by  Mr.  Angel. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  cited  the  necessity  for  the  development  of  a  master 
plan  for  the  Sunol-Alameda  properties,  and  told  the  Commission  that 
he  woxild  recommend  an  appropriation  of  Wat  er  Department  funds  for 
the  preparation  of  such  plan  in  the  immediate  future.

part  of  a  competition.    It  was  the  feeling  of  that  Committee, 
expressed  through  Mr.  Ross,  we  should  explore  with  the  people 
interested  the  possibility  of  such  competition.    It  was  recommended 
that  letters  be  addressed  to  these  groups  who  have  expressed  inter- 
est to  Mr.  Brown  and  members  of  the  Finance  Committee.

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PRESIDENT  FAZACKERLEYi     The  next  Item,  Mr.  Secretary, 

MR«  FINN*     The  subject  of  the  special  meeting  Is  the 
discussion  of  the  proposed  parking  garage  at  the  San 
Francisco  International  Airport, 

MR,  PAZACKERLEY:     Gentlemen,  first  of  all^  we  appre-- 
elate  your  turning  out  at  this  early  hour.     It  appears  that 
most  of  those  who  have  indicated  an  interest  in  this  propo- 
sition appear  to  be  present  or  represented. 

We  appreciate  your  coming;,  and  we  do  appreciate ^  too^, 
your  agreement  with  us  that  this  is  a  grave  and  very 
Important  situation, 

I  want  to  say  at  the  outset  that  this  meeting  will  be 
covered  by  a  verbatim  reporter,  so  that  if  it  be  necessary 
later,  there  will  be  a  complete  transcript  of  these  proceed- 
ings. 

I  will  start  out  by  reading,  with  you,  a  preliminary 
statement,  copy  of  which  has  been  made  available  generally 
to  you,  which  outlines  some  of  the  considerations  which  we 
must  take  up  at  this  meeting  this  morning, 

(See  six-=page  mimeographed  copy  of  statement  to  be 
attached  hereto) 

(Reporter's  Note:     Second  paragraph  of  third  page  read 
as  follows:     "Preliminary  plans  for  an  $8,000,000  south 
terminal  building  were  approved  in  October  of  196O; 
construction  will  start  by  September  of  this  year,  with 
completion  scheduled  for  January  of  19^3 .     I  might  add 
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parenthetically  that  that  is  the  proposal  we  described  a 
few  minutes  ago  on  which  bids  will  be  taken  on  August  10  of 
this  year.     The  second  terminal ^  on  the  north  side  of  the 
terminal  area,  is  planned  for  1970,") 

{Also  add  at  the  end  of  the  first  paragraph  of  page  2, 
the  words  "fiscal  year,") 

MR,  FAZACKSRLEY:     Now,  gentlemen,  you  will  note  from  the 
statement  that  we  are,  for  the  purpose  of  this  meeting, 
referring  specifically  to  the  development  of  schematics  for 
the  total  8,000  unit  structure,  and  additionally  the 
development  of  preliminary  plans  for  the  first  stage. 

We  believe  that  this  planning  will  represent,  from  an 
engineering  and  architectural  point  of  view,  an  investment 
of  approximately  $110,000. 

We  are  talking  also  of  a  time  period  of  some  six  months, 
and  we  again  emphasize  the  importance  of  the  time  factor, 
because,  as  pointed  out,  it  is  highly  desirable,  from  the 
public  point  of  view,  that  construction  If  at  all  possible 
proceed  simultaneously  with  the  construction  and  simul- 
taneously with  the  completion,  hopefully,  of  the  south 
terminal  building  as  the  first  parking  structure. 

It  is  our  feeling  that  you  may  wish  to  know  a  little 
bit  more  about  what  makes  up  this  engineering  and  archi- 
tectural study,  and  what  is  entailed  in  the  $110,000 
project.     We  have  asked  Mr.  Oral  Moore,  our  Chief  Engineer, 
to  briefly  outline  what  is  involved.     Mr.  Moore? 
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MR.  MOORE:      Mr.  President^  I  have  prepared  a  memorandum 
for  Mr«  Klrkwood^  a  copy  of  which  you  have^  with  reference 
to  the  engineering  considerations  affecting  the  proposed 
parking  facility^  and  with  your  permission  I  would  like  to 
read  from  that.  '  ■

MR,  FAZACKERLEY:  Yes. 

MR.  CONNOLLY?     Our  office  Is  happy  to  attend  this 
meeting.     It  is  my  understanding  that  the  purpose  of  this 
meeting  is  to  explore  the  possibilities  of  a  design 
competition  for  a  preliminary  plan  and  the  schematics  and 
general  concept  of  traffic  flow,  and  so  on,  for  the  entire 
project*     Is  that  correct? 

MR.  PAZACKERLEYj     That  is  correct. 

MR.  CONNOLLY:     Is  there  any  relation  between  the  propose^ 
design  competition    and  the  proposed  construction  of  the 
operational  facility. 

MR.  PAZACKERLEY:     That  is  a  very  good  question.  There 
are  some  legal  complications,.    We  are  apparently  under  one 
section  of  the  Charter  that  has  a  more  limiting  area  than 
some  other  competitions  that  have  been  held. 

There  is  a  difference  between  the  Golden  Gateway  Area 
E  Competition  and  this  proposed  one. 

The  separation  of  these  two  phases,  the  development  of 
the  preliminary  plans  and  schematics,  and  the  balance  of 
the  proposal,  comes  about  because  we  now  know  what  is  needed 
in  connection  with  the  total  development,  and  we  would  then 
proceed  presumably  after  the  competition,  into  a  competitive 
bid  process  based  upon  the  acceptable  design  and  planning 
material . 

What  we  are  saying  is,  that  if  there  are  among  you  a 
number  of  prospective  bidders  who,  for  whatever  reason,  would 
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wish  to  take  on  this  Job  yourselves,  in  order  that  you 
might  incorporate  those  things  that  you  consider  to  be  the 
most  desirable,  and  if  you  would  wish  to  do  this  at  your 
own  expense  and  do  it  within  our  time  table,  then  obviously 
this  would  be  an  advantage.      It  would  also  be  at  a  cost 
to  you,  and  we  recognize  this. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  have  assured  us  that  there 
are  among  you,  somewhere  in  this  business  community,  a 
number  of  prospective  bidders,  who  are  willing  to  do  this, 
and  that  is  the  purpose  of  our  inquiry  today. 

MR,  CONNOLLY?     I  understand  that  you  are  soliciting 
plans  and  designs  in  a  competition  which  has  no  necessary 
relation  to  the  subsequent  award  of  a  contract  for 
construction  and  operation  of  the  facility.     Is  that  right? 

MR«  FAZACKERLEYj     It  probably  would  work  out  that  way. 
Mr.  Kirkwood^  do  you  want  to  respond  to  that,  or  Mr.  Brown? 

MR^  KIRKWOODj     At  the  time  that  this  meeting  was  called, 
we  were  not  aware  of  the  nature  of  the  suggestions  that  might 
be  made,  and  I  don't  think  that  we  should  foreclose,  at  this 
point,  finding  out  whether  interested  parties  would  be 
interested  in  a  competition  if  it  were  tied  in  in  some  way 
to  the  ultimate  granting  of  the  aware  for  the  construction 
part  of  the  garage. 

As  has  been  indicated,  this  raises  a  different  legal 
question.     We  know  we  could  hold  the  first  part  of  the 
competition,  which  is  not  related,     ¥e  do  not  know  that  we 
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can  do  the  other. 

The  City  Attorney's  office  has  indicated,  in  a  prelim- 
inary way,  that  probably  this  would  not  be  possible «  Me 
have  not  had  a  chance  to  explore  it  fully.  ' '    '  ' 

I  understand  that  Mr,  Ross  has  some  ideas  on  this  subject^ 
but  he  and  the  City  Attorney's  office  have  not  had  an 
opportunity  to  check  this  out,  so  I  cannot  say  this  morning 
definitely  that  the  second  element  cannot  be  incorporated 
in  the  original  bid.     I  think  it  does  raise  a  very  difficult 
legal  question,  however* 

MR,  FAZACKERLEY;     We  might  answer  your  question  with  a 
question,  Mr.  Connollys     Is  it  your  opinion  that  your  clients 
would  be  interested  In  participating  in  a  design  competition, 
apart  from  the  balance  of  the  consideration?   , 

MR,  CONNOLLY:     I  would  think  not,  at  this  juncture. 

MR.  PAZACKERLEY:     On  the  other  hand,  you  would  be 
interested  if  the  two  elements  were  put  together? 

MR.  CONNOLLY:     Quite,  and  I  assume  there  would  be  a  numbei:' 
of  other  interested  parties,  of  course. 

MR,  FAZACKERLEYi     Does  that  answer  your  question  at  this 
point? 

MR,  CONNOLLY:     At  this  juncture,  yes.     Thank  you  very 

much. 

MR.  CAMPAGNOLI:     I  have  a  letter  here,  the  original 
of  which  was  sent  to  your  Commission  this  morning,  and  I  have 
some  copies  here  with  some  pictures  which  I  will  pass  around. 
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That  is  our  design. 

As  I  say  there^-  since  the  start  of  this  proposition^ 
the  problem  that  originally  arose,  as  indicated  by  Mr. 
Connolly,  was  attempting  let's  say  to  negotiate  a  complete 
package,  that  is  in  the  sense  of  negotiating  with  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission,  or  with  whatever  authorities 
were  involved,  the  proposition  of  financing,  constructing 
and  operating  the  facility. 

VJhat  has  been  presented  now  by  that  letter,  of  course, 
is  something  different  again. 

As  indicated  by  Mr*.  Connolly,  it  might  be  difficult  to 
get  a  group  of  people  to  advance  the  sum  which  you  indicate 
might  be  necesssry  for  such  a  study,  merely  on  the  basis  of 
competing,  without  any  assurance  that  they  would  ultimately 
get  the  completed  job,  '  ■  ■ 

That  Is  a  large  amount  of  money  to  advance  merely  to 
participate  in  competitive  bids.  • 

We  feel  that  we  are  still  willing  to  negotiate  on  the 
entire  contract,  and  naturally  if  the  entire  contract  were 
negotiated,  then  the  successful  bidder  would  be  ready  to 
expend  whatever  sum  was  necessary  to  make  the  study. 

On  the  basis  that  you  are  placing  it,  where  you  say  you 
want  the  expenditure  of  $110,000,  which  is  only  to  present 
a  schematic  design  for  the  entire  complex,  and  preliminary 
plans  for  the  first  stage,  I  would  think  that  under  those 
circumstances,  this  is  something  that  the  Board  of  Supervisor^i 
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should  appropriate  money  for^  and  that  your  group  should 
then  get  those  preliminary  studies  made.  - . 

You  will  recall  on  the  first  occasion  that  you  went 
before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Finance  Committee , 
that  you  were  requesting  $305,000  for  the  purpose  of  making 
these  preliminary  studies,  and  then  turning  over  the  entire 
project  to  Page  &  Degenkolb,  and  then  it  would  be  a  question 
of  sending  it  out  to  contractors  for  bidding. 

It  was  our  feeling  that  nobody  else  then  would  have 
the  opportunity  of  presenting  what  they  felt  was  the  best 
type  of  complex  to  put  in  there,  because  the  architects  and 
engineers  would  have  their  preconceived  notions  of  what  they 
wanted  to  accomplish,  and  the  result  would  be  that  it  woii  d 
not  leave  an  opportunity  for  anybody  else  to  present  what 
they  felt  might  be  the  best  complex  or  the  best  garage  for 
this  particular  area',  ..  '  :  ,  ,    ,  ;  ^  .  ■ 

That  being  the  case,  on  the  second  occasion,  when  we 
went  before  the  Finance  Committee,  apparently  the  program 
indicated  that  you  were  going  to  ask  for  $125,000,  which 
was  $110,000  for  the  preliminary  studies  and  $15,000  was 
to  go  to  Welton  Beckett,  as  the  supervising  architect. 

When  we  appeared  at  that  meeting,  it  was  not  our 
intention  to  object  to  the  proposal,  because  we  felt  that 
they  then  had  a  logical  reason  to  make  the  preliminary 
studies,  and  after  you  made  your  studies,  you  would  know 
exactly  what  you  needed  down  there,  or  at  least  what  your 
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experts    determined  you  needed^  and  then  would  be  the  point 
at  which  people  who  were  interested  could  come  in  and  say^ 
"This  is  what  we  propose^  which  will  meet  what  your  • 
preliminary  plans  indicate/'  and  then  you  or  a  group  of 
experts  whom  you  might  choose  could  select  which  one  of  these 
plans  are  the  best  plan,  start  your  financing,  and  go  right 
on  down  through  to  the  ultimate  operation,    -    '  •  " 

We  feel  at  thjs   point  that  certainly  we  are  still  ready 
to  negotiate  on  the  entire  plan^  from  financing  all  the  way 
through  operation,  but  we  don't  feel  that  we  would  be 
interested  In  spending  $110,000  and  then  presenting  it  to 
you,  and  then  you  decide  which  one  of  these  you  are  going 
to  select, 

I  would  say  that  even  if  there  were  a  number  of  groups 
who  would  be  interested  in  spending  $110,000,  I  think  that 
the  result  would  be  the  same,  that  you  would  have  a 
duplication  of  effort  and  a  duplication  of  expense. 

I  certainly  feel  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
should  ask  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
for  this  $110,000,  make  these  studies,  and  then  open  it  up 
and  let  the  people  who  are  interested,  bid,  and  come  forward 
and  Indicate  what  type  of  a  complex  they  would  have  which 
would  fit  into  the  preliminary  plan  which  has  been  developed 
by  the  expenditure  of  this  $110,000. 

MR.  PAZACKERLEY:     Mr.  Campagnoli,  first  of  all,  in 
reponse  to  your  offer  to  negotiate  for  the  total  design  and 
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construction  and  operation    of  the  garage^  I  am  sure  there 
is  no  one  in  this  room^  if  we  were  not  public  officials 
who  would  not  join  in  it  and  make  this  same  offer^  for  this 
would  be  a  highly  attractive  proposition. 

I  assure  you  that  no  such  negotiation  has  taken  place, 
nor  will  it  take  place  as  long  as  we  have  the  responsibility. 
There  will  be  a  competitive  bid  process  in  this  construction 
and  operation  of  this  facility,  and  It  is  going  to  be  planned, 
so  far  as  possible  so  that  it  will  incorporate  such  features 
as  can  be  and  are  compatible  with  the  best  possible  design 
elements ,  ■  , 

!4R.  CAMPAGNOLI:     Berhaps  the  use  of  the  word  .  \ 
"negotiate"  was  ill-chosen.     I  did  not  mean  by  negotiations, 
that  you  would  be  negotiating  v/ith  my  group  or  any  other 
group  as  against  or  to  the  exclusion  of  other  groups,  I 
meant  entirely  negotiations  with  all  groups,  to  ultimately 
come  out  with  the  best  solution.       ,       ■  . 

MR,  PAZACKSRLEYt     I  would  like  to  comment  on  another 
point  you  make  and  it  is  this: 

You  make  a  very  neat  segregation  of  the  $110,000  part 
of  the  project  and  the  balance.  ■ 

We  are  doing  this  for  the  purpose  of  distinguishing 
as  to  time  and  what  takes  place  within  that  time,  leading 
up  to  the  next  stage,  but  actually       and  Mr.  Moore  will 
correct  me  if  I  am  wrong  I  am  sure        the  preliminary 
planning  and  the  design  elements  incorporated  within  both  the 
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schematic  and  the  preliminary  plans,  will  go  vjell  beyond 
the  point  you  envision. 

It  will  not  be  possible  to  in  effect  disregard  what 
has  taken  place  in  this  first  stage  and  then  start  with 
something  new. 

Our  concept  is,  and  has  been  all  along  in  the  $305,000 
appropriation,  that  whoever  acted  for  us,  whether  our  own 
engineering  bureau  or  an  independent  contractor,  that  there 
would  necessarily  be  very  careful  discussions  and  very 
thorough  discussions  with  the  prospective  bidders,  because 
obviously  we  want  to  incorporate  within  the  design  the  best 
elements  from  an  operating  point  of  view,  from  a  construction 
point  of  view,  and  from  a  financial  feasibility  point  of 
view,  so  that  we  have  the  best  garage,  not  somebody's  pre- 
conceived notion  of  what  it  ought  to  be. 

We  think  that  the  best  way  to  get  it,  or  have  thought 
that  the  best  way  to  get  it,  was  to  incorporate  it  within 
one  project  and  then  explore  this  with  all  the  prospective 
bidders. 

As  far  as  the  discussion  as  to  the  financing  of  it,  on 
the  segregation  of  the  amounts,  because  of  your  idea  of  how 
the  City  should  do  this,  Mr.  Halley  then  asked  us  to  segre- 
gate thfe  cost  as  to  the  various  parts  of  the  project,  and 
when  that  was  done,  then  Mr.  Halley  incorporated  that  within 
his  agenda. 

The  Public  Utilities  Commission  has  not  changed  its 
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position J  but  simply  has  furnished  information^  partial 
information,  to  Mr,  Halley,  based  on  his  question. 

So^  once  again,  we  are  not  coming  back  with  a  different 
proposition  or  scheme.     If  we  cannot  find  some  other  way  of 
doing  it,    we  probably  won't  again. 

Is  it  correct,  Mr\  Moore  ~-  am  I  correct  in  saying 
that  the  development  of  the  schematic  and  preliminary  plans 
are  a  continuous  and  Integral  part  of  the  development  of 
the  final  working  plans  and  specifications? 

MR,  MOORE:     Yes,  sir.  .  m' 

MR,  PAZACKERLEY:     And  the  type  of  distinction  Mr. 
Gampagnoli  makes  as  a  lawyer  I  suppose  is  like  a  publisher 
trying  to  deal  with  engineering  considerations        he  is 
making  a  segregation  and  a  distinction  that  is  not  real, 
is  that  correct? 

MR,  MOORE?     That  is  correct. 

MR,  GAMPAGNOLI;     The  only  segregation  I  am  making  is 
the  segregation  which  your  letter  seems  to  indicate;  you  are 
asking  now  for  someone  now  to  come  forward,  or  anybody  who 
is  Interested  to  come  forward  and  say  that  we  are  willing 
to  spend  $110,000         that  is  what  your  letter  Indicates 
to  make  these  particular  plans  and  present  them  to  you 
within  a  particular  period  of  time. 

It  does  not  say  that  you  are  asking  for  somebody  to 
come  forward  and  give  you  the  conplete  complex       one,  two, 
three,  ready  to  go. 
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In  your  letter  you  have  asked  for  this,  and  that  Is 
why  I  am  directing  my  attention  to  this,  -J'fcaii  „  '  i 

Also,  I  am  directing  my  attention  to  that  because  I  ''tel;^; 
feel  that,  regardless  of  whether  it  was  your  request  for  an 
appropriation,  or  whether  it  was  the  Finance  Committee's  i 
interpretation  of  what  they  wanted  to  request  in  the  agenda, 
on  the  second  time  this  matter  came  up,  there  was  this 
$125,000^  so  according  to  your  own  figures,  or  your  engineer's 
figures,  that  is  just  exactly  what  you  are  asking  for  here» 

MR.  FAZACKERLEY:     Mr.  Campagnoli,  the  only  reason  we 
are  here  is  because  representations  have  been  made  to  members 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  there  is  somebody 
apparently  that  there  are  a  number  of  people  prepared  to  do 
this  very  thing,  and  that  is  why  we  are  here  this  morning, 

MR,  CAM'AGNOLIi     I  think  there  afe  a  number  of  people 
probably  here  who  would  be  prepared  to  present  to  you  a 
complete  complex,  but  I  don't  think  you  can  find  anybody  here 
prepared  to  give  $110,000  for  a  pig  in  a  poke. 

MR.  PAZACKERLEY:  Somebody  has  been  bidding  on  this  pig, 

MR.  CAMPAGNOLI:     Not  on  that  portion  of  it. 

MR,  PAZACKERLEY J     I  am  sorry,  but  that  is  not  the  way 
it  has  been  represented. 

MR.SEYRANIAN:     When  the  A. I. A.  runs  a  competition,  they 
appoint  a  Jury  like  the  Golden  Gateway  project,  and  I  under- 
stand that  this  is  a  conpetition,  and  I  am  interested  in 
knowing  if  any  jury  rules  have  been  set  up,  what  the  jury 
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would  be  here.     The  design  of  this  thing  is  a  very  important 
concept,  outside  of  the  fact  that  it  will  have  to  be  gotten 
together  financially.     Are  we  to  understand  this  is  definitely 
a  competition  on  the  design  part  of  it?  -  ^^'r-^yr 

MR.  PAZACKERLEY:     This  inquiry  is  to  the  point  of 
whether  there  are  parties  interested  in  entering  into  such 
a  competition  on  the  basis  of  the  development  of  schematics 
for  the  total  8,000  car  complex,  plus  preliminary  plans  for 
the  first  segment,  and  to  accomplish  this  within  a  six-months 
period. 

¥e  estimate  that  this  first  phase  amounts  to  about 
$110,000.    We  know  that  $110,000  can  do  that  job,  but  we 
want  to  know  whether  there  are  interested  parties  who  would 
do  this  work  for  us.     If  there  are,  then  at  that  point  we 
would  develop  the  necessary  elements  for  such  a  competition. 
Do  you  wish  to  make  an  offer  at  this  time? 

MR.  SEYRANIAN:     I  am  just  inquiring. 

MR.  HEILBRON:     We  are  not  prepared  to  make  the  offer 
you  have  invited,  but  we  would  have  suggestions  with  respect 
to  features  you  might  consider. 

Our  clients  feel  that  studies  might  be  made  by  the 
Commission  of  what  you  might  call  the  secondary  facilities 
Involved  in  the  construction  of  the  garage. 

If  you  can  advise  what^  the  average  flow  will  be  and 
vdiere  the  pedestrian  arrangements  are  to  be  made,  and  what 
the  elevators  contemplate  to  carry,  and  all  of  the  facilities 
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that  you  call,  I  suppose,  operational  engineering  programs, 
then  the  people  whom  I  represent,  and  who  are  responsible 
people  (as  there  are  others  here,  of  course)  v/ill  be 
perfectly  happy  to  present  a  schematic  study  and  a  design  ® 
to  meet  the  traffic  conditions  which  you  have  stated,  as 
a  condition  of  the  competition.  stall 

In  other  words,  you  need  certain  things  to  meet  your 
purposes  for  the  garage.     When  you  determine  those,  we  will 
be  pleased  to  participate  in  such  a  competition,  which  would 
include  a  design  for  the  garage,  as  we  11^  but  we  are  not 
prepared  to  pay  the  engineers  and  the  traffic  consultants 
the  fees  which  apparently  are  part  of  the  problem, 

MR,  PAZACKERLEY:     Mr.  Moore,  vould  you  or  could  you 
comment  on  Mr,  Heilbron's  suggestion, 

MR,  MOOPlEs     I  think  I  can  possibly  reply  to  Mr. 
Heilbron's  suggestion  and  also  throw  some  light  on  the 
question  raised  by  Mr,  Campagnoli,  as  to  the  segregation  of 
the  schematic  preliminary  designs  as  opposed  to  the  over-all 
engineering  part. 

It  was  I  think  established  by  the  Commission,  or  I 
believe  understood  by  the  operative  engineering  division, 
that  on  completion  of  the  schematic  studies  and  preliminary 
studies  for  the  first  phase,  then  there  would  be  a  period 
we  will  say  a  period  of  general  approval  by  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  and  perhaps  indication  by  the  Art 
Commission  and  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Pinanc^ 
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Committee  would  also  take  a  look  at  it  at  this  stage. 

I  think  that  is  the  reason  for  the  segregation  of  parts 
of  the  total  engineering  cost. 

We  feel  that  the  operational  studies  are  going  to  have 
to  go  hand  in  hand  with  the  schematic  design  for  the  8,000 
car  facility  and  the  preliminary  designs  for  the  2,600  stall 
structure. 

I  think  that  it  would  be  very  difficult  for  the 
department  at  this  time  to  give  this  Information  here.  There 
is  going  to  be  engineering  expense  involved  here,  whether  it 
is  done  by  the  Utilities  engineering  bureau  or  others, 

MR*  METZENBAUMj     My  name  is  Howard  Metzenbaum.     I  am  m 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Airport  Parking  Company  of  America, 
Cleveland*    We  operate  more  aircraft  parking  facilities 
throughout  the  country  than  all  our  other  competitors 
combined « 

I  have  sat  here  listening  to  this,  and  I  am  perhaps  out 
of  order,  Mr,  Chairmain,  but  I  don't  mind  saying  that  we  would 
be  interested  in  building  this  garage;  we  would  be  interested 
in  financing  this  garage;  we  would  be  Interested  in  designing 
this  garage. 

However,  I  have  to  agree  with  those  who  preceded  me  in 
indicating  that  I  cannot  see  ourselves  spending  $110,000  on 
merely  a  design  competition,  envisioning  something  which 
an  architect  might  do,  or  which  an  engineering  firm 
conceivably  might  have  some  purpose  in  doing. 
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•  :  :  :  :  i  :  

Prom  the  operating  standpoint,  we  would  have  difficulty 
in  understanding  why  we  would  be  making  that  amount  of 
expenditure,  unless  there  would  be  some  legitimate  assurance 
to  it.  0xm^: 

It  is  my  observation,  for  whatever  it  may  be  worth,  ^^^^ 
Mr.  Chairman,  that  there  are  two  separate  and  distinct 
features  here . 

One  is  that  there  is  the  problein  of  building  and 
financing  this  garage,  and  there  is  the  question  that  there 
would  have  to  be  some  proper  amount  of  yield  to  repay  the  ^ 
operators,  which  cannot  be  denied. 

I  am  sure  there  are  many  private  operators  in  the  room 
interested  in  financing  this  kind  of  a  project. 

I  am  sure  many  operators  would  be  prepared  to  operate 
this  kind  of  a  facility  with  a  very  modest  amount  of  yield, 
not  withstanding  the  fact  that  there  might  be  a  substantial 
financial  responsibility  involved,  as  well  as  a  substantial 
amount    of  cash  involved. 

Although  we  claim  to  be  the  leaders,  as  far  as  operating 
airport  parking  facilities,  vje  would  be  prepared  to  yield  on 
a  moment's  notice  to  others  who  have  designed  and  built 
airport  garages.    However,  I  think  when  you  tell  me  to  combin 
these  two  phases  together,  I  think  you  do  a  disservice  to 
them,  rather  than  to  accomplish  your  purposes  here,  because 
designs  cost  money. 

I  might  say  here  that  our  company  will  probably  do  in 
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excess  of  7, 000 -,000  dollars  in  parking  this  year.  We  probablj' 
do  as  much  parking  as  anybodjr  ±n  the  country.        -    ''^  Vy- 

We  are  Interested  in  San  Francisco  or  we  would  not  be 
here  today.     I  think  the  last  time  we  were  outbid  by  one 
per  cent  or  so,,  but  we  would  compete  under  any  standards  you 
prefer.  a^tu 

I  would  hope  there  would  be  some  recognition  of  the  .ga;>t. 
possibility  and  the  desirability  of  separating  the  design 
and  construction  and  financing  of  your  facility  from  the 
operational  feature. 

MR,  PAZACKERLEY:     Thank  you  very  much.     You  are  certainly 
not  out  of  order.     There  are  many  parts  of  your  statement 
that  I  have  been  trying  to  make  around  here  for  a  long  time. 
Certainly  I  am  not  nearly  as  clear  in  my  statement  of  the 
problem  as  you  have  been  in  the  last  couple  of  minutes. 

Very  frankly^  our  approach  has  been  that  we  believe  that 
there  are  too  many  variables  in  the  problem  to  be  able  to 
combine  all  of  them  and  to  leave  them    all  in  one  place, 
•Eiat  is  why  we  deliberately  separated  the  engineering  and 
architectural  features  from  the  construction,  financing  and 
operation  of  the  structure. 

We    are  not  in  any  disagreement  at  all,  and  there  Is  no 
problem  of  availability  of  funds.    There  are  surplus  funds 
in  the  airport  account  out  of  revenues  that  will  be  available 
for  this  purpose,  so  it  is  not  that  we  don't  have  any  money. 

With  respect  to  segregation  of  operation  and  construction 
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that  is  a  question  that  we  have  not  dealt  with  in  any 
intensive  way.     That  question  is  still  open,  isn't  it,  Mr. 
Brown,  whether  it  would  be  more  prudent,  once  we  knew        -i  ] 
exactly  what  was  wanted  and  needed  and  acceptable  generally, 
and  there  were  successful  bidders  as  to  operating  and  other 
considerations        construction  features  and  financing  features 
whether  it  would  be  more  prudent  at  that  point  to  segregate 
operation  or  not,  we  don't  know.    We  are  still  at  least  six 
months  from  considering  that,  because  we  still  have  this 
first  part  of  the  job  to  get  done. 

Are  there  other  questions  or  comments  or  observations? 

MR.  ONORATO:     TSiere  have  been  an  awful  lot  of  questions 
in  the  past  injected  into  the  garage  matter  which  is,  you 
might  say,  out  of  bounds. 

There  is  nothing  serious  about  designing  a  garage, 
nothing  serious  about  operating  a  garage. 

We  operate  some  very  big  ones,  as  you  know,  and  the 
traffic  flows  are  readily  and  easily  ascertained  and  ac- 
commodated « 

I  would  like  to  recommend  that  the  Commission  at  all 
times  be  the  ones  to  lay  out  your  parking  facilities. 
Certainly  the  architects  of  the  City  would  all  lend  as- 
sistance for  the  designing  of  these  facilities. 

I  could  not  help  but  wonder  when  you  were  talking  about 
$125,000  for  a  competitional  survey.  In  a  sense  this  repre- 
sents a  portion  of  the  legitimate  expense  of  the  facility 
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that  is  to  be  built,  mr^y^en^ 

I  can  understand  why  the  Supervisors  are  always  fearful 
of  expenditures  or  are  always  recommending  competitions  as 
recommended  here,  but  why  shouldn't  this  $125^000  that  is 
talked  about  today  be  spent  by  the  Commission,  on  the  basis 
that  when  the  structure  was  set  out  for  bid,  that  that  amount 
would  be  incorporated  in  the  bidding  cost,  to  finance  the 
part  of  the  cost  that  must  be  returned  to  the  Commission 
to  its  surplus  fund.     It  would  be  a  legitimate  expense. 

I  think  that  history  in  our  own  fair  city  proves 
conclusively  that  where  we  put  up  a  structure  for  competitive 
bidding,  that  the  costs  come  down  far  less  than  any  of  the 
so-called  package  deals,  so  it  would  behoove  the  Commission, 
I  think,  and  I  would  like  in  my  very  small  way  to  recommend 
to  the  Commission  that  it  apply  strict  controls  on  the  deal 
for  the  structure,  and  subsequently  thereto  call  for  opera- 
tional bids,  and  I  am  sure,  from  our  Industry  in  which  I  am 
only  a  small  segment,  that  you  would  be  getting  more  advant- 
age, even  from  an  operational  standpoint,  whereas  if  you 
make  it  one  package  deal,  you  are  apt  to  get  into  much 
more  complications.     I  hope  I  am  understood. 
.     .   MR.  PAZACKERLEY:     Thank  you,  Mr.  Onorato.     As  indicated 
a  few  moments  ago,  we  are  open  on  the  question  of  whether 
the  operating  phase  would  be  dealt  with  separately  or  to- 
gether with  the  construction  and  financing. 

With  respect  to  the  suggestion  of  incorporating  this 
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amount  or  returning  this  amount  as  part  of  the  bid  process, 
I  would  now  suggest  this,  that  the  funds  are  now  available » 
If  the  amount  were  returned  to  the  City  and  were  in  turn 
Incorporated  in  the  financing  schedule,  we  would  in  effect 
be  paying  your  interest  rate  for  the  use  of  that  money,  ' 
because  there  is  no  such  thing  as  a  free  lunch.     You  know 

I 

that.     So  we  would  buying  back  our  own  money  and  paying  a 
higher  rate,  and  this  we  consitier  unnecessary. 

It  Just  happens  that  we  have  been  able  to  accumulate 
some  available  revenues  from  the  airport,  funds  that  are  not 
needed. 

Are  there  any  other  comments  or  questions? 

MR.  CONNOLLY?     It  seems  to  me  that  from  the  reluctance 
indicated  by  the  coninents  for  the  expenditure  of  this  estimat^( 
figure,  that  your  commission  might  well  consider  whether 
you  would  be  Interested  In  receiving  proposals  from  any 
interested  parties  on  a  complete  package  deal. 

I  represent  a  group  of  individuals  who  would  be  inter- 
ested in  submitting  and  are  prepared  to  submit  to  your 
commission  for  consideration,  proposals  embodying  our  prep- 
aration of  these  plans  at  our  own  cost,  and  for  the  con- 
struction and  operation  of  the  facility. 

It  is  true,  you  don't  know  what  you  want  at  this 
juncture  planwise. 

The  proposal  which  we  would  prepare  and  submit  to  you 
and  I  assume  similar  proposals  would  reach  you  from  others 
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if  this  package  were  your  determination  to  solicit  -~  would 
of  course  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  your  Utilities  v^;  . 
engineering  department  and/or  your  Commission.  .::  i 

It  would  seem  to  me  that  you  would  be  much  better  advised 
at  this  Juncture,  in  order  to  construct  your  facility  within 
the  time  limit,  that  contemporaneously  with  the  opening  of 
the  new  South  Terminal,  you  might  well  consider  soliciting 
proposals  from  interested  persons  to  design,  construct  and 
operate  the  facility  for  you  under  whatever  terms  and        j ved 
conditions  the  proposers  might  feel  they  want  to  submit. 

As  I  indicated,  my  office  represents  individuals  who 
would  be  interested  and  are  interested  in  submitting  to  you 
a  formal  letter  of  intent  along  the  lines  I  have  mentioned. 

I  can  only  assume  from  the  comments  from  other  gentlemen 
here  in  the  audience,  that,  of  course,  there  are  other 
persons  who  would  perhaps  be  interested  In  submitting  similar 
proposals. 

But  to  solicit  as  you  have,  proposals  for  a  design  and 
schematics  on  the  entire  complex,  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$110,000,  I  say  there  is  no  assurance  that  the  spender  of 
that  sum,  whose  design  must  be  selected  by  you  gentlemen  and/ 
or  your  engineering  staff,  would  in  any  wise  recuperate  those 
funds.     In  fact  that  is  something  you  are  rather  silent 
about . 

MR,  PAZACKERLEY:     That  is  a  definite  understatement] 
(General  laughter) 
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MR»  CONNOLLY:     The  suggestion  I  make  now,  however^  I  am 
rather  satisfied  would  receive  some  enthusiasm,  and  would 
eliminate  the  expenditure  through  appropriated  funds,  at 
this  juncture,  of  $110,000  or  $305^000  or  any  other  sumj 
which  you  seek  by  an  appropriation  through  the  Finance 
Committee .  ,    .  .. 

MR«  FAZACKERLEYi      Mr.  Connolly,  I  think  I  can  only 
answer  you  this  wayj        -  ■  - 

First  of  all,  there  is  a  serious  legal  question  Involved 
as  to  whether  this  Commission,  even  if  it  wanted  to,  could 
in  effect  negotiate  a  total  contract  covering  design,  con- 
struction and  operation. 

Secondly,  it  has  been  our  conviction  after  numerous 
discussions  with  many  of  the  people  in  this  room,  that  have 
taken  place  between  you  or  your  representatives  and  Mr. 
Brown  and  others  on  our  staff,  that  when  we  are  dealing  with 
what  amounts  to  our  front  door  to  San  Francisco,  that  this 
is  literally  the  front  door  of  the  total  terminal  complex. 

This  is  the  area  in  front  of  the  $11,000,000  present 
terminal  building.     It  is  in  front  of  and  alongside  of  the 
$8,000,000  addition. 

Obviously  here,  we  have  deep  concern  about  esthetlcal 
considerations  from  an  exterior  design  point  of  view. 

¥e  are,  of  course,  deeply  concerned  about  the  opera- 
tional features  incorporated  within  the  structure,  because 
it  deals  with  a  highly  sensitive  and  volatile  problem  of 
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effective  handling  of  baggage,  for  example  luggage^  from  the 
enplaning  and  deplaning  of  passengers  from  the  point  of 
arrival  at  the  end  of  the  piers ^  as  handled  by  the  airlines 
on  the  conveyer  system  to  the  luggage  docks,  and  then  by 
some  process  it  must  find  its  way  to  the  automobiles.  '^^-^ 

This  is  a  very  serious  thing.     The  integration  of  the 
pedestrian  movements  and  the  traffic  flows  in  and  around  the 
area  are  extremely  Important.  -^ioh 

We  feel  that  we  have  a  better  chance  of  getting  the 
best  ideas  of  all  of  you  and  each  of  you  incorporated  within 
one  plan,  if  we  do  with  an  open  mind  proceed  on  the  develop- 
ment of  our  set  of  plans  and  specifications. 

Again,  this  has  the  virtue,  we  feel  of  separating  out 
that  part  which  can  be  dealt  with  separately,  the  element 
of  esthetic  design  acceptable  to  the  community,  from  the 
elements  of  engineering  and  Internal  operation,  so  that  when 
the  bidding  process  takes  place,  it  is  a  clean  event.  It 
is  not  muddied  up  with  somebody's  better  design  on  how  to 
handle  baggage  and  somebody  else's  better  idea  of  the  use 
of  concrete  or  steel. 

That  is  how  we  got  to  the  $305,000  approach. 

Again,  the  legal  impediments  could  very  well  be  fatal, 
even  if  we  wanted  to  proceed  with  the  discussion  or  en- 
couragement of  the  proposals . 

Are  there  other  questions  or  comments? 

MR,  ALIOTO:    We  would  like  to  make  a  proposal  on  behalf 
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of  Barrett  Transportation  Company.  with  Mr.  Richard  ■ 

Saveri^  represent  the  Barrett  Transportation  Company,  -e 

We  don't  think  that  the  Commission  is  compelled  to  > 
choose  between  a  segregated  arrangement  and  a  package  ar- 
rangement.   We  feel  it  can  set  up  a  wide  open  competitive 
bidding  procedure  and  let  the  bidders  bid  what  they  want  to. 

If  Mr.  Campagnoli  and  Mr.  Connolly,  for  example,  want 
to  submit  a  package  deal,  they  should  submit  a  deal .which  , 
permits  wide-open  bidding  on  the  construction,  and  the  ^ 
Commission  has  a  right  to  determine  if  it  wants  competitive 
bidding  on  the  structure  alone. 

We  don't  think  there  should  be  any  specifications  set 
up  now  for  a  detailed  segregation  of  bids.     There  should 
be  a  combination  of  things. 

You  are  dealing  basically  with  three  elements.     You  are 
dealing  with  design  in  the  first  place,  and  you  are  dealing 
with  construction^  and  you  are  dealing  with  operation. 

In  suggesting  the  proposed  bidding  arrangement,  we  are 
willing  to  submit  designs  and  plans  at  our  risk.     We  may 
be  willing  to  buy  that  pig  in  a  poke,  and  submit  those  at 
our  risk,  and  tie  them  in  with  the  operation  of  the  garage. 

We  will  set  out  in  our  competitive  bidding  that  the 
construction  of  the  garage  shall  be  on  the  basis  of  bids 
to  be  solicited  by  the  Commission,  and  then  when  that  cost 
has  been  determined,  it  would  be  at  the  cost  to  the  Barrett 
Transportation  Company  of  whatever  financial  arrangement  is 
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subndtted. 

The  point  I  am  making  is  that  there  ought  not  to  be 
any  preliminary  restriction  on  the  bidding.  It  ought  to 
be  wide  open  on  every  single  phase. 

It  ought  to  be  open  on  the  phase  of  designs  and  plans. 
It  ought  to  be  wide  open  on  the  phase  of  construction.  It 
ought  to  be  wide  open  on  the  phase  of  operation. 

The  bidders  should  be  permitted  to  use  their  imaginations 
in  working  out  a  plan  that  is  in  the  best  Interest  of  the 
City,  and  the    criteria  for  accepting  the  bids  should  Include 
the  elements  not  only  of  design^  architectural  excellence 
and  engineering  excellence,  but  whether  or  not  the  plans 
submitted  provide  bona  fide  competition  or  whether  or  not  the 
plans  might  hide  a  very  comfortable  construction  profit  in 
what  we  might  call  a  nonprofit  corporation. 

In  this  case  I  think  the  Commission  Itself  should 
determine  that. 

To  that  end,  therefore,  we  would  like  to  submit  a 
specific  proposal  to  the  Commission,     The  proposal  is  this: 
That  this  Commission  call  for  bids  not  later  than  October  1, 
1961,  approximately  69  days  from  now,  and  Invite  everybody 
to  submit  bids,  and  that  the  elements  in  the  invitation  to 
bid  be  the  following: 

First  of  all,  that  the  bidding  shall  be  within  the 
general  framework  of  the  De  Leuw-Cather  report  which  has 
been  made  available  to  everybody,  and  that  the  bidding  shall 
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be  on  the  following  terms: 

First  5  that  there  be  a  site  plan  shov^ing  placement  of 
parking  structure  and  its  rdationshlp  to  ether  airport 
facilities. 

Second^  a  general  plan  of  garage  structure  showing: 

(a)  Completed  structure  and  its  dimensions;  /  :  ,  ' 

(b)  Vehicle  and  pedestrian  access  facilities,  over- 
passes, underpasses,  and  connections  with  airport  facilities; 

(c)  Traffic  circulation; 

(d)  Phases  in  which  the  garage  is  to  be  built,  if 

any; 

(e)  The  time  schedule  for  any  proposed  phases; 

(f)  Integration  of  structure  to  existing  facilities 
and  to  proposals  for  the  Southern  Terminal  and  future 
Northern  Terminal; 

(g)  The  number  of  parking  stalls  to  be  available  for 
each  segment,  if  it  is  to  be  constructed  in  segments,  and 
the  number  of  cars  to  be  accommodated. 

The  third  element  I  respectfully  submit  should  be 
preliminary  architectural  and  structural  plans  and  specifica- 
tions of  facilities  to  be  built,  sufficiently  detailed  to 
permit  estimates  to  be  prepared  of  the  cost  of  construction. 
These  plans  and  specifications  to  include: 

(a)  Preliminary  architectural  plans,  elevations  and 
sections; 

(b)  Preliminary  structural  drawings  and  details  for 
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estimate  purposes; 

(c)  Preliminary' mechanical  drawings;  '         ..-..olei  Mfeweeri 

(d)  Preliminary  electrical  layouts;  * 

(e)  Specifications  for  architectural  and  structural  , 
materials^  electrical  and  mechanical  facilities,  and  auto- 
mated direction,  control  and  fee  devices; 

(f)  Traffic  analysis  by  nationally  recognized  traffic 
specialists;  .  - 

(g)  Indication  of  traffic  control  and  placement  of  fee 
collection  devices; 

(h)  Provision  for  landscaped  areas,  adjacent  to  str-uc- 
tures . 

We  believe  that  the  elements  we  have  mentioned  in  the 
second  and  third  premises  of  the  proposed  invitation  to  bid 
cover  everything  that  was  mentioned  by  Mr,  Moore,  and  if 
they  don't        I  believe  they  do^  but  if  they  don't,  all  of 
those  elements  mentioned  by  Mr,  Moore  should  be  included. 

We  think  the  fourth  item  in  this  proposal  to  all  bidders 
should  include  a  plan  for  interim  parking  during  the 
construction  phase,      Itiis,  of  course^  is  very  important « 

I  think  the  fifth  should  be  architectural  rendering  of 
the  first  phase  to  be  built. 

Sixth,     should  be  a  model  of  the  parking  structure  as 
related  to  existing  and  proposed  facilities. 

Seventh,     a    detailed  plan  to  be  used  for  financing  the 
structure. 
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In  all  of  these  ramifications  and  in  all  of  these  ■ 
elements,   the  Commission  ought  to  have  a  lot  of  choice  between 
financial  plans.  ^ 

Number  eight,  certification  for  complete  financing  > 
requirements  in  accordance  with  the  proposal.  f 

Number  nine        and  this  is  of  importance        a  time      ,  ,  .; 
schedule  for  completion  and  starting,  and  one  of  the  criteria 
to  be  used  by  the  Commission  ought  to  be  if  the  bidder  says 
he  can  complete  this  structure  at  the  same  time  the  Southern 
Terminal  is  completed.  '-^ 

That  will  be  the  nature  of  the  bid  to  be  submitted  by 
us,  if  we  are  given  a  chance  to  submit  a  bid  like  that. 

We  think  the  Commission  should  take  that  into  consider- 
ation and  give  considerable  importance  to  it,  the  time  in 
which  that  structure  is  to  be  completed,  which  ought  to  be 
at  or  about  the  same  time  that  your  Southern  Terminal  is 
completed. 

Number  ten  should  be  a  program  for  construction  of  the 
various  stages,  if  it  is  to  be  built  in  stages. 

Number  eleven  should  be  an  agreement  that  working 
drawings  will  be  submitted  within  a  specified  date  after 
acceptance , 

Number  twelve  should  be  the  bidder's  statement  of 
qualifications  and  financial  responsibility. 

Number  thirteen,  identification  of  the  architect  who 
prepares  the  submitted  plans  and  who  will  prepare  the  final 
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plans . 

Number  fourteen,  the  deposit  of  money  to  indicate  a  it 
falthful  performance.  Id 

Number  fifteen,  an  agreement  to  commence  construction 
within  a  specified  number  of  days  after  notification  of 
acceptance  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.  ot 

Number  sixteen,  a  plan  for  dispensing  of  petroleum 
products  and  the  servicing  of  vehicles  as  part  of  the  garage 
facilities. 

We  think  also  the  invitation  to  bid  should  set  out  the 
considerations  to  be  used  by  the  Commission  in  the  matter 
of  architectural  excellence,  and  we  would  submit  that  they 
should  be  based  somewhat  on  the  Golden  Gateway  proposal. 

We  are  not  proposing  any  new  method  of  selection  here, 
but  they  should  include  the  esthetic  and  functional  qualities 
of  design. 

Second,  they  should  include  the  financing  plan. 

Third,  should  be  the  time  in  which  the  garage  may  be 
commenced  and  completed. 

Fourth,  the  experience  and  financial  responsibility  of 
the  bidder. 

Fifth  should  be  completeness  of  competitive  opportuni- 
ties.    In  other  words,  if  somebody  submits  a  plan  that  is 
loaded  with  restrictions,  that  ought  to  be  one  of  the 
considerations  of  the  Commission, 

Sixth  is  the  question  of  the  legality  of  any  plan 
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submitted. 

If  somebody  submits  a  package  plan^  and  you  believe  it 
Is  questionable  from  the  standpoint  of  legality^  that  would 
be  one  of  the  considerations  that  would  incline  me  against 
the  proposal. 

We  believe  with  Mr.  Onorato  that  there  is  not  a  lot  of 
mystery  about  building  and  maintaining  garages.     It  has  been 
^     done  in  any  number  of  cltlea  by  many  of  these  people,  ,,„  , 

We  have  previously  submitted  to  your  Commission^  in 
December  of  196O5  the  criteria  for  invitations  to  bid,  for 
proposals  to  bld»    The  only  objection  we  have  ever  had  was 
that  the  bidding  might  be  restricted,  within  the  provisions 
in  paragraphs  10  and  11,  that  any  person  whose  proposal 
contemplates  the  start  of  constructlcxi  of  the  parking 
structure  prior  to  August  1964,  has  to  submit  evidence  that 
he  has  negotiated  an  arrangement  with  the  existing  lessees 
for  the  termination  of  their  lease. 

This  would  seem  to  be  restrictive,  and  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Commission  you  indicated^  Mr.  Fazackerley, 
that  you  would  certainly  suggest  that  that  be  taken  out  if 
anybody  thinks  it  is  restrictive. 

I  think  it  is  inherent  in  this  factual  situation,  if  it 
is  to  be  restrictive,  that  it  should  be  taken  out  and  the 
Commission  ought  not  to  pay  any  attention  to  it,  because 
there  are  ways  of  meeting  it. 

Any  prospective  bidder  can  merely  say  that  he  is 
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prepared  to  allocate  $500,000,  or  $600^000,  or  $700,000, 
or  whatever  it  is,  to  pay  for  the  Barrett  lease,  and  that 
might  be  a  condition  for  accepting  the  bid. 

If  that  would  be  the  only  contingency,  then  Mr. 
Barrett  would  be  put  under  such  tremendous  pressure  he  would 
probably  have  to  cave  in  (laughter)  and  work  out  this  deal. 

In  any  event,  nobody  is  being  restricted  on  that 
situation.     That  is  something  that  does  not  exist,  and  we 
would  agree  that  that  ought  to  be  taken  out  of  there,  and 
there  ought  to  be  no  consideration  paid  to  it. 

We  are  prepared  to  submit  a  bid  no  later  than  October 
1st,  with  all  of  these  working  drawings  and  all  of  these 
other  things  you  people  are  asking  for. 

It  may  be  that  nobody  gets  a  free  lunch,  but  you  know 
in  any  competitive  bidding  situation,  if  you  can  really  open 
it  up  for  wide-open  competitive  bidding,  you  can  get  part 
of  your  lunch  free. 

We  think  you  will,  in  connection  with  these  plans  for 
$300,000  that  you  are  seeking  to  expend. 

We  are  prepared  to  guarantee  in  our  bid  that  this 
structure  will  start  building  three  or  four  days  after  it 
is  accepted,  and  that  it  can  be  completed  at  or  about  the 
same  time  as  the  Southern  Terminal,  and  it  might  even  beat 
the  Southern  Terminal  to  completion. 

MR.  PAZACKERLEY:     I  was  pretty  much  interested  in  your 
statement  about  Mr.  Barrett  folding  or  caving. 
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I  was  around  the  area  in  which  Mr,  Barrett  and  certain 
union  representatives  were,  two  weeks  ago,  and  he  doesn't 
fold  very  easily  (laughter). 

Well,  gentlemen  members  of  the  Commission,  at  least, 
you  have  heard  this  proposal.  I  might  say  to  Mr-,  Brown  and 
Mr,  Kirkwood,  have  you  gentlemen  any  comments  to  make? 

MR,  BROWN J     I  don't  believe,  Mr.  Commissioner,  that  I 
thoroughly  understood  whether  Mr-.  Alloto  was  considering  the 
-@i@Bie«t  from  the  previous  proposal  -i-af^^^e^Bo^ettw^^^^h  the 
■queted,.  value  of  Mr.  Barrett's  lease, 

MR,  ALIOTO:  I  think  we  ought  to  discuss  that  verbally, 
except  it  manages  to  move  up  in  successive  reports. 

Our  position  is  no  different  than  the  position  taken  in 
our  letter  to  you  of  April  24th,  1961.     It  is  a  very  short 
letter.     We  might  just  as  well  read  it  into  the  record  while 
we  are  iwe ;  then  I  would  like  to  comment  on  it  further,  to 
say  further  that  this  is  not  going  to  restrict  anybody's 
bidding. 

It  might  result  in  a  Joint  venture  or  it  might  result 
in  a  lot  of  things,  but  nobody  should  feel  restricted  in 
this  matter,  any  more  than  we  are  restricted  by  the  fact 
that  we  don't  know  and  nobody  knows  how  much  profit  there 
was  in  the  construction  contract  at  Sutter-Stockton  or  at 
the  Civic  Center  or  at  St.  Mary's.  , 

We  might  be  willing  to  trade  our  estimate  of  our  lease 
value  for  the  actual  audited  profit  of  those  three  garages  so 
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that  we  can  bid  competitively  then  against  the  so-called  iln~ 


nonprofit  group,  otherwise  it  is  simply  putting  us  at  a 


disadvantage  with  the  nonprofit  group,  and  I  don't  think 


anybody  wants  to  do  that. 


I  will  read  from  my  letter  to  Mr.  Brown  of  April  24, 


1961.  It  is  just  a  little  over  one  page,  but  I  would  like  it 


in  the  record: 


"Dear  Mr.  Brown:  "^'^ 
"Mr,  Barrett  has  handed  me  your  letter  of 
April  13 3  1961,  requesting  that  we  make  a 
determination  of  the  fair  market  value  of  the 
remaining  portion  of  the  above -entitled  lease. 
This  is,  of  course,  an  unexplained  reversal 
of  the  numerous  representations  made  by  you 
that  the  Commission  did  not  Intend  to  and 
would  not  enter  into  the  question  of  the  value 
of  the  Barrett  leasehold  interest  in  any 
manner. 

"As  you  know,  Barrett  Transportation,  Inc. 
is  interested  in  competing  for  the  right  to 
construct  and  operate  the  proposed  garage. 
That  company  won  a  vigorous  competitive 
bidding  contest  and  assumed  certain  risks  as 
the  successful  bidder  in  195^  to  the  great 


\t  advantage  of  the  City.     I  have  advised  it  that 


\   it  would  be  yielding  a  hard-won  competitive 
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advantage  if  it  were  to  disclose  Its  determin- 
ation of  the  fair  market  value  of  the  remain- 
ing portion  of  the  lease  to  its  competitors, 
who  were  apparently  unwilling  to  do  as  well 
for  the  City  as  Barrett  did  in  195^.  However, 
we  shall  be  happy,  as  part  of  a  competitive 
bidding  procedure,  to  give  the  City  the  bene- 
fit of  that  leasehold  value  without  cost. 
Since  it  is  one  of  the  items  that  we  would 
compute  in  a  competitive  bid,  it  would  be 
unfair  now  for  the  City  to  request  that  we 
reveal  it  to  other  bidders  at  this  time, 

'^We^  of  course^  assume  that  there  will  be 
true  and  unrestricted  competitive  bidding  fox 
the  construction  and  operation  of  this  new 
facility,  and  that  the  construction  of  the 
garage  will  not  be  on  some  negotiated  basis 
that  would  hide  a  rather  large  cushion  in  the 
construction  profit. 

"It  Is  clear  to  us  that  the  speediest 
way  to  get  going  on  the  construction  of  this 
garage  is  to  issue  Invitations  for  bids 
immediately,  and  let  the  Interested  parties 
bid  on  all  of  the  items  involved.    To  fix  a 
leasehold  value  at  this  time  could  be 
construed  as  favoring  one  type  of  bidder  over 
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another.     ¥e  are  certain  that  you  do  not 
intend  this,  but  objectively  it  might  develop 
to  be  the  fact/' 

Then  we  asked  for  a  meeting  on  It,  and  we  explained 
our  position  on  it  fully  at  the  meeting. 

I  don't  think  the  remaining  per  ti  on  of  a  three  year 
lease  is  any  big  financial  burden  to  anybody  who  wants  to 
build  and  operate  this  garage. 

I  don't  think  that  the  construction  or  operation  of 
garages,  whether  we  call  them  or  disguise  them  as  nonprofit 
arrangements,  or  as  profit  arrangements  ~-  I  don't  think 
there  is  anything  in  their  history  to  indicate  that  these 
folks  cannot  take  care  of  a  little  situation  like  a  three 
year  lease  still  remaining  at  the  airport. 

Furthermore,  it  is  entirely  possible  for  bids  to  be 
submitted  which  set  out  an  amount  that  the  bidder  would  be 
willing  to  pay  for  that  leasehold  interest. 

I  don't  think  that  you  have  a  right  to  assume  that 
anybody  is  going  to  stand  in  the  way  as  a  complete  obstacle, 
in  the  event  that  there  is  a  bidder  that  has  a  design  that 
you  folks  like  better,  with  a  financial  plan  that  you  folks 
like  better,  with  the  opportunity  for  competition  that  you 
folks  like  better,  and  finally  with  an  operational  plan  that 
you  folks  like  better. 

I  don't  think  you  have  a  right  to  assume  that  if  all 
of  these  things  develop,  that  the  Barrett  Transportation 
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Company  can  conceivably  stand  In  the  way  of  something  that 
you  desire  that  much,  and  I  don't  believe  it  will. 

MR,  PAZACKERLEY:     Well,  Mr'.  Brown,  do  you  want  to 
answer? 

MR«  BROWNi     Mr'.  Commissioner,  the  basis  for  my  not 
recommending  a  proposal  originally  to  the  Commission  was 
very  elemental,  in  that  without  a  knowledge  of  the  dollar 
value,  we  did  not  have  all  of  the  financial  elements  at 
hand. 

For  example,  I  don't  doubt  but  what  a  nonprofit 
organization  that  was  bidding  would  pay  half  a  million  or 
three-quarters  of  a  million  or  a  million  dollars  for  the 
equity  in  that  lease,  because  all  that  they  would  do  would 
be  to  put  it  back  in  the  cost  which  would  come  out  of  the 
payments  by  the  City,  so  that  any  of  the  elements  that  are 
unknown  to  us,  we  have  to  assume  that  we  are  going  to  have 
to  pay  for,  and  that  was  the  basic  element  that  we  considered 

MR.  ALIOTOj    How  does  Mr,  Brown  or  anybody  else  dis- 
tinguish this  so-called  unknown  element  from  the  unknown 
elements  of  construction  profit  on  the  nonprofit  garages  that 
have  already  been  built  in  San  Francisco? 

MR.  FAZACKERLEY:     I  think  you  have  made  quite  a  little 
of  that  point,  but  I  think  there  is  some  validity  to  what 
you  said.     However,  I  think  that  this  begs  the  question 
generally. 

The  Commission  made  the  determination  not  to  proceed 
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as  you  have  suggested,  for  the  reason  that  we  believe 
that  there  are  too  many  variables  already  present  to  combine 
this  one  further  element  of  design.  I 
Design  is  so  Important  to  us  esthetically,  ' 
Prom  an  operative  point  of  view^ let's  remember  that 
most  of  you  gentlemen,  once  your  bid  is  in,  are  going  to  j 
walk  away  from  this.     One  of  you  may  very  well  be  the 
successful  bidder    and  you  will  be  living  with  it  for  twenty 
years,  or  so^  but  the  City  is  going  to  live  with  it  forever, 
in  this  prime  location. 

Therefore,  we  are  deeply  concerned  about  the  design 
element . 

We  think  the  other  elements  will  submit  to  logic  and 
arithmetic,  but  this  one  element  we  consider  to  be  essential 
and  critical.     That  is  why  we  did  not  proceed  as  you  suggested 

You  know  that  over  the  past  few  years,  we  have  made 
half  a  dozen  starts  along  these  lines.     Each  time  we  find 
ourselves  frustrated  because  we  are  not  able  to  say  just 
exactly  the  kind  of  a  garage  we  want.     That  is  how  we  got 
to  where  we  are . 

IIR,  ALIOTO:     May  I  just  comment  on  the  design  feature? 
I  think  the  experience  at  the  Golden  Gateway  and  the 
experience  at  Diamond  Heights  has  Indicated  that  a  competltlor 
in  design.  If  you  can  get  it  within  the  time  limit  we  are 
speaking  of,  October  1st,  1960^  taking  two  months  now  and 
by  competition  in  design  I  don't  mean  just  esthetically. 
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but  I  mean  in  function  and  engineering  as  well  --it  seems 
to  me  such  a  competition  in  design  may  well  produce  a  great 
deal  in  the  way  of  ideas  for  the  Commission. 

I  don't  think  that  we  ought  to  assume  that  a  design 
prepared  by  the  City  and  drawings  prepared  by  the  City 
will  necessarily  be  more  imaginative  or  more  functional  than 
something  that  would  come  out  of  an  intense  bidding  situation. 

I  think  we  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  this  is  going  to 
be  an  Intense  bidding  situation,  because  of  what  we  see  here. 

I  would  respectfully  submit  that  you  don't  have  to 
accept  any  bid  by  October  1st  if  you  don't  get  what  you 
want,  but  you  will  not  have  lost  anything  by  these  two  months 
that  will  be  gone.    However,  I  think  you  will  gain  a  great 
deal.      You  will  gain  a  number  of  ideas  in  design,  and  you 
will  gain,  if  you  do  make  a  decision  to  accept  at  that  point, 
the  possibility  of  having  this  garage  built  before  the 
Southern  Terminal  is  built. 

MR,  FAZACKERLEY:     Are  there  others  who  wish  to  comment 
to  the  Commission? 

(No  reply) 

MR.  FAZACKERLEY:     Well,  gentlemen,  it  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  Commission. 

Mr.  Roden,  do  you  have  any  comments? 

MR,  RODEN:     We  apparently  have  no  competition.     We  have 
one  offer,  and  that  does  not  mean  competition. 
MR,  FAZACKERLEY:     Mr.  Greenberg? 
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1?' 

MR,  GREENBERG:     What  came  out  today  is  not  going  to 
satisfy  the  Finance  Committee.    They  were  Invited? 

MR.  FAZACKERLEY:     They  were  invited.  ^'^^'^ 
MR.  GREENBERG:     I  know  they  are  on  the  list.     I  would 
like  to  have  some  figures  on  the  gross  profits  of  the  various 

■  i 

units,  that  covers  all  of  the  parking  area.     It  does  not 
include  Just  parking  lot  number  one^,  which  would  be  used  to 
build  on  this.     It  is  a  matter  of  arithmetic,  ^ 

We  are  not  getting  very  far.    We  have  explored  it  but 
I  think  we  are  as  stymied  as  ever,  personally. 
FAZACKERLEY:     Mr,  Hansen? 

MR,  HANSEN:     Mr,  Roden  said  that  we  are  not  going  to 
have  competition.     That  is  for  the  reason  that  those  who 
wish  to  or  might  wish  to  compete  would  only  do  so  on  the 
basis  of  tying  in  the  ccnstruction  finances  and  operation  of 
the  garage  witn  the  design. 

That  to  some  extent  answers  the  Finance  Committee's 
suggestion  on  the  matter  of  competition. 

It  has  been  brought  out  that  probably  we  cannot  go  the 
route  which  they  have  suggested  here  for  certain  procedures , 
for  legal  reasons.     That  brings  us  back  to  really  the 
original  concept,  which  was  that  of  the  engineering  bureau 
doing  the  initial  schematic  designs  and  the  planning,  and 
putting  them  out  for  bid. 

I  think  that  those  who  are  here  might  recognize  that 
that  is  at  the  moment  the  only  true  solution,  barring  anything 
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that  may  yet  be  uncovered.     If  not,  we  may  finally  agree 
that  that  is  the  realistic  approach  to  it. 

MR,  FAZACKERLEY:     I  am  wondering,  with  respect  to  Mr, 
Alloto's  proposal  of  an  October  1st  competition  date,  if 
there  is  any  further  reaction  to  this. 

Mr,  Connolly,  have  you  any  comment?  --^ly 

MR.  CONNOLLY:     I  would  think  that  starting  today,  July 
21st,  in  your  initial  public  meeting  in  connection  with  this 
design  competition,  so-called,  that  the  time  schedule 
suggested  by  Mr,  Alloto  might  be  inhibiting  on  some 
prospective  bidders. 

I  would  disagree  with  Mr.  Hansen  on  the  construction  he 
places  on  the  various  discussions  of  Mr,  Campagnoli,  Mr, 
Heilbron,  Mr,  Alioto  and  myself. 

Suppose  we  withdraw  them?    It  would  seem  to  me  that  the 
best  interests  of  the  City  are  dictated  by  the  best 
facilities  that  the  City  can  acquire,  and  if  the  City  can 
acquire  that  facility  design-wise  and  if  it  excites  the  imag- 
ination of  others,  than  the  City,  I  would  think  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  might  be  willing  to  appropriate  public  money 
to  make  those  designs. 

I  echo  Mr.  Alioto 's  suggestion  that  the  Commission 
consider  a  solicitation  from  the  public  on  proposals  for 
design  and  construction  and/or  operation,  or  any  alternative 
of  those  three, 

I  think  you  will  find  that  the  results  you  get  might 
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well  be  very  amazing. 


As  a  lawyer^  I  cannot  see  that  the  legal  problems  are 
any  more  grave  or  difficult  than  they  are  in  any  public  ji 
project  J  and  we  have  had  some  experience  in  some  of  them.rit?  ! 


as  you  know^  the  construction  will  be  started  fairly  rapidly 


I  echo  Mr.  Alioto's  suggestion  that  pr'oposals  be 
solicited  by  you  gentlemen  which  would  embody  whateverr*'* 
elements  you  think  you  wish.     I  should  imagine  they  will  be 
design,  construction,  financing  and  operation. 

As  I  have  indicated,  ray  office  represents  parties  who 
would  be  interested  in  submitting  such  proposals.  Obviously, 
Mr'.  Alioto  has  similar  interests,  and  I  assume  Mr.  Hellbron 
is  of  the  same  opinion. 

MR,  PAZACKERLEY:     By  what  date? 

MR,  CONNOLLY:     I  would  think  that,  in  order  to  submit 
material  to  you,  if  that  would  be  the  Commission's  decision, 
similar  to  that  commented  on  by  Mr.  Alioto,  in  order  to  get 
the  greatest  maximum  of  proposals  to  you  gentlemen,  that  you 
might  consider  an  extension  of  time  beyond  the  October  1st 
date. 

I  assume  some  of  your  prospective  bidders  would  be 
starting  off  from  scratch  as  of  today,  if  that  would  be  your 
decision. 

MR,  PAZACKERLEY:     Do  you  think  it  ought  to  be  October

MR.  CONNOLLYS     I  would  think  November  1st  or  some  date 
beyond  that, 

MR,  PAZACKERLEY:     Mr.  Hellbron^  do  you  have  any  comment? 

MR«  HEILBRON:     I  think  some  of  my  comments  have  been 
characterized  by  others,  but  it  has  been  suggested  that  you 
devise  what  elements  go  into  the  proposal,  and  that  a  certain 
date  might  be  set. 

What  we  would  be  Interested  in  is  to  what  extent  are  ■ 
those  elements  of  design  to  apply? 

Do  you  want  Just  the  rough  design,  or  do  you  mean  those 
things  whidn  go  to  more  specifically  Indicate  the  kind  of 
structures  you  need  in  relation  to  the  traffic  problem  and 
other  problems  which  you  will  have  there? 

It  seems  to  me  that  unless  you  make  some  kind  of  a 
criteria  evident  you  are  going  to  be,  on  November  1st  or 
October  1st  or  October  15th,  in  about  the  sane  situation  you 
are  today. 

MR,  PAZACKERLEY:     It  sounds  very  attractive,  and  it  has 
sounded  attractive  to  us  and  to  me  for  the  last  couple  of 
years,  but  every  time  we  try  to  get  this  nailed  down  and 
spelled  out  in  understandable  terms  that  are  sufficiently 
indicative  to  all  parties,  engineers  and  architects  and 
operators  and  financiers,  we  immediately  get  back  to  the 
point  of  "Exactly  what  are  you  talking  about?" 

Any  other  comments? 
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MR,  CAMPAGNOLIj     My  group  would  be  interested  In 
engaging  in  such  a  competition.     I  agree  with  Mr.  Hellbron 
that  naturally  the  rules  have  to  be  set  down.  I  believe 
also  that  when  you  set  those  rules  down,  you  may  even  have 
a  preliminary  set  of  drawings  made  by  your  own  engineers, 
or  made  by  a  group  that  you  might  hire  to  make  them,  so 
that  the  people  who  were  to  bid  on  this  particular  project 
would  know  exactly  what  they  are  bidding  on  and  what  the 
Commission  desires  or  needs,  with  respect  to  the  complex 
that  they  want  put  down  there. 

One  of  the  members  of  the  Commission  has  indicated 
that  nobody  is  interested  in  bidding.     I  don't  think  that 
is  true. 

I  think  that  if  the  Commission  sets  down  what  they  want, 
when  they  say  "Now,  here  it  is.    ¥e  need  this  and  that  by 
an  exact  date,  and  these  are  the  rules  and  this  Is  what 
you  are  going  to  have  to  bid  on,"  I  think  you  will  then 
receive  a  number  of  proposals  which  will  fit  within  the 
framework  that  you  set  up. 

As  I  say,  my  group  would  be  interested  in  such  a 
competition. 

MR.  MTZENBAUM:     It  seems  to  me  that  unless  you  set  down 
specific  bid  criteria,  that  many  months  will  pass  before 
you  will  be  able  to  come  to  the  conclusion  that  you  can  reach 
in  and  pick  out  one  or  the  other,  and  you  will  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  you  better  go  to  competitive  bidding  with 
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definite  bid  criteria. 

It  seems  to  me  that  as  I  sit  here  and  listen  to  these 
various  proposals,  knowing  full  well  in  my  own  mind  that  • 
we  intend  to  submit  a  competitive  proposal  here,  I  have 
many  questions  as  to  what  you  are  talking  about. 

Maybe  it  is  because  I  am  ignorant  from  being  out  of 
the  City,  but  I  am  wondering  whether  we  are  talking  about 
taking  over  all  the  parking  facilities,  or  merely  the  garage 
facilities,  or  whether  we  are  talking  about  the  Barrett 
leasehold  agreement  and  conducting  Mi\  Barrett's  leasehold  to 
the  end  of  it,  so  that  the  new  operator  might  have  the  total 
operation,  or  whether  Mr.  Barrett  has  the  legal  right  to 
stay  on  until  August  of  1964.  - 

Also,  whether  or  not  the  lease  will  be  for  ten  years, 
as  the  present  one  was^  or  for  twenty  years,  or  fifty  years, 
or  whether  or  not  there  will  be  any  waiver  or  subordination, 
or  whether  or  not  there  will  be  protection  for  the  mortgagee, 
or  whether  or  not  you  will  want  a  certain  type  of  cons  true  ti  or. 
as  distinguished  from  another. 

As  you  see,  when  you  get  done^  you  will  have  an  argument 
as  to  whether  one  bidder  ought  to  be  awarded  the  contract 
because  his  garage  looks  better  than  the  other,  or  because 
his  bid  Is  two  per  cent  higher  than  the  other,  or  because 
his  guaranty  is  that  much  higher, 

I  think  that  you  will  find,  the  same  as  we  found  all 
over  the  country,  that  unless  you  have  specific  design  bid 
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criteria,  then  the  responsible  bidder  cannot  really  give 
you  a  true,  competitive  proposal,  but  the  ultimate  decision 
becomes  a  discretionary  matter  for  your  Commission,  rather 
than  a  matter  of  making  an  award  based  upon  the  highest 
responsible  bidder. 

We  therefore  urge  upon  you  that  you  not  follow  this 
procedure  as  suggested  by  Mr.  Alioto,  but  that  you  fdlow 
through  on  the  procedure  of  setting  up  definite  and  specific 
bid  criteria  so  that  all  bidders  might  be  considered  on  an 
equal  basis , 

MR,  PAZACKERLEY?     Any  further  comment? 

MR,  SEYRANIANj     I  would  like  to  point  out  that,  the 
same  as  the  Diamond  Heights  project,  this  is  rather  unique. 
This  is  the  first  time  it  has  ever  been  dore  before  this  way, 
as  it  was  submitted  to  an  A,I.A«  Jury,  on  a  competition  that 
was  put  out  nationally,  mainly  through  the  architectural 
people. 

There  was  a  competition  arranged  for  on  that  project, 
and  you  all  understand  it  has  now  narrowed  down  to  approx- 
imately  a  routine  design,  but  it  was  first  selected  by  a 
Jury,  and  the  developer  will  now  come  in  and  select  one  of 
those  schemes  and  come  in  and  proceed  to  build  on  Red  Rock 
Hill. 

This  might  be  something  similar  to  the  situation  you 
have  at  the  airport,  but  I  think  you  can  take  the  design 
step  first  and  then  go  into  your  bidding  and  then  into 
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building  and  financing  and  the  other  steps  here, 

MR«  PAZACKERLEY:     There  has  been  considerable  reference 
to  the  legal  situation^     I  think  the  members  of  the 
Gommlsslon  should  have  a  clear  understanding  of  the  legal 
differences  between  this  situation  and  the  Golden  Gateway 
project,  or  such  other  projects  as  may  have  been  referred  to, 
I  think  we  should  be  clear  on  that  point. 

Mr,  Kirkwood^  do  you  want  to  handle  that  or  do  you  want 
Mr.  O'Connor  to  do  so? 

MR,  KIRKWOOD:     No.     I  think  Mr.  O'Connor  is  undoubtedly 
the  one  to  handle  it.     I  think  we  should,  if  we  are  going 
to  consider  any  particular  proposal,  have  a  clear  under- 
standing of  what  the  proposal  is^  so  that  the  City  Attorney 
can  tell  us  whether  it  is  a  legal  one  or  not. 

We  have  not  asked  an  opinion  from  the  City  Attorney 
on  any  of  these  prior  to  this  time,  because  we  have  arrived 
at  our  recommendation  of  seeking  an  appropriation  of 
$305,000  for  other  reasons  than  the  legal  one. 

MR.  FAZACKERLEY:     We  had  in  mind  the  legal  consideration, 
I  know  I  did. 

MR,  KIRKWOOD:  But  that  was  not  the  primary  reason  why 
it  was  rejected,  so  that  we  had  not  pulled  Mr.  O'Connor  or 
Mr.  Barricklo  into  it  specifically  up  to  this  point. 

They  may  wish  to  comment  and  may  want  to  clarify  what 
has  been  proposed,  so  that  they  have  a  basis  to  request  an 
opinion. 
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MR,  O'CONNOR J     Mr,  President  and  members  of  the 

Commission; 

There  have  been  various  statements  made  about  the  Golden 
Gateway  project,  so  that  we  should  understand  that. 

That  project  is  under  state  law^  whereas  we,  of  course, 
are  governed  by  our  Charter  as  to  the  requirements  for  biddinj 

Under  Redevelopment,  there  is  no  requirement  that  any 
project  or  any  part  of  it  be  given  to  the  highest  bidder. 
Esthetic  and  functional  qualities,  as  determined  by  a  jury 
of  architects,  is  the  criteria  under  state  law,  but  under  our 
charter  there  is  a  definite  requirement  that  leases  of 
airport  land  must  be  awarded  to  the  highest  responsible 
bidder.     So  if  that  Is  true,  that  is  the  basis  upon  which 
this  commission  may  decide  who  is  the  highest  bidder  fin- 
ancially, but  otherwise  they  cannot  exercise  discretion  as 
far  as  bidding  at  the  airport  is  concerned,  so  if  there  are 
variables  in  connection  with  bidding,  where  discretion  is 
the  element  which  decides  it,  those  bids  in  our  opinion  are 
illegal « 

MR,  HEILBRONj     As  to  discretion,  there  is  practically 

none . 

MR.  PAZACKERLEY:  If  you  read  the  section  of  the  Charter 
which  governs  it,  it  is  made  all  too  clear,  even  to  a  layman, 
so  it  might  even  be  clear  to  you  lawyers,  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  O'Connor,  have  you  a  copy  of  that  section,  or  Mr. 
Barricklo? 
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MR,  O'CONNOR:     Section  93  of  the  Charter  says: 

"The  Public  Utilities  Commission  has 
exclusive  power  to  lease  land  now  devoted  to 
airport  purposes  or  land  that  may  hereafter 
be  acquired  and  devoted  to  airport  purposes, 
for  a  period  not  to  exceed  4o  years,  and  the 
director  of  property  shall  arrange  for  such 
lease  to  the  highest  responsible  bidder,  at 
the  highest  monthly  or  annual  rental,  subject 
to  approval  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
and  thereafter  the  administration  of  any  and 
all  such  leases  shall  be  by  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission," 

It  says:     "to  the  highest  responsible  bidder  at  the 
highest  monthly  or  annual  rental," 

As  in  most  leases  at  the  airport       for  instance  TWA, 
here  is  a  lease  which  is  a  lease  of  the  land  with  con- 
struction to  be  done  by  the  lessee. 

I  believe  that  this  would  be  the  same  type  of  land  lease 

MR.  FAZACKERLEY:     Any  other  counsel  wish  to  comment  on 

this? 

MR.  ALIOTO:     I  am  not  going  to  indulge  in  a  legal  debate 
here.     If  Mr.  O'Connor  says  that's  the  law,  it  may  be  the  law 

We  always  get  into  legal  arguments  on  these  things 
rather  than  resolving  them  the  hard  way. 

After  you  get  the  bids  on  October  1st  is  the  time  to 
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discuss  the  question  of  whether  their  legality  Is  under 
some  fire. 

In  other  words,  I    think  it  is  up  to  the  bidders  they 
all  have  lawyers        to  submit  legal  bids.     If  somebody     ■  • 
submits  a  bid  that  is  not  a  legal  bid,  you  folks,  in  exerclsir] 
your  discretion  in  connection  with  that  bid,  or  in  exercising 
your  power  to  award  the  bid,  may  merely  reject  the  bid  on  the 
ground  of  doubtful  legality. 

To  decide  the  legal  criteria  now  I  submit  Is  not 
pertinent.    Let  the  bidders  take  their  risks  about  submitting 
legal  bids, 

MR,  FAZACKSRLY::    But  we  have  the  responsibility  of 
inviting  proposals  on  a  legal  basis,  among  other  considera- 
tions.    Again,  of  course,  I  am  speaking  of  the  Charter 
language,  now,  which  is  very  clear.     Maybe  I  am  stupid 

MR,  ALIOTO:  Well,  the  way  it  is  being  interpreted  I 
would  not  have  any  more  right  to  set  up  a  design  than  you 
would.  The  way  you  are  interpreting  that,  if  they  set  up 
a  design  that  was  fine  and  then  I  came  in  and  offered  one 
dollar  more,  and  I  had  a  design  that  was  garish  and  outland- 
ish, you  would  have  to  give  it  to  me^ 

MR,  O'CONNOR:  I  don't  think  that  is  true,  Mr.  Alioto. 
That  would  be  no  part  of  the  lease  itself,  what  they  put  in 
the  invitation  to  bid. 

You  don't  have  to  have  a  better  or  a  less  good 
construction.     That  is  a  matter  that  the  Commission  should 
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determine  and  has  the  right  and  discretion  to  determine, 

MRe  PAZACKERLEY^     We  also  have  the  right  to  reject  all 

bids.    That  is  incorporated  within  the  proposal. 

Has  anyone  else  any  further  suggestions  or  comments?  -, 
(No  reply) 

MR,  PAZACKERLEYj     Gentlemen  of  the  Commissions 
It  is  my  conviction  that  we  are  still  on  the  right  track 
in  seeking  an  appropriation  of  available  airport  funds,  to 
design  a  structure  and  hopefully  offer  it  for  competitive^^ 
bidding  and  construction  in  contemplation,  I  think  somebody 
said,  of  the  completion  of  the  South  Terminal  building. 

While  this  has  been  an  Interesting  and  fascinating  and 
partially  enjoyable  meeting,  I  don't  think  it  produced 
anything  brand  new  or  anything  clear  cut,  or  at  least,  as 
far  as  I  am  personally  concerned,  that  would  cause  me  to  now 
reverse  the  decision  we  reached  together,  to  proceed  as 
expeditiously  as  we  can  In  working  with  prospective  bidders 
in  developing  a  plan  and  a  set  of  specifications  which  are 
susceptible  of  honest  and,  we  hope,  active  and  competitive 
bidding. 

I  therefore  suggest  that  we  proceed  through  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  toward  the 
earliest  possible  appropriation  of  funds  to  get  on  with  the 
job. 

MR.  GREENBERG:     My  impression  from  the  various  attorneys 
here  was  that  they  wanted  to  bid  on  an  equal  basis,  and  that 
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we  should  submit  the  criteria  and  the  specifications. 

Practically  everyone  except  Mr.  Alioto  mentions  that 
they  wanted  to  bid  on  an  equal  basis. 

It  all  resolves  itself  back  to  this,  that  we  should 
go  ahead  just  as  you  have  outlined. 

I  thought  it  was  brought  out  very  clearly  by  all  the 
attorneys  that  that  is  the  basis  on  which  they  wanted  it. 

I  think  that  the  City  can  go  ahead  to  do  as  we  I 
originally  outlined  several  months  ago,  to  have  these  plans 
drawn  up  and  get  the  appropriation,  we  hope,  from  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  proceed  on  that  basis,  so  that  they  all 
can  bid  on  an  equal  basis. 

MR.  CAMPAGNOLIi     Is  it  out  of  order  for  me  to  make  a 
comment? 

MR.  PAZACKERLEYj  It  never  has  been. 

MR.  CAMPAGNOLI:     Ttie  thing  that  amazed  me  is-  We 
appreciate  the  idea  of  your  having  thrown  the  ball  back  at 
us,  and  that  it  is  up  to  us  to  carry  it,  but  the  thing  that 
stumped  me  is  this: 

You  say  you  want  $305,000  in  order  to  make  up  these 
plans  which  you  have  indicated       portions  of  which  you  have 
indicated  in  your  letter. 

When  you  get  through,  you  will  have,  as  far  as  I  under- 
stand it  J  a  garage  plan  completed,  ready  to  submit  to  bids, 
so  that  somebody  can  come  in  and  bid  on  it  and  build  it. 

MR.  PAZACKERLEY:     And  operate  it. 
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MR,  CAKPAGNOLI^     And  operate  it.      Now  that  proposal 
has  to  be  given  tr  a  firm  which  has  already  indicated  that 
it  is  willing  and  ready  to  draw  these  plans » 

Now  what  assurance  does  the  Commission  have  that  when 
Page  gets  through  with  his  design  and  submits  it  to  you, 
and  you  submit  it  out  to  bids  —  what  assurance  do  you  have 
that  the  design  is  going  to  be  a  good  design  for  a  garage? 
How  do  you  know  that  it  is  going  to  be  any  better  than  a  ^r 
design  that  is  going  to  be  submitted  by  anyone  here? 

What  assurance  do  you  have  that  you  are  going  to  have 
what  you  want  in  that  garage j  ;Just  like  what  assurance  did 
we  have  when  they  built  Candlestick  Park,  that  we  were  going 
to  have  the  ideal  ball  park.    Where  is  your  assurance  there? 

You  say  that  after  you  get  your  $305,000,  that  then  you 
are  going  to  just  open  it  up,  but  you  are  not  opening  anything 
up  except  the  construction  and  operation.     The  rest  of  it  is 
a  fait  accompli  by  that  time* 

MR,  FAZACKERLEYj     Mr.  Campagnoll,  we  would  like  to  work 
with  you  and  we  would  like  to  work  with  all  of  these 
prospective  and  interested  bidders,  but  ycu  are  making  this 
a  little  difficult, 

I  must  admit  that  you  have  been  very  effective  to  this 
point.  You  have  brought  about  this  meeting  and  you  should  be 
very  happy  for  that. 

However,  I  refuse  to  accept  your  premise  that  we  don't 
know  what  we  are  doing,  that  we  won't  have  any  way  of  knowing

instructions  to  our  contracting  parties  and  to  Mr,  Page^  to

CAMPAGNOLIi     That,  of  course,  is  your  privilege, 
I  assure  you. 

MR.  PAZACKERLEY;     It  is  also  my  responsibility, 

MR,  CAMPAGNOLI:     I  understand  and  I  appreciate  that  you 
do  have  a  responsibility,  and  I  think  that  all  of  us  here, 
as  citizens  of  the  City,  feel  also  a  responsibility,  regard- 
less of  the  fact  that  we  are  not  public  officials. 

MR,  PAZACKERLEY;     Let's  face  it,  Mr,  Carapagnoll :

MR,  PAZACKERIEY:     We  are  trying  to  give  you  this 
opportunity,  but  you  are  making  It  very  difficult  for  us. 

Are  there  others  who  wish  to  comment?

MR.  PAZACKERLEY-.     Any  members  of  the  Commission  have 
any  further  statements  to  make?    Mr,  Roden? 
MR,  RODEN;  None. 
MR,  HANSEN:  None, 

MR.  PAZACKERLSYi     Then,  gentlemen,  I  assume  that  the 
sense  of  the  meeting  is  that  we  proceed  with  the  request 
for  the  appropriation  of  $305^000,  to  accomplish  these 
purposes .

Special  Meeting  of  the  Publ5.c  Utilities  Commission 
Room  228,  City  Hall,  Friday,  July  21,  I96I,  9:00  A.M. 

Thank  you  for  accepting  the  invitation  to  this  special 
meeting  of  the  Fublic  Utilities  Commission.     I  believe  that  a 
review  of  the  events  which  have  led  to  today's  meeting  VntIII  be 
useful  to  all  of  us  in  discussing  the  proposed  r^arking  garage  at 
San  Francisco  International  Airport, 

The  Public  Utilities  Commission  has  requested  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  #305, 000  for  studies  and 
for  plans  and  specif icsit ions  for  an  Airport  p^.rking  facility. 

The  ultimate  proposal  is  for  a  multi-level  structure 
that  v^ill  accommodate  3,000  cars  in  the  terminal  area  of  the 
Airport,    The  Immediate  and  urgent  need  is  for  the  start  of  general 
studies  and  planning  for  the  entire  proj3ct,  and  for  the  development 
of  plans  and  specifications  for  the  first  unit  in  order  that  this 
first  unit  can  be  constructed  within  the  next  two  Yee,Ts  and  the 
critical  parking  problem  at  the  Airport  can  be  met. 

Admittedly,  it's  a  tight  schedule.    But  we  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  feel  that,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  it  can  be  accomplished. 

A  little  recent  Airport  history  vjill  serve  both  to 
underline  and  to  explain  our  feeling  of  urgency. 
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Less  than  seven  years  ago,  on  September  1,  195^,  the  new 
$11,000,000  terminal  building  was  dedicated.     It  was  a  spacious, 
well-planned,  utilitarian  structure,  well  suited  to  accommoda.te 
the  2,879,366  passengers  who  came  through  the  Airport  during 
195-^-55. 

But  by  I96C-6I,  the  fiscal  year  just  ended,  passenger 
volume  had  soared  almost  100  per  cent  over  the  195^-55  total  — 
to  more  than  5,050,000  5     Needless  to  say,  the  once  spacious 
terminal  building  has  grown  steadily  smaller  over  the  years. 

And  Airport  consultants  estimate  that  by  1970  a  total 
of  from  9,000,000  to  10,000,000  passengers  will  board  and  deplane 
at  San  Franc: sco;  this  will  increase  by  I98O  to  from  12,000,000 
to  15,000,000. 

Now  let's  take  a  look  at  the  Increasingly  acute  parking 
situation  at  the  Airport*     An  idea  of  the  dimensions  of  this 
problem  can  best  be  expressed  by  comparing  the  volumes  of  auto- 
mobiles parked  and  revenues  received  in  1955-56  with  similar 
statistics  for  196O-.6I, 

A  total  of  81^,416  cars  were  parked  during  1955-56,  when 
the  Airport  received  .|338,518  —  its  83,25  per  cent  commission  — 
from  a  gross  revenue  of  $406,629,     Six  years  later,  I96O-6I,  the 
cars  parked  had  Increased  more  than  a  half -million,  to  1,324,040, 
and  the  Airport's  commission  had  just  exceeded,  three-quarters  of  a 
million  dollars,  #751,351,  from  a  gross  revenue  of  #902,524,  (The 
figures  for  the  past  fiscal  year  are  actual  for  the  first  11  months, 
estimated  for  the  last  month, ) 
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It  was  in  tho  faco  of  this  dramatic  growth- trend  that  the 
Public  Utilities  Con;mission  in  Februarj^  of  1959  adopted  a  master 
plan  for  the  ultimate  development  of  the  terminal  area.    We  regard 
it  8iS  offering  a  highly  imaginative  and  thoroughly  practical 
solution  to  the  problem.s  caused  by  the  growth  of  passenger  traffic 
and  automobile  parking.    The  master  plan  called  for  the  addition 
of  two  sub-teriiiUoal  arms  to  the  existing  terminal  building,  with 
a  multi-level  parking  facility  filling  in  the  oval  to  be  formed  by 
this  complex.  • 

Preliminary  plans  for  an  >;8^000,000  south  terminal 
building  were  8-pproved  in  October  of  I96O;  construction  will  start 
by  Septem.ber  of  this  year,  with  completion  scheduled  for  January 
of  1963*    The  second  ternAnal,  on  the  north  side  of  tho  terminal 
area,  is  planned  for  I97O. 

In  the  meanwhile,  following  the  1959  adoption  of  the 
master  plan,  the  PUG  staff  had  started  extensive  studies  in 
connection  v^ith  the  proposed  parking  facility.     It  was  obvious 
that  the  most  practical  and  least  physically  disruptive  procedure 
would  be  to  have  as  much  of  the  construction  of  the  first  portion 
of  this  facility  as  possible  proceed  along  with  the  construction 
of  the  south  terminal. 

In  view  of  the  desirability  of  this  type  of  construction 
schedule,  an  important  consideration  was  the  operation  of  the 
Aiirport  parking  lots  by  Barrett  Garage,  Inc.  under  a  lease  which 
does  not  expire  until  August  of  1964.     Among  the  areas  operated  by 
Barrett  under  this  lease  is  "Parking  I,ot  1",  most  of  which  would  be 
occupied  by  the  first  unit  of  the  parking  facility. 
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In  May  of  1959  tho  first  of  a  number  of  conferences  was 
held  vjith  Barrett  representatives.    The  upshot  of  these  conferences 
plus  several  discussions  with  Barrett  rer^resentatives  at  Public 
Utilities  Commission  meetings,  the  last  such  meeting  in  May  of  this 
year,,  xx^as  refusal  by  Barrett  to  put  a  price  on  the  unexpired  portion 
of  the  j.casehold.     It  v^as  stated  that  this  refusal  was  caused  by 
Barrett's  intention  to  submit  a  bid  for  the  parking  facility's 
construction,  but  that  if  Barrett  is  not  the  successful  bidder,  it 
would  sell  its  interest  in  the  leasehold. 

In  December  of  I96C  a  seven-month  study  of  roadways  and 
parking  requirements  at  the  Airport  resulted  in  a  comprehensive 
report  on  plans  for  circulation  and  parking  facilities  by  the 
engineering  firm  of  DeLeuw,  Cathe'r  &  Gom^oany.     This  report 
recommended  a.  four-level  parking  garage  in  the  terminal  area; 
further,  to  allow  for  stage  construction  and  to  conform  with  the 
siting  of  the  terminal  building,  it  recommended  that  the  garage  be 
divided  into  three  segments,  one  opposite  each  terminal  building. 
The  central  segment  opposite  the  existing  terminal  building  wa.s 
proposed  for  first-stage  construction. 

The  report  also  recomm,ended  that  further  studies  be  made 
of  the  parking  structure,  particularly  as  to  layout  and  design. 

In  connection  vjith  financial  feasibility,  actual 
experience  over  the  pa.st  six  years  in  the  operation  of  the  present 
parking  lots  clearly  indicates  no  problem  as  to  the  ability  of  the 
proposed  garage  paying  out  in  a  reasonable  period  of  time. 
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As  staff  studios  continuod,  It  bGcame  apparont  that  much 
more  detailed  planning  was  needed  for  the  proposed  structure  which 
would  be  the  largest  garage  in  the  world.    Because  the  entire 
concept  of  parking  8,000  cars  in  one  facility  is  so  new  it  was  felt 
thi- t  such  detailed  planning  of  the  ultimate  construction  —  incor- 
porating studies  of  the  most  modern  and  efficient  operational 
techniques  as  well  as  consideration  of  a  number  of  types  of 
structures  —  must  be  accomplished  before  arriving  at  a  final 
determination  leading  to  plans  and  specifications  for  the  first 
garage  unit,  ,  '  ■  ' 

It  was  on  this  basis  that  the  Gomi^ission  placed  its 
request  for  |305„000  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 

In  considering  this  appropriation  request,  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  suggested,  that  a  competi- 
tion might  be  the  best  way  to  obtain  both  a  satisfactory  design 
of  the  entire  parking  facility  and  to  develop  technical  suggestions 
for  such  operational  considerations  as  improved  traffic  flow,  the 
checking  of  automobiles,  the  handling  of  baggage,  etc. 

The  Commission  is  pleased  to  check  further  on  this 
suggestion  of  the  Finance  Committee  by  holding  today's  special 
meeting,  although  it  had  been  advised  by  its  staff  that  a  design 
competition  would  result  in  delay  of  the  entire  project  and  that 
the  extra  expense  to  prospective  bidders  involved  in  such  a 
competition  would  not  be  justified. 
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It  Is  contemplated  that  approxlmatGly  $110,000  of  the 
requested  sum  of  |305,000  will  be  required  for  schematic  studies 
—  including  engineering  feasibility  and  operational-functional 
studies  —  of  the  overall  parking  complex  and  for  preliminary  plans 
of  a  2600-stall  first  garage  unit. 

According  to  staff  estimates,  this  amount  of  v<iork  will  be 
accomplished  within  six  months,  the  schematics  for  the  8G03-car 
project  to  be  developed  within  the  first  three  months. 

It  is  our  unrler standing  that  certain  prospective  bidders 
ha,ve  indicated  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  they  are  willing  to 
perform  the  same  services  —  that  is,  schematic  studies  of  the 
entire  project  and  preliminary  nlans  for  the  first  unit  —  at  no 
cost  to  the  City  and  within  the  same  six-m^onth    schedule  as 
estimated  by  staff. 

If  this  is  so,  we  would  like  very  much  to  receive  specif i 
assurances  from  you  as  to  the  extent  you  would  be  willing  to 
participate  in  a  design  competition  as  well  as  your  suggestions  as 
to  how  such  a  program  could  be  accomplished  with  the  time 
indicated. 

It  was  in  order  to  fully  review  this  matter  and  to  reach 
a  decision  as  to  procedure  that  this  special  meeting  has  been 
called  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.

SUBJECT:    Engineering  Considerations  Affecting  the  Proposed  Parking 
Facility  for  San  Francisco  International  Airport 


The  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  estimates  the  cost  of  first  phase  con^ 
struction  of  the  parking  structure  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport 
to  park  approximately  2,600  automobiles  at  about  $6  million.    The  American 
Institute  of  Architects  recommends  the  standard  fee  for  total  design  of  a 
project  of  this  size  at  $^9%  of  the  construction  cost.   We  must  assume  that 
additional  engineering  costs  would  be  involved  for  a  schematic  study  of  the 
parking  complex  to  ultimately  park  8,000  cars,   Messrs,  Page  and  Degenkolb 
have  committed  themselves  to  perform  the  engineering  work  required  above 
for  a  fee  of  $290,000,    This  fee  reflects  some  reduction  in  the  engineering 
work  required  by  reason  of  the  work  previously  done  by  De  Leuw-Cather  in 
traffic  studies  and  by  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  and  a  commitment 
by  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  to  provide  additional  services  as  the 
plans  for  the  first  stage  parking  structure  are  developed,   ¥e  must  assume 
that  the  City  will  bear  this  engineering  expense  whether  the  project  is 
designed  prior  to  bidding  on  construction  and  operation  of  the  facility  or 
the  bidding  proposal  includes  final  design  as  well  as  construction  and 
operation  of  the  facility. 

In  considering  a  design  competition  for  first  stage  parking  structure  a 
major  problem  presents  itself  in  establishing  the  extent  of  the  work  to  be 
included  in  such  competitioni  that  is,  whether  sufficient  information  can 
be  developed  in  the  competition  to  establish  an  equitable  basis  for  sub- 
sequent competitive  bidding  on  construction  and  operation  of  the  parking 
structure.   Messrs,  Page  and  Degenkolb  have  estimated  the  cost  of  of 
schematic  design  for  the  over-all  parking  complex  and  preliminary  design 
of  the  first  stage  parking  structure  to  be  $125,500.   However,  it  is  our 
opinion  that  at  the  completion  of  the  preliminary  stage  of  design  it  would 
be  impossible  to  establish  such  an  equitable  basis  for  bidding  by  firms 
interested  in  construction  and  operation  of  the  first  stage  structure. 
In  order  to  accurately  estimate  the  cost  of  construction  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  provide  details  of  final  design  such  as  type  of  construction!  that 
is,  steel  versus  reinforced  concrete;  foundation  details;  structural  loads 
and  related  column  spacings;  quantities  and  types  of  finish  materials  for 
interior  and  exterior  finishes;  quality,  type,  and  arrangement  of  facili~ 
ties  for  vertical  pedestrian  transportation;  and  other  public  facilities 
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and  related  equipment.   Failure  to  develop  these  details  of  construction 
prior  to  bidding  could  be  expected  to  result  in  controversy  such  as  that 
which  arose  during  the  construction  of  Candlestick  Stadium,  on  i^ich  bids 
were  taken  on  a  preliininaiy  design  and  many  construction  details  were  de- 
veloped after  the  contract  was  awarded. 

By  policy  decision  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  the  general  parking 
criteria  established  in  the  De  Leuw-Cather  report  is  accepted |  that  is, 
provision  is  to  be  made  for  an  ultimate  8,000-car  parking  facility  in  the 
Terminal  Area  comply.    The  primary  circulation  roads  recommended  in  the 
De  Leuw-Cather  report  are  to  be  constructed  by  the  City  in  conjunction 
with  the  South  Terminal. 


Specifically,  in  order  to  arrive  at  the  optimum  plan  for  providing  this 
parking,  and  to  evaluate  any  proposal  \jhich  might  be  submitted,  considera- 
tion must  be  given  to  the  following  factors: 


1.     Ingress  and  egress  to  parking,  including  additional  circulation 
roads  (over  and  above  the  primary  roads  established  in  the  De 
Leuw-Cather  report).    The  entrances  and  exits  must  be  conven- 
ient to  the  public,  must  be  able  to  accommodate  inbourjd  cars 
without  backing  up  on  circulation  roads,  and  must  be  able  to 
feed  outbound  cars  to  circulation  roads  without  interference. 


2,  The  optimum  size  of  individual  parking  facilities:    This  prob- 
lem must  be  studied  and  justification  must  be  Fi!*esented  for  the 
size  of  structures  recommended. 

3.  The  sequence  of  construction  of  the  recommended  units:    The  De 
Leuw-Cather  recommendation  of  a  2,600-car  initial  stage  is  to 
be  followed,  but  the  question  of  idiere  and  how  to  provide  this 
is  to  be  answered. 

I4.     Operational  studies  and  layouts  are  required »   How  will  the 
first  stage  be  manned  and  operated?   How  will  the  ultimate 
facility  be  manned  and  operated?   How  will  operation  of  future 
stages  combine  with  first  stage  operation?   What  size  stalls  are 
proposed? 

Provision  must  be  made  for: 

a.  Valet  parking 

b«  U-Drive  concessionaires 

c.  Taxi  p.nd  bus  , 

d.  Service  station  (accessible  xrithout  pnying  fee?) 

e.  Baggage  handling  (conveyors?) 

f .  Connections  to  Tenninal  Buildings 

g.  Escalators  and  elevators 
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5»     Parking  controls  must  be  considered,  such  as  remote  indication 
of  available  parking  spaces,  indicating  devices  to  route  patrons 
to  available  spaces,  automatic  ticket  dispensing  and  computing, 
prepayment  of  charges  to  speed  up  exiting* 

6.     Esthetic  and  design  considerations:    The  ultimate  facility  as 
well  as  the  first  stage  construction  must  be  compatible  with 
existing  buildings  j  must  meet  with  Art  Commission  approval* 
Landscaping  must  be  designed  to  provide  an  esthetically  pleas- 
ing facility.    Existing  utilities  in  the  area  must  be  accommo- 
dated* 

?•     Handling  of  roads  and  parking  during  construction  of  each  stage; 
The  Airport  must  be  kept  in  continuous  operation.    The  public

We  feel  certain  that  any  such  study  would  establish  that  the  Circular  Ramp 
feature  of  our  facility  will  best  fulfill  the  particular  requirements  of  the 
San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

Thereafter,  we  would  be  interested  in  negotiating  or  compet- 
ing for  the  final  construction  and  operation  of  the  total  facility.

WATER  SALES 

Net  sales  of  water  for  the  month  of  June,  196I  were 
|l,l|99,OOLi.,70,  which  is  ;";60^ 5ij.0.65  (3.9^)  less  than  for  June  I960. 
The  total  does  not  include  $103,966,86  sales  to  other  City  Depart- 
ments in  lieu  of _ tazes.    The  non-revenue  sales  to  other  City 
Departments  are  $2,683«$5  less  than  for  June  I960, 

For  the  fiscal  year  I96O-6I  net  sales  of  water  amounted  to 
$l5,656,78l#99,  an  increase  of  OlO,693»96  over  net  sales  for  the 
last  fiscal  year.     The  sales  to  other  Municipal  Departments  in 
lieu  of  taxes  amounting  to  J|pl,075> 367»62  are  not  included  in  the 
above  §15,656,781,99*    Paying  sales  within  San  Francisco  are  1«5^ 
less,  and  suburban  sales  are  2,9%  more,  than  last  year. 

As  of  June  30,  I96I,  actual  receipts  for  the  fiscal  year 
from  the  sale  of  water  have  exceeded  budget  estimates  of  $591,260, 
and  receipts  from'  all  sources  have  exceeded  budget  estimates  by 
an  amount  of  §701,713. 

,  APPLICATIONS  FOR  VJATER  SUPPLY  FOR  RESALE  PURPOSES, 

This  office  has  been  informed  that  the  Cities  of 
Mountain  View  and  Milpitas  are  negotiating  a  contract  with  the 
iSanta  TJlara  Valley  Water  Conservation  District  similar  to  that 
entered  into  by  Sunnyvale  with  that  District.    As  a  result  of  their 
actions  it  is  anticipated  that  applications  for  water  service  from 
San  Francisco  may  be  forthcoming  from  them, 

HAWARD,    No  report  has  been  received  on  Hayward^s  decision 
regarding  the  source  of  their  future  supplemental    water  supply, 
whether  from  San  Francisco  or  the  South  Bay  Aqueduct,    They  are  now 
considering  a  recent  report  by  the  Alameda  Co\mty  Flood  Control 
and  Water  Conservation  District  in  which  that  District  outlines 
a  plan  for  serving  state  South  Bay  Aqueduct  water  to  Hayward.

WATER  QUALITY 

Eleven  water  main  flushing  operations  were  completed 
within  the  City  during  the  month  of  June  1961,    Eight  of  them  were 
for  dead-end  mains  and  three  to  correct  dirty  water  conditions. 

Ninety-one  blowoff  connections  to  sewers  or  sewer  manholes 
were  reconstructed  as  surface  blowoff s  during  the  fiscal  year  1960-61,

In  Jvme  1961,  the  gross  consumption  (water  released  into 
the  system  for  consumption)  for  the' entire  system  averaged  225.9 
million  gallons  per  day.    This  is  8.2  mgd  more  than  the  June  I960 
consumption, 

WATER  CONDITIONS 

Precipitation  on  the  local  watersheds  for  this  season  to 
date  varies  from  65.5!^  of  normal  at  Lower  Crystal  Springs  to 
57*2/0  of  normal  at  Upper  Crystal  Springs  gaging  stations.  The 
five  reservoirs ■ in  San  Mateo  and  Alameda-Santa  Clara  Counties 
have  produced  1.2  billion  gallons  of  water  from  July  1,  I960  to 
July  1,  1961,  an  annual  average  of  3,3  million  gallons  per  day. 

The  average  gross  consumption  for  the  entire  system  has 
averaged  I67.6  million  gallons  per  day  for  the  fiscal  year.  This 
is  0,2  mgd  less  than  the  average  for  the  last  fiscal  year.  It 
has  been  necessary  to  withdraw  from  local  storage  about  17*5 
million  gallons  per  day  average,  throughout  the  year  even  though 
the  maximum  possible  draft  from  Hetch  Hetchy  has  been  maintained. 

Storage  in  the  Calaveras,  Crystal  Springs,  San  Andreas, 
and  Pilarcitos  Pieservoirs  was  35>96I|.  million  gallons  on  July  20, 
1961,  which  6,560  million  gallons  less  than  on  the  same  date  last 
year,    VJhen  full  these  reservoirs  hold  57,702  million  gallons, 

CONSTRUCTION

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  JULY  ACTIVITIES 
June  Traffic  Summary; 

Air  traffic  reports  for  June  show  increases  over  June  of  1960  in 
passenger,  mail,  express  and  freight  totals.    Aircraft  movements  (landings 
and  take*of£s)  declined  by  .4%,  attributable  to  an  increase  in  the  use  of  Jet 
aircraft  with  larger  passenger  and  cargo  capacity.    The  June  totals  and  in- 
creases over  June  1960  are:    Passengers,  468,553,  up  3.7%;  mail,  5,090,400 
pounds,  up  26.3%;  express,  851,384  pounds,  up  28.2%,  and  freight,  10,330,402 
pounds,  up  16.5%. 
Jet  Operations  Increase; 

For  the  first  time,  jet  operations  in  May  1961  accounted  for  more 
than  one-half  of  aircraft  movements  by  air  carriers.    Total  aircraft  movements 
for  the  month  were  17,377,  according  to  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency,  of  which 
11,031  were  by  carriers.    Pure  jet  and  prop  jet  movements  by  carriers  numbered 
5,982,  or  54.23%  of  their  total. 
Runway  28 -L  Extension: 

The  fill  for  extension  of  Runway  28-L  to  9,500  feet  is  progressing 
but  at  a  lesser  rate  than  desired  due  to  differences  between  the  contractor 
and  adjacent  communities  whose  streets  are  being  used  by  the  dirt-hauling  trucks. 
A  court  hearing  on  these  differences  is  scheduled  for  August  2,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  means  will  be  found  to  speed  the  fill  project.     Airport  management  is 
eager  to  have  the  filling  completed  this  year  so  that  paving  of  the  extension 
can  be  completed  by  mid-1963,  after  the  fill  has  settled  for  a  year. 
Completion  of  28-L  according  to  this  timetable  will  increase  the  margin 
of  safety  for  the  more  than  £iv«  million  passengers  using  our  terminal  annually. 
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Runway  28-R  Emergency  Repairs; 

Emergency  repairs  to  an  approximately  2»000*£oot  section  of  Runway 
28-R  were  completed  under  contract  In  three  lEwrklng  days.    This  was  accomplished 
by  the  contractor  keeping  crews  at  work  from  dawn  to  dark. 

Due  to  favorable  weather »  there  was  no  adverse  effect  on  normal  jet  operations 
during  the  three-day  closure  of  the  runway. 
Downtown  Heliport; 

Conversations  are  continuing  between  the  San  Francisco  &  Oakland 
Helicopter  Airlines  and  the  San  Francisco  Fort  Authority  with  regard  to  noise 
emanating  from  helicopters  landing  and  taking  off  from  the  heliport  adjacent 
to  the  Ferry  Building.    Although  no  agreement  has  been  reached  at  this  date, 
there  are  Indications  the  issue  may  be  resolved  satisfactorily. 
Bay  Aviation  Merger  Proposal; 

Bay  Aviation  Services  Co.  has  submitted  a  proposal  to  airport 
management  for  joining  with  Butler  Aviation  in  the  operation  of  fixed-base 
facilities.    Negotiations  on  procedure  and  legal  aspects  are  in  progress. 
South  Terminal  Fueling  Facilities; 

Airport  management  started  a  series  of  conferences  with  petroleum 
companies  pertaining  to  the  Installation  of  underground  fueling  facilities 
for  aircraft  at  the  South  Terminal,    It  was  pointed  out  that  such  fuel 
installations  should  be  constructed  prior  to  the  paving  of  the  apron  area 
which  is  scheduled  for  next  spring.    Also,  the  petroleum  companies  were  urged, 
insofar  as  is  practicable,  to  coordinate  their  planning  so  as  to  avoid 
unnecessary  duplication  of  facilities,  and  were  encouraged  to  make  pipelines 
installations  a  joint  venture  so  that  a  single  excavation  would  acconmiodate 
fuel  lines  of  all  firms.    The  companies  agreed  to  work  toxoard  these  objectives.

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
VJater  Conditions 

Storage  in  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  is  at  the  lowest  point  for  this  time  of  year 
since  O^Shaughnessy  Dam  was  raised  in  1938.    Releases  of  water  are  being  made  undei 
a  continuing  coordinated  program  whereby  maximum  power  generation  is  achieved  from 
the  releases  while  meeting  the  City's  obligations  to  the  Irrigation  Districts. 

Following  is  a  summary  of  storage  conditions  compared  to  last  year  at  this  times

Power  Production 

Project  generation  during  the  month  of  July,  I96I,  was  117? 601,000  kilowatthours, 
which  approximated  the  energy  requirements  of  City's  customers. 

The  generation  schedule  for  the  month  of  August  assumes  normal  production  at 
Moccasin  Powerhouse.    Generation  at  Cherry  Powerhouse  will  utilize  storage 
remaining  in  Lake  Lloyd,  arriving  at  minimura  pool  on  September  1,  I96I,  at  which 
time  Cherry  Powerhouse  will  be  shut  down  until  storage  builds  up  sufficiently  to 
permit  resumption  of  operation.    Inspection  of  and  maintenance  work  on  the  Cherry 
system  is  being  scheduled  for  this  period. 

It  is  estimated  that  energy  production  during  August,  I96I,  will  be  IO5  million 
kilowatthours  o 
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Supplemental  Appropriation  for  Purchased  P ower 

A  supplemental  appropriation  in  the  amount  of  $2,100,000  for  the  purchase  of 
power  for  resale  during  the  current  fiscal  year  has  been  requested.    This  is  the 
result  of  the  third  consecutive  subnormal  runoff  year  on  the  Tuolumne  River 
watershed.    It  is  anticipated  that  storage  on  the  river  will  be  depleted  by 
September  1,  I96I,  to  the  point  where  power  generation  at  City's  Cherry  and 
Moccasin  plants,  and  at  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts'  Don  Pedro 
plant,  will  necessarily  be  sharply  curtailed  until  the  start  of  the  Spring  runoff 
in  April,  1962,    Funds  required  for  increased  purchase  of  power  will  be  supplied 
from  unappropriated  surplus  and  from  increased  gross  revenue  resulting  from 
resale  to  the  Irrigation  Districts* 

Power  Transformer  and  Oil  Circuit  Breaker  Maintenance 

Insulation  test  equipment  has  been  leased  for  a  year  from  the  Doble  Engineering 
Company  of  Belmont,  Massachusetts,  for  the  purpose  of  making  periodic  tests  of 
high  voltage  transformer  and  oil  circuit  breaker  bushings.    Instruction  in  test 
methods  and  procedures  was  given  to  our  operating  and  maintenance  personnel  by 
a  field  engineer  from  the  Doble  organization,  who  visited  the  project  during  the 
week  of  July  31,    Demonstration  tests  were  performed  on  high  voltage  equipment 
at  Moccasin  Powerhouse,  Intake  Switchyard,  and  Warnerville  Substation. 

Cherry  Powerhouse 

Bids  for  Contract  Wo.  (Informal)  will  be  received    on  August  10,  I96I, 

for  the  construction  of  a  chain  link  fence  at  Cherry  Powerhouse  for  security 
of  the  area  adjacent  to  the  powerhouse. 

Plans  and  specifications  mil  be  completed  this  month  for  a  contract  to  install 
a  guard  valve  in  the  eighteen-inch  tunnel  drain  line  at  the  downstream  portal  of 
the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel.    This  work  \n.ll  be  performed  this  Fall  during  the  shut- 
down of  Cherry  Powerhouse. 
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Assessment  of  Water  Rig!:hts  by  Tuolumne  County 

The  Assessor  of  Tuolumne  County  has  increased  the  assessment  on  the  City's  water 
rights  in  Tuolumne  County  from  $6,062,100  for  196O-6I  to  $9,819,000  for  I96I-62. 
The  increase  in  assessed  valuation  has  been  applied  to  the  water  rights  at  Lake 
Lloyd  and  Lake  Eleanor  due  to  the  operation  of  Cherry  Powerhouse.    The  City  has 
filed  an  appeal  to  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  asking  for  relief  from  the 
assessment  of  the  City's  water  rights  and  hearing  date  before  the  Board  has  been 
set  for  August  2^,  I96I.    If  allowed  to  stand,  this  increased  assessment  would 
increase  the  taxes  paid  to  Tuolumne  County  from  appro^dmately  $330,000  to$525>000» 

CANYON  POWER  PROJECT 
Access  Road  to  Power  Tunnel 

The  location  of  the  access  road  to  the  upstream  adit  of  the  Canyon  Power  Tunnel, 
Contract  HH-323,  has  been  staked  out  in  the  field.  Conmencement  of  construction 
is  awaiting  certification  of  the  contract. 

Powerhouse  Turbines 

Bids  for  Canyon  Powerhouse  turbines  were  recoiyed  on  August  7,  1961,  and  are 
being  reviewed. 

Penstock  Excavation 

The  Bureau  has  completed  its  review  of  plans  and  specifications  prepared  by 
Sverdrup  and  Parcel  for  Contract  No,  HH-3^59  Penstock  Excavation,  Canyon  Power- 
house.   This  contract  will  be  submitted  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  shortly 
for  the  calling  of  bids. 

Power  Tunnel 

Detailed  plans  for  the  Canyon  Power  Tunnel,  prepared  by  Sverdrup  and  Parcel,  are 
presently  under  review  by  the  Bureau. 


AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 
South  Terriiinal  Building 

Contract  No,  A-295-R  was  recently  completed  for  the  temporary  relocation  of  steara 
and  electric  services  in  the  area  to  be  occupied  by  the  New  South  Terminal  Buildin 
Contract  Mo.  A-289  for  the  relocation  of  sewer  and  drainage  lines,  has  also  been 
completed. 

Construction  has  begun  on  Contract  No.  A-296  for  the  pile  foundations  for  the 
New  South  Terminal.    Practically  all  preliminary  excavation  has  been  completed, 
and  pile  driving  commenced  July  31.    Bids  for  the  South  Terminal  Building, 
Contract  No.  A-260,  are  due  August  10,  I96I. 

Fill  for  Maintenance  Base  Area 

The  contract  for  placing  fill  in  the  maintenance  base  area  has  been  completed, 
viith  the  exception  of  surface  oiling  for  dust  control. 

Landing  Field 

The  contract  for  reconstructing  Runway  10L-28R  in  the  vicinity  of  the  intersection 
with  Runway  1L-19R  has  been  completed.    This  contract  necessitated  the  closing  of 
Runway  10L-28R  for  three  days. 

The  contract  for  reconstructing  the  runway  lighting  system  has  been  completed, 
with  the  exception  of  one  new  electrical  panelboard  which  should  be  completed 
this  week. 

Work  is  approximately  thirty  percent  complete  under  the  contract  for  paving  the 
extension  of  Runway  1R-19L.

Railway  Mptor  Coach  Line  #29.  Visitacion 


Commissioner  Pazackerley  requested  V.  W.  Anderson,  General  Manager, 
Municipal  Railway,  to  present  and  explain  the  proposed  changes  in 
routing  of  the  #29  motor  coach  line.    Mr.  Anderson  outlined  the 
proposed  routing  as  set  forth  in  his  letter  of  July  25,  1961,  and 
recommended  the  service  be  extended  and  routed  as  outlined  on  the 
basis  it  would  provide  more  adequate  service  in  the  Mansell  Area 
with  an  economical  utilitization  of  equipment.

Dr.  Mmund  J.  Barrett,  of  Barrett  Transportation,  Inc.,  was 
present  and  requested  that  the  Commission  hear  the  matter  today. 
Commissioner  Fazackerley  stated  he  had  some  questions  regarding  the 
report,  and  upon  motion  of  Commissioner  Fazackerley,  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Greenberg,  the  matter  was  put  over  until  the  meeting  of 
August  29,  19 61. 

*** 

City  Attorney  Dion  R.  Holm  presented  a  progress  report  on  the  City's 
action  in  the  anti-tinist  suits  against  certain  national  electrical 
manufacturers  for  price-fixing. 

Mr.  Holm  reported  the  Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  California 
had  abandoned  the  idea  of  taking  action  jointly  with  several 
California  cities  because  of  the  difficulty  involved  in  getting 
participation  by  all  interested  cities. 

Mr.  Holm  told  the  Commission  thr\t  the  National  Institute  of  Municipal 
Law  Officers  had  engaged  firms  of  accountants  and  economists  to 
gather  factual  data.    He  stated  he  received  a  pamphlet  from  NIMLO 
in  which  they  stated  they  are  attempting  to  make  this  a  nation-wide 
movement  and  have  all  cities  join.    Mp.  Holm  stated  he  did  not  know 
how  far  they  would  go  in  assembling  the  material  for  San  Francisco. 
They  are  having  a  meeting  in  September  in  New  York,  and  Mr.  Holm  is 
planning  to  attend. 

He  also  received  information  from  the  Sacramento  Municipal  Utility 
District  that  they  have  joined  with  a  group  who  will  meet  in  Seattle 
on  September  ll.    The  organization  is  composed  of  districts  such  as 
Sacramento  MUD,  Chelan  County  Public  Utility  District  in  Washington, 
J^epartment  of  Water  and  Power  in  Los  Angeles,  and  the  Salt  River 
^.'/ater  Users  Association  of  Ihoenix,  Arizona.    They  have  retained 
the  fim  of  Ferguson  and  Bardell  and  plan  to  proceed  independently 
of  NIMLO. 

Mr.  Holm  stated  that  in  the  preparation  of  these  cases,  if  we  were 
to  go  it  alone  it  is  conceivable  that  we  would  spend  many  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  dollars. 
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He  stated  he  did  not  wish  to  wr.it  longer  than  thirty  or  forty  days 
before  filing  action,  and  that  he  had  written  a  letter  to  the  Anti- 
trust Section  in  Phildelphia,  requesting  copies  of  the  decrees  in 
all  seven  cases. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Commissioner  Greenberg,  it  was  stated 
that  some  $6,000,000  of  purchases  could  conceivably  be  involved, 
although  the  measure  of  damage  was  very  uncertain. 

Mr.  Holm  stated  he  will  report  to  the  Commission  again  on  the  3rd 
of  October,  after  his  return  from  NIMLO  and  the  meeting  in  Seattle, 
which  trip  he  assumed  the  Commission  wished  him  to  make.  The 
Commission  indicated  approval. 

Mr.  Holm  announced  the  resignation  of  Thomas  M.  O'Connor  of  the  City 
Attorney's  Office,  and  that  he  appointed  John  E.  Barricklo  as  Public 
Utilities  Counsel  and  asked  for  the  approval  of  the  Commission  of 
said  appointment .

Several  months  ago  a  request  was  received  frora  the  McLaren  Park 
Improvement  Club  for  extension  of  transit  service  from  San  Bruno 
Avenue  westerly  over  Mansell  Street  to  University, 

The  construction  and  paving  of  Mansell  Street  has  recently  been  com- 
pleted,    lihen  this  project  was  in  the  planning  stage,  the  Municipal 
Railway  staff  worked  with  other  City  departments  to  obtain  modifi- 
cation of  grades  to  make  it  practical  for  transit  operation.     It  was 
known  at  that  time  that  a  new  "Southeast"  High  School  would  be  built 
on  Mansell  at  Hamilton.     That  construction  is  now  in  progress  and  the 
school  is  scheduled  for  occupancy  about  February  I9639 

Involved  is  a  hillside  area  with  steep  grades.  In  previous  years 
requests  had  been  received  for  transit  service  in  the  vicinity  of 
Bowdoin  &  Olmstead,  immediately  to  the  north  of  Mansell,  but  that 


was  precluded  by  prohibitive  grades.  Mansell, 
available  on  which  the  maximum  grade  is  lQ%i 


however,  is  now  made 


Because  of  the  severe  differences  in  elevation  there  is  some  warrant 
for  transit  service  but  it  is  very  evident  that  aside  from  high 
school  travel,  patronage  will  be  very  light.     This  would  be  similar 
to  the  experience  in  adjacent  communities  now  served  by  feeder 
Lines  7'/29  and  #8l. 

In  view  of  the  anticipated  light  usage,   it  vjould  be  essential  that 
any  extension  be  made  on  a  basis  which  would  be  as  economical  as 
practical , 

Line  #29  now  operates  from  Candlestick  Cove  via  Visitacion  Valley 
to  the  Wilde  Avenue  sector  as  indicated  on  the  attached  drawing. 
One  bus  provides  basic  day  and  night  headways  of  30  minutes,  seven 
days  a  week.     However,  during  a  part  of  peak  periods  on  weekdays,  • 
a  second  coach  is  scheduled  to  provide  1^-minute     service.  The 
second  coach  is  also  available  for  other  service  during  a  portion  of 
the  peak  hours.

A  plan  was  devised  whereby  with  a  raore  direct  routing  of  Line  #29 
in  Visitacion  Valley,   an  extension  could  be  provided  on  Mansell  to 
Hariiilton  without  changing  the  frequency  of  service.     That  would 
involve  operating  via  Arleta  between  Bayshore  and  Rutland  instead 
of  Surinydale.     Checks  confirm  the  fact  that  there  is  little  usape 
of  Line  #29  service  south  of  Arleta.     Also^  Lines  #l5  and  #25  pro- 
vide service  in  the  area  south  of  Arleta  involving  a  duplication. 

Officials  of  the  Visitacion  Valley  Improvement  Club,  the  Reis  8c  Paul 
Improvement  Club  and  the  McLaren  Park  Improvement  Club  have  indi- 
cated that  they  are  all  receptive  to  a  modification  of  Line  #29  to 
serve  the  Mansell  area.     They  recognize  that  Line  #29  is  lightly 
patronized  during  most  hours  of  operation  but  nevertheless  believe 
it  provides  a  valuable  community  service. 

Rather  than  to  short-cut  via  Arleta,  however,  they  suggest  that  the 
equipment  now  scheduled  be  used  for  the  same  vehicle  hours  as  at 
present  but  over  an  extended  route  to  the  Mansell  area,  and  that 
headways  be  opened  as  necessary  to  provide  the  time  required  to 
cover  the  additional  mileage  per  trip.     They  understand  that  the  . 
basic  #29  headway  under  that  arrangement  would  be  i|.0  minutes 
with  20-rainute  service  during  a  portion  of  peak  periods. 

Mr,  Clarence  Guttner,  President  of  the  Reis  &  Paul  Improvement  Club, 
and  Mr,  Fred  Dettmering,  President  of  the  Visitacion  Valley  Im- 
provement Club,  now  indicate,  as  they  have  in  the  past,  that  they 
favor  "broad  coverage  of  the  area"  by  the  equipment  assigned  to 
Line  #29  even  though  that  may  mean  less  frequent  service. 

However,  in  reviewing  the  very  light  usage  of  the  #29  bus  in  the 
area  south  of  Arleta  after  6  p^m,,   they  favor  operation  of  the  line 
directly  via  Arleta  between  Bayshore  and  Rutland  during  the  evening 
hours  to  permit  30-minute  night  headways  seven  days  per  week. 
(That  part  of  the  proposal  is  identical  to  that  which  had  been  dis- 
cussed with  them  by  the  Railway  staff.) 

They  are  also  receptive  to  eliminating  the  Sunnydale  portion  of  the 
7#29  route  between  Bayshore  and  Rutland  and  substituting  Visitacion 
Avenue  instead  in  that  sector 'for  daytime  service. 

Mr.  Dettmering  and  Mr.  Guttner  have  discussed  the  proposal  with  their 
organizations  and  have  informed  me  of  obtaining  an  affirmative  vote, 
Mrs,  Leonardi,   President  of  the  McLaren  Park  Improvement  Club,  has 
indicated  being  receptive  to  plans  worked  out  with  the  other  two 
organizations,   and  the  three  are  in  concurrence.

Judge  Brusatori  of  Marin  County  Superior  Court  entered 
judgment  in  the  above  actions  on  May  25,  1961. 

The  actions  involved  three  SpringValley  Water  Company 
agreements:  ® 

(a)    The  300,000  gallon  rig;ht  -      (free  water) 

1883  agreement  between  San  Mateo  Water  Works  and  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company  under  which  San  Mateo  Water  Works  granted  to 
Spring  Valley  its  "artificial  lakes"  and  watershed  lands  for  forma- 
tion of  lower  Crystal  Spring  Lake;  Spring  Valley  granted  to  San 
Mateo  Water  Works  "so  much  of  the  water  of  said  Crystal  Springs 
Lake  as  will  daily  fill  a  reservoir  capable  of  holding  300,000 
gallons,"  to  be  delivered  to  said  distribution  reservoir.    The  deed 
describes  10  parcels  of  land  and  states  a  consideration  of  $395,000. 
California  Water  Service  Company  is  successor  in  interest  to  San 
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Mateo  Water  Works,     Judge  Brusatori  held  that  this  agreement  was  not 
subject  to  regulation  by  City. 

(b)  The  150,000  gallon  right  -    {5i  per  1,000  gallons) 

The  deed  and  agreement  of  1886  which  granted  to  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company  the  right  to  build  a  dam  on  San  Mateo  Creek  as  against 
two  large  lower  riparian  owners,  William  Henry  Howard  and  Agnes  Bowie. 
The  considerations  stated  in  the  deed  are  $122,150  for  981  acres, 
$30,000  for  all  riparian  rights  and  $36,000  for  severance  damages. 
The  agreement  recites  that  Spring  Valley  is  to  supply  up  to  75,000 
gallons  a  day  to  each  party  for  use  on  their  respective  lands  at  5^ 
per  thousand  gallons.     California  Water  Service  Company  succeeded  to 
the  75,000  gallon  right  of  Howard.    Hillsborough  succeeded  to  the 
75,000  gallon  right  of  Mrs.  Bowie.     Judge  Brusatori  held  in  accordance 
with  the  contentions  of  California  Water  Service  Company  and  Hillsborough 
that  this  deed  and  agreement  is  not  subject  to  regulation  by  the  City; 
that  the  water  was  not  dedicated  to  public  use;  that  the  agreement  as 
stated  in  the  brief  (page  27)  "merely  assured  the  riparians  of  receiv- 
ing their  water  by  a  different  method  of  delivery  and  the  establishment 
of  a  delivery  charge  is  a  simple  matter  of  contract  between  the  parties." 

(c)  The  500,000  gallon  right  -    (15^  per  1,000  gallons) 
The  conveyance  of  1884  by  which  William  H.  Howard  and  Agnes 

Bowie  granted  to  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  a  right  of  way  to  lay 
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pipe  in  a  10-foot  strip  for  a  distance  of  5,228  feet  through  their 
lands  for  a  consideration  of  $3,000  and  subject  to  delivery  of  , 
500,000  gallons  per  day  at  a  price  not  to  exceed  15^  per  thousand 
gallons  from  said  pipeo     California  Water  Service  has  succeeded  to 
the  right  of  Howard  (250,000  gallons  per  day)  and  Hillsborough  has 
succeeded  to  the  rights  of  Agnes  Bowie  (250,000  gallons  per  day.) 
Judge  Brusatori  decided  that  this  right  is  subject  to  regulation 
by  Gityo    He  further  decided  that  to  date  City  has  not  taken 
sufficient  steps  in  order  to  regulate  the  right,  but  must  hold 
a  hearing  upon  notice  and  that  the  general  rate  schedule  changes 
of  1950  and  1952  were  not  sufficient  in  order  to  establish  a 
scheduled  charge  with  respect  to  the  delivery  to  these  two  customers 
of  the  amounts  specified, 

California  Water  Service  Company  and  Hillsborough  are  will- 
ing to  settle  the  cases  on  the  following  basis: 

lo      As  far  as  the  500,000  gallon  per  day  right  is  concerned, 
(c) ,  now  held  250,000  gallons  each  by  California  Water 
Service  Company  and  Hillsborough,  each  is  willing  to 
consider  that  this  agreement  has  in  fact  been  regulated 
by  City  as  of  June  1952;     City  is  to  retain  all  moneys 
paid  under  protest  since  that  date,  and  company  and 
Hillsborough  will  deliver  a  deed  conveying  said  right 
to  City  and  waive  right  of  appeal  in  the  actions.

exemplified  by  Otis  Elevator.    He  was  sure  the  sub-contractor  iinder 
the  low  bid  would  meet  the  specifications  set  forth  in  the  contract.

i^ith  respect  to  the  matter  of  the  relocation  of  the  San  Francisco 
Heliport,  Mr»  Kirkwood  reported  on  the  recent  meeting  held,  at  which 
Port  Director  Rae  P. Watts  and  Chief  Harbor  Engineer  Sidney  S,  Gorman 
of  the  SenlPrancisco  Port  Authority,  Airport  Manager  Bel ford  Brown, 
0.  L.  Moore  and  Julian  Bardoff  of  the  Utilities  Engineering  -^ureau, 
and  M.  P.  Bagan,  President  of  the  San  Prancisco-Oaicland  Helicopter 
Airlines,  Inc.  and  h  s  assistant,  and  Mr.  Kirkwood  vrere  present. 
There  is  no  firm  estimate  as  to  the  cost  of  moving  the  heliport  from 
i-ts  present  location  to  a  site  just  north  of  it,  but  it  is  judged  the 
amount  would  be  between  $2500  and  $3500  to  accomplish  this.

THIS  AGREEMENT,  made  by  and  between  the  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO, 
a  municipal  corporation,  acting  ty  and  through  its  Public  Utilities  Commission, 
hereinafter  called  "City",  and  the  TURLOCK  IRRIGATION  DISTRICT  and  the  MODESTO 
IRRIGATION  DISTRICT,  organized  pursuant  to  the  Irrigation  District  Law  of  the 
State  of  California,  acting  by  and  through  their  respective  Boards  of  Directors, 
hereinafter  called  "Districts", 

WITNESSETH  THAT: 

1,  WHEREAS,  Districts  and  City  own  and  operate  certain  water  conservation 
facilities  on  the  Tuolumne  River  for  the  purposes  of  domestic  and  industrial 
water  supply,  irrigation,  and  the  generation  of  electric  power,  and  have 
operated  said  facilities  effectively  and  harmoniously  for  many  years;  and 

2,  WHEREAS,  in  that  certain  agreement  dated  February  29,  19i^0,  known  as

on  the  Tuolumne  River  watershed  for  flood  control  purposes  and  has  entered

7.  WHEREAS,  extensive  additions  to  the  water  conservation  facilities  of 
Districts  and  City  will  be  required  to  accomplish  a  complete  development  of 
the  Tuolumne  River  to  meet  the  increasing  needs  for  domestic  and  industrial 
water  supply,  irrigation,  and  electric  power,  and  to  provide  for  flood  con- 
trol and 


8.  WHEREAS,  cooperative  studies  made  by  the  interested  parties  indi- 
cate that  additional  storage  required  to  provide  Districts  and  City  with 
their  ultimate  needs  from  the  Tuolumne  River  can  be  accomplished  best  by 
building  the  New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir  to  a  capacity  of  not  less  than 
1,200,000  acre-feet J  and, 

9.  WHEREAS,  Districts  control  a  large  part  of  the  site  of  the  proposed 
New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir,  which  site  has  a  potential  reservoir  capacity  of 
2,030,000  acre-feet  including  the  290,000  acre-feet  capacity  of  the  exist- 
ing Don  Pedro  Reservoir^  and, 

10.  WHEREAS,  Districts  would  benefit  from  the  construction  of  the  New 
Don  Pedro  Reservoir  to  a  capacity  greater  than  would  be  economically 
feasible  to  fulfill  only  their  own  needs;  and 

11.  WHEREAS,  City  recognizes  the  value  that  would  result  to  it  by  ac- 
quiring additional  required  storage  space  in  the  New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir, 
in  lieu  of  constructing  more  expensive  storage  space  on  the  upper  water- 
shed 5  and 

12.  WHFJIEAS,  it  is  now  necessary  to  define  the  needs  and  responsibili- 
ties of  Districts  and  City  in  the  New  Don  Pedro  ProjectJ 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  the  parties  hereto  do  mutually  agree  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  I.    SCOPE  OF  AGREEMENT 

This  Agreement  is  intended  to  supplement  and,  to  the  extent  of  arsy  incon- 
sistency therewith,  amend  the  provisions  contained  in  the  First,  Second 
and  Third  Agreements  between  Districts  and  City,  dated,  respectively, 
February  29,  19iiO,  November  22,  19ii3,  and  June  30,  19h9,  and  shall  con- 
tinue in  force  throughout  the  useful  life  of  the  physical  structures 
involved. 


If  comraencement  of  construction  of  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project  is  delayed 
beyond  January  1,  1963,  due  to  financing  or  other  causes,  then  this  Agree- 
ment,  unless  othenfise  mutually  agreed  upon,  sh^ll  be  null  and  void,  and 
the  First,  Second,  and  Third  Agreements  shall  remain  in  force, 

ARTICLE  2.  .  RIGHTS  OF  PARTIES 

This  Agreement  does  not,  nor  is  it  intended  to,  affect,  alter,  or  impair 
in  any  manner  the  rights  of  the  respective  parties  hereto  in  or  to  the 
waters  or  the  use  of  waters  of  the  Tuolumne  River  or  its  watershed  ac- 
quired or  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  Districts 
and  City  agree  to  recognize  and  abide  by  the  provisions  of  the  Raker  Act 
as  applying  to  Districts  and  City.    City  further  recognizes  that  Districts 
have  certain  existing  prior  rights  under  the  Raker  Act  and  under  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  California  in  and  to  the  waters  of  the  Tuolumne  River  and 
its  watershed, 

ARTICLE  3.    COmOL  OF  RESERVOIRS 

The  parties  to  this  Agreement  shall  not  enter  into  ar^  contract  or  agree- 
ment for  the  control  of  any  existing  or  future  reservoirs  of  Districts  or 
City  situated  upstream  from  the  site  of  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project,  without 
the  consent  of  all  parties  hereto. 

ARTICLE  k,    COOPERATION  OH  NEW  DON  PEDRO  PROJECT 

Districts  and  City  agree  to  cooperate  fully  to  expedite  the  early  completion 
of  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project,  the  planning  and  construction  of  which  shall 
be  under  the  general  supervision  and  control  of  Districts.    Districts  agree 
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to  assume  all  City*s  obligations  under  the  Federal  Contract  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project  provided  City  makes  its  share  of 
funds  available  pursuant  to  Article  9  herein,  and  further  agree  to  assume 
all  City*s  obligations  under  the  Federal  Contract  for  flood  control  opera- 
tion when  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project  is  completed  and  City  has  made  its 
contribution  to  the  cost  of  the  project  as  set  forth  herein.  Districts 
shall  hold  and  save  harmless  City,  its  officers,  agents,  and  employees, 
from  liability  of  any  nature  or  kind  for  and  on  account  of  any  claim  for 
damages  arising  as  a  result  of  the  work  performed,  operation  of  the  New 
Don  Pedro  Reseinroir,  or  failure  to  meet  the  terms  of  the  Federal  Contract 
respecting  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project.    The  Districts  shall  not  be  liable 
for  such  damages  caused  by  war,  strikes,  inability  to  obtain  required 
materials,  acts  of  God,  or  other  causes  beyond  their  control.    The  New  Don 
Pedro  Project  shall  be  owned  solely  by  Districts,  except  that  City  shall 
have  the  right  to  store  up  to  7bO,000  acre-feet  of  water  in  the  New  Don 
Pedro  Reservoir,  and  Districts  agree  to  maintain  and  operate  it  at  their 
own  expense,  all  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  herein. 

It  is  mutually  understood  and  agreed  that  the  program  and  conditions  of 
this  agreement  are  subject  on  the  part  of  City  and  Districts  to  such  ac- 
tion as  may  be  required  by  law  or  as  required  by  applicable  fiscal  and 
budgetary  provisions  of  the  law  governing  City  and  Districts  or  by  the 
necessity  of  bond  issues;  and  are  further  subject  to  execution  of  the 
supplemental  agreement  to  the  Federal  Contract  provided  for  in  Article  3b 
therein. 
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ifflTICLE  5.    RESERVOIR  STCEAGE  CAPACITY 

The  New  Don  Pedro  Project  shall  be  constructed  for  the  combined  purposes  of 
domestic  and  industrial  water  supply,  irrigation  water  supply,  electric  power 
generation,  and  flood  control.    The  New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir  shall  be  constructed 
to  a  capacity  not  less  than  1,200,000  acre-feet,  which  capacity  shall  include 
290,000  acre-feet  to  replace  Districts'  storage  space  in  the  existing  Don  Pedro 
Reservoir,  570,000  acre-feet  storage  space  for  use  by  City,  hereinafter  called 
"exchange  storage  space",  and  not  less  than  3^0,000  acre-feet  for  flood  control 
storage  space.    Such  portion  of  the  3l40,000  acre-feet  flood  control  storage 
space  as  is  not  reserved  for  flood  control  at  any  time  shall  be  available  $0 
percent  to  Districts  and  50  percent  to  City  for  conservation  storage.  Before 
the  New  Don  Pedro  Project  is  authorized  for  construction  by  the  parties  hereto, 
the  amount  and  value  of  the  flood  control  reservation  to  be  provided  therein 
will  be  reconsidered  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  U,  S,  Arny,  and  if  acceptable 
to  the  Federal  Government,  Districts,  and  City,  a  flood  control  storage  space 
of  more  than  3-^0,000  acre-feet  may  be  adopted.    Districts  shall  have  the  sole 
right  to  provide  at  their  own  expense  and  to  control  for  their  own  purposes 
any  additional  storage  space,  including  that  for  flood  control,  in  the  New  Don 
Pedro  Reservoir  over  and  above  1,200,000  acre-feet. 

ARTICLE  6.    LANDS  AND  RIGHTS-OF-WAY 

In  consideration  of  the  benefits  to  be  received  by  Districts  from  increased 
water  supply  and  electric  power  generation.  Districts  agree  to  acquire  with- 
out cost  to  City  the  site  for  the  New  Don  Pedro  Dam  and  all  lands  and  inter- 
ests in  lands  necessary  for  the  New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir.    City  shall  not  bear 
any  expense  incurred  for  acquiring  such  lands,  or  interests  in  such  lands,  or 
for  the  demolition,  abandonment,  relocation,  or  removal  of  buildings,  roads, 
utilities  and  other  structures. 
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ARTICLE  7.    BASIS  OF  ESTimTED  PROJECT  COST 

Based  on  studies  and  a  report  prepared  by  Bechtel  Corporation  in  July,  19^9, 
the  estimated  specific  construction  cost  of  the  New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir  to 
store  1,200,000  acre-feet  of  water,  exclusive  of  power  facilities,  lands  and 
rights-of-way,  escalation,  and  applicable  indirect  costs,  namely,  expenses 
for  administration,  preliminary  investigation,  engineering^ legal  services, 
and  construction  management,  is  135,^16,890.    (See  Appendix  I.) 

Based  on  the  same  study  and  report,  the  estimated  specific  construction  cost 
of  the  New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir  to  store  2,030,000  acre-feet  of  water,  ex- 
clusive of  power  facilities,  lands  and  rights-of-way,  escalation,  and  ap- 
plicable indirect  costs,  namely,  expenses  for  administration,  preliminary 
investigation,  engineering,  legal  services,  and  construction  management, 
is  $1;3,302,850.    (See  Appendix  II.) 

ARTICLE  8.    ALLOCATION  OF  ACTUAL  COSTS  TO  CITY 

In  consideration  of  the  benefits  to  be  received  by  City  in  acquiring  a 
maximum  of  7l40,000  acre-feet  storage  space,  which  includes  570,000  acre- 
feet  exchange  storage  space  and  50  percent  of  the  first  3hO,OQO  acre-feet  of 
flood  control  space,  in  the  New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir,  for  City«s  use  in  lieu 
of  constructing  more  expensive  storage  space  by  City  on  the  upper  watershed, 
and  subject  to  the  availability  of  funds  and  fiscal  and  budgetary  provisions 
of  the  law  governing  City,  City  agrees  to  pay  to  Districts  the  actual  costs 
of  construction  of  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project  having  a  reservoir  capacity  of 
1,200,000  acre-feet. 


"Actual  costs"  of  construction  to  City  of  ihe  aforesaid  New  Don  Pedro  Project 
having  a  reservoir  capacity  of  1,200,000  acre- feet  is  hereby  defined  to  be 
the  actual  costs  of  the  specific  items  of  construction  listed  in  Appendix  I 
Tinder  Code  322,  Reservoir,  Dams  and  Waterways,  Items  322.1  through  322,6, 
which  appendix  is  made  a  part  hereof,  plus  related  costs  for  administration, 
preliminary  investigation,  engineering,  legal  services,  and  construction  man- 
agement.   All  other  costs  shall  be  borne  by  Districts, 

In  the  event  that  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project  is  constructed  with  a  reservoir 
capacity  of  2,030,000  acre-feet,  City  agrees  to  pay  to  Districts  a  portion 
of  the  actual  costs  of  construction  of  said  project,    "Actual  costs"  of 
construction  to  City  of  the  aforesaid  New  Don  Pedro  Project  having  a  reservoir 
capacity  of  2,030,000  acre-feet  is  hereby  defined  to  be  the  ratio  of 
I35,5l6,890  to  |ii3, 302,850,  or  0.820197,  multiplied  by  the  actual  costs 
of  the  specific  items  of  construction  listed  in  Appendix  II  under  Code  322, 
Reservoir,  Dams  and  Waterways,  Items  322,1,  322.3,  322. li,  322. 5a,  322. 5B, 
and  322.6,  which  Appendix  is  made  a  part  hereof,  plus  the  same  ratio,  0,820197, 
multiplied  by  the  related  costs  for  administration,  preliminary  investigation, 
engineering,  legal  services  and  construction  management.    All  other  costs 
shall  be  borne  by  Districts. 

For  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  basis  for  actual  costs  of  construction 
to    City,  Districts  shall  set  up  books  of  account  subject  to  audit  and 
approval  by  City,  whereby  specific  expenditures  for  City  participation,  as 
herein  agreed  to,  are  itemized  in  separate  accounts.    For  this  purpose,  where 
practicable,  contracts  awarded  for  engineering  and  construction  work  shall  be 
itemized  so  as  to  separate  items  for  City  participation  from  items  in  which 
City  does  not  participate. 


The  costs  of  any  modification  to  City's  structures  at  Red  Mountain  Bar  which 
may  be  necessary  as  a  result  of  the  construction  of  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project 
shall  be  borne  by  City. 


ARTICLE  9.    PAYiyENTS  BY  CITY 

Subject  to  the  applicable  fiscal  and  budgetary  provisions  of  the  law  governing 
City,  City  payments  to  Districts  shall  become  due  in  incremental  amounts  as 
City's  portion  of  the  Project  progresses.    Such  amounts  will  become  payable 
as  vouchers  payable  or  evidences  of  payments  made  by  Districts  toward  City's 
portion  of  the  Project  under  Article  8  herein  are  presented  to  and  approved 
t>y  City. 

City  agrees  that  at  any  time,  upon  written  request  by  Districts,  it  will 
certify  to  Districts  the  amount  of  funds  it  has  available  for  pajrment  to  Dis- 
tricts under  the  terms  of  this  agreement. 

Districts  agree  that  at  any  time  upon  written  request  they  will  furnish 
to  City  up-to-date  project  cost  estimates,  certified  statements  as  to  project 
costs  actually  incurred,  and  information  as  to  their  budgetary  programs  for 
the  New  Don  Pedro  Project. 

ARTICLE  10.    FEDERAL  AND  STATE  PARTICIPATION 

The  federal  payrtBnts  for  the  first  3itO,000  acre-feet  of  flood  control  storage 
space  in  the  New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir,  as  provided  for  under  Article  3b  of 
the  Federal  Contract,  shall  be  made  to  City.    Federal  payments  for  any  flood 
control  storage  space  over  and  above  the  first  3U0,000  acre-feet  shall  be 
made  to  Districts.    Ai^  payments  by  the  State  or  Federal  Government  for 


acquiring  lands  or  interests  in  such  lands,  or  for  the  demolition,  abandon- 
ment, relocation,  or  removal  of  buildings,  roads,  utilities,  and  other  struc- 
tures, shall  be  made  to  Districts,    Any  payments  by  the  State  or  Federal 
Government  for  recreation  benefits  shall  be  made  to  Districts.    Any  other 
federal  or  state  payments  which  may  be  made  available  for  the  New  Don  Pedro 
Project  shall  be  allocated  to  Districts  and  City  by  supplemental  agreement 
when  and  if  they  bee  one  available. 

ARTICLE  11.    INTERIM  FLOOD  CONTROL  OPERATION 

Until  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project  is  constructed  and  in  operation,  both  Dis- 
tricts and  City  agree  to  operate  their  reservoirs  for  purposes  of  flood 
control,  in  addition  to  conservation,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Federal  Contract,    City  shall  have  the  right  to  intercept  and  store 
water  due  Districts  under  the  Raker  Act  and  shall  endeavor  to  maintain,  in- 
sofar as  feasible,  sufficient  storage  in  its  reservoirs  to  protect  Districts 
from  loss  of  both  irrigation  and  power  water  by  reason  of  Districts'  flood 
control  operations.    Upon  demand  of  Districts,  City  agrees  to  release 
through  its  powerhouses  or  otheri-jise  any  or  all  water  due  Districts  under 
the  Raker  Act  from  City's  reservoirs 5  provided  that  all  storage  credits 
shall  be  terminated  at  such  times  as  existing  Don  Pedro  Reservoir  spills 
or  on  October  31  of  each  year,  at  which  time  City  shall  own  all  water 
stored  in  its  reservoirs, 

ARTICLE  12.    OPERATION  FOLLOIaOENG  COMPLETION  OF  NEW  DON  PEDRO  RESERVOIR 
Upon  completion  of  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project,  all  obligations  of  Districts 
and  City  to  operate  any  of  their  other  reservoirs  for  flood  control  shall 
be  terminated,  and  the  entire  flood  control  operation  shall  be  transferred 
to  the  New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir.    City  shall  have  the  right  to  store  water 
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owned  lay  City  in  the  New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir  in: 

a)  Its  exchange  storage  space  of  570,000  acre-feetj 

b)  Space  equivalent  to  50  per  cent  of  that  portion  of  the  flood 
control  storage  space  available  for  conservation  storage  accord- 
ing to  the  criteria  for  flood  control  as  established  by  the  Corps 

of  Engineers,  U.  S.  Army;  such  allocated  space  not  to  exceed  170,000 
acre-feet. 

City  shall  have  the  right  to  intercept,  store,  divert,  and  use  Districts* 
Raker  Act  water  above  the  New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir  in  an  amount  equal  to 
and  in  exchange  for  water  actually  owned  and  stored  by  City  in  the  New  Don 
Pedro  Reservoir,  and,  temporarily,  during  periods  of  subnormal  runoff,  in 
an  additional  amount  that  may  be  necessary  for  City's  opera tions|  provided, 
however,  that  City  shall  compensate  Districts  in  a  manner  to  be  mutually 
agreed  upon  for  any  losses  that  may  result  from  such  temporaiy  intercep- 
tion.   Districts  shall  have  tte  right  to  use  such  portion  of  City's  exchange 
storage  space  in  the  New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir  as  is  not  occupied  by  water 
owned  hy  City  and  shall  have  the  right,  at  their  own  risk,  to  draw  in  advance 
upon  water  owned  and  stored  1^  City  in  the  New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir.  At 
such  times  as  the  New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir  spills.  City  shall  own  all  water 
stored  in  its  reservoirs,  in  its  exchange  storage  space  of  570,000  acre- feet, 
and  in  its  50  percent  of  the  3iiO,000  acre-feet  of  the  flood  control  storage 
space  in  the  New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir.    Estimated  reservoir  evaporation 
losses  shall  be  charged  to  Districts  and  City  in  proportion  to  the  amounts 
of  water  owned  arri  stored  by  each.    City  shall  not  construct  or  install 
facilities  for  the  diversion  and  use  of  water  from  the  New  Don  Pedro 
Reservoir  except  with  the  consent  of  Districts  in  emergencies  due  to  failure 
of  City's  structures. 
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ARTICLE  13*    ALLOCATION  OF  WATER 

When  the  inflow  to  the  New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir  exceeds  either  the  computed 
daily  natural  flow  of  the  Tuolunine  River  at  La  Grange  Dam  or  the  Districts* 
Raker  Act  entitlement,  whichever  is  less,  the  amount  of  the  excess  shall  be 
allocated 5 

First J    To  City  for  storage  in  City*s  exchange  storage  space  in  the 

New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir  up  to  a  maximum  of  570,000  acre-feet| 
Second:  To  City  for  storage  in  space  equivalent  to  50  percent  of 

that  portion  of  the  flood  control  storage  space  in  the  New 
Don  Pedro  Reservoir  available  for  conservation  storage  ac- 
cording to  the  criteria  for  flood  control  as  established  by 
the  Corps  of  Engineers,  U.  S,  Arnyi  such  allocated  space  not 
to  exceed  170,000  acre- feet. 
Thirds    To  Districts, 
When  the  inflow  to  the  New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir  is  less  than  either  the 
computed  daily  natural  flow  of  the  Tuolumne  River  at  La  Grange  Dam  or 
the  Districts*  Raker  Act  entitlement,  whichever  is  less,  water  owned 
and  stored  \3y  City  in  the  New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir  shall  be  transferred 
to  Districts  in  the  amoimt  of  the  deficiency. 

ARTICLE  lii.    RIGHTS  TO  POWER  DEVELOPED 

Until  the  New  Don  Pedro  Powerhouse  is  placed  in  commercial  operation  Dis- 
tricts shall  have  prior  rights  to  purchase  at  cost  35  percent  of  the  energy 
available  from  month  to  month  from  City*s  Cherry  Powerhouse,  as  such  avail- 
able energy  and  as  such  cost  are  defined  in  those  certain  Agreements  between 
City  and  ths  Turlock  Irrigation  District  and  between  City  and  the  Modesto 
Irrigation  District  dated  December  20,  i960.    Effective  on  the  date  of 
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commencement  of  commercial  operation  of  -the  New  Don  Pedro  Powerhouse, 
Districts  shall  relinquish  all  claim  to  the  right  to  purchase  at  cost 
35  percent  of  the  energy  available  from  the  Cherry  Powerhouse.    The  date 
of  commencement  of  commercial  operation  of  the  New  Don  Pedro  Powerhouse 
shall  be  established  try  mutual  agreement  between  Districts  and  City. 
City  relinquishes  all  claim  to  any  energy  generated  in  the  New  Don  Pedro 
Powerhouse. 

ARTICLE  15.    FUTURE  FOWR  DEVELOPMENT 

If  either  Districts  or  City  should  plan  to  undertake  the  development  of 
potential  power  along  the  Tuolumne  River  or  its  tributaries  downstream 
from  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  to  the  New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir,  not  less  than 
one  yearns  notice  of  such  intention  shall  be  given  to  the  other  party, 
and  the  other  party  shall  have  the  option  to  participate  in  such  develop- 
ment and  to  share  up  to  50  percent  of  the  costs  and  the  benefits  involved.

WATER  SALES 

Net  sales  of  water  for  the  month  of  July  I96I  were  SI, 707, 669, 80,  which 
is  1156, 720, 9^  (10.1^)  more  than  for  July  I960,    Since  these  figures  are  from 
meter  readings  taken  during  the  month,  the  increase  actually  reflects  the  high 
use  of  water  during  the  month  of  June  and  early  July.    It  may  be  noted  that  on 
June  1^,  1961,  the  Department  recorded  the  largest  daily  use  of  water  in  the 
City's  history,  510.2  million  gallons.    The  iotr^l  does  not  include  S118, 500,90 
sales  to  other  City  De^^artments  in  lieu  of  taxes.    The  non-revenue  sales  to  other 
City  Departments  are    $7,733>08  more  than  for  July  I96O. 

As  of  July  31,  1961,  actual  receipts  for  the  first  month  of  the  fiscal 
year  from  the  sale  of  water  are  $59,267  less  than  budget  estimates  and  receipts 
from  all  sources  are  less  than  budget  estimates  by  $^6,955« 

CONSUMPTION 

In  July  1961,  the  gross  consumption  (water  released  into  the  system  for 
consxjmption)  for  the  entire  system  averaged  229.9  million  gallons  per  day.  This 
is  an  increase  of  11,8^  or  2^.2  million  gallons  per  day  over  the  July  I96O  con- 
sumption, 

A  total  of  7,127,2  million  gallons  of  water  was  released  into  the  trans- 
mission system  during  July  I96I  to  satisfy  the  consumers'  demand.    Even  though 
the  delivery  of  water  from  Hetch  Hetchy  was  maintained  at  the  maximum  possible 
rate  of  flow  throughout  the  month  the  total  local  reservoir  storage  was  reduced 
2,607  million  gallons  to  meet  that  demand. 

Storage  in  the  Calaveras,  Crystal  Springs,  San  Andreas,  and  Pilarcitos 
Reservoirs  was  55, 95^  million  ^^allons  on  August  17,  I96I,  which  is  6,955  million 
gallons  or  17^  less  than  on  the  same  date  last  year.    When  full  these  reservoirs 
hold  57,702  million  gallons,  so  that  storage  is  now  58,8^  of  capacity, 

APPLICATIONS  FOR  WATER  SUPPLY  FOR  RES/lLE  PURPOSES 

Negotiations  are  continuing  with  those  communities  which  have  not  as  yet 
submitted  applications  for  contracts  for  water  service  from  San  Francisco,  These 
include  the  Cities  of  Hayward,  Milpitas,  Palo  Alto,  Mountain  View,  Los  Altos  and 
Cupertino,    Cupertino  and  Los  Altos  are  potential  new  customers  who  have  not  been 
served  with  water  previously  from  San  Francisco's  syston.    Another  prospective 
new  customer  is  the  Los  Trancos  County  Water  District. 
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We  are  informed  that  the  Ilayvrard  staff  will  present  their  report  to 
the  Public  Works  Commission  of  Hay^/ard  during  the  week  of  August  21,  I96I0 

WATER  QUALITY 

Twelve  water  main  flushing  operations  were  completed  within  the  City 
during  the  month  of  July  1961,    All  of  them  were  to  correct  local  dirty  water 
conditions. 

The  program  of  reconstructing  blowoff  connections  to  sewers  or  sewer 
manholes  as  surface  blowoffs  has  been  temporarily  discontinued  due  to  lack  of 
sufficient  manpower. 

CLAIMS 

On  July  1,  1961  there  we2?e  5^  outstanding  claims  for  damages  that  had 
been  filed  by  the  Water  Department  against  others  amounting  to  S5>930.79» 
During  the  month  of  July  no  new  claims  of  this  type  were  filed.  Additional 
charges  and  court  costs  increased  the  total  amount  of  these  5^  claims  by  $293«79 
to  a  total  of  $6,22^.58.    There  was  one  claim  amounting  to  $126.95  settled  during 
the  month  for  $101.9^,  leaving  53  claims  outstanding  for  ^6,097.63  on  July  31  > 
1961. 

During  the  month  of  Jvly  196I,  there  were  28  claims  for  damages  filed 
against  the  Water  Department  by  others  amounting  to  $59^>059»9^>  twelve  of 
which,  amounting  to  15^6,500,  relate  to  a  claim  resulting  from  turning  off  the 
water  at  1080  Post  Street  for  protracted  non-payment  of  the  v/ater  bills.  One 
claim  for  %k,00  was  settled,  and  three  amounting  to  $11,613.36  were  denied.  On 
July  31,  1961,  there  were  58  claims  of  this  type  outstanding  in  the  amount  of 
$762,^20.38. 

SERVICES  AND  CUSTOIffiRS 

During  the  month  of  July  I96I,  16^  water  services  were  renewed.    Of  this 
total  107  were  renewed  on  orders  issued  by  the  Commercial  Division  and  57  on 
orders  issued  by  the  City  Distribution  Division.    On  July  31 >  1961,  there  were 
8I9  incomplete  orders  which  include  those  issued  in  connection  with  street 
renewal  and  contract  work. 

There  were  ^10  more  customers  on  July  51,  I96I  than  on  the  same  date  in 

i960. 

COKSTRUCTION 

Three  contracts  have  been  certified  but  not  started,  and  four  completed 
since  my  last  report.    Construction  has  been  started  but  not  completed  on  eleven 
contracts,  six  of  them  are  for  cast  iron  mains,  four  for  miscellaneous  con- 
struction work  and  one  is  the  annual  paving  contract  for  1961-62,. 

CIVIL  DEFENSE 

Each  Division  Head  of  the  Water  Department  was  instructed  to  prepare  and 
submit  to  the  Department  Manager  a  list  of  emergency  equipment,  materials,  and 


supplies  which  v/ould  be  necessary  to  sustain  his  division  should  a  state  of 
emergency  he  declared  by  the  Mayor.  A  Department  list  will  be  compiled  for 
immediate  action  in  the  event  of  an  emergency.

PUBLIC  HEARING 


Proposed  Extension  and  Rerouting  of  Municipal 
Railway  Motor  Coach  Lines  No.  25  Bryant  and 
No.  80  Leavenworth 


Mr.  V.  ¥.  Anderson,  General  Mane.ger,  Municipal  Railway,  presented  his 
report  on  the  proposed  combination  and  rerouting  of  the  No.  25  and 
No.  80  motor  coach  lines  into  one  line  to  be  known  as  the  No. 25 
Bryant.    He  first  explained  the  changes  to  be  made  at  the  southerly 
end  of  the  present  No.  25  line.    Upon  completion  of  his  explanatijDn, 
Commissioner  Fazackerley  asked  for  comments  regarding  Mr,  Anderson's 
proposal  from  those  present  in  the  meeting. 

Frank  A.  Bloom,  Executive  Director  of  the  Housing  Authority  of  San 
Mateo  County,  requested  that  consideration  be  given  to  maintaining 
service  in  Midway  Village,  perhaps  by  rerouting  the  line  over  Schwerin, 
Save  Bay  and  Iwo  Jima.    Mr.  Bloom  stated  that  this  housing  project 
was  inhabited  by  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  families  who  were  in  need  of 
nhe  service,  and  he  emphasized  the  fact  that  service  was  originally 
established  in  order  to  take  care  of  these  people  and  rerouting  the 
line  over  Geneva  Avenue  would  work  a  hardship  on  many  of  them. 

Mrs.  Lonnie  Higgins,  of  854  Schwerin  Street,  requested  that  service 
be  maintained  in  the  area  and  that  consideration  be  given  to  routing 
the  bus  so  that  it  bypassed  the  playground  area. 

Mr.  Anderson  resumed  his  presentation,  explaining  the  changes  to  be 
made  in  both  the  No.  80  and  No.  25  lines.    He  stated  that  in  his 
opinion  the  proposed  extension  and  rerouting  would  improve  both  the 
transit  and  traffic  situation  in  the  downtown  area,  with  particular 
reference  to  the  new  Hall  of  Justice. 
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Commissioner  Pazackerley  then  asked  for  expression  of  opinion  from 
those  in  favor  of  the  rerouting. 

Thomas  Gray,  Manager  of  the  Downtown  Association,  stated  they  have  no 
objections  to  the  proposal.    He  understands  the  Police  Department  has 
some  ideas  of  their  own  which  he  has  not  been  informed  of;  they  may 
be  just  as  desirable,  but  from  what  he  has  heard  he  doubts  it. 

Commissioner  i'azaclcerley  then  requested  comments  from  those  opposed 
0  the  rerouting. 

-ommissioner  Harold  B»  McKinnon,  President  of  the  Police  Commission, 
objected  to  the  proposed  rerouting  because  it  would  require  a  block 
and  one -half  walk  from  the  nearest  bus  stop  to  the  new  Hall  of 
Justice.    He  suggested  that  consideration  be  given  to  rerouting  the 
No.  19  down  Bryant  Street  so  that  it  could  deliver  passengers  to  the 
corner  of  Bryant  at  either  Sixth  or  Seventh  Street. 

Commissioner  McKinnon  requested  that  the  matter  be  put  over  a  week 
in  order  to  give  the  Advisory  Committee  for  the  Hall  of  Justice, 
consisting  of  occupants  of  the  building—thc  courts,  Sheriff's  Office 
etc. — an  opportunity  to  meet  so  that  they  may  express  their  views. 

Commissioner  McKinnon  was  accompanied  by  Deputy  Chief  of  Police 
Alfred  J.  Neldcr,  and  Edward  J.  Moody,  Captain  of  Traffic. 

I^s.  Alfred  Ness,  67  Arkansas  Street,  appearing  as  a  representative 
of  the  Potrerc  Boosters  and  Merchants  Association,  read  a  statement 
protesting  rerouting  the  No,  25  and  requesting  consideration  be  given 
to  improving  service  to  Potrero  Hill. 

Mrs.  Babette  Drefke,  701  Kansas  Street,  also  representing  the  Potrero 
Boosters  and  Merchants  Association,  requested  more  consideration  be 
given  to  people  living  south  of  Iforkot,  and  if  rerouting  the  No.  19 
were  contemplated  they  would  appreciate  consideration  being  given  to 
routing  it  up  Potrero  Hill. 

Thomas  W.McGrath,  Preside  ent,  Carmen's  Union  Local  1380  APL-CIO,  was 
opposed  to  rerouting  the  No.  25,  thus  diverting  service  from  Fifth 
and  Market  Streets.    He  suggested  that  perhaps  consideration  be  given 
to  bringing  the  No. 80  line  south  of  Market  and  leaving  the  No»  25  as 
is  in  the  downtown  area. 

Commissioner  Pazackerley  moved,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Hansen,  to 
continue  the  hearing  until  Tuesday,  September  5,  1961,  at  the  hour 
of  2s 00  p.m.,  and  it  was  so  ordered. 
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Item  23  on  the  calendar — Consideration  of  the  request  of  Barrett 
Transportation,  Inc.  for  modification  of  taxi  erh  rates  and  fares 
under  their  ground  transportation  service  agreement  at  the  San 
Francisco  International  Airport— was  taken  up  cut  e^f  order, 

Mr,  Belford  Brown,  Airport  Manager,  suhraitted  a  letter  dated  August 
29,  1961,  in  which  he  general-ly  stated  in  his  opinion  it  was  impossible 
with  the  data  available  to  recommend  agreement  modifications  which 
would  in  effect  amount  to  relief  to  Barrett  Transportation*    It  was 
Mr.  Brown's  opinion  that  there  was  nothing  in  the  original  agreement 
or  modifications  which  provided  for  segregation  of  the  three  services, 
airline  motor  buses,  metered  taxi  cabs,  and  chauffeur-driven  limou- 
sines, or  for  accounting  for  each  as  a  separate  entity. 

The  Commission  expressed  disappointment  that  staff  Was  unable  to  reach 
a  conclusion  inasmuch  as  earlier  reports  seemed  to  indicate  there  was 
a  substantial  loss  in  the  Barrett  operation.    It  was  also  the  opinion 
of  the  Commission  that  taxi  cab  operations  should  be  segregated; 
Commissioner  Pazackerley  stating  that  the  ground  transportation  con- 
tract «ould  be  considered  as  one  contract  consisting  of  three  parts, 
the  taxi  cab  operation  being  one  of  the  parts,  and  that  such  ^rts 
could  be  accounted  for  separately* 

Commissioner  Greenberg  did  not  agree  with  this  point  of  view,  but 
felt  that  it  was  all  one  contract  and  that  if  the  operator  took  a 
loss  on  one  part  this  was  absorbed  by  profits  tha.t  were  made  in  the 
bus  line  operation.    It  was  hie  point  of  view  the  items  should  not  be 
segregated  and  the  contract  should  be  considered  at  all  times  as  a 
whole. 

Dr.  Jldmund  J.  Barrett  of  Barrett  Transportation,  Inc.,  stated  that  by 
modification  of  J'ebruary,  1958,  the  taxi  cab  service  was  segregated? 
since  that  date  he  had  been  submitting  certified  public  accountants* 
reports  on  the  taxi  cab  operation;  he  has  been  in  contaet'with  the 
Public  Utilities  staff  and  Coniiiission  regarding  the  taxi  cab  situa-  ^ 
tioni  and  that  he  looked  to  the  State  Public  Utilities  Comiission  ill 
the  matter  of  rates  and  rcgula  tions  on  his  bus  operation  and  to  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  &  County  of  San  Francisco  for 
relief  in  the  taxi  cab  situation.    He  is  willing  to  furnish  any 
figures  necessary  in  regard  to  taxi  cab  operation  but  refused  to 
supply  a  consolidated  statement. 

Mr.  George  P.  Negri,  Director,  Bureau  of  Accounts>  stated  that  he  had 
been  instructed  on  July  25  by  the  Commission  to  prepare  a  report, 
which  he  submitted  on  August  11,  1961,  and  indicated  that  there  might 
be  conflicts  between  the  figures  which  Dr.  Barrett  submittfcd  to  him 
with  reference  to  his  taxi  cab  operation  and  the  figures  which 
appeared  in  the  statements  which  were  submitted  to  the  ^t«,te  Public 
Utilities  Commission. 

Mr.  Anthony  Cancilla,  Secretary,  Chauffeurs  Union  Local  265 f  and  l^lr. 
Ernie  Lotti,  Business  Agent,  Chauffeurs  Union  Local  265,  supported 
Dr.  Barrett's  application  for  relief  on  the  basis  that  such  relief 
would  tend  to  increase  the  wages  of  the  taxi  cab  drivers. 

After  further  discussion  of  the  effect  of  the  dismissal  charge, 
Commissioner  %ite  moved  that  Barrett  Transportation  be  authorized 
to  institute  as  so^n  as  they  desire  a  $1.00" dismissal  charge  from 
the  airport  to  San  Francisco. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Roden. 

Commissioner  Grccnberg  explained  his  opposition  on  the  grounds  ha 
still  believed  that  the  taxi  cab  and  bus  operation  were  still  tied 
together  under  the  contract. 
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Coimnissioner  Roden  stated  it  secned  tc  hiin  the  Ccmission  is  nore 
justified  in  supporting  Comissioner  White's  notion  at  this  tine. 
He  further  stated  that  the  Ooiiinission  instituted  removal  of  the  sur- 
charge in  1958,  in  return  for  a  consideration  granted  Dr.  Barrett 
(the  right  to  take  pasbcngers  from  San  Francisco  to  the  Airport) 
which  did  not  work  out  as  Dr#  Barrett  or  as  the  OcEiiiission  anticipated 
The  result  has  been  a  very  considerable  loss  which  hasc continued • 
The  City  Attorney  tells  us  we  are  permitted  legally  to  reinstate  the 
surcharge.    He  thought  that  is  what  the  Comnissicn's  position  should 
bo. 

Ccnnissioner  Fazackerley  stated  he  thought  it  (luito  likely  he  would 
vote  with  Commissioner  Roden  and  Commissioner  White,  but  was  not 
prepared  to  do  so  today,  in  view  of  the  recommendation  from  staff 
and  the  differont  questions  raised.    He  stated  he  would  not  be  pre- 
pared to  vote  until  the  discrepancies  in  the  figures  referred  to  by 
Mr.  Negri  are  resolved,  and  for  that  purpose  he  would  suggest  that 
the  matter  be  continued  for  one  week,  in  order  that  I^r«  Negri  and  Mr. 
Brown  review  Dr.  Barrett's  books  and  obtain  explanations  as  to  the 
variance  in  those  charges. 

Commissioner  ^'^hite*s  motion  failed  to  carry,  Commissioners  White  and 
Roden  voting  aye,  and  Commissioners  Fazackerley,  Greenberg,  and 
Hansen  voting  no. 

Commissioner  Hansen  moved,  seconded  by  ^cmiissioner  Fazackerley, 
that  the  consideration  of  the  request  of  Barrett  Transportation,  Inc. 
for  modification  of  taxi  cab  rates  and  charges  under  ground  trans- 
portation service  agreement  at  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport,  be  continued  for  one  week.

The  Municipal  Railway  Traffic  Department  has  made  the  requested 
study.     An  endeavor  has  been  made  to  consider  possibilities  which 
would  be  practical  and  in  keeping  with  established  policy  of  fur- 
nishing reasonably  adequate  service  consistent  with  reasonable 
economy  of  operation. 

While  the  "old"  Hall  of  Justice  is  not  nearly  as  large  a  facility, 
it  is  nevertheless  deemed  advisable  to  present  certain  related  in- 
formation for  comparative  purposes. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  no  transit  stop  at  Kearny  &  Washington, 
the  location  of  the  old  Hall  of  Justice  building,  although  one  line, 
#15,  passes  that  intersection  in  one  direction--northbound,  "Skip- 
Stops"  and  one-way  streets  contribute  to  an  explanation  of  that 
situation.

During  Weekday  peak  periods,  the  Line  #1[|.  Express  passes  close  to 
the  Hall  of  Justice  and  provides  direct  service  covering  a  consider- 
able part  of  the  Mission  Line  in  the  direction  of  major  travel. 

However,  the  "basic"  service  to  the  new  facility  is  furnished  by 
Line  #25  which  operates  from  the  "Old  Mint"  terminal  on  5th,  north 
of  Mission,   seven  days  a  week,  and  includes  night  service  until 
about  1  a,m,     (During  the  Owl  period,  #25  coaches  operate  via  a  part 
of  Lines  jt'hl  and  #30  and  do  not  pass  the  vicinity  of  7"bh  &  Bryant.) 

Line  #25  operates  principally  via  5'th  (or  6th),  Bryant   (or  Harrison), 
Bayshore,  San  Bruno,  Bay shore  and  Geneva  to  the  Cow  Palace,  covering 
a  good  portion  of  the  southeast  part  of  the  city,  and  making  direct 
connections  with  most  of  the  "South  of  Market"  lines,     A  short  "walk 
across"  transfer  privilege  is  also  available  from  the  Market  lines 
at  the  5th.  Street  terminal. 

As  Lines  #19,  #27,  and  #33   (as  well  as  Line  #lliX)  do  not  operate  to 
the  industrial  district  in  the  vicinity  of  7th  &  Bryant,  nights, 
Saturdays  and  Sundays,  it  involves  an  additional  transfer  to  roach 
the  Hall  of  Justice  from  certain  parts  of  the  city  for  those  who  do 
travel  during  those  periods  and  use  the  basic  #25  service. 

Possible  Im.provement 

Due  to  certain  complications  involving  one-way  streets  and  other 
factors,   the  present  spacing  of  "north-south"  lines  crossing  Market 
Street  in  the  downtown  area  is  not  ideal.

Through  routing  and  combining  Lines  #25  and  #80,   as  indicated  on  the 
attached  drawings  would  improve  service  to  the  new  Hall  of  Justice; 
provide  a  desirable  north-south  through  service  across  Market  at  6th| 
and,  provide  certain  direct  transfer  connections  which  are  not  now 
available.     It  would  also  reduce  turning  movements  in  the  downtown 
area  which,   at  least  to  some  degree,  contribute  to  congestion  and 
involve  some  hazard. 

The  revised  routing  by  comparison  would  be: 


The  change  under  consideration  has  been  reviewed  with  the  Inter- 
departmental Staff  Committee  on  Traffic  and  Transportation.  The 
members,  who  include  representatives  of  the  Police,   Public  \Jorks  8.nd 
City  Planning  Departments,  as  well  as  the  Municipal  Piailway,  have  in- 
dicated that  they  believe  the  revision  would  effect  an  improvement 
as  pertaining  to  traffic. 

Certain  changes  in  transit  routing  may  not  be  expected  to  meet  with 
univer?:ial  concurrence  on  the  part  of  patrons ,     There  is  a  tendency 
for  individuals  to  react  to  situations  as  it  affects  them  personally. 
Per  example,  there  are  no  doubt  some  x-^jho  would  prefer  delivery  by 
Line  #80  to  its  present  tori:iinr.].  at  Plason  5c  Market,  rather  than  6OO 
feet  to  the  west  at  6th  &  Hr o  .     Conversely,  others  by  means  of

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the  revised  routing  will  no  doubt  appreciate  direct  connections  with 
the  South  of  Market  lines*     Similarly,  there  are  undoubtedly  some 
who  would  prefer  delivery  by  Line  #25  to  its  present  terminal  at  5th 
&  Mission.     Conversely,  others,  by  means  of  the  revised  routing, 
will  undoubtedly  appreciate  direct  connections  with  the  Market  and 
North  of  Market  lines.     Others  not  now  utilizing  either  service  will 
probably  do  so. 

For  reasons  outlined  herein,  the  net  change  is  believed  to  be  in  the 
interest  of  a  majority  of  users  of  transit  service.     It  would  provide 
improved  service  to  the  new  Hall  of  Justice,  and  also  provide  an  im- 
proved pattern  of  north-south  transit  routing  in  the  downtown  dis- 
trict , 

Line  #25 — Southerly  Routing 

In  presenting  a  proposal  for  rerouting  Line  #25  in  the  downtown  area, 
it  is  suggested  that  a  change  in  the  southerly  part  of  the  city  be 
considered  simultaneously. 

Mr,  P.  J.  Panning,  Director  of  Safety,  has  called  attention  to 
several  accidents  in  Iwo  Jima  Village,   in  San  Mateo  County,  where 
Line  #25  "detours  from  Geneva  Avenue,  via  Saipan,   Iwo     Jima,  and 
Schwerin".     A  more  direct  and  safer  route  would  be  for  coaches  to 
remain  on  Geneva  Avenue  for  the  short  distance  involved  between 
Saipan  and  Schwerin,  as  indicated  on  drawing  attached.     That  is  re- 
commended. 

Also,  southbound  #25  Owl  trips  presently  operate  over  a  special  and 
rather  complicated  route  in  the  V/ilde  Avenue-Visitacion  Valley 
sector  at  30-minute  intervals  from  about  It  30  a.m.  to  5^30  a.m, 
daily.    While  this  district  is  served  at  other  hours  by  a  part  of 
Line  #29,   the  special  Owl  route  follows  certain  streets  which  are 
not  otherwise  covered  by  transit  service.     Improvement  club 
officials  in  the  communities  involved  have  indicated  concurrence  in 
a  proposal  to  have  #25  Owl  coaches  follow  the  #29  Line  route,  south- 
bound,  in  the  area  involved  via  San  Bruno,  Wilde,  Delta,   Tioga,  Rut- 
land and  Visitacion  to  Bayshore,  as  shown  on  drawing  attached.  That 
is  recommended. 


Traffic  Department  studies  indicate  that  the  several  revisions  out- 
lined in  this  report  can  be  accomplished  within  approximately  the 
same  vehicle  hours,  miles,   and  operating  cost  as  at  present.     It  may, 
however,  precipitate  some  shift  in  riding  to  the  combined  #25-#80 
operation,  requiring  subsequent  adjustment  in  schedules. 

It  would  probably  be  advisable  to  review  that  portion  of  the  report 
pertaining  to  the  Hall  of  Ji:stice  vJith  Mr.  Duckel,  and  that  part  per- 
taining to  downtown  routinf;  wit  i  representatives  of  business  groups.

Proposed  Extension  and  Rerouting  of  Municipal 
Railway  Motor  Coach  Lines  No.  25  Bryant  and 
No.  80  Leavenworth  

(Continued  from  August  29,  I96I,  Meeting) 

Commissioner  Harold  R«  McKinnon,  President  of  the  Police  Commission, 
appeared  on  behalf  of  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  new  Hall  of 
Justice.    He  stated  the  proposed  rerouting  of  the  No.  25  and  No.  60 
lines  was  an  improvement  over  the  existing  facilities,  although  some 
members  of  the  Advisory  Committee  were  concerned  over  the  one  and  a 
half  block  walk  between  the  proposed  nearest  bus  stop  and  the  Hall  of 
Justice.    The  Advisory  Committee  concurred  with  the  recommendation  of 
V.  W.  Anderson,  General  Manager  of  the  Miinicipal  Railway,  with  the 
hope  that  after  the  Hall  of  Justice  is  occupied  surveys  would  be  made 
?.nd  some  revision  might  be  considered.     He  suggested  that  considera- 
tion be  given  to  stopping  the  No,  25  bus  at  Seventh  and  Harrison 
Streets  at  the  near  side  rather  than  the  far  side  stop,  in  order  to 
reduce  the  distance  necessary  for  passengers  to  walk  to  the  Hall  of 
Justice, 

Commissioner  Pazackerley  stated  that  following  last  week's  meeting 
he  and  Mr.  Anderson  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Committee 
lor  the  new  Hall  of  Justice. 

Anthony  Cancilla,  15  Sweeney  Street,  appeared  on  behalf  of  the 
residents  of  Portola  Heights,  protesting  the  change  in  the  No.  25 
terminal  from  Pifth  and  Mission  Streets. 

Mrs.Carla  Agate  protested  any  change  in  the  No.  80  line. 

Thomas  W.  McGrath,  President,  Carmen's  Union  Local  1380  APL-CIO, 
protested  the  removal  of  the  No.  25  terminal  from  Pifth  and  Mission 
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streets  on  the  basis  thr-.t  it  was  one  of  thu  .busiest  terminal  points 
in  tovm^  and  stated  there  was  already  ample  service  to  the  new  Hall 
of  Justice.    Mr.  McGrath  also  raised  the  question  of  the  cost 
involved  in  rerouting  the  No.  80  and  No.  25  lines.    Mr.  Anderson 
answered  that  the  costs  were  figured  in  terms  of  miles  and  hours, 
which  were  approximately  the  same,  that  the  rerouting  was  being  made 
as  a  service  improvement  change  and  was  not  considered  as  a  matter 
of  cost,  and  that  the  No.  25  line  would  improve  the  service  north 
and  south  of  Mirket  Street  by  giving  direct  connections  with  the 
Geary  and  ^tter  lines. 

Commissioner  Roden  stated  that  the  area  around  the  new  Hall  of 
Justice  seemed  reasonably  well  served  and  suggested  a  trial  period 
with  the  present  service  to  see  if  service  to  the  new  Hall  of 
Justice  really  was  adequate. 

Mr.  Anderson  explained  that  while  Fifth  and  Mission  vfas  a  heavy 
boarding  point,  most  of  the  passengers  getting  off  were  bound  for 
other  points — either  north,  up  Market  Street,  or  in  the  Market 
Street  shopping  area.    He  s  tated  6500  mimeographed  notices  were 
handed  to  passengers  on  the  No.  25  and  No.  80  lines  and  it  was 
interesting  to  note  that  99  per  cent  of  the  telephone  calls  to  the 
Municipal  Railway  wore  for  information  regarding  the  proposed  re- 
routing and  there  seemed  to  be  a  total  absence  of  adverse  criticism 
of  the  proposed  combination  of  the  two  lines. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  stated  that  Fifth  and  Mission  was  entitled 
to  maintain  the  existing  service. 

Commissioner  ^hite  had  no  comment. 

Commissioner  Hansen  stated  that  he  thought  Commissioner  Roden 's 
point  was  well  taken,  that  if  the  service  was  to  undergo  an 
experimental  period  it  might  be  well  to  do  it  with  the  present 
service  and  see  what  might  develop. 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  stated  that  he  felt  this  proposed  service 
improvement  would  be  a  total  improvement  to  the  existing  service 
provided  by  the  No.  X5,  No.  42,  and  No.  50  lines  and  would  give 
additional  service  to  those  traveling  north  and  south  of  Market 
Street;  that  the  new  Hall  of  Justice  was  incidental  to  this  concept j 
that  consideration  would  have  to  be  given  to  the  heavy  movement 
around  the  new  Hall  of  Justice  due  to  the  location  of  several 
services  in  the  new  building  that  did  not  exist  in  the  old,  such  as 
the  I^istrict  Attorney's  Office,  Traffic  Pines  Bureau, etc.    He  stated 
that  he  would  support  the  proposal  and  moved  to  adopt  the  complete 
plan  including  changes  at  either  end  of  the  line. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  seconded  the  motion. 

Commissioner  Roden  then  asked  do9s  this  matter  go  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  complete  public  hearing,  and  he  was  answered  in  the 
affirmative. 

Commissioner  Roden  inquired  if  he  had  the  privilege  to  abstain 
from  voting  inasmuch  as  he  had  no  definite  point  of  view  on  this 
proposal.    Commissioner  Pazackerley,  as  Chairman,  indicated  that 
it  might  be  more  advisable  for  Commissioner  Roden  to  cast  a  "yes" 
or  "no"  ballot  rather  than  abstain. 

Mrs.  Babctte  Drefke,  701  Kansas  Street,  requested  the  record  show 
that  she  protested  any  change  in  the  No.  25  line. 
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On  roll  call  relative  to  the 
the  No.  25  and  No.  80  lines, 
Coniniissioner  Roden  voted  no. 
Commissioner  White  voted  no, 
The  motion  failed  to  carry.

Commissioner  Fazackerley  suggested  that  Mr.  Anderson  meet  with 
Commissioner  McKinnon  and  others  conterned  to  see  if  they  wish  to 
submit  a  new  proposal. 


In  reference  to  the  Barrett  Transportation,  Inc.  request  for 
modification  of  taxicab  rates  and  fares  under  their  ground  trans- 
portation service  agreement  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Air- 
port, Commissioner  Fazackerley  asked  the  Commission  if  they  had  any 
questions  in  regard  to  the  information  that  had  been  submitted  by 
staff. 

Commissioner  Crreenberg  stated  there  was  a  commei\t  made  by  Dr.  Edmund 
Barrett  last  week  that  was  not  fully  covered  in  the  minutes — some- 
thing with  reference  to  the  parking,  that  we  should  keep  this  in  mind 
when  discussing  the  parking  contract  with  Barrett.    A  statement  waB 
made  to  that  effect  which  might  have  been  interpreted  as  a  slight 
threat.    The  statement  appeared  in  one  of  the  newspapers,  and  on  that 
iasis,  Commissioner  Greenberg  stated,  it  should  be  in  the  record; 
that  Barrett  was  tying  in  the  parking  lot  on  that  basis. 

Dr.  Barrett  answered  that  he  recalled  the  incident.    It  was  not 
particularly  a  part  of  this.    It  was  used  in  the  term  of  reference  as 
a  comparison  for  the  Commission's  consideration  under  the  theory  they 
felt  they  were  entitled  to  an  increase. 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  stated  that  Commissioner  Roden  had  the 
clipping  and  asked  Dr.  %rrett  if  he  wished  to  see  it,  stating  that 
he  was  sure  this  is  what  Dr.  Barrett  had  said. 

I4r.  Cancilla,  at  this  point,  said  he  well  recalled  the  words — 
''Someday  you  will  ask  for  fair  play." 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  stated  the  Commission  wished  simply  to 
have  an  answer  to  Comrnissioner  Greenberg's  questions  Was  such  a 
statement  made? 

Dr.  Barrett  replied — only  as  a  reference  to  their  desire  to  have  the 
Commission  consider  the  taxicab  as  an  operation  they  thought  a  great 
deal  of.    He  felt  that  it  called  for  a  solution  just  like  this  lease- 
hold value  will  call  for  a  solution.    He  said  that  while  he  was 
talking  on  the  subject  he  would  like  it  to  be  understood,  they  are 
native  San  Franciscans,  they  are  very  airport  conscious,  just  as  the 
Commissioners.    There  have  been  considerable  news  items  on  this 
program  of  the  new  garage  at  the  airport,  and  he  would  like  the 
Commission  to  realize  that  they  seriously  harbor  no  thoughts  of  this 
being  something  we  cannot  reconcile  values  to.    He  feels  sure  his 
firm  will  work  with  everyone  concerned  so  a  fair  value  will  be  placed 
on  this  leasehold  value. 

Dr.  Barrett  stated  this  is  only  in  reference,  and  really  has  nothing 
to  do  with  the  cab  problem.    These  things  are  taken  in  segments  as 
they  come  along.    When  the  cab  problem  is  determined,  eventually  the 
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leasehold  values  will  eome  up  for  considerit j on ;  it  is  his  intention 
when  they  do  come  up  for  consideration  that  the  good  judgment  and 
fair  play  will  be  noticeable  just  as  it  is  in  this  cab  opei'ation» 
He  thought  that  was  the  purpose  in  the  general  discussion. 

Conmiissioner  Greenberg  stated >  the  question  is  did  Dr.  Barrett  make 
the  statement.    We  are  only  discussing  the  taxicabs  and  buses,  it  has 
nothing  to  do  with  that  other  contract.    We  have  been  unable  to  get 
information  in  connection  with  the  parking  lot#    It  sounded  like  a 
veiled  threat.    If  that  statement  was  made,  it  should  be  part  of  the 
:.'ecord. 

Dr.  Barrett  stated  he  saw  nothing  wrong  in  the  statement.  He  would 
have  it  considered  as  a  relative  matter  only— when  the  matter  comes 
up  eventually — and  not  part  of  the  conditions. 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  stated  that  if  this  is  to  be  part  of  the 
record,  it  should  also  be  noted  that  Dr«  Barrett  and  his  attorney, 
Mr.  Joseph  Aliota,  indicated  in  regard  tg  the  garage  contract  that 
they  were  willing  and  ready  to  negotiate  and  felt  quite  confident 
that  a  value  could  be  placed  on  leasehold  interests.  Commissioner 
Pazackorley  asked  Dr.  Barrett  if  that  was  the  way  he  felt  irrespective 
of  what  was  said  last  week. 

Dr.  Barrett  answered  that  he  felt  that  when  the  time  comes  to  deter- 
mine the  leasehold  value  that  it  will  be  a  very  fair  dealing  and  it 
has  no  connection  with  this  matter  at  all. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  if  this  might  be  made  a  part  of  the 
record  of  last  week's  meeting,  to  which  Dr.  Barrett  answered  yes. 

Commissioner  Roden  stat  ed  that  the  record  should  include  Dr.  Barrett's 
statement  "This  is  not  a  threat,"  which  he  remembered  very  clearly. 

Commissioner  Hansen  indicated  that  it  was  clear  to  him  that  when  it 
came  to  rate-making,  that  although  the  contract  was  consolidated  from 
a  bid  standpoint,  rate-making  should  be  considered  separately <» 
The  bus  rates  are  regulated  by  the  State  Public  Utilities  Commission, 
while  it  appears  that  the  taxicab  rates  are  to  be  regulated  by  the 
San  Prmoisco  Public  Utilities  Commission.    In  the  strict  sense  of 
the  word,  San  Pr^^ncisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  not  a  rate- 
making  body  in  this  instance.    He  felt  they  were  still  entitled  to 
figures  comparable  to  those  submitted  to  the  State  Public  Utilities 
Commission.    The  August  11,  1961,  report  showed  that  the  taxicab 
revenue  was  l$ 30 0,000  more  than  1956,    Granted  that  there  was  a 
50  per  cent  increase  in  cost  as  far  as  wages  to  drivers,  etc,  were 
concerned  and  15i  per  cent  paid  to  the  City,  there  seemed  to  be  a 
$100,000  excess  which  could  conceivably  be  applied  to  other  costs, 
Tho  figures  might  well  have  gone  back  to  1955*    Barrett's  bid  on  the 
taxicab  may  have  been  based  on  a  loss  basis  in  order  to  obtain  the 
more  lucrative  bus  business.    It  does  not  seem  quite  credible  that 
the  expenses  have  gone  up  in  the  operation  as  indicated;  however, 
George  P.  Negri,  Bureau  of  Accounts  Director,  and  Belford  Brown, 
Man^ager  of  the  Airport  Department,  have  indicated  the  figures  are 
correct.     It  also  seems  desirable  that  wc  might  well  have  gone  back 
to  1955  to  study  the  oxpensus  and  revenue  and  results  of  the  first 
year  of  operation  to  see  whether  or  not  the  bid  was  made  on  a 
reasonable  expectation  of  profitp. «  or  whether  it  wr.s  made  on  a  loss 
basis  in  order  to  obtain  the  more  lucrative  bus  business.. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  stated  that  at  the  time  that  Barrett  bid  he 
was  warned  that  16^  per  cent  was  too  high;  that  even  though  the 
figures  were  correct,  showing  a  $92^000  loss  on  taxicabs  in  I960, 
there  was  a  il34,000  profit  on  the  buses,  and  he  felt  14-  per  cent 
was  a  fair  return.    He  further  stated  that  the  bid  was  a  package  deal 
and  he  still  felt  it  should  be  considered  as  such. 
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Commissioner  Fazackerley  stated  that  the  over-riding  question  here 
was  the  service  to  the  public.    He  said  the  Commission  had 
inherited  an  agreement  with  which  he  did  not  agree.    In  his  opinion 
taxicabs  and  buses  were  like  apples  and  oranges.     He  said  he  would 
prefer  to  restore  the  dismissal  charge  and  await  the  opportunity  to 
separate  the  services  under  a  new  contract  in  1964. 

Conmiissioner  White  stated  that  in  his  opinion    Barrett  Transportation, 
Inc.  did  enter  into  a  contract  to  provide  transportation  in  three 
fields.    There  is  nothing  mandatory  about  this.    The  provision  of

The  1960-1961  Annual  Report  was  submitted  by  Mr.  Kirkwood  and 
William  Simons,  Director,  Bizreau  of  Public  Service. 

Mr.  Simons  was  complimented  by  the  Commission  for  the  text  and 
appearance  of  the  report,  and  he,  in  turn,  gave  credit  to  Ben 
Gaines  and  Robert  Rockwell  of  the  Public  Service  Bureau;     Jonn  S. 
Carpenter  and  Alfred  bue  of  Water  Department  Resources  and  Plsyiningj 
and  Marshall  Moxom  and  Kenneth  Snodgrass  of  the  PUC  Photcl)  Lab» 

Mr.  Kirkwood  then  read  a  letter  dated  September  6,  1961,  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  conveying  an  inquiry  of  Supervisor 
William  C.  Blake  as  to  when  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  going 
to  hold  a  public  hearing  relative  to  the  proposed  five  cent  fare  for 
senior  citizens. 

After  a  short  discussion,  the  Commission  ordered  V.  W,  Anderson, 
General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  to  investigate  the 
experience  of  Lqs  Angeles  and  report  back  anjr  conclusive  findings. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  reported  that  the  recent  accident  in  San  Bruno  involving 
Ratkovich  Construction  Company  was  not  a  PUC  contract,  the  contractor 
was  hauling  fill  material  for  Pan  American  Airlines.

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Water  Conditions 

A  coordinated  prograra  for  release  of  water  to  wiiich  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irriga^. 
tion  Districts  are  entitled  under  the  terras  of  the  Raker  Act  was  completed  on 
September  1,  I96I,  whereby  the  irrigation  needs  of  the  Districts  were  met  and 
ma^fimvim  power  generation  by  the  City  from  the  water  released  was  accomplished. 

The  plan  of  operation  in  effect  as  of  September  1  is  to  shut  down  Cherry  Powerhouse 
and  to  release  water  from  the  upper  watershed  for  operation  of  Moccasin  Powerhouse 
at  slightly  less  than  fifty  percent  of  capacity.    This  release  will  be  sufficient 
to  maintain  maximum  possible  flow  in  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  to  San  Francisco, 
and  will  conserve  water  necessary  to  meet  our  domestic  requirements.    A  release  of 
150  second-feet  from  Lake  Eleanor  to  supplement  release  from  Hetch  Hetchy  is  being 
made  for  flow  through  the  Lower  Cherry  Diversion  Canal  to  Early  Intake  and  will 
continue  as  long  as  stored  water  is  available  in  Lake  Eleanor. 

A  close  watch  will  be  maintained  on  storage  conditions  and  precipitation  records  so 
that  power  generation  to  meet  our  load  requirements  may  be  resumed  when  conditions 
warrant* 

Power  Production 

Project  generation  during  the  month  of  August,  I96I,  was  106.8  million  kilowatthours, 
and  was  supplemented  by  purchase  of  approximately  20 million  kilowatthours* 

Cherry  Powerhouse  was  shut  down  on  Septmber  1,  I96I,  with  storage  in  Lake  Lloyd 
amounting  to  2,800  acre-feet,  compared  with  maximum  reservoir  capacity  of  268,200 
acre  feet* 


As  a  result  of  the  curtailment  of  generation  at  Moccasin  Powerhouse  and  the  shut- 
down at  Cherry  Powerhouse,  the  contract  to  supply  electric  service  to  the  Dow 
Chemical  Company  has  been  temporarily  re-assigned  to  the  Pacific  Gas  aijd  Electric 
Company.    The  energy  requirements  of  the  City^s  remaining  customers  during  September 
will  require  purchase  of  about  78,8  million  kilowatthours  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$533,000.    Delivery  of  power  and  energy  to  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation 
Districts  will  increase  because  generation  at  their  Don  Pedro  power  plant  mil  also 
be  adversely  affected  by  water  conditions© 

The  recent  request  for  supplemental  appropriation  in  the  amount  of  $2,100,000  for 
purchase  of  power  for  resale  was  made  in  anticipation  of  curtailment  in  generation 
now  in  effect. 
Tuolumne  County  Taxes 

On  August  2^  -  25,  1961,  a  hearing  was  held  before  the  State  Board  of  Equalization 
in  Sacramento  relative  to  the  City's  appeal  for  relief  from  Tuolumne  County's 
assessment  of  the  City's  water  rights.    This  year  Tuolumne  County  has  increased  the 
assessment  from  $6,062,100  to  $9,819,000,  the  increase  being  applied  to  the  water 
rights  at  Lake  Eleanor  and  Lake  Lloyd  due  to  the  commencement  of  generation  of  power 
at  Cherry  Powerhouse.    The  City  once  again  contended  that  none  of  its  water  rights 
are  taxable  and  that  if  taxable  the  method  of  evaluation  was  not  just  or  proper. 
Testimony  was  presented  by  Mr.  Roy  A.  Wehe  and  Mr.  R.  B.  Hansen,  consulting 
engineers,  as  expert  witnesses  for  the  City. 

On  September  1,  196l,  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  issued  its  decision  in  this 
matter  and  ordered  the  Tuolumne  County  Assessor  to  reduce  the  assessment  on  water 
rights  to  the  following  amounts s

The  State  Board  of  Equalization  rulsd,  as  they  did  in  I96O-6I,  that  the  water  rights 
at  Lake  Lloyd  are  taxable,  since  they  were  acquired  from  private  parties.  In 
addition,  this  year  the  Board  held  that  a  portion  of  the  Lake  Eleanor  rights  is 
taxable  for  the  same  reason,  whereas  in  1960-61  the  Board  reduced  that  assessment 
to  zero. 

If  the  Tuolumne  County  Assessor  complies  with  the  order  of  the  Board  and  reduces 
the  assessment  on  water  rights  and  does  not  file  suit  to  have  the  Board's  order 
set  aside,  as  he  did  in  I96O-6I,  it  would  result  in  the  City  being  billed  for 
approximately  $140,000  as  payment  for  the  1961-62  taxes  on  the  City's  water  rights 
in  Tuolurane  County*    The  City  will  pay  these  taxes  under  protest,  continuing  to 
hold  that  none  of  its  water  rights  are  taxable. 

Fourth  Agreement 

At  its  meeting  on  August  22,  I96I,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  considered  the 
proposed  Fourth  Agreement  between  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  Turlock 
and  Modesto  Irrigation  Districts.    The  agreement  provides  the  basis  for  City 
participation  in  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  New  Don  Pedro  Dam  and 
Reservoir. 

By  resolution  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  was 
requested  to  authorize  the  Commission  to  execute  the  agreement  on  bahalf  of  and  in 
the  name  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.    In  the  interim,  the  agreement 
has  been  transmitted  to  the  two  irrigation  districts  for  their  consideration  and 
execution.

PORTABLE  RADIOS; 

The  use  of  portable  radios  on  cars  and  buses  has  been  the 
subject  of  an  occasional  letter  in  the  "mail  box"  columns  of  the 
press,  as  well  as  to  the  Railway. 

Bulletins  definitely  prohibit  the  use  of  transistor  radios 
by  platform  personnel  on  transit  equipment  when  on  duty  or  when 
riding  in  uniform  when  off  duty. 

An  endeavor  is  being  made  to  secure  the  cooperation  of  patrons 
to  refrain  from  annoying  other  passengers  from  that  source  by 
posting  appropriate  signs  in  cars  and  buses.     However,  enforcement 
would  be  limited  to  operators  calling  attention  to  the  sign,  but 
taking  no  further  action.     This  could  be  expected  to  effect  an 
improvement,  but  not  necessarily  totally  eliminate  the  problem. 
As  with  the  "no  smoking"  regulation  which  is  covered  by  ordinance, 
there  will  no  doubt  be  some  who  will  not  heed  the  posted  signs. 

STATE  LEGISLATION; 

In  compliance  with  new  state  legislation,  steps  are  in 
progress  to  place  interior  sun  shields  and  right  outside  mirrors 
on  trolley  coaches.     Because  of  the  contour  of  the  front  right 
corner  of  trolley  coaches,  a  rather  long  bracket  is  required  to 
support  the  mirror  and  some  have  been  damaged  by  striking  fixed 
objects  such  as  line  polos.

The  outside  mirrors  which  are  a  part  of  Mack  motor  coach 
equipment  have  shorter  brackets  and  have  been  satisfactory,

Mr.  Kirkwood  discussed  with  the  Commission  the  propriety  of  trans- 
mitting a  letter  to  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies  recommending  acceptance 
of  the  higher  of  two  bids  submitted  on  the  Canyon  Oheriy  Power 
Development,  Canyon  Powerhouse  Turbines,  Hetch  Hetcfey  Requisition 
No.  2237*  Purchasers  Proposal  No.  12,625. 

According  to  a  letter  opinion  from  the  City  Attorney's  Office,  the 
higher  of  the  two  bids  which  were  submitted  would  have  to  be  accepted.

The  Purchaser  received  bids  for  the  turbines  from  the  Pelton  Division 
of  Baldwin-Lima-Hamilton  Corporation  in  the  amoimt  of  $1,387,886,  and 
from  Allis-Chalmers  Manufacturing  Company  in  the  amount  of  $1,355,105. 

The  opinion  was  requested  by  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies,  who  after  its 
reeeipt  requested  the  Manager  of  Utilities  to  review  the  bids  and 
reoomniend  to  the  Purchaser    award  to  Baldwin-Lima -Hamilton. 

The  matter  was  thoroughly  aired  and  discussed.    Harold  Brown, 
Attorney  at  Law,  represented  Allis-Chalmers ,  along  with  Mr.  Meyers 
and  Mr.  Dahl,  employees  of  the  Alli^-Chalmers  Manufacturing  Company. 
Mr.  Howard  DoPerrari  appeared  in  behalf  of  the  Pelton  Division  of 
Baldwin-Lima-Hamilton,  and  did  not  participate  in  any  discussion 
other  than  to  indicate  general  agreement  with  the  City  Attorney's 
opinion.

WATER  SALES 

Net  sales  (paying)  water  for  the  month  of  August  1961  were 
Si, 72$, 625. 61,  which  is  S88,562.28  (3 Mo)  more  than  for  August  I960. 
For  the  fiscal  year  through  August  1961  net  sales  (paying)  amounted 
to       431, 295.^1  an  increase  of  ^245,083c22  or  7.7%  above  last  fiscal 
year  thr-ough  August,  and  which  also  represents  an  increase  of 
1136,639.22  or  4.1%  above  the  estimated  revenue  from  sale  of  water 
for  these  two  months  (July  and  August). 

CONSUMPTION  ■  , 

In  August  1961,  the  gross  consumption  (water  released  into 
the  system  for  consumption)  for  the  entire  system  averaged  209.0 
million  gallons  per  day.    This  is  an  increase  of  2.2%  or  4.4-  million 
gallons  per  day  over  the  August  I960  consumption. 

Storage  in  the  Calaveras,  Crystal  Springs,  San  Andreas,  and 
Pilarcitos  Reservoirs  was  32,293  million  gallons  on  September  19,  1961, 
which  is  6,688  million  gallons  or  17%  less  than  on  the  Scone  date  last 
year.    V/hen  full  these  reservoirs  hold  57 » 702  million  gallons,  so 
that  storage  therein  is  now  56%  of  capacity. 

APPLICATION  FOR  WATER  SUPPLY  FOR  RESALE  PURPOSES 

Negotiations  are  continuing  with  those  communities  v/hich  have 
not  as  yet  submitted  applications  for  contracts  for  water  service 
from  San  Francisco,    These  include  the  Cities  of  Hayward,  Palo  Alto, 
Mountain  View,  Alviso,  Los  Altos  and  Cupertino.    Alviso,  Cupertino 
and  Los  Altos  are  potential  new  customers  who  have  not  been  served 
with  water  previously  from  San  Francisco's  system. 

The  application  for  water  supply  for  resale  purposes  of  the 
Milpitas  County  V/ater  District  has  been  approved  and  executed  on 
behalf  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Negotiations  are  being  carried  on  v;ith  the  Alameda  County 
Water  District  regarding  their  proposed  application  for  water  supply 


for  the  General  Motors  Corporation  plant  and  for  other  areas  in  the 
City  of  Fremont. 

The  City  Council  of  Hayward  has  under  consideration  a  report 
by  their  Water  Department  staff  vi/hich  recommends  contracting  for 
their  supply  from  the  San  Francisco  V/ater  Department. 

WATER  QUALITY  '  ^' 

Six  water  main  flushing  operations  were  completed  within  the 
City  during  the  month  of  August  1961.     Four  of  them  were  to  correct 
local  dirty  water  conditions  and  t\/o  were  to  remove  iron  oxide  from 
the  mains . 

CLAIMS 

On  August  1,  1961  there  were  55  outstanding  claims  for  dam- 
ages that  had  been  filed  b'^  the  Water  Department  against  others 
amounting  to  ^^^6, 097 •65.     During  the  month  of  August  no  new  claims  of 
this  type  were  filed.     There  were  two  claims  amounting  to  S^60.55 
settled  during  the  month,  leaving  51  claims  outstcinding  for  4,»5j 657.28 
on  August  51,  1961. 

During  the  month  of  August  1961,  there  v;ere  11  claims  for 
damages  filed  against  the  Water  Department  by  others  amounting  to 
^556.65.     Seven  claims  amounting  to  ^i>7 9  912.89  were  settled  for 
#1,956.56.     Fifteen  claims  amounting  to  .n.556, 709 .00  were  denied.  On 
August  51,  1961,  there  were  47  claims  of  this  type  outstanding  in 
the  amount  of  '^"'198 , 555 •  1"^,  eleven  less  than  the  58  outstanding  on 
August  1,  amounting  to    762 ,4-20. 58  a  reduction  of  'ii>564,085 . 24  during 
the  month. 

SERVICES  MB  CUSTOMERS 

During  the  month  of  August  1961,  505  water  services  were 
renewed.     Of  this  total  227  were  renewed  on  orders  issued  by  the 
Commercial  Division  and  276  on  orders  issued  by  the  City  Distribution 
Division.     On  August  51,  1961,  there  v/ere  816  incomplete  orders  which 
include  those  issued  in  connection  with  street  renewal  and  contract 
work . 

There  were  556  more  customers  on  August  51 ,  1961  than  on  the 
same  date  in  I960, 

CONSTRUCTION 

One  contract  has  been  certified  but  not  started,  and  six 
completed  since  my  last  report.     Construction  has  been  started  but 
not  completed  on  ei[.ht  contracts,  four  of  them  are  for  cast  iron 
mains,  three  for  miscellaneous  construction  work  and  one  is  the 
annual  paving  contract  for  1961-62. 
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CIVIL  DEFENSE 


The  Departnent's  list  of  emergency  equipment,  materials,  and 
supplies  which  would  be  necessary  to  sustain  the  department  should  a 
state  of  emergency  be  declared  by  the  Mayor  has  been  completed. 
Copies  will  be  forwarded  to  Rear  Admiral  A.  G.  Cook  (Ret.)  Director, 
Disaster  Corps  and  Tlr.  Ben  Benas,  Purchaser  of  Supplies,  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco. 

AGRICULTURAL 

The  Water  Department  has  received  a  check  in  the  amount  of 
S4,660.93  as  the  final  payment  from  the  Walnut  Growers  Association 
for  the  I960  walnut  crop.  A  total  of  ti)$0,4-56.87  has  been  received 
as  the  City's  share,  or  52.51%  of  the  total  for  the  crop. 

CORPORATION  YARD 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  on  September  18,  1961  approved  the 
purchase  of  Parcel  A  in  the  Marine  Base  Area  at  Islais  Creek  for  the 
Department's  City  Distribution  Division  Corporation  Yard. 

SAN  ANTONIO  DAM 

A  professional  services  contract  has  been  entered  into  with 
the  Bechtel  Corporation  who  v/ill  provide  the  basic  engineering 
design,  consulting  service,  and  plans  and  specifications  for  the  San 
Antonio  Dam.     They  have  started  the  preliminary  investigation  prior 
to  preparation  of  the  design.

Commissioner  Fazackerley  declared  that  he  v^s  disenchanted  with  the 
representation  and  statements  by  the  City  Attorney's  Office  before 
the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board. 

Hr,  Holm  replied  by  asking  tiiat'  the -Commission  look  at  the  record  of 
the  City  Attorney's  Office  in  these  cases.    Deputy  City  Attorney 
Frank  Needles  had  represented  the  City  in  seventeen  of  these  cases 
and  the  City  had  been  victorious  in  each  and  every  one.    The  record 
must  speak  for  itself,  and  as  far  as  other  a.'.legations  were  concerned 
he  knew  nothing  about  them  bat  certainly  would  investigate.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  SEPTEMBER  ACTIVITIES 

August  Traffic  Summary; 

Air  traffic  during  August  showed  considerable  gains  over  July  and  also 

over  the  corresponding  month  in  I960  in  all  categories.      The  passenger  total  of 

540,022  was  nearly  II  per  cent  more  than  in  July  and  7*4  per  cent  in  excess  of  the 

August  total  last  year.    The  increase  is  especially  notable  when  compared  with 

domestic  trunkline  traffic  as  a  whole  which,  during  August,  showed  a  gain  of  only 

2*2  per  cent  in  revenue  passenger  miles  as  compared  with  the  corresponding  month  of 

the  previous  year. 

Air  cargo  volumes  and  increases  were:  Mail,  3,244,529  poimds,  up  22.3 
per  cent  over  August  I960;  air  express,  896,783  pounds,  a  gain  of  13.8  per  cent, 
and  the  air  freight  total  of  10,780,412  pounds  was  a  rise  of  18.5  per  cent. 

Aircraft  movements- -landings  and  take-offs— of  all  types  totaled  19,443, 
a  gain  of  1,156,  or  more  than  6  per  cent  over  July.    Scheduled  air  carrier  movements 
totaled  13,308,  of  which  63.24  per  cent  were  jet  operations. 
South  Terminal: 

Airport  management,  the  Manager  of  Utilities,  representatives  of  the 
Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  and  of  Welton  Becket  and  Associates  met  to  review  all 
aspects  of  the  south  terminal  construction  preparatory  to  the  early  resumption  of 
lease  negotiations  with  prospective  airline  tenants. 

Subsequent  to  this  review,  conversations  were  held  with  Pacific  South- 
west Airlines  executives  who  agreed  to  make  a  study  and  advise  us  within  60  days 
as  to  future  operating  plans.    PSA  also  will  submit  plans  for  construction  of  a 
hangar  on  Plot  10  at  an  early  date  for  our  review. 

Conferences  held  with  Western  Airlines  Indicated  an  area  of  agreement; 
however,  WAL  also  is  to  make  a  study  of  future  operational  needs  before  reaching 
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a  definite  decision. 

Management  also  met  in  Los  Angeles  with  Interstate  Hosts,  Inc.  to 
discuss  south  terminal  construction  contracts  and  occupancy  of  new  premises. 
Pier  C  Renovation; 

United  Air  Lines  has  expressed  a  desire  to  have  Pier  C  remodeling  work 
completed  to  coincide  with  the  opening  of  the  south  terminal,  and  the  UAL 
Denver  office  is  to  submit  a  report  on  their  studies  for  this  project  at  an 
early  date.    The  airline  is  to  make  a  reconanendation  to  the  City  on  the  selection 
of  an  architect  of  mutual  concurrence  for  the  work. 
New  Rates  6e  Charges: 

Figures  are  being  developed  in  preparation  for  the  start  of  negotiations 
of  new  rates  and  charges  with  the  airlines  for  the  next  5-year  period  beginning 
September  1,  1962,    The  Accounting  Division  was  requested  to  develop  pertinent 
data  including  a  list  of  capital  expenditures  out  of  operating  funds. 
Cargo  Space: 

A  number  of  requests  from  present  and  prospective  tenants  have  been 
received  in  recent  weeks  pertaining  to  cargo  space.    This  points  up  the  need  for 
reviewing  plans  for  a  possible  fourth  cargo  building. 
Air  tfeivigation  Obstructions: 

Through  cooperation  of  the  Airport  Technical  Planning  Advisory  Committee, 
copies  of  FAA  Regulation  626,  pertaining  to  notification  as  to  plans  for  construc- 
tion of  structures  which  might  be  adverse  to  air  navigation,  are  to  be  distributed 
to  planning  commissions  of  consnunities  adjacent  to  SFIA,  and  also  sent  to  the

Airport  management, ably  assisted  by  Oral  ^k>ore,  head  of 
the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  reported  on  developments  at  the  Airport  during 
the  last  12  months,  and  gave  a  projection  of  plans  for  the  future. 
NAL  Jet  Service; 

National  Airlines,  on  Sunday,  September  24,  Inaugurated  its  first  pure 
jet  service  between  San  Francisco  and  the  Southeastern  states. 
Delta  Air  Lines; 

Arrangements  are  complete  for  the  inauguration  of  service  by  Delta  Air 
Lines  between  San  Francisco  and  the  Southeastern  states  on  October  15. 
Open  tfouse ; 

With  the  cooperation  of  airlines  operating  from  SFIA,  Airport  Management 
is  planning  an  "Open  House"  on  Saturday,  October  14,  from  11  A.M.  to  5  P.M.  Due 
to  "Operation  Skyshleld,"  an  Air  Force  air  defense  exercise,  all  civilian  flights 
will  be  grounded  in  the  United  States  from  9  A.M.  to  9  P.M.  (Pacific  Standard  Time).

Mr.  Kirkwood  then  stated  he  attended  a  meeting  of  the  San  Mateo-San 
Francisco  Mutual  Problems  Committee  at  noon  on  October  9,  1961,  at 
which  the  possibility  of  San  Francisco's  participation  through  an 
appropriation  for  a  study  of  possible  solutions  of  the  dirt  haul 
problem  on  the  Peninsula  was  discussed.    No  direct  action  was  taken. 
The  Mutual  Problems  Comraittee  suggested  the  appointment  of  a  committee 
to  work  with  the  Technical  Committee  at  the  Airport  in  reaching  a 
solution. 

At  this  point,  Commissioner  Fasackerley  reported  on  the  meeting  held 
in  San  Bruno  attended  by  himself,  Mr.  Kirb^rood,  Chief  Administrative 
Officer  Sherman  P.  Duckel,  the  San  Bruno  City  Council,  the  Chairman 
of  the  San  Mateo-San  Francisco  Mutual  Problems  Committee,  the 
Supervisors  of  San  Mateo  County,  the  Road  Commissioners  of  San  Mateo 
County,  along  wi4ih  mayors  and  councilmen  of  the  adjoining  cities. 
The  meeting  was  called  for  the  purpose  of  expediting  the  constniction 
of  State  Highway  Route  229,  an  east-west  freeway  from  Pacifica  to  the 
Bay  Shore  Boulevard.  'Dhe  construction  of  this  freeway  is  necessary  to 
the  community  interests  and  the  economic  welfare  of  the  San  Francisco 
International  Airport. 

It  wa^s  the  request  of  the  Commission  that  a  resolution  be  prepared 
for  presentation  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  asking  for  official 
declaration  as  to  policy  by  the  City  and  County  of  ^^an  Francisco, 
v;hich  policy  would  endorse  the  construction  of  Route  229* 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  also  reported  on  an  informal  meeting  held 
with  Mr.  John  Dregge,  Director  of  the  Office  of  Cormuunity  Relations, 
Civil  Aeronautics  Board.    Mr.  Dregge  had  been  sent  here  to  meet  with 
Ortkland  Airport  officials  and  airlines  to  seek  a  way  if  possible  to 
avoid  costly  and  time-consuming  litigation  relative  to  Oakland's 
ir.iadequacy  of  service  complaint.     Out  of  several  open  and  closed 
meetings  held  with  these  groups  came  the  suggestion  a  comittee  should 
be  formed  to  develop  statistics  relative  to  origin  and  destination 
of  passenger  traffic  in  and  out  of  the  Bay  Area,  and  this  idea  was 
endorsed  by  Mr,  Dregge.     It  was  suggested  that  San  Francisco 
participate  in  this  committee  which  would  be  made  up  of  one  represen- 
•:ative  each  from  the  Port  of  Oakland  and  the  airlines 5  and  v^arren 
■Burke  of  the  United  Air  'Idnes  agreed  to  be  chairman  of  the  proposed 
committee. 

After  lengthy  discussion  in  which  Commissioner  White  expressed 
opposition  to  participation  in  any  of  these  discussions  with  the 
Civil  Aeronautics  Board,  and  in  which  Colnmissioner  Stack  polluted  out 
the  primary  concern  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  was  with  air 
traffic  safety  and  indicated  the  need  for  an  aggressive  approach  to 
defeat  this  attempted  "grab"  by  Oakland,  Commissioner  Fazackerley 
indicated  that  there  was  no  formal  request  before  the  Commission. 
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He  did  state,  however,  that  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  is  trying  to 
find  an  amicalDle  solution  to  the  problem  and  had  sent  its  Community 
Relations  Director,  the  creation  of  which  office  San  Francisco  had

Water  CoMitigns 

At  the  present  time  Lake  Lloyd  and  Lake  Eleanor  are  empty  for  all  practical 
purposes.    There  is  less  than  88,000  acre-feet  of  water  in  Hetch  Hetchy  (ZkAi  of 
capacity)*    Power  generation  at  Cherry  Powerhouse  ceased  on  September  5?  196l,  due 
to  lack  of  water  in  Lake  Lloyd  Reservoir.    Moccasin  Powerhouse  is  being  operated 
at  approximately  50i  of  capacity.    Of  the  approximate  350  cubic  feet  per  second 
passing  through  Moccasin  Powerhouse,  250  cubic  feet  per  second  are  being  diverted 
to  San  Francisco  through  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  which  is  being  operated  to  its 
full  capacity. 

The  water  situation  has  become  extremely  serious,  but  there  is  sufficient  water  to 
maintain  full  flow  in  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  this  Winter.    A  close  watch  will  be 
maintained  on  the  storage  conditions  during  the  coming  months  and  full  power 
generation  will  be  resumed  as  soon  as  possible. 

Power  Production 

Due  to  the  fact  that  Lake  Lloyd  was  draxm  down  to  minimum  pool  during  the  month  of 
August,  there  was  no  generation  at  Cherry  Powerhouse  during  the  month  of  September, 
except  for  535,000  kilowatthours  generated  during  the  shutdovm  operation  on 
September  1,  1961,  and  the  draining  of  the  tunnel  and  penstock  on  September  5« 
Moccasin  Powerhouse  was  operated  at  approximately  50^  of  normal  capacity  during 
September,  in  order  to  conserve  storage  in  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir,  resulting  in 
generation  for  the  month  of  21.9  million  kilowatthours. 

Supplementary  energy  purchase  made  necessary  by  the  curtailment  of  project 
generation  during  September  was  76.5  million  kilowatthours,  for  an  estimated  cost 
of  $521,000. 


Tuolumne  County  Taxes  " 

Tuolumne  County  has  filed  suit  again  this  year  to  have  the  order  of  the  State 
Board  of  Equalization  reducing  the  assessment  by  Tuolumne  County  of  the  City's 
water  rights  from  $9,819,000  to  $2,3^5,000  set  aside  and  allowing  the  full 
assessment.    Trial  has  been  set  for  October  27,  1961,  in  the  Superior  Court  of 
Calaveras  County,  in  wliich  Tuolumne  County  x-dll  be  the  plaintiff,  the  State  Board 
of  Equalization  -will  be  the  Defendant,  and  the  City  mil  appear  as  the  real  party 
in  interest.

Onager  of  Utilitj.es  Calendar  Items: 

Mr.  Kirkwood  reported  that  during  Operation  Sky  Shield  on  Saturday. 
October  14,  1961,  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  held  open 
house.    The  attendance  was  in  excess  of  70,000  persons.     He  compli- 
mented Ben  Graines,  Assistant  Director  of  Public  Service,  and  the  air 
lines  on  a  public  relations  job  well  done. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  then  introduced  Miss  Joyce  Jansen,  Assistant  Director 
of  Public  Service,  who  has  accepted  a  temporary  appointment  and  has 
been  assigned  to  the  Municipal  Railway. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  that  during  the  week  he  met  with  the  Police 
Department  and  the  staff  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  v/nich  meetings 
were  also  attended  by  Mr.  Thomas  W.  MoGrath  and  Mr.  Edward  Coleman 
of  the  carmen's  unions,  regarding  the  problem  of  hoodlumism  and 
vandalism  on  the  Municipal  Railway.    The  Railway  has  received 
excellent  cooperation  from  the  Police  on  this  problem.    The  Police 
effort  is  to  be  a  continuing  rather  than  a  sporadic  effort. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  then  reported  the  ordinance  before  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  requiring  a  report  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
on  the  estimated  cost  of  bond  issue,  exempted  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission.     It  was  pointed  out  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  is 
already  required  to  submit  such  a  report  to  the  -Board  of  Supervisors. 

At  this  point  Commissioner  Fazackerley  commented  on  a  letter  received 
from  Mr.  JohnW.  Dregge,  Director,  Community  and  Congrescional 
Relations,  Civil  Aeronautics  Board,  thanking  him  and  the  staff  for 
the  courtesies  shown  on  Mr.  Dregge *s  visit  to  San  Francisco.  Mr. 
Dregge  also  asked  our  position  in  regard  to  the  recommended  committee 
for  the  study  of  the  Oalcland  airport  position.  Commissioner 
Fazackerley  indicajed  he  would  reply  to  the  letter  and  request  Mr. 
Dregge  to  forward  a  specific  proposal  as  to  the  charge  of  the  com- 
mittee, the  make-up  of  the  committee,  the  method  of  financing,  etc. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  then  introduced  the  proposed  reconstruction  of  Pier  0 
at  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  for  which  $1,200,000  has  been 
budgeted.     He  stated  that  United  Air  Lines  wished  to  add  on  to  the 
end  of  the  pier,  similar  to  Pier  B,  and  provide  a  second  floor  land- 
ing for  jets,  and  also  construct  third  floor  offices.    He  indicated 
United  Air  Lines  wished  to  engage  architects  Wurster,  Bernard!  and 
Emmons,  and  Leo  A.Daly,  in  a  joint  venture,  stating  it  was  the 
recommendation  of  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  and  -^^irport 
Management  that  these  architects  be  engaged,  at  the  usual  standard 
architectural  fees,  for  preparation  of  plans  for  reconstruction  of 
Pier  C. 

Upon  motion  by  Commissioner  Fazackerley,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Hansen,  management  was  authorized  to  conduct  negotiations  with 
Wurster,  Bernard!  and  Emmons,  and  Leo  A.D£sly.,      joint  venttjre,  leading 
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to  a  contract  for  preparation  of  plans  for  remodeling  Pier  C  at  San 
Francisco  International  Airport. 

City  Attorney  Dion  R.  Holm  appeared  to  report  on  the  status  of  the 
bids  submitted  to  the  Purchaser  of  bupplies  by  Allis-Chalmers  and 
the  Pelton  Division,  Baldwin-Lima -Hamilton  Corporation,  for  turbine 
eq.uipment  for  the  Canyon-Cherry  Power  Project. 

Mr.  Holm  reported  that  it  was  going  to  be  his  recommendation  to  the 
Purchaser  that  all  bids  ie  rejected.    He  explained  to  the  Coimnissio:"* 
the  reasons  for  reaching  his  conclusion. 

Members  of  the  Commission  expressed  concern  as  to  the  effect  of  the 
previous  recommendation  of  the  City  Attorney's  Office  and  the 
possible  effect  that  opinion  might  have  on  any  litigation  brought  by 
the  two  companies  involved. 

Mr.  Holm  pointed  out  that  if  the  award  to  Pelton  were  made>  in  his 
opinion  certainly  the  unsuccessful  bidder  would  bring  action,  which 
would  delay  the  construction  for  perhaps  tv7o  years;  and  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  delay  in  putting  the  powerhouse  into  operation  would 
cost  the  City  $100,000  per  month,  the  course  rccomjnGnded  by  him 
seemed  appropriate. 

Upon  questioning  by  Commissioner  Stack  as  to  the  possibility  of 
getting  an  early  settlement  of  litigation  by  requesting  the  Supreme 
Court  to  entertain  the  matter,  Mr.  Holm  stated  that  this  might 
possibly  be  done,  but  he  felt  the  Supreme  Court  had  a  crowded 
calendar  and  might  not  consider  this  case  of  sufficient  import  to 
give  it  preferential  treatment. 

The  Commission  inquired  as  to  the  possibility  that,  if  the  Purchaser 
rejects  both  bids,  both  sides  might  sue.     Mr.  Holm  replied  that  the 
City  always  reserves  rights  to  reject  all  bids  and  that  in  his 
opinion  such  action  would  be  frivolous. 

Upon  motion  by  Commissioner  Pazackerley,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
^hite,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  moved  on  the  basis  of  the 
City  Attorney's  opinion  that  the  Purchaser  of  i^upplies  be  informed 
that  the  Commission  concurred  with  the  proposal  to  reject  all  bids 
and  to  readvertise  for  turbine  equipment  for  the  Cany on -Cherry 
Project •

The  Rosary  Crusade  Rally  was  conducted  at  Golden  Gate  Park  from 
1  p.m.  to  2:l5  p.i^.  Saturday,  October  7. 

Advance  Information  of  a  very  large  anticipated  attendance 
indicated  the  necessity  for  thorough  preparation.     That  was  done 
through  a  series  of  meetings  with  church  representatives  and  with 
representatives  of  other  City  departments  —  particularly  the  police. 
Additionally,  plans  were  carefully  developed  by  Railway  management 
and  staff  in  arranging  for  transit  service. 

A  drawing  of  extra  service  routes  for  the  rally  was  prepared 
and  carried  in  the  newspapers.     Included  were  lines  3^^  31>  5*  72, 
N,  28,  and  l8  with  direct  service  to  the  vicinity  of  the  rally 
and  supplemented  by  shuttle  service  on  lines  5,  72,  and  l8.  Extra 
service  was  also  provided  on  lines  33,       »  22  and  10  which  connected 
with  the  lines  above  listed.    Extra  buses  were  also  provided  to  meet 
S,  P.  trains.  ;     v  il^:  vi.;.  r'-.. 

Over  and  above  regular  Saturday  schedules  on  these  lines,  193 
extra  coaches  and  11  extra  streetcars  were  used  in  pre-rally  service 
for  a  total  of  2014-     In  post-rally  service  270  units  were  assigned. 
Tliirty-two  collectors  x^ere  assigned  to  heavy  loading  points  to 
assist  in  loading  at  the  rear  doors  of  cars  and  coaches. 

Tallies  indicated  that  l8,000  persons  were  carried  by  Muni  cars 
and  buses  to  the  rally.     This  checks  quite  closely  with  the  additional 
revenue  for  October  7  as  compared  with  a  normal  Saturday.     That  source 
indicated  about  37^000  additional  fares  for  the  day.

WATER  SALES; 

Collections  from  the  sale  of  water  for  the  first  sixteen 
days  of  October  1961  were  ^9^9,^68. 05,  which  is  '4^167,323,37 
(21.4-%)  more  than  for  the  similar  period  in  I960.     For  the  fiscal 
year  through  October  16,  1961  collections  amounted  to 
S5,683,780o37  an  increase  of  4^358,300.83  or  6.7%  above  last  fiscal 
year  through  October  17 • 

CONSUl^PTION : 

In  September  1961,  the  gross  consumption  (water  released 
into  the  system  for  consumption)  for  the  entire  system  averaged 
199.1  million  gallons  per  day.     This  is  an  increase  of  4.4%  or 
8,3  million  gallons  per  day  over  the  September  I960  consumption. 

Storage  in  the  Calaveras,  Crystal  Springs,  San  Andreas 
and  Pilarcitos  Reservoirs  vjas  31,168  million  gallons  on  October  17, 
1961,  which  is  7,205  million  gallons  or  19%  less  than  on  the  same 
date  last  year.     When  full  these  reservoirs  hold  57,702  million  .. 
gallons,  so  that  storage  therein  is  now  5^%  of  capacity. 

APPLICATIOI^^  FOR  WATER  SUPPLY  FOR  RESALE  PURPOSES: 

City  of  Hayward.     Since  my    report  of  September  26,  two 
conferences  were  held  with  officials  of  the  City  of  Hayward 
resulting  in  their  request  that  they  be  furnished  twelve  copies 
of  our  form  of  Application  and  certain  exhibits  which  will  be 
used  by  the  City  of  Hayward  staff  in  presenting  the  matter  to 
their  Council  within  the  next  two  weeks.     An  attempt  will  be  made 
to  develop  a  conference  in  the  office  of  the  General  Manager  in 
the  near  future  with  members  of  the  Hayward  Council 

City  of  Palo  Alto.     Santa  Clara  County  officials  are 
conducting  a  series  of  talks  on  a  master  plan  for  the  development 
of  all  sources  of  water  available  to  the  County.     Palo  Alto  is 
waiting  for  conclusion  of  these  talks  in  the  hope  that  it  may 
clarify  their  position  relative  to  entering  into  a  contract  with 
the  City  of  San  Francisco  for  their  water  supply. 


Alameda  County  Water  District.     The  Alameda  County  V/ater 
District  has  indicated  by"~letter  a'^^desire  to  enter  into  a  contract 
for  v/ater  service  predicated  upon  a  scheduled  quantity  delivery  to 
an  area  in  the  vicinity  of  Warm  Springs  at  the  southern  end  of  the 
District,  the  General  Motors  plant  site  of  about  2^^0  acres  and 
another  area  of  about  90  acres  in  addition  to  the  area  included 
in  the  existing  contract  with  the  District. 


WATER  Q.UALITY: 

Three  water  main  flushing  operations  were  completed  within 
the  City  during  the  month  of  September  1961,  all  of  which  were  to 
correct  local  dirty  water  conditions. 

CLAIMS: 

On  September  1,  1961  there  were  31  outstanding  claims  for 
damages  that  had  been  filed  bf  the  Water  Department  against  others 
amounting  to  S 5 963?. 28.     During  the  month  of  September  no  new 
claims  of  this  tjrpe  were  filed  and  no  claims  settled. 

During  the  month  of  September  1961,  there  were  15  claims 
for  damages  filed  against  the  Water  Department  by  others  amount- 
ing to  ii>155» 789.

SERVICES  AI^D  CUSTOMERS : 

During  the  month  of  September  1961,  216  water  services 
were  renev/ed.     Of  this  total  14-7  were  renewed  on  orders  issued  by 
the  Commercial  Division  and  69  on  orders  issued  by  the  City 
Distribution  Division.     On  September  30,  1961,  there  were  869 
incomplete  orders  which  include  those  issued  in  connection  v/ith 
street  renewal  and  contract  work.

The  actual  closing  of  Sawyer  Camp  Road  between  the  hours 
of  7:00  P.M.  and  7:00  A.M.  started  at  7:00  P.M.,  Tuesday,  October 
17 «     The  closing  of  this  road  during  night  hours  will  substan- 
tially improve  the  control  of  possible  pollution  and  contamination 
on  this  watershed,  and  represents  a  successful  conclusion  of  years 
of  effort  toward  this  goal. 

RADIOACTIVITY: 

San  Francisco  has  been  selected  by  the  Radiological 
Division  of  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service  as  one  of 
twelve  cities  in  the  United  States  to  participate  in  the 
radiological  check  of  their  water  supplies.     Composite  samples 
of  San  Francisco's  water  supply  will  be  periodically  forwarded 
to  the  regional  radiological  laboratory  at  Las  Vegas  for  analysis. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  an  appropriation  for 
purchase  of  110  radioactivity  monitors.     Application  to  the 
United  States  government  for  the  matching  funds  to  complete  this 
purchase  is  being  made..

Passenger  volume  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  during  September 
totaled  487,087  persons,  an  increase  of  5.5  per  cent  over  the  corresponding  month 
of  1960.    This  gain  is  especially  worthy  of  note  as  it  was  registered  in  a  period 
which  saw  only  a  minute  increase  of  .04  per  cent  in  revenue  passenger  miles  on 
domestic  trunkline  carriers. 

Mail  transported  by  air  totaled  5,027,740  pounds,  a  gain  of  25.1  per 
cent  over  September  last  year;  air  express  amounted  to  844,354  pounds,  a  drop  of 
1  per  cent,  and  air  freight  totaled  11,105,385  pounds,  an  increase  of  13.2  per  cent. 

Aircraft  movements— landings  and  take-of fs--by  scheduled  carriers 
numbered  12,469,  a  gain  of  3,4  per  cent,  and  of  the  total,  62.81  per  cent  were 
jet  operations. 

Total  movements,  including  scheduled  carriers,  other  civil  and  military 
aircraft  totaled  18,314.    Although  this  was  nearly  2  per  cent  less  than  in  Sep- 
tember 1960,  the  slight  decline  principally  is  attributable  to  fewer  itinerant 
aircraft  using  the  airport.

Through  the  ^futual  Problems  Committee,  Airport  management  has  made  in- 
quiry to  the  Bay  Area  Air  Pollution  Control  District  as  to  limitations  on  agricul- 
tural burning  which  might  affect  aviation  operations  under  certain  climatic 
conditions. 
Service  Permits; 

Agreement  was  reached  with  air  carriers  on  the  need  for  some  procedure 
for  issuing  permits  to  firms  providing  essential  services  on  the  apron  areas. 
Oil  Storage; 

Richfield  Oil  Company  has  requested  space  for  the  installation  of  a 
satellite  fuel  storage  facility  and  a  study  is  being  made  to  determine  what  areas 
are  available  for  this  use« 
VIP  Visitors; 

Interest  in  SFIA  operations  and  facilities  appears  to  be  consistently

Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  that  this  problem  of  extensions  of  time  to 
contractors  in  the  performance  of  constmction  contracts  was 
primarily  brought  up  by  Oomraissioner  White,  and  that  0.  L.  Moore,

HETCH  HETGHY  PROJECT 
Vfater  Conditions 

Lake  Lloyd  and  Lake  Eleanor  Reservoirs  are  empty  at  the  present  time  and  Hetch  Hetchy 
Reservoir  has  less  than  68,000  acre  feet  in  storage.    The  City  now  has  in  storage  in 
its  mountain  reservoirs  less  than  ll^^o  of  capacity.    Moccasin  Powerhouse  is  being 
operated  on  a  draft  only  slightly  in  excess  of  the  250  cubic  feet  per  second  flow 
through  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct, 

Because  of  the  low  powerhouse  draft,  emergency  temporary  modifications  were  made  at 
Red  Mountain  Bar  wasteway  in  order  to  maintain  maximum  flow  through  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Aqueduct, 

Power  Production 

Generation  at  Moccasin  Powerhouse  during  the  month  of  October  was  22,7  riiillion 
kilowatthours ,  or  50/^  of  normal  capability.    In  order  to  further  conserve  the  City's 
domestic  water  supply  in  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  during  November,  the  power  draft  at 
Moccasin  Powerhouse  has  been  further  reduced  from  350  cubic  feet  per  second  to  275 
cubic  feet  per  second. 

Cherry  Powerhouse  was  shut  doi-jn  throughout  the  month  of  October  due  to  lack  of 
sufficient  water  in  Lake  Lloyd, 

Supplemental  energy  purchase  during  October  was  approximately  75  million  kilowatt- 
hours.    The  increased  demand  resulted  from  the  continuing  water  shortage,  which 
curtailed  both  project  generation  and  generation  by  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation 
Districts  on  their  own  systems, 
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Agreement  -with  Irrigation  Distripts  for  Loss  of  Generation 

The  agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts 
which  was  approved  by  the  Commission  on  September  26,  1961,  was  approved  and  signed 
by  both  Districts  on  October  23?  196l.    Tliis  agreement  provides  a  formula  for 
compensation  to  Districts-  on  account  of  generation  lost  at  their  Don  Pedro  povjer 
plant  as  a  result  of  the  City  holding  Districts'  water  in  its  reservoirs  during  the 
period  from  April  10,  196l,  to  October  31>  1961,  inclusive. 

Cherry  Powerhouse 

During  the  shutdown  of  Cherry  Powerhouse,  Allis- Chalmers  Manufacturing  Company  is 
performing  corrective  work  on  the  generators. 

Work  has  commenced  on  installation  of  a  guard  valve  in  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  drain 
line* 

On  November  2,  196l,  one  bid  in  the  amount  of  $6,888  was  received  for  alterations  to 
the  Cherry  Powerhouse  wheel  pit  gratings  and  the  cooling  water  supply.    Award  was 
made  to  Chas.  I.  Cunningham. 

Inspection  of  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  and  Penstock 

An  inspection  of  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  and  Penstock  was  made  on  October  10  and  11 
to  take  advantage  of  the  shutdown  of  Cherry  Powerhouse.    The  tunnel  was  found  to  be 
in  good  condition.    Some  areas  of  the  coal-tar  enamel  lining  in  the  penstock  have 
failed  and  vjill  have  to  be  repaired  or  patched. 
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CAITON  POl/JER  PROJECT 

Access  Road  to  Canyon  Power  Tunnel 

Work  on  the  access  road  to  the  upstream  adit  of  the  Canyon  Pox^er  Tunnel  is  now 
approximately  75^  complete,  and  the  Contractor  has  started  preliminary  work  on  the 
bridge  across  the  Tuolumne  River, 

Canyon  Penstock  Excavation 

The  contract  was  certified  by  the  Controller  on  October  12,  1961,  to  A,  Turrin  and 
Sons  for  $213, 875,    Work  has  comm.enced  on  preparation  for  actual  excavation. 

Canyon  Power  Tunnel  ^ 

On  November  9,  1961,  ten  bids  were  received  for  construction  of  the  ten-iTiile  Canyon 
Power  Tunnel  between  O'Shaughnessy  Dam  and  Early  Intake.    The  bids,  which  range 
from  a  low  of  $11,169,895  to  a  high  of  $15,620,718,  are  now  under  review. 

AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 
South  Terminal  Buildinp: 

Driving  of  foundation  piles  for  the  new  South  Terminal  Building  has  been  completed. 
The  building  contractor  is  now  pouring  foundation  beams,  pile  caps  and  walls. 

Extension  of  Runway  10R-28L 

The  Contractor  is  hauling  fill  on  a  three-shift  basis  at  a  rate  of  approximately 
28,000  tons  per  day.    Placement  of  rip  rap  on  the  slopes  of  the  fill  is  about  50/^ 
complete. 

Pavement  and  Drainage  for  Road  R-2 

The  Contractor  is  placing  base  rock,  backfilling  trenches  and  installing  manholes. 
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North  Ticket  Counter  and  Offices 

Work  on  the  north  ticket  counter  and  offices  on  the  ground  floor  of  Pier  B  has 
been  completed.  - 

Alterations  and  Gate  Room  Additions  to  Pier  E 

The  Contractor  has  poured  concrete  footings  and  slab  and  has  commenced  removal  of 
partitions  and  doors-    Vfork  has  also  started  on  the  concrete  block  wall. 

Water  Main  Extension 

Following  re-advertising,  five  bids  were  received  on  October  19 >  196l,  for  extension 
of  the  2^-inc^  water  main..    Low  bidder  was  V/ater  Works  Construction  Company  of 
Palo  Alto  at  $107,1075  high  bid  was  $132,170. 

Elevated  Roadway 

Engineering  design  is  progressing  on  the  proposed  elevated  roadway  for  serving  the 
terminal  area.    A  meeting  was  held  with  Airport  Management  relative  to  the  use  of 
space  underneath  the  elevated  roadway. 

Acoustical  Barrier 

Plans  for  the  sound  barrier  at  the  end  of  Runway  1R-.19L  were  submitted  to  the 
Art  Commission  for  approval.  ■ 

Surplus  Airport  Property 

The  City  Attorney* s  Office  has  furnished  the  Bureau  a  copy  of  Final  Order  for 
Condemnation J  San  Mateo  County  Superior  Court  Action  No.  93305?  by  which  the 
City  of  Millbrae  acquired  in  fee  simple  a  2.91-a.cre  parcel  of  surplus  Airport 
property.    The  original  cost  of  the  parcel,  acquired  in  19-^6,  was  $2,292.  The 
City  of  Millbrae  paid  $26,880  for  said  parcel  and  plans  to  use  it  for  a  corporation 
yard.

DATA  PROCESSING  AND  REPRODUCING  EQUIPMENT; 

A  Univac  Computer  has  recently  been  delivered  to  the 
Municipal  Railway  in  accordance  with  budget  provisions  of  the 
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current  fiscal  year*     Steps  are  in  progress  to  improve 
scheduling  procedures  through  this  installation.     It  will 
provide  a  practical  means  to  supply  a  time  entry  for  each 
time  point  for  guidance  of  operators  as  well  as  for  the 
guidance  of  clerks  giving  out  information  by  telephone » 

A  Multilith  has  also  been  similarly  delivered  and  will 
permit  a  major  improvement  in  the  duplication  of  schedule  and 
other  material.     It  will  proiluce  copies  that  will  not  fade  at 
lower  cost.     It  is  a  necessary  part  of  the  improved  schedule 
mechanization  process. 

Additionally,  data  processing  procedures  have  been 
expanded  in  the  Accounting  Department,     This  includes  a  major 
improvement  in  the  efficiency  in  the  handling  of  Stores 
inventories. 

FORT  FUNSTON;

HALL  OF  JUSTICE; 

In  previous  discussions  as  to  transit  service  to  the  new 
Hall  of  Justice,  Railway  management  indicated  that  "owl" 
service  could  be  provided  to  6th  &  Bryant  with  no  additional 
bus  hours  being  involved* 
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Schedules  effective  November  20  will  designate  the  "owl" 
coach  from  line  No.  31  to  operate  via  Turk,  Mason,  Market 
and  5th  so  as  to  pass  the  old  Mint  Building  -  (that  being  the 
terminal  for  line  No,  2^  which  regularly  serves  the  Hall  of 
Justice  at  other  hours).

Collections  from  the  sp.le  of  water  for  the  first  tvjenty 
days  of  November  1961  were  Si ,052 , 903 ^09  which  is  S48, 15^.22 
(4,8%)  more  than  for  the  similar  period  in  I960.     For  the  fiscal 
year  through  November  20,  1961  collections  am-ounted  to

In  October  1961,  the  gross  consumption  (water  released 
into  the  system  for  consumption)  for  the  entire  system  averaged 
176.6  million  gallons  per  day.

Passenger  volume  through  San  Francisco  International  Airport  during 
October  totaled  463,228  persons,  an  Increase  of  4.8  per  cent  over  the  corres- 
ponding month  of  the  previous  year.    This  marked  the  third  consecutive  month 
during  which  passenger  gains  were  registered  over  the  preceding  year,  and  also 
the  third  consecutive  month  during  which  these  gains  were  substantially  more  than 
the  passenger  Increases  reported  by  the  domestic  trunkllne  carriers.    For  October 
the  domestic  trunkllnes  reported  an  Increase  of  only  2.5  per  cent  in  passengers 
carried.

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT  ■ 
Water  Conditions 

At  the  present  time,  precipitation  in  the  mountain  watershed  is  approximately  normal. 
Precipitation  and  runoff  reports  will  be  studied  closely  in  order  to  determine  when 
power  production  may  be  increased  at  Moccasin  Powerhouse  and  resumed  at  Cherry 
Powerhouse.    The  total  amount  of  water  presently  in  storage  in  the  mountain  reservoirs 
is  approximately  10  per  cent  of  capacity. 

Power  Production 

Continuing  the  program  of  conserving  the  City's  domestic  water  supply  in  Hetch  Hetchy 
Reservoir,  the  power  draft  at  Moccasin  Powerhouse  was  reduced  during  the  month  of 
November  to  a  rate  sufficient  to  maintain  required  flow  in  the  aqueduct  to  San 
Francisco,  and  to  supply  about  20  cubic  feet  per  second  to  the  State  Fish  Hatchery  at 
Moccasin.    Generation  at  Moccasin  Powerhouse  during  the  month  was  17,850,000  kilowatt- 
hours,  or  klfo  of  normal  capability. 

Following  the  completion  of  corrective  work  performed  by  the  Allis-Chalmers  Manufactur- 
ing Company  on  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  generators,  consisting  principally  of  replacement 
of  cooling  fans  on  the  generator  rotors.  Units  No.  2  and  No.  1  were  given  a  heat  run 
test  on  November  17  and  November  19$  respectively.    Energy  generation  resulting  from 
this  operation  amounted  to  921,000  kilowatthours .    The  units  were  then  shut  down 
awaiting  the  buildup  of  sufficient  storage  in  Lake  Lloyd  to  justify  resumption  of 
scheduled  operation. 

Supplemental  energy  purchase  during  November  was  approximately  7^  million  kilowatt- 
hours. 
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Cherry  Powerhouse 

Supplemental  acceptance  tests  were  performed  by  Allis-Chalriiers  on  the  generators  at 
Cherry  Powerhouse,  based  on  the  incorporation  of  new  rotor  fan  assemblies  to  replace 
the  original  fan  design  which  proved  to  be  structurally  inadequate.  Preliminary 
review  of  the  test  results  seems  to  substantiate  the  effectiveness  of  the  new  fans 
in  cooling  the  generators. 

Work  is  continuing  on  installation  of  the  guard  valve  in  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  drain 
line. 

Under  the  contract  for  alterations  to  the  wheel  pit  gratings  and  cooling  water  supply, 
the  Contractor  is  fabricating  material. 

Moccasin  Automotive  Shop 

Two  bids  were  received  on  November  30,  I96I  for  the  addition  to  the  automotive  shop 
at  Moccasin.    Low  bid  was  $38,994  with  the  second  bid  at  $41, 502 •    Award  of  contract 
has  been  made  to  Roy  Madsen  Construction  Company,  San  Francisco,  the  lov7  bidder, 

Tuolumne  County  Taxes 

The  first  installment  of  taxes  for  I96I-62  assessed  by  Tuolumne  County  upon  the 
City's  water  rights  in  the  amount  of  $288,488,93  has  been  paid  under  protest*  The 
Tuolumne  County  Assessor  has  refused  to  comply  with  the  order  of  the  State  Board  of 
Equalization  reducing  the  assessment  of  the  City's  water  rights  from  $9,819,000  to 
$2, 345 > 000,  and  Tuolumne  County  has  filed  suit  to  have  the  State  Board's  order  set 
aside.    The  City  will  follow  its  payment  under  protest  vri-th  a  suit  contending  that 
none  of  the  City's  water  rights  in  Tuolumne  County  is  taxable  and  demanding  a  refund 
of  all  taxes  paid  under  protest. 

Similar  suits  are  now  pending  in  the  courts  relative  to  the  I96O-6I  assessment  by 
Tuolumne  County  of  the  City's  water  rights. 


CATON  POWER  PROJECT 

Access  Road  to  Upstream  Adit  Canyon  Power  Tunnel 

Work  on  this  access  road  is  approximately  85^  complete,  and  the  Contractor  is  now 
decking  the  bridge  across  the  Tuolumne  River, 

Canyon  Penstock  Excavation 

The  Contractor  has  started  excavation  work  and  is  hauling  excavated  material  to  the 
spoil  area. 

Canyon  Power  Tunnel 

Pending  review  by  the  Controller's  office  of  the  matter  of  certifying  the  low  bid 
for  constmction  of  the  Canyon  Power  Tunnel,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  been 
requested  to  extend  the  time  limit  on  award  two  weeks. 

Canyon  Turbines 

After  re-advertising,  bids  were  received  on  December  4,  for  furnishing  the  turbines 
for  Canyon  Powerhouse,    Two  bids  were  submitted  by  Pelton  in  the  amounts  of 
$1,237,036  and  $1,337,036,  respectively*    The  other  bid  was  submitted  by  Allis-Chalmers 
in  the  amount  of  $1, 308, 555«    The  bids  are  under  review. 

AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 
South  Terminal  Building 

Installation  of  the  underground  waste  and  sewer  lines  has  been  completed,  and  all 
underground  work  within  the  confines  of  poured  concrete  is  completed.    The  pouring 
of  concrete  slabs,  girders,  and  beams  in  crawl  space  is  continuing,  and  the  pouring 
of  the  low  level  beams  and  girders  has  started. 

Extension  of  Runway  10R-28L 

Work  has  stopped  due  to  inclement  weather.    Contractor  will  complete  all  work  in 
approximately  two  weeks  after  fill  dries.

Pavement  and  Drainage  for  Road  R'-2 

Work  is  approximately  98^  complete  on  the  road.    Work  was  slowed  due  to  inclement 
weather.    Drain  line  is  now  complete. 

Alterations  and  Gate  Room  Additions  to  Pier  E 

Contractor  has  completed  all  demolition  necessary  for  revision  of  existing  Pier  E 
and  the  masonry,  roofing  and  roughing-in  of  interior  partitions. 

Water  Main  Extension 

The  Contractor  has  comraenced  fabrication  of  pipe  for  extension  of  the  2^-inch  water 
main. 

Elevated  Roadway  .  - 

A  traffic  circulation  plan  around  the  Central  and  South  Terminals,  and  a  large  scale 
drawing  showing  the  areas  available  for  lease  underneath  the  proposed  elevated 
roadway,  were  prepared  and  submitted  to  Airport  Management  to  aid  in  negotiations 
and  discussions  with  potential  tenants. 

Acoustical  Barrier 

Due  to  adverse  foundation  conditions  revealed  by  recently  completed  soil  borings,  it 
has  been  necessary  to  revise  the  structural  framing  of  the  barrier  from  a  cantilever 
pole- type  structure  to  an  A-frame  supported  on  spread  footings.    A  sketch  of  the 
revised  design  has  been  sent  to  Airport  Management  for  review  and  comment  prior  to 
resubmission  to  the  Art  Commission  for  approval.

The  City  of  Millbrae  has  acquired  surplus  Airport  Parcel  No.  31-5?  consisting  of 
2.91  acres  adjacent  to  the  Bayside  Manor  subdivision,  via  a  condemnation  action,  for 
use  as  a  corporation  yard.    The  City  of  San  Francisco  has  received  $26,880  for  the 
parcel  which  was  acquired  in  19^6  at  a  cost  of  $2,291«

Low  bid  was  $72,230?  high  bid  was  $189,58^«    Municipal  Railxmy's  share 
of  the  contract  cost  will  be  approximately  $32,500  based  on  the  low  bid. 

STREET  LIGHTING 
Geary  Expressway 

Street  lighting  along  the  new  Geary  Expressway  from  Franklin  Street  to  Presidio 
Avenue  was  recently  completed  under  a  Department  of  Public  Works  contract.  This 
project  consists  of  15k  mercury  lights  of  400  watts,  seven  mercuiy  lights  of  250  watts 
and  eight  2500-lumen  incandescent  lights. 

Street  Lighting  Billing 

Early  next  year  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  will  discontinue  their  present 
manual  method  of  billing  for  street  lighting  charges.    The  new  method  will  be 
performed  on  their  electronic  data  processing  machines  and  will  give  a  tabulation 
of  all  changes  made  during  the  month.    This  will  simplify  the  work  of  this  Bureau 
in  checking  the  billing.

"IMEREAS,  City  acting  by  and  through  its 
Public  Utilities  Commission  invited  bids  for 
award  of  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  Supply  Contract 
Number  349,  CANYON  CHERRY  POWER  DEVELOPMENT, 
CANYON  POVffiR  TUNNEL  and  Related  Works;  and 

"WHEREAS,  on  November  9,  1961,  City 
opened  bids  for  said  award  which  had  been 
submitted  by  the  following  listed  ten  bidders:" 
Then  it  is  set  out  as  to  the  ten  bids,  the  amount  that 
each  bid  on  Item  1,  the  item  that  each  bid  on  combined  Items 
2-59,  and  the  amount  of  the  total  bid  by  each,  and 
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"WHEREAS,  the  specifications  included 
in  said  Contract  No,  349,  issued  by  City  and 
received  and  considered  by  each  of  said  ten 
(10)  bidders,  provided  in  part  as  quoted; 

'The  Commission  reserves  the  right 

to  waive  technical  defects  in 

bidding' ; 

and 

"WHEREAS,  an  addendum  to  said  contract, 
issued  by  City  and  received  and  considered 
by  each  of  said  ten  (10)  bidders,  provided 
in  part  as  quoted: 

'The  lump  sum  price  bid  under  Item 

1  shall  not  exceed  107o  of  the  sum 
of  the  total  amounts  bid  for  Items 

2  through  59  in  any  proposal*  Any 
proposal  in  which  Item  1  exceeds 
this  amount  will  be  rejected, " 

and 

"WHEREAS,  this  Commission  has  before  it 
Opinion  No«  1583  of  the  City  Attorney  dated 
November  22,  1961,  stating  that  the  O'Dell 
bid  was  defective  to  a  material  degree, 
requiring  its  rejection  as  a  matter  of  law: 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

"RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  finds 
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"and  declares  that: 

"1,     It  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  have  and 
enjoy  the  kind  of  nation-wide  bidding  that 
was  experienced  in  the  response  to  the  invi- 
tation to  bid  on  said  Contract  No,  349 <, 

"2,    The  sole  and  exc lusive  reason  for 
including  in  the  specifications  the  provision 
that; 

'The  lump  sum  price  bid  under  Item  1 
shall  not  exceed  10%  of  the  sum  of  the 
total  amounts  bid  for  Items  2  through 
59  in  any  proposal  «  .  , * 
"was  to  prevent  the  practice  of  what  is  known 
in  the  construction  industry  as  'unbalanced 
bidding, ' 

"So    The  purpose  of  the  inclusion  of 
such  a  limitation  has  been  served,  since  none 
of  the  bids  submitted,  including  that  of 
Clancy  Mo  0*Dell  Construction  Co, ,  the  low 
bidder,  was  unbalanced » 

"4.    The  reason  for  including  in  said 
Contract  the  pr ovision  that 

'The  Commission  reserves  the  right  to 

waive  technical  defects  in  bidding' 
was  to  permit  the  Commission,  if  it  appeared 
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"to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  to  waive  immaterial, 
insubstantial  or  inconsequential  defects  in 
any  of  the  bids, 

"5«    Although  the  O'Dell  bid  listed  the 
sum  of  $1,074,000  for  Item  1,  as  against  a 
total  of  $10,095,895  for  Items  2  through  59, 
that  the  amount  bid  for  Item  1  was  10 ,63870 
of  the  total  of  Items  2  through  59,  it  is 
expressly  found  that  the  excess  or  deviation 
of  $64,410o50,  which  is  .638%,  is  neither 
material,  substantial,  nor  of  any  consequence 
in  view  of  the  following  considerations,  amon 
others : 

"(a)     The  O'Dell  bid  listed  the  lowest 
amounts  for  Item  1  of  all  bids  despite  the 
excess  of  $64,410,50  therein  contained; 

''(b)    The  amount  listed  for  Item  1  in 
the  0*Dell  bid  was  less  than  107=  of  the 
total  bid,  the  test  commonly  used  in  stating 
such  a  limitation; 

"(c)  The  O'Dell  bid  was  $1,164,950 
lower  than  the  next  lowest  bid; 

"(d)  The  O'Dell  bid  was  $4,054,735 
less  than  the  engineer's  estimate  of  the 
contract  price;  and 
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"(e)     The  inclusion  of  the  excess  in 
the  O'Dell  bid  had  no  adverse  effect  on  any 
other  bidder, 

"6«    The  excess  or  deviation  in  the  amount 
of  the  0*Dell  bid  for  Item  1  is  expressly 
found  under  all  of  the  existent  circumstances, 
to  be  so  minor  in  nature  and  insubstantial  in 
character  as  to  amount  to  nothing  more  than  a 
technical  defect  or  informality  in  bidding,  of 
the  type  and  character  that  may,  and  should, 
be  waived, 

"7,    The  Clancy  Mo  O^Dell  Construction 
Coo  has  been  found  to  be,  and  is  hereby 
recognized  as  an  experienced,  responsible 
contracting  firm,  we 11 -qualified  to  perform 
the  t^rpe  of  vjork  involved  in  Contract  No,  349a 

It  is  for  the  benefit  and  in  the 
best  interest  of  this  Public  Utilities 
Commission  and  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  that  the  said  Contract  No,  349  be 
awarded  to  the  Clancy  M,  O'Dell  Construction 
Company," 

MR,  KIRKWOOD;     I  would  suggest,  Mr,  Chairman,  that  we 
go  through  this  item  by  item  and  by  discussion  from  any  of 
those  present  and  interested,  including  the  City  Attorney's 
office,  and  I  believe  that  there  are  staff  representatives 
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from  the  Comptroller  who  might  want  to  be  heard  I  think 
that  it  would  be  desirable  after  making  any  changes  in  this 
draft,  that  the  Commission  may  deem  desirable  after  hearing 
discussion,  that  we  take  the  matter  under  advisement  at  the 
end  of  this  meeting  and  take  it  up  again  for  formal  action, 
Thursday  morning  at  11:00,  which,  I  understand,  is  a  time 
that  is  agreeable  to  the  members  of  this  Commissiono 

I  think  that  perhaps  before  we  go  into  discussion, 
item  by  item,  just  to  bring  the  Commission  up  to  date  and 
to  get  into  the  record  a  few  items,  it  might  be  well  first 
to  make       as  we  are  keeping  a  transcript  of  today's 
proceeding,  we  have  a  court  reporter  here        it  might  be 
well  to  make  the  opinion  of  the  City  Attorney  a  part  of  the 
record  of  this  transcript. 

I  will  furnish  him  with  a  copy  of  that  opinion  at

COMMISSIONER  FAZACKERLEY  s  You  are  speaking  of  the 
opinion  of  the  City  Attorney,  Number  1583,  dated  November 
22,  1961? 

MRo  KIRKWOOD;    That  is  correct, 

COMMISSIONER  GREENBERG:  Yes. 

"SUBJECT;     CHARTER  SECTION  95  -  CONTRACTS  - 

CANYON-CHERRY  TUNNEL  -  VALIDITY  OF  BID  WHEN 

ITEM  IN  BID  EXCEEDS  STATED  LIMITATION  IN 

SPECIFICATIONS 

"Dear  Sir  s 
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"You  have  requested  an  aopinion,  in 
connection  with  the  bids  received  November  9, 
1961,  for  the  above  project,  asking  whether  the 
bid  of  the  Clancy  M«  0*Dell  Construction  Company, 
in  response  to  the  proposal  for  public  bidding 
for  the  stated  improvement,  is  a  valid  bid, 

"The  facts  of  this  matter  are  that  said 
Company,  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  '0*Dell'), 
submitted  a  bid  in  connection  with  the  subject 
proposal  for  $11,169,895,    Said  proposal 
included  bids  on  59  items ,  some  of  which  were 
for  unit  prices  and  others  called  for  lump  sum 
bidSo 

"Among  the  items  for  which  amounts  had  to 
be  stated  was  Item  No,  1,  which  appears  on 
page  4.1  of  the  Schedule  of  Bid  Items  in  the 
Contract  Proposal.    This  item,  which  calls  for 
a  lump  sum  statement  of  the  amount  required  for 
the  setting  up  of  the  contractor's  plant,  is 
explained  on  page  54  of  the  Proposal  (Section 
132  of  the  Technical  Specifications)  as  calling 
for  a  *lump  sum  payment  *  *  *  at  the  fixed 
price  in  the  contract  under  Item  1  for  furnish- 
ing and  installing  plant  and  equipment  required 
for  tunnel  excavation* ' 

"On  October  25,  1961,  an  addendum  was 
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"issued  to  all  prospective  bidders,  including 
O'Dell*    Section  10  of  said  addendum,  on  page 
4,  modified  Section  132  of  the  Technical 
Specifications  above  referred  to,  so  as  to 
provide  for  the  limitation  of  the  amount  which 
could  be  bid  for  said  Item  NOo  1,  as  follows: 

'The  lump  sum  price  bid  under  Item 

1  shall  not  exceed  10%  of  the  sum  of 

the  total  amounts  bid  for  Items  2 

through  59  in  any  proposals  Any 

proposal  in  which  Item  1  exceeds  this 

amount  will  be  rejected, ' 

"In  the  O^Dell  bid  the  amount  stated  on  the 
bid  form  for  the  performance  of  Item  No»  1  was 
$ 1,074, 000 «    This  sum  constitutes  10,638%  of 
the  total  of  Items  Nos,  2  through  59,  which 
total  is  $10,095,895.    Hence,  the  amount  bid 
by  0*Dell  was  $64,410,50  in  excess  of  the 
permissible  maximum  limit  for  Item  No,  1  as 
stated  in  the  addendum  to  the  proposal,  based 
upon  said  Items  NoSo  2  through  59, 

"It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  next 
lowest  bid  was  for  the  total  sum  of 
$12,334,848,  which  is  $1,164,953  higher  than 
the  O'Dell  bid,,     It  is  likewise  to  be  noted 
that  said  next  lowest  bid,  in  relation  to 

 i 
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"Item  No,  1,  consisted  of  an  item  bid  of 
$1,100,000,  which  is  $26,000  higher  than  the 
$1,074,000  set  for  Item  No*  1  by  O'Dell,  but 
which  is  within  the  ten  per  cent  limitation 
based  on  Items  Nog,  2  through  59,     It  may  be 
also  observed  that  the  engineer's  estimate 
(Hetch  Hetchy  Division)  for  the  total 
contract  price  was  $15,224,630,  and  that  his 
estimate  for  Item  No.  1  was  $825,000. 

"The  Hetch  Hetchy  Division  has  informed 
this  office  that  the  reason  for  the  ten  per 
cent  limitation  on  Item  No.  1  is  to  prevent 
the  practice  of  what  is  known  in  contracting 
terminology  as  'unbalanced  bidding, *  in  which 
item  values  have  been  distorted  by  the 
bidder  in  order  to  procure  some  advantage, 
such  as  the  receipt  of  interim  payments  at  an 
earlier  date  than  they  would  otherwise  be 
made.     In  the  present  instance  there  is  no 
implication  whatever  that  any  contractor 
purposely  intended  to  unbalance  its  bid; 
nevertheless,  under  the  authorities  which  are 
subsequently  discussed,  the  validity  of  the 
bid  must  be  determined  from  the  bid  as  of  the 
time  it  was  made, 

"The  general  policy  of  requiring 
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"competitive  public  bidding  on  public  improve- 
ments, as  provided  in  Section  95  of  the  Charter, 
is  that  such  competitive  public  bidding  secures 
the  most  advantageous  price  to  the  municipality 
by  preventing  undue  advantages  to  accrue  to 
any  bidder  which  would  not  likewise  be  enjoyed 
by  all  other  bidder So    I-Jhile  it  has  been  held 
that  slight  or  immaterial  variances  in  the  bid 
requirements  may  be  waived  by  action  of  the 
awarding  body  (Bader  v<,  Shar p ,  110  A,  2d  300)  , 
it  is  also  established  by  a  large  body  of 
authorities  that  a  substantial  departure  from 
bidding  requirements  will  require  rejection 
of  the  defective  bid  as  a  matter  of  law» 
(Co Her  V.  City  of         Paul,  26  N,W<,  2d  835; 
National  Engineering  and  Contracting  Co,  v. 
City  of  Cleveland,  146  N,E.  2d  340;  Township  of 
Hillside  v,  Sternin,  25  N.Jo  317,  136  Atl.  265, 
268;  Sutton  v»  City  of  Cleveland,  234  Minn, 
263,  48  N,Wo  2d  436;         A^  Carey  &  Coo.  v. 
Borough  of  Fair  lawn,  117  A.  2d  140,) 

"Of  course,  it  must  also  be  recognized  that 
a  departure  from  bid  specifications  will 
sometimes  be  tolerated,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  awarding  authority  where  the  defect  is  so 
insubstantial  as  to  bring  into  operation  the 
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"doctrine  of  de  minimis,     (See:    Cal,  Civil 
Code,  3533,)    This  is  particularly  true  v/here 
the  defect  does  not  violate  the  positive 
terms  of  a  statute  or  ordinance,  but  merely 
violates  bid  specifications  inserted  by 
administrative  action  of  the  contracting 
authority, 

Bader  v^  Sharp,  supra; 
Hopkins  v»  Hanna , 

239  N,Y.    S.  489; 
Board  of  Education  of  Carroll 
County  V,  A 1 lender , 
112  Atl.  2d  455; 
Bryan  Construction  COo  v« 
Board  of  Trustees, 
106  Atlo  2d  303, 
»    Duffy  V.  Village  of  Princeton, 
60  N.W»  2d  27. 
"The  policy  against  allowing  subsequent 
changes  in  the  proposal  once  a  contract  has  been 
let  for  public  bidding  is  expressed  in  Warren 
V-  Chandos,  115  Cal<,  382  (invalidating  subse- 
quent changes  in  a  contract  for  public 
improvements  to  be  performed  by  street  assess- 
ments on  property  owners) o    That  case  holds 
that  it  is  immaterial  whether  the  changes 
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"sought  to  be  effected  in  the  bid  contract 
resulted  in  an  increase  or  decrease  in  the 
contract  price. 

"The  general  principle  for  the  determina-- 
tion  of  whether  a  defective  bid  is  required  to 
be  rejected  as  a  matter  of  law  is  found  in  10 
McQuillin,  Municipal  Corporations,  29.78, 
pp.  364-365,  as  follows: 

* There  must  be  a  substantial  com- 
pliance with  the  proposal  to  warrant 
the  consideration  of  the  bid,  else 
bidding  would  not  be  on  equal  terms 
and  the  advantages  of  competition 
would  be  losto    Unless  the  bid  res- 
ponds to  the  proposal  in  all  material 
respects  it  is  not  a  bid  at  all,  but 
a  nev7  proposition^,    However,  mere 
irregularities  in  the  form  of  the  bid 
will  not  justify  its  rejection,  for 
these  may  be  corrected  after  being 
opened  on  entering  into  the  contract. 
An  important  question,  therefore, 
sometimes  arising,  is  whether  the 
municipality  is  in  duty  bound  to 
reject  a  bid  not  in  compliance  with 
the  proposal  or  whether  it  may,  in 
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'its  discretion,  over  look  the  in- 
sufficiency and  notwithstanding  its 
existence  award  the  contract  to  one 
who  is  the  lowest  bidder  but  has  not 
strictly  complied  with  the  request 
for  bids.     In  some  cases  it  has  been 
held  that  the  municipality  may  accept  , 
such  a  bid.    The  rule  supported  by 
reason  would  seem  to  be  that  if  the 
omission  or  irregularity  is  merely 
technical,  it  may  be  overlooked,  but 
that  if  it  is  a  substantial  requirement 
affecting  the  amount  of  the  bid,  or 
the  like,  the  munic ipality  must  reject 
such  bid  notwithstanding  it  is  the 
lowest  bid, ' 

"In  the  present  instance  it  should  be 
noted  that  the  defect  in  question  does  affect 
the  total  pr ice  of  the  bid,  since  if  Item  No*  1 
had  been  bid  within  the  ten  per  cent  limitation, 
the  total  bid  price  would  have  been  corres- 
pondingly reduced. 

"Careful  consideration  has  been  given  to 
the  factor  that  the  deficiency  in  the  bid 
concerns  the  overbalance  of  but  one  item  in  a 
situation  where  both  the  total  bid  price  and 
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"the  item  bid  are  substantially  less  than 
those  bid  by  the  next  lowest  bidder, 

"Other  authorities  have  been  reviewed 
to  the  effect  that  an  unbalanced  bid  is  not 
invalid  as  a  matter  of  law,  but  that  defects 
therein  may  be  waived*    However,  the  two  cases 
in  which  this  proposition  was  stated  ^rank 
Stamato  &  Co<,  Vo  City  of  New  Brunswick,  et  alp 
20  N«J<,  Super,  340,  90  A.  2d  34;  Araman iaco  v« 
Borough  of  Cresskill,  62  N,J,  Super »  476 , 
163  A,  2d  379)  were  based  upon  a  statement 
in  the  proposals  there  involved  that  un- 
balanced bids  *may  be  rejected^ '  (Emphasis 
added o)     In  contrast ,  in  the  present  instance, 
the  addendum  in  question  itself  determines  the 
materiality  of  an  unbalanced  bid  -  specific- 
ally stating  that  such  a  bid,  in  reference  to 
Item  Noo  1,   *will  be  rejected. * 

"Through  the  kindness  of  0*Dell's  counsel 
certain  decisions  of  the  Comptroller  General 
of  the  United  States  (Nos.  B-132442,  B-143588 
and  B-133808,  Vol.  37,  Decisions  of  the 
Comptroller  General)  have  been  furnished  for 
review  by  this  office^    These  decisions 
concern  questions  such  as  (1)  whether  part  of 
an  internally  inconsistent  bid  may  be 
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"withdrawn  by  affidavit  as  erroneously  sub- 
rpitted;  (2)  the  effect  of  a  failure  to 
establish  proper  standards  for  the  evalua- 
tion in  proper  bids  of  the  time  of  perform- 
ance in  making  the  award;  and  (3)  the  validity 
of  the  deletion  of  part  of  the  work  after  the 
acceptance  of  a  proper  bid«    None  of  these  . 
decisions  5  even  if  same  governed  municipal 
contracts  bid  under  Charter  requirements, 
concern  a  bid  with  an  item  in  excess  of  an 
express  monetary  limitation  stated  in  the 
proposal o 

"Examination  of  a  large  number  of 
authorities  has  not  been  productive  of  any 
legal  authority  allowing  acceptance  of  a  bid 
defective  to  the  extent  of  the  O'Dell  bid, 
particularly  where  the  defect  affects  the  amount 
of  the  contract  rather  than  a  mere  formal 
procedural  prerequisite  to  the  bidding  process, 
(Compare:    Pascoe  Vp  Barium,  225  N»W,  506, 

Root  V,  Douglas  County,  180  NaW.  46, 
with  Cameron  Vo  City  of  Escondido,  138  C,Aa 
2d  311,  (defects    failure  to  furnish  bid 
bond  -  fully  cured  by  execution  of  contract o) 

"While  it  has  been  suggested  that  this 
defect  may  not  be  material  for  the  reason  of 
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the  substantial  difference  between  this  bid 
and  the  next  lowest  bid,  it  has  been  held  that 
even  though  modification  of  a  materially 
defective  bid  so  as  to  eliminate  the  defect 
would  result  in  a  lower  contract  pr ice ,  such 
bid  may  not  be  validated  by  means  of  such 
modification*     (Grande  and  Son,  Inc  v» 
School  Housing  Committee  of  North  Reading 
and  others ,  135  N^Eo  2d  6;  La  sky  v<»  City  of 
Bad  Axe,  89  N.W.  2d  520.) 

"Moreover,  it  is  also  clear  from  an 
examination  of  the  authorities  that  no  sub- 
stantial modification  of  a  bid  contract  may 
be  made  after  the  opening  of  the  bid, 
''To  permit  the  terms  of  a  bid  to 
be  amended  after  the  opening  of 
the  bids  might  well  tend  to  defeat 
the  purpose  and  object  of  section 
343,  which  contemplates  that  the 
contract  be  awarded  to  the  person 
whose  sealed  bid  is  the  lowest 
responsible  bid  at  the  time  the 
bids  are  opened.    Giving  bidders 
the  right  to  amend  their  bids 
after  the  opening  of  the  sealed 
bids  would  have  a  tendency  to 
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^encourage  the  submission  of 
improper  bids  or  bids  higher  in 
amount  than  the  bidders  were  ul- 
timately willing  to  bid.  The 
policy  of  the  statute  is  to  en- 
courage bidders  to  submit  sealed 
bids  in  the  lowest  possible  amounts, 
prior  to  the  opening  of  the  bids. 
The  Commissioner  had  no  right,  in 
the  court's  opinion,  to  permit 
Fenco^s  bid  to  be  amended  after  the 
opening  of  the  sealed  bids,* 

General  Steel  Products  Cor- 
poration Vo  City  of  New 
York, 

187  N,Y,  Sup,  2d  77; 
Scola  V,  Board  of  Education, 
71  Atl„  299. 
"This  policy  and  the  rationale  sustaining 
it  are  cogently  stated  in  Coller  v.  City  of 
St,  Paul,  supra,  pp,  841-842,  as  follows: 
*But  Dual  urges  that  making  such 
modifications  relates  to  mere 
details  of  letting  the  contract, 
with  respect  to  which  the  city 
authorities  have  discretion 
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* unrestricted  and  unimpaired  by 
the  requirements  of  the  charter 
relative  to  competitive  bidding. 
We  cannot  agree  with  the  contention. 
The  very  purpose  of  requiring  com- 
petitive bidding  is  to  divest  the  off- 
icials having  the  power  to  let  contracts 
of  discretion  in  some  respects  and  to 
limit  its  exercise  in  others.     In  the 
area  of  discretion  is  precisely  where 
such  abuses  as  fraud,  favoritism, 
extravagance,  and  improvidence  in 
connection  with  the  letting  of 
contracts  are  prevalent, 
^Ordinary  legal  remedies  are  inade- 
quate to  correct  resulting  wrongs. 
The  purposes  of  requirements  for 
competitive  bidding  are  to  prevent 
such  abuses  by  eliminating  oppor- 
tunities for  committing  them  and  to 
promote  honesty,  economy,  and  above- 
board  dealing  in  the  letting  of 
public  contracts o    The  requirements 
are  said  to  have  been  born  of 
"distrust"  of  public  officers  whose

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''Moji^  V.  City  of  New  Roche  lie, 
198  NoY,  402,  92  N.Eo  94,  30  L,R.A, , 
N,S,,  126;  43  Am,  Jur,,  Public  Works 
and  Contracts,  26a     See,  D iamond  v. 
City  of  Mankato,  89  Minn.  48  93  N.W, 
911,  61  LoR»Ao  448,  supra.  Because 
that  is  true,  the  rule  is  as  stated  in 
the  text  just  cited:    "Since  they  are 
based  upon  public  economy  and  are  of 
great  importance  to  the  taxpayers,  laws 
requiring  competitive  bidding  as  a 
condition  precedent  to  the  letting  of 
public  contracts  ought  not  to  be 
frittered  away  by  exceptions,  but,  on 
the  contrary,  should  receive  a  con- 
struction always  which  will  fully, 
fairly,  and  reasonab ly  effectuate  and 
advance  the ir  frue  intent  and  purpose , 
and  which  will  avoid  the  likelihood  of 
their  being  circumvented,  evaded,  or 
defeated.     Stern  insistence  upon 
positive  obedience  to  such  provisions 
is  necessary  to  maintain  the  policy 
which  they  uphold.    Contracts  made  in 
defiance  of  such  requirements  not  on ly 
are  unenforceable,  but  afford  no  basis

letting  of  public  contracts  should  be 
permitted  in  their  discretion  to 
permit  bids  to  be  changed  after  they 
have  been  received  and  opened,  it 
would  open  the  door  to  the  abuses 
which  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  re- 
quirements of  competitive  bidding 
to  prevent  and  suppress, *

County  to  seek  to  uphold  bids  wherever  possible, 
and  particularly  when  to  do  so  will  bring 
monetary  benefit  to  the  City  and  County, 
nevertheless,  in  this  instance  I  must  advise 
you  that  the  0*Dell  bid,  due  to  its  violation 
of  an  express  item  limitation  affecting  the 
amount  of  the  bid  to  the  extent  of  $64,410.50, 
is  defective  to  a  material  degree,  requiring 
its  rejection  as  a  matter  of  law. 

*'As  I  have  previously  advised  you  in  such 
matters,  under  such  circumstances,  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  will  have  the  option, 
pursuant  to  the  proposal  and  to  Section  95  of 
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"the  Charter,  on  the  basis  of  its  best 
judgment,  of  accepting  the  next  lowest 
bid  which  is  responsive  to  said  proposal, 
or  of  rejecting  any  and  all  bids  and 
ordering  that  the  contract  again  be  put 
out  to  bid, 

"If  the  latter  course  is  adopted,  and 
the  contract  is  again  advertised  for  bids,  it 
is  my  recommendation  that  the  language  now 
appearing  in  the  addendum,  to  the  effect  that 
a  bid  violating  the  ten  per  cent  limitation 
*will  be  rejected,'  be  omitted  from  the 
proposal*    The  determination  of  the  conse- 
quences of  the  violation  of  such  a  limitation 
is  a  matter  that  should  be  reposed  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission, 
I  would  suggest  that  it  be  stated  merely  that 
such  a  bid  'may  be  rejected, ' 

"It  should  be  observed,  however,  tiat  the 
materiality  in  each  case  of  any  failure  to 
comply  with  bidding  requirements  is  a  legal 
matter  to  be  determined,  in  consultation  with 
the  Commission  on  the  basis  of  the  facts 
involved  under  the  particular  circumstances, 

"You  are  advised  as  herein  stated,, 
Respectfully  submitted,  DION  Ro  HOLM,  City  Attorney, 
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COMMISSIONER  GREENBERG:    Does  anyone  else  want  to  say 
anything? 

MRo  KIRKWOOD:    Let  me  just  say  one  or  two  items  that 
I  think  I  might  reports

M.  O'Dell  Construction  Company  and  the  Winston  Company  and

COMMISSIONER QREENBERG:    Hearing  no  reply,  we  will 
continue  with  Number  1,  then,  lybc.  Kirkwood« 
Is  there  any  discussion  on  that? 
(No  response,,) 

COMMISSIONER  GREENBERGo    Number  2? 
MRo  RUFF;    MiTo  Chairman? 

COMMISSIONER  GREENBERG;    Will  you  come  forward,  please? 

MR,  RUFF:    May  name  is  Edward  Ruff,  R-u-f-f,     I  have 
appeared  before  you  earlier. 

My  firm  and  myself  are  attorneys  for  Winston  Brothers 
Company.     I  simply  picked  out  this  Number  2  as  the  means  for 
a  comment  to  be  made  by  myself  in  connection  with  this 
matter  because  it  states  that  the  sole  and  exclusive  reason 
for  including  in  the  specifications  the  provisions  that^o. 
and  then  it  goes  on  to  quote  certain  language,  eliminating 
the  last  sentence  of  the  provision,  that  the  reason  was 
"...to  prevent  the  practice  of  what  is  known  in  the 
construction  industry  as  ^unbalanced  bidding,'" 
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  2/ 

I  have  these  comments  to  make: 

My  position  with  regard  to  this  matter,  insofar  as 
award  versus  letting  out  to  all  for  new  bids,  was  knov/n  to 
you  earlier »  I  did  not  at  that  time  discuss  the  question 
of  the  legality  of  this  award  in  and  of  itself,  because  I 
had  assumed  that  the  opinion  of  the  City  Attorney  would  be 
followed,  in  which  he  stated  that  it  was  a  defective  bid 
which  must  be  rejected  as  a  matter  of  law, 

I  have  had  no  discussion  with  Mr,  Kirkwood  or  any  of 
his  staff,  nor  was  I  invited  to  have  any;  so  I  have  no 
reason  to  know  what  the  basis  of  this  resolution  was. 

However,  I  did  on  my  own  volition  address  a  letter 
to  Mr,  Harry  Ross,  and  I  sent  copies  to  the  secretary  of  your 
Commission  for  distribution  to  all  of  you,  which  was  dated 
December  1,  1961,  and  in  that  letter  I  have  discussed  in 
some  detail  my  opinion  with  regard  to  the  legality  of  this 
awardo 

I  would  ask  that  that  letter  be  made  a  part  of  this 
transcript,  also, 

COMMISSIONER  GREENBERG:    We  have  no  discussion  on

COMMISSIONER  GKEENBERG;    All  right,

"In  view  of  the  request  of  you  by  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  for  an  opinion  in 
connection  with  bids  on  this  job,  I  felt  that 
we  could  take  the  liberty  of  trying  to  be  of 
some  assistance  in  presenting  authorities  to 
you  which  might  help  in  resolving  the  problemo 
Accordingly,  I  am  sending  this  letter ,  which 
is  directed  principally  to  the  legal  issued 
involved o 

"As  you  may  be  aware,  I  spoke  briefly 
before  the  Commission  at  its  first  hearing  in 
this  matter  with  regard  to  the  proposition  that 
the  pr inciples  of  competitive  bidding  would  be 
subverted  if  award  was  not  made  to  Winston - 
Green -Drake  in  this  particular  instance. 
Because  of  the  opinion  which  had  been  rendered 
by  the  City  Attorney  in  this  matter,  advising 
that  the  0  ''Dell  bid  was  illegal  and  must  be 
rejected,  I  did  not  particularly  concern  myself 
with  that  point  in  speaking  to  the  Commission, 
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"I  addressed  myself  principally  to  the  issue 
that  in  situations  of  this  type  where  the 
lowest  bidder  without  calling  for  new  bids  on 
the  entire  project.    As  you  are  aware,  this  is 
the  practice  which  is  commonly  followed  by 
federal  agencies  because  of  the  fact  that 
once  the  bidders,  know  the  prices  of  all  the 
other  bidders,  it  is  no  longer  competitive 
bidding,  but  an  auction  system.    Although  the 
contract  permits  rejection  of  all  bids,  this 
provision  is  intended  primarily  to  cover 
situations  where  all  bids  are  for  some  reason 
non-responsive  or  in  excess  of  the  Engineer's 
estimate.    The  Winston  bid  is  completely 
responsive  and  approximately  $3,000,000  below 
the  estimate.     It  also  seems  clear  that  in  thi 
case  loss  of  time  and  of  revenue,  which  would 
result  from  the  delay  inherent  in  any  re- 
advertisement,  would  more  than  offset  any 
possible  hope  that  the  City  might  get  a 
cheaper  price  on  re-bid., 

"With  regard  to  the  primary  question  of 
the  illegaility  of  the  O'Dell  bid,  while  I  can 
understand  the  City's  desire  to  make  the  award 
to  O'Dell  because  of  the  fact  that  it  quotes  a 
lower  price,  this  is  not  the  issue^  Putting 
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"the  price  objective  first  only  leads  to 
Vishful  thinking'  which  begs  the  question „ 
The  real  issue  is  whether  the  City  can 
legally  award  the  contract  to  O'Dell*  If 
it  cannot,  then,  no  matter  what  the  price 
difference  may  be,  any  such  award  would  be  in 
complete  violation  of  the  law  and  of  compet- 
itive bidding  principles  and  could  only 
lead  to  chaos  in  the  City's  bidding 
practices.     If  the  City,  for  financial  reasons 
only,  can  waive  or  disregard  bid  requirements 
in  this  case,  then  it  can  do  the  same  thing  in 
any  other  case*.    To  put  the  issue  in  the  form 
of  a  phrase-- 'No  one  can  be  a  little  bit 
pregnant;*  if  the  bid  is  contrary  to  the 
invitation  requirements  as  a  matter  of  law, 
then  it  must  be  rejected  no  matter  what  the 
amount  of  financial  gain  to  the  City  might  beo 

"I, 

"One  of  the  issues  which  you  raise 
is  whether  the  City  had  authority  to  insert 
in  the  specifications  the  provision  which 
states  that-- 'Any  proposal  in  which  Item  1 
exceeds  this  amount  (an  amount  in  excess  of 
the  amount  of  Items  2  through  59)  will  be 
rejected. * 
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"It  is  clear  that  the  City  had  authority 
to  include  this  price  limitation  in  its  bid,, 
The  purpose  of  such  a  price  limitation  is  to 
prevent  "unbalanced  bidding, '  a  practice 
whereby  contractors  inflate  those  items  for 
which  they  receive  early  payment  at  the 
expense  of  remaining  items.    No  one  can 
question  that  this  is  a  desirable  thing  so 
far  as  the  City  is  concerned, 

"The  case  law  makes  it  clear  that  the 
City  has  authority  to  insert  provisions  in 
a  bid  proposal  to  protect  itself  and  to 
insure  that  the  job  will  be  of  high  quality « 
"Subject  to  whatever  notice  there 
may  be  r enquired  in  the  advertise- 
ment for  bids,  public  bodies  may 
insist  upon  the  inclusion  in  con- 
tracts for  public  work,  and  the 
compliance  by  the  contractor  there- 
with, of  any  stipulation  which  will 
reasonably  tend  to  serve  and  pro- 
tect public  interests  or  require  the 
contractor  to  perform  the  obliga- 
tions of  his  contract  with  strict- 
ness and  fidelity.'    43  Am,,  Jur. 
'Public  Works  and  Contracts,"  51. 
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"The  cases  cited  for  this  quotation  in- 
dicate that  the  City  and  require  security  bonds, 
liquidated  damage  clauses,  certificates  of 
satisfactory  completion,  and  other  such 
conditions,,    California  law  is  that  such  re- 
quirements are  void  only  if  'unjust,''  Gualco 
V,  City  of  Baker sfield,  86  Cal^  App,  167, 
260  Pac.  308 o    By  'unjust*  the  Court  in  that 
case  meant  a  requirement  which  tends  to  lessen 
competition,  and  all  of  the  cases  we  have  found 
which  do  hold  that  a  proposal  specification  is 
invalid,  do  so  for  this  reason  on lyo  See 
McQuillin,  Municipal  Corporations ,  3rd  Ed, , 
Secp  29 o 441  et  seq.    The  requirement  in  the 
instant  case  c lear ly  did  not  have  the 
effect  of  lessening  competition  nor  did  it 
prejudice  any  of  the  bidders  for  this  project. 
All  of  the  contractors  who  bid  on  this  job  could 
have  complied  with  this  condition  if  they  had 
chosen  to  do  so,, 

"The  powers  of  the  City  under  the  San 
Francisco  Charter  were  explained  in  the  case  of 
Laurent  v.  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  99 
Cal,  App.  2d  707,  222  Pac,  2d  274  C1950) » 
That  case  involved  a  more  drastic  condition  in 
the  bid  proposal  than  does  the  instant  case. 
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"In  a  proposal  for  bids  for  a  parking  lot 
franchise  at  the  San  Francisco  airport,  it 
was  provided  that  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission could  reject  all  bids,  if  it  chose 
to  do  so.    There  was  no  charter,  ordinance  or 
statutory  provision  which  specifically 
permitted  the  inclusion  of  such  a  provision 
in  the  bid  proposal.    The  court  agreed  with 
the  City's  own  argument  that 

*  since  neither  the  charter  nor 
any  municipal  ordinance  enacts 
any  procedure  with  reference 
to  a  lease  of  this  character, 
it  follows  that  the  Director, o,. 
may  insert,  in  the  call  for  bids , 
such  reasonable  provisions  as  are 
appropriate  for  the  protection  of 
the  City.'     99  Gal.  App.  2d,  at 
709-710» 

"This  authority  is  clearly  applicable  to  the 
instant  case.     It  clearly  holds  that  a 
municipality  may  include  any  provisions  in  a 
call  for  bids  which  are  appropriate  for  the 
protection  of  the  City,    A  provision  which 
prevents  unbalancing  of  bids  and  states  that 
noncompliance  will  result  in  rejection  is 
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"certainly  appropriate  for  the  protection  of 
the  City, 

"The  Laurent  case,  as  has  just  been 
mentioned,  specifically  holds  that  a  provision 
in  a  bid  permitting  the  rejection  of  all 
bids  is  perfectly  legal,  even  though  there  is 
no  charter,  ordinance  or  statutory  provision 
permitting  it.    Certainly  if  such  a  general 
provision  is  legal  in  the  absence  of  any 
statutory  authority,  then  a  provision  which 
states  the  particular  ground  on  x^hich  a 
particular  bid  will  be  rejected  must  also  be 
legal.    The  mandatory  rejection  requirement 
is  not  unusual  and  was  before  the  Comptroller 
General  of  the  United  States  in  a  number  of 
opinions  referred  to  later  in  this  letter » 

"The  general  provisions  under  which  this 
job  was  bid  specifically  permit  the  Commission 
to'reject  any  and  all  bids. ' (Section  10).  The 
whole  purpose  and  intent  of  this  is  to  permit 
the  City  to  select  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder,  but  this  does  not  mean  that  price  is 
the  only  criterion  as  to  who  is  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder  and  that  other  contractual 
requirements  may  be  disregarded.    Rather,  the 
contract  in  this  particular  case  spells  out 
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"that  any  bid  in  which  Item  1  exceeds  10%  of 
the  remaining  items  will  not  even  be  accepted 
and  by  definition  cannot  therefore  be  the 
lowest  responsible  bid. 

"The  purpose- of  the  competitive  bidding 
statutes  is  to  subject  the  award  of  contracts 
to  a  rigid  rule  of  law  and  thus  preclude  any 
possibility  of  favoritism<,    This  objection 
would  be  completely  nullified  if  the  City  can 
insert  provisions  in  a  proposal  which  state 
that  non-compliance  with  those  provisions 
will  require  rejection,  and  then  ignore  this 
requirement  in  favor  of  a  bidder  who  has  not 
complied.    This  clearly  penalizes  those 
bidders  who  have  observed  these  requirements 
and  opens  the  door  to  all  types  of  fraud  and 
collusion.     It  does  not  require  much 
imagination  to  see  that  a  bidder  who  through 
some  means  can  obtain  information  that  a 
particular  mandatory  requirement  will  be 
disregarded  will  have  a  substantial  advantage 
over  other  bidders.     It  might  be  worth  a 
high  price  to  obtain  such  information. 

"II, 

"Where  a  proposal  states  that  a  bid  not 
conforming  to  a  particular  condition  will  be 
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"rejected,  such  provisions  cannot  be  ignored 
or  waived.    This  seems  obvious  on  its  face. 
If  a  specification  says  that  a  bid  Vill  be 
rejected'  if  it  does  not  comply  with  particu- 
lar conditions  it  can  mean  only  one  thing.  The 
word  Vill^  is  a  mandatory  word.     If  it  had  been 
intended  that  there  was  any  discretion  in  the 
matter,  the  word  'may*  would  have  been  used 
instead o    We  have  been  able  to  find  no  case 
which  permits  the  awarding  authority  to 
ignore  such  mandatory  requirements  in  a 
specification  or  to  waive  them, 

"On  the  contrary,  the  only  authority 
which  exists  on  this  point,  to  the  best  of  our 
knowledge,  holds  that  in  those  instances  where 
such  a  privision  is  used,  non-compliance  can 
only  result  in  a  rejection  of  the  bido 

"The  decisions  of  the  Comptroller  General 
of  the  United  States  make  it  clear  that  a  bid 
must  be  rejected  when  it  contains  a  variance 
and  when  the  proposal  has  specifically  stated 
that  such  a  variance  will  result  in  a 
rejection, 

"39  Comp,  Gen.  148  C1959) , 
"Here  a  proposal  stated  that  bids  for  the  sale 
of  several  lots  of  paper  had  to  be  separately 
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"stated o    At  one  place  the  proposal  stated: 
*Bids  on  the  basis  of  an  award  in  the 
aggregate  may  be  rejected;'  but  several 
clauses  later  it  stated;  'Bids  based  on  a 
combination  of  lots  will  be  rejected, '  One 
bidder  violated  the  requirement  of  separate 
statement  of  the  two  items  and  bid  them  as 
one,  but  since  he  was  low  in  price  the 
Government  Printing  Office  made  an  award  of 
the  contract  to  him«    The  Comptroller  General 
ruled  that  the  phrase  'may  be  rejected'  was 
controlled  by  the  phrase  'will  be  rejected, ^ 
so  that  the  proposal  was  mandatory  in  its 
terms.    The  opinion  then  stated:     'Such  being 
the  case,  those  bids  submitted  on  an  "all  or 
none"  basis  were  qualified  and  should  have 
been  rejected  as  nonresponsive  to  the  invi- 
tation, '     39  Comp,  Geno  at  150 « 

"The  Comptroller  General  made^a  like 
ruling  in  another  case, 

"40  Comp.  Gen,  279  C1960) . 
"Here  a  proposal  stated  that  no  telegraphic 
bids  were  acceptable  unless  expressly  author- 
ized.    It  was  held  that  prior  decisions 
allowing  the  agency  to  waive  such  a  provision 
were  no  .longer  good  authority, 
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 ^  

•"Although  the  decision,  B  116567, 
of  August  25,  1953,  has  not  hereto- 
fore specifically  been  overruled, 
we  are  of  the  opinion  that  when  an 
invitation  precludes  the  considera- 
tion of  telegraphic  bids  any  such 
bids  should  be  disregarded. * 

"40  Compo  Gen,  at  280, 
"A  third  ruling  further  indicates  that 
where  a  proposal  specifically  states  that  a 
bidding  term  is  mandatory,  it  cannot  be  waived, 

"40Com,  Gen  126  C1960) . 
"Here  the  question  was  whether  or  not  a  bidder 
could  be  deemed  to  have  had  notice  of  an 
amendment  to  the  proposal  when  the  government 
had  not  sent  him  one<,    One  argument  made  by 
the  rejected  bidder  was,  apparently,  that  his 
failure  to  bid  on  a  new  item  contained  in  the 
amendment  was  an  immaterial  variation.  In 
ruling  that  the  bidder  did  have  such  notice 
and  that  his  failure  to  bid  on  the  new  item 
resulted  in  his  bid*s  disqualification,  the 
Comptroller  General  stressed  that  the  amend » 
ment  had  stated  all  bidders  *must*  bid  on 
the  omitted  item, 

"It  should  particularly  be  noted  that 
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"the  mandatory  requirements  in  the  above 
decisions  of  the  Comptroller  General  related 
to  much  less  material  factors  than  exist  in 
this  case,  and  nevertheless  it  was  held  that 
the  failure  to  comply  with  those  mandatory 
requirements  required  rejection  of  the  bid. 
The  mandatory  requirement  in  this  case  per- 
tains directly  to  the  issue  of  price,  which 
is  the  fundamental  objective  in  any 
competitive  bidding  system^ 

"III, 

"Since  the  provision  in  this  specifi- 
cation is  perfectly  lawful  and  mandatorily 
requires  the  rejection  of  the  bid,  no 
further  consideration  of  the  question  is 
necessary «    The  City  Attorney's  opinion  in 
this  matter  is  of  course  based  on  this 
principle.    The  City  Attorney's  opinion  also 
discusses  the  question  of  what  variances 
might  be  considered  material  or  immaterialo 
This  issue  is  not,  however,  before  us  since 
the  specification  requires  rejection  of  the 
bid  regardless  of  the  degree  of  variance. 
The  specification  by  its  own  language  estab- 
lishes that  a  failure  to  comply  is  material 
and  forecloses  any  consideration  of  the 
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"degree  of  non-compliance »  Nevertheless, 
the  authorities  cited  in  the  City  Attorney *s 
opinion  uphold  the  rule  that  even  variances 
in  regard  to  general  requirements  affecting 
^iQo^tit  of  the  bid  are  material  and  that 
'the  municipality  must  reject  such  bid 
notwithstanding  it  is  the  lowest  bid. ' 
(10  McQuillin,  Municipal  Corporations,  29<,78, 
p.  365). 

"Conclusion 

"Since  the  requirement  was  clearly 
Valid  and  required  rejection  in  the  event  of 
non-compliance,  the  bid  must  be  rejected  as 
a  matter  of  law.    The  desirability  of  such 
a  provision  or  the  reasons  for  the  failure  of 
O'Dell  to  comply  or  the  financial  consequence 
of  rejection  are  not  in  issue.    The  principles 
and  law  of  competitive  bidding  compel  this 
conclusion. 

"The  courts  of  California  have  clearly 
held  that  a  contract  made  in  violation  of 
competitive  bidding  requirements  is  illegal 
and  void  and  can  be  neither  validated  nor 
ratified.    The  rule  is  so  strict  that  no 
recovery  can  even  be  had  in  such  a  case  by 
the  contractor  on  quantum  meruit  although  he 
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"has  performed  all  of  the  work,  and  a  taxpayer 
can  sue  the  contractor  and  the  public  officials 
who  made  the  award  and  payment  to  recover  back 
any  moneys  which  have  been  paid  to  such  a 
contractor.    Reams  v,  Cooley,  171  Cal,  150, 
152  Pac.  293  (1916);  Miller  v,  McKinnon, 
20  Cal.  2d  83,  124        2d  34  (1942),

MRo  RUFF:     I  will  ask  this  question:    Other  than  the 
comments  I  have  made  in  that  letter  and  my  comments  to  you 
earlier,  I  have  had  nothing  to  add  particularly  with  regard 
to  this  point, 

I,  however,  ask  this  question: 

It  is  stated  that  the  sole  and  exclusive  reason  for 
including  in  the  specification  this  provision  was  to  prevent 
what  is  known  as  "unbalanced  bidding,"  and  I  ask  the  question 
as  to  what  the  reason  was  for  including  in  the  specification 
the  unquoted  part  of  that  paragraph,  which  is  this: 
".,oany  proposal  in  which  Item  1 

exceeds  this  amount  will"  — 
and  I  underline  the  word  "will" 
", , obe  rejectedo " 

I  ask  whether  or  not  the  purpose  for  which  this  was 
inserted,  whatever  it  might  be,  has  been  served? 

I  also  make  this  comment  vzith  regard  to  a  later  item, 
so  that  I  need  not  get  up  again,  which  is  the  conclusion,

apparently,  that  there  has  been  no  adverse  effect  on  any 
other  bidder, 

I  say  this:     I  say  that  the  adverse  effect  on  my 
client  and  on  all  of  the  bidders  was  or  is  that  any  award 
of  this  contract  to  the  O'Dell  Company  violates  competitive 
bidding  rules  and  practices,  and  in  that  sense,  there  has 
been  an  absolute  adverse  effect  because  no  bidder,  if  this 
award  is  made,  is  ever  going  to  know  when  competitive 
bidding  rules  will  be  followed  by  the  City. 

Those  are  my  comments,

His  vice  president,  Mr.  William  Russ,  is  here  alsoo 
They  have  been  going  ahead  as  far  as  they  could  do  so  without 
an  award,  knowing  full  well  that  time  is  of  the  essence  in 
this  type  of  a  contract » 

I  am  simply  advising  you  that,  should  you  on  Thursday 
or  whenever  you  finally  decide  to  take  final  action  -~  make 
the  award  to  them,  they  are  here  and  they  ace  prepared  to 
execute  the  contract  immediately. 

They  have  already  done  what  could  be  done  by  a  prudent 
contractor  in  making  preliminary  arrangements  and  we  assure 
you  that  when  the  award  is  made  and  the  contract  signed,  the 
work  will  proceed  with  dispatch. 

COMMISSIONER  GREENBERG:    Thank  you. 

MTo  O^Dell,  do  you  believe  that  you  will  be  able  to 
improve  the  time  stated,  because  of  the  time  to  sign  the 
contract,  if  it  is  signed,  in  the  near  future?

(b)  The  am^ount  listed  for  Item  1  in  the  O'Doll  bid  v/as  less 
than  10;^  of  the  total  bid,   the  test  commonly  used  in 
stating  such  a  limitation; 

(c)  The  O'Dell  bid  was  Si, 164, 953  lower  than  the  next  lowest 
bid ; 

(d)  The  O'Dell  bid  was  S4, 054, 755  less  than  the  engineer's 
estimate  of  the  contract  price;  and 
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(e)    The  inclusion  of  the  excess  in  the  »^'Dell  bid  had  no 
adverse  effect  on  any  other  bidder. 

6,  The  excess  or  deviation  in  the  amount  of  the  O'Dell  bid  for 
Item  1  is  expressly  found  under  all  of  the  existent  circumstances, 
to  be  so  minor  in  nature  and  insubstantial  in  character  as  to 
amount  to  nothing  more  than  a  technical  defect  or  informality  in 
bidding,  of  the  type  and  character  that  may,  and  should,  be  waived.

MR.  KIRKM}!OD:    Mr.  President  and  members  of  the  Commission, 
in  the  two  days  since  the  meeting  at  which  we  discussed  this 
particular  set  of  findings  of  fact,  and  I  reviewed  the  ones 
that  I  had  drafted  with  the  Commission,  we  at  the  staff  level 
have  given  them  considerable  review,  and  I  have  had  occasion 
to  discuss  them  with  the  members  of  the  Commission  individually, 
and  I  think  you  had  some  discussion  among  yourselves.

for  Items  2  through  59  in  any  proposal  ..." 
was  to  prevent  the  practice  of  what  is  known  in  the  construction 
industry  as  "unbalanced  bidding.'^" 

I  believe  that  at  the  meeting  the  other  day  Mr.  Ruff 
raised  a  question  as  to  this  finding.     I  have  discussed  this 
with  Mr.  Stack,  and  I  think  that  he  feels  that  perhaps  an 
amendment  in  this  would  be  in  order. 

COMMISSIONER  STACK:     I  don^t  want  to  give  an  opinion  in 
which  you  take  a  sentence  out  of  context.     It  is  a  legal 
failing  to  some  extent. 

I  think  the  entire  paragraph  of  that  addendum  should  be 
set  forth  including  the  second  sentence,  which  states,  "Any 
proposal  in  which  Item  1  exceeds  this  amount  will  be  rejected/' 

This  I  think  goes  right  to  the  root  of  your  entire  issue 
as  we  are  faced  with  today.    The  addendum  was  an  administrative 
action  of  the  contracting  authority,  as  I  see  it,  the  addition 
of  this  particular  paragraph,  and  that  action  setting  forth 
these  specific  specifications  was  not  done  or  required  by  any 
ordinance  or  any  state  statute,  as  I  understand  it.     Is  that 
correct? 

MR.  KIRKWCK>D:  Yes. 

COMMISSIONER  STACK:     Is  that  correct,  John? 
MR.  BARRICKLD:     It  is  my  understanding,  yes. 
COMMISSIONER  STACK:     It  was  just  inserted  therein  as  a 
criterion  to  prevent  the  practice  of  unbalanced  bidding,  which 

 — — =  I 
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is  not  appreciated  in  matters  such  as  of  this  size,  and  it 
was  also  to  set  forth,  I  think,  a  technical  and  an  arbitrary 
ratio  that  could  be  used  as  a  criterion  here  for  the  work  cost 
and  the  contractor's  profit  that  might  be  set  up. 

If  that  be  an  administrative  act  oo  the  contracting  ^ 
authority's  part,  again  harking  back  to  the  City  Attorney ''s 
opinion,  the  violation  we  are  faced  with  herein  is  merely  a 
violation  of  this  administrative  language,  and  we  are  not  now 
violating  any  law  or  any  statute.    We  are  trying  to  protect 
the  City  in  getting  a  bid  that  is  not  unbalanced,  and  actually 
I  think  the  language  provided  that  not  one  of  the  ten  bids 
were  unbalanced  to  that  extent. 

So  if  you  insert  this  other  sentence,  we  will  take  any 
cause  for  suspicion  away  from  any  actions  we  are  taking .  That 
whole  paragraph  should  be  recited  in  subparagraph  2  of  the 
RESOLVED,  and  I  think  we  will  also  be  not  only  more  grammatical 
but  we  will  really  define  the  unbalanced  bidding  and  recite 
the  reasons  why  10  per  cent  of  the  sum  of  the  total  amount 
for  Items  2  through  59  was  used  in  the  specifications . 

I  think  the  law  that  has  been  cited  to  us  indicates  that 
a  variance  from  the  insertion  such  as  this  in  a  bid  can  be 
overlooked  by  the  contracting  authority  when  it  is  let  and 
that  the  defect  itself,  then ,  is  insubstantial  and  enforces 
the  rule ,  as  I  pressed  a  couple  of  weeks  ago,  of  de  minimis. 
It  is  a  trifling  thing  the  law  would  disregard  in  order  that 
the  benefit  can  be  derived  to  the  City. 
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So  I  move  that  we  amend  that  s&mmi  part  of  the  Resolution, 
Paragraph  2  of  the  Resolution,  to  recite  that; 

"The  reason  for  including  in  the  specifications  the 
provisions  that: 

'The  lump  sum  price  bid  under  Item  1  shall 

not  exceed  10%  of  the  sum  of  the  total  amounts  bid 

for  Items  2  through  59  in  any  proposal.    Any  proposal 

in  which  Item  1  exceeds  this  amount  will  be  rejected. * 
was  to  prevent  the  practice  of  what  is  known  in  the  construction 
industry  as  "unbalanced  bidding^  and  was  also  to  define 
"unbalanced  bidding^  to  recite  the  reasons  why  the  10  per  cent 
of  the  sum  of  the  total  amount  bid  for  Items  2  through  59 
was  used  in  the  specifications." 

Further,  I  would  think  this  language  should  also  be  in 
the  Resolution  that  the  addendum  was  to  specify  a  technical 
and  arbitrary  ratio  that  might  be  used  as  a  criterion  when 
considering  unbalancing  of  bids,  consistent  with  the  definition 
that  "unbalanced  bidding"  comprehends  a  situation  where  an 
item  bid  may  inordinately  exceed  or  materially  fail  to  carry 
out  its  real  share  of  work  cost  and  contractor's  profit. 

I  think  that  would  explain  the  purpose  of  the  Engineering 
Bureau  in  setting  forth  that  language.     That  is  my  opinion, 
Mr.  Kirkwood.     I  don't  know  how  you  feel  about  it. 

COMMISSIONER  GREENBERG:    Do  you  have  in  writing  your 
proposed  change  there? 

COMMISSIONER  STACK;     Yes,   I  have  it  in  writing.     I  have 
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underscored  it  here.     I  can  give  it  to  the  secretary  if  you 
want. 

The  amendment  would  read  as  follows: 
"The  reason  for  including  in  the  specifications  the 
provisions  that: 

"The  lump  sum  price  bid  under  Item  1  shall 
not  exceed  107o  of  the  sum  of  the  total  amounts  bid 
for  Items  2  through  59  in  any  proposal.    Any  proposal 
in  which  Item  1  exceeds  this  amount  will  be  rejected.* 
was  to  prevent  the  practice  of  what  is  known  in  the  construction 
industry  as  'unbalanced  bidding,'  and  to  specify  a  technical 
and  arbitrary  ratio  that  might  be  used  as  a  criterion  when 
considering  'unbalancing  of  bids,'  consistent  with  the 
definition  that  "unbalanced  bidding"  comprehends  a  situation 
where  an  item  bid  may  inordinately  exceed  or  materially  fail 
to  carry  out  its  real  share  of  work  cost  and  contractor's 
profit. " 

End  of  Part  2  of  the  Resolution. 

I  move  that  that  be  inserted  for  Paragraph  2  of  the 
Resolution  as  it  is  now  set  forth. 

COMMISSIONER  raiTE:     Second  the  motion. 

COMMISSIONER  GRSENBERG:     It  has  been  moved  and  seconded. 
Any  questions? 

Call  the  roll,  please. 

MR.  FINN:     Commissioner  Greenberg. 

COMMISSIONER  GREENBERG:  Aye. 
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MR.  FINN:     Commissioner  White. 
COMMISSIONER  WHITE:  Aye. 
Ml.  FINN:     Commissioner  Fazackerley. 
COMMISSIONER  FAZACKERLEY:  Aye. 
MR.  FINN:     Commissioner  Stack. 
COMMISSIONER  STACK:  Aye. 

COMMISSIONER  GREENBERG:    Approved  as  read  and  amended. 

MR.  KIRKWOOD:     Then  I  think  Item  3  follows.    We  might  read 
that  just  to  review  in  light  of  the  new  language  used  in  Item 
2. 

Item  3  as  suggested  reads: 

"The  purpose  of  the  inclusion  of  such  a  limitation  has 

been  served,  since  none  of  the  bids  submitted,  including  that 
of  Clancy  M.  O^'Dell  Construction  Co.,  the  low  bidder,  was 
unbalanced." 

I  think  this  is  an  appropriate  finding  to  make  following 
the  new  language  that  has  just  been  placed  in  Item  2. 
4  reads: 

"The  reason  for  including  in  said  Contract  the  provision 

that 

"The  Commission  reserves  the  right  to  waive 
technical  defects  in  bidding" 
was  to  permit  the  Commission,  if  it  appeared  to  be  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  waive 
immaterial,  insubstantial  or  inconsequential  defects  in  any 
of  the  bids." 
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I  don't  think  any  of  the  conmiissioners  have  made  any 
suggestions  to  me  of  an  amendment  in  this  item,  and  I  know  of 
none  that  are  necessary. 

COMMISSIONER  STACK:    May  I  ask  you  if  this  language  is 
inserted  in  all  contracts  or  all  bids  that  are  published, 
"The  Commission  reserves  the  right  to  waive  technical  defects"? 

MR.  KIRKWOOD:    Yes,  it  is. 

COMMISSIONER  STACKS     I  think  that  could  be  further 
elaborated  upon,  then,  by  stating  that  this  language  is  in 
universal  use  in  all  bids  let  by  this  Commission  or  all  bids 
published  by  this  Commission. 

COMMISSIONER  GREENBERG:    You  might  find  some  it  is  left 
out  of. 

MR.  KIRKWOOD:     I  think  it  is  in  all. 
MR.  FINN:    No;  it  is  in  all. 
COMMISSIONER  STACK:     It  is  in  all  bids? 
MR.  BARRICKLD:     It  is  standard. 

MR.  FINN:     It  is  standard,  and  perhaps  Mr.  Barricklo  might 
dwell  upon  the  basis  for  that  language. 

MR.  BARRICKLO:     It  is  standard  in  all  of  the  contracts, 

Mr.  President, 

COMMISSIONER  WHITE:     Mr.  Chairman,  the  only  deviation  I 
see  from  what  has  been  read  and  what  we  have  in  the  Resolution 
might  very  well  be  the  addition  of  the  word  "technical"  between 
Vwaive"  and  "immaterial." 

".   .   .waive  technical,  immaterial,  insubstantial  or 
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inconsequential  defects  in  any  of  the  bids." 

I  would  move,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  the  word  "technical" 
be  inserted  between  the  words  "waive"  and  "immaterial." 

COMMISSIONER  GRSENBERG:     "Technical  (comma)"  yes. 

COMMISSIONER  WHITE;     "Technical  (comma)  immaterial  (comma), 
so  that  the  amended  Resolution  would  read: 

"«   .   .  if  it  appeared  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  waive  technical,  immaterial, 
insubstantial  or  inconsequential  defects  in  any  of  the  bids." 

COMMISSIONER  FAZACKERLEY;     m.  White,  may  I  suggest  that 
that  word,  some  of  this  might  have  a  connotation  apart  from 
that  which  you  have  in  mind.     "Technical"  in  its  common  use 
in  relation  to  a  project  in  which  detail  is  furnished  and 
engineering  considerations  apply  might  appear  to  set  up  a 
condition  that  is  not  in  mind  here. 

I  think  the  expression  "immaterial ^  insubstantial  or 
inconsequential"  is  more  consistent  with  what  we  have  in  mind, 
but  the  question  of  "technical"  might  raise  another  question. 

MR.  KIRKWOOD:    What  we  are  doing  in  this  finding  in  effect 
is  to  indicate  what  the  Commission  meant  by  inserting  the 
provision,  which  itself  includes  the  words  "technical  defects," 
and  I  think  to  reuse  it  here  would  not  be  helpful.     I  think 
that  unless  you  disagree  that  this  is  what  the  Commission  had 
in  mind  as  the  purpose  of  inserting  this  language,  I  think 
that  it  is  sufficient. 

What  is  your  reaction? 
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COMMISSIONER  STACK:    Yes.     I  think  the  definition  includes 
"technical, " 

COMMISSIONER  GREENBERG:    Do  you  want  to  withdraw  it? 

COMMISSIONER  WHITE:    There  is  no  second,  so  it  just  dies. 

COMMISSIONER  STACK:     May  I  ask  you  to  coisider,  in 
considering  the  word  in  the  first  line  of  Resolution  4,  "The 
reason  for  including  in  said  Contract  the"--"insert  the  word 
"standard"-'-"provision  that 

''The  Commission  reserves  the  right  to  waive 

technical  defects  in  bidding.'" 

It  would  then  on  the  face  of  it  show  that  it  is  the 
specific  waiver  of  this  contract  alone. 

I  so  move  that  the  word  "standard"  be  inserted  before 
the  word  "provision"  in  that  first  line.

COMMISSIONER  STACK:  Aye. 
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CBFMISSIONER  GREENBERG:    Approved  as  amended, 
MR.  KIRKWOOD:     In  Item  5  there  is  one  clerical  error, 
and  that  should  be  corrected;  but  we  might  read  it  through 
and  see  if  the  Commission  has  any  other  points  that  they  would 
like  to  include  in  it. 

"Although  the  O^Dell  bid  listed  the  sum  of  $1,074,000 
for  Item  1,  as  against  a  total  of  $10,095,895  for  Items  2 
through  59,  so  that  the  amount  bid  for  Item  I  was  10.6387o  of 
the  total  of  Items  2  through  59 ^  it  is  expressly  found  that 
the  excess  or  deviation  of  $64,410.50,  which  is  .638X,  is 
neither  material,  substantial,  nor  of  any  consequence,  in 
view  of  the  following  considerations,  among  others: 

*(a)    The  O'^Dell  bid  listed  the  lowest  amounts 
for  Item  1  of  all  bids  despite  the  excess  of  $64,410.50 
therein  contained; 

" (b)    The  amount  listed  for  Item  1  in  the 
O^Dell  bid  was  less  than  10%  of  the  total  bid,  the 
test  commonly  used  in  stating  such  a  limitation; 
He)    The  O^Dell  bid  was  $1,164,950"-- 
and  that  should  have  been  953-- 

"lower  than  the  next  lowest  bid; 
Hd)    The  O'Dell  bid  was  $4,054,735  less 
than  the  engineer's  estimate  of  the  contract  price; 
and 

"(e)    The  inclusion  of  the  excess  in  the  O'Dell 
bid  had  no  adverse  effect  on  any  other  bidder."" 
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COMMISSIONER  WHITE:     Mc.  GUM^iian,  I  would  move  that  the 
Resolution  be  amended  by  correcting  the  amount  that  appears  in 
Subdivision  (c)  and  that  the  amount  be  designated  as 
$1,164,953  rather  than  the  950  as  it  now  appears. 

COMMISSIONER  GREENBERG:    Do  I  hear  a  second? 

COMMISSIONER  FAZACKERLEY:  Second. 

COMMISSIONER  GREENBERG:    Any  discussion?

"The  excess  or  deviation  in  the  amount  of  the 
O'Dell  bid  for  Item  1  is  expressly  found  under  all  of  the 
existent  circumstances,  to  be  so  minor  in  nature  and  insub™ 
stantial  in  character  as  to  amount  to  nothing  more  than  a 
technical  defect  or  informality  in  bidding,  of  the  type  and 
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character  that  may,  and  should,  be  waived." 

I  have  no  suggestions  there,  unless  the  Commission  has. 
COMMISSIONER  GREENBERG:     No.  6  is  okay. 
MR.  KIRKWOOD:     Item  7. 

"The  Clancy  M.  O'Dell  Construction  Co.  has  been  found  to 
be,  and  is  hereby  recognized  as  an  experienced,  responsible 
contracting  firm,  well-qualified  to  perform  the  type  of  work 
involved  in  Contract  No.  349." 

COMMISSIONER  GREENBERG:    Any  suggestions  on  that? 

(No  response.) 

That  will  stand  as  read,  then. 

MR.  KIRKWOOD:     Then  I  think  that  it  would  be  well, 
perhaps, to  set  out  Item  8,  which  has  a  somewhat  different 
purpose  than  the  previous  ones,  from  them.     I  think  I  discussed 
this  with  one  of  the  commissioners  and  gave  him  a  suggested 
amendment  to  the  Resolution  there.     This  language  is  what  we 
drafted,  that  Item  8  of  the  Resolution  be  deleted,  and  the 
following  language  be  substituted;

COMMISSIONER  FAZACKERLEY:     I  will  move  the  following 
amendment 5  that  Item  8  of  the  Resolution  be  deleted  and  the 
following  language  be  substituted; 

"And  be  it  further  resolved,  that  this  Commission,  in 
view  of  the  foregoing  findings,  hereby  determines  and  finds 
that  it  is  for  the  benefit  and  in  the  best  interest  of  this 
Public  Utilities  Commission  and  of  the  City  and  County  of  San

One,  to  adopt  the  Resolution  that  has  been  under  discussion 
and  has  been  drafted,  and  then  the  second^  to  have  a 
Resolution  making  the  award. 

In  order  to  get  it  open  for  discussion,  I  think  that  there 
should  be  a  motion  on  this. 

COMMISSIONER  STACK:     Before  the  matter  is  moved,  I  would 
like  to  inquire  of  Mr.  Barricklo  again,  is  the  Commission  now 
acting  within  its  legal  authority  if  it  should  make  the  award 
to  the  O^Dell  Company  in  view  of  the  findings  that  we  have 
resolved  and  ratified  after  all  this  deliberation  and  study?

COMMISSIONER  FAZACKERLEY:     Mr.  President,  in  making  such 
a  motion,  and  the  motion  is  that  the  findings  of  fact  contained 
within  the  Resolution  as  now  amended  by  this  Commission  be 
adopted,  I  would  like  to  state  that  I  have  been  a  member  of 
this  Commission  for  five  years,  and  having  dealt  with  hundreds 
of  contract  awards  during  that  time,  this  matter  has  received 
the  most  careful,  thorough  and  conscientious  and  diligent 
attention  that  I  have  seen  given  to  any  similar  contract  award. 

I  think  that  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  since 
November  9,  when  this  matter  first  came  to  our  attention,  at 
the  point  of  the  opening  of  bids  and  the  considerations 
bearing  upon  these,  several  bids  were  reviewed  by  the  CommissioD 
and  on  numerous  occasions  and  through  numerous  meetings  and 
discussions,  having  had  the  benefit  of  counsel  for  interested 
bidders,  having  had  the  benefit  of  deliberation  by  the  City 
Attorney,  by  the  Chief  Utilities  Council,  and  having  reviewed 
the  Engineering  Bureau^s  deliberations  and  considerations, 
having  the  benefit,  Mr.  Stack,  of  your  legal  background  and 
authority,  having  measured  rather  fully  the  implication  here 
of  the  essential  nature  of  expedition  in  the  conduct  of  this 
work,  having    in  mind  that  this  is  an  integral  part,  the  first 
major  move  on  the  construction  of  the  Canyon  Power  Project, 
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which,  I  might  add  parenthetically,  represents  revenue  to  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  of  some  $62,000  per  week-- 
in  other  words,  any  undue  delay  of  this  project  costs  the  people 
of  San  Francisco,  the  water  and  power  users  in  this  Bay 
Community,  some  $62,000  per  each  and  every  week  of  such  delay. 

Therefore,  obviously  we  are,  because  of  the  consideration 
contained  within  the  Resolution,  necessarily  prejudiced  in  favor 
of  such  an  early  award. 

The  point  has  been  raised  about  the  question  of  benefit 
to  the  O^Dell  Company  in  the  event  that  this  award  is  made 
to  them,  benefit  to  the  consideration  of  Item  1,  and  the 
excess  of  some  $64,000,  actually  §64,410.50,  and  the  fact  that 
because  of  its  being  placed  in  Item  1  that  the  O^Dell  Company 
might  have  the  benefit  of  an  earlier  payment.     It  has  been 
established  that  that  earlier  payment  under  this  process  and 
within  this  bid  extending  over  a  period  of  two  years  and  eight 
months,  and  computed  at  a  3.05  per  cent  interest  rate,  would 
amount  to  approximately  $5,400. 

Now,  it  is  quite  obvious  that  $5,400  is  certainly  a  very 
minor  amount.     Even  when  it  is  added  to  the  amount  contained 
within  Item  1,   Item  1  still  falls  substantially  below  Item  1 
as  shown  in  any  other  bid  submitted  under  this  proposal  and 
certainly  is  an  inf initesimally  small  amount  when  considering 
the  gross  amount  of  the  bid,  $11,169,895,  and  of  course  a 
very  substantial  difference  between  the  O^Dell  bid  and  the  next 
low  bid. 
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So  with  these  considerations  in  mind,  I  do  move  the 
adoption  at  this  point  and  intend  to  vote  affirmatively  on  the 
adoption  of  such  a  motion.

This  letter  is  written  to  supplement  my  Opinion  No*  1583 
given  to  you  on  November  22,  1961 o 

A  proposed  resolution  submitted  to  you  yesterday  by  Mr. 
Kirkwood  making  certain  recitals  of  fact  that  may  be  helpful,  if 
admissible,  in  the  event  litigation  is  instituted,  contesting  the 
validity  of  the  proposed  contract  by  a  taxpayer o 

When  advising  you  in  my  opinion  of  November  22,  1961, 

1  had  in  mind  the  very  definite  language  that  is  contained  in 

the  addendum  to  the  bids  that  any  bid  exceeding  the  total  of  items 

2  to  59  "will  be  rejected o''    The  O'Dell  bid  did  exceed  by  the 
amount  of  $64,000.    I  could  find  no  case  under  the  doctrine  of 
de  minimis,  which  I  referred  to  in  my  opinion,  that  would  allow 
this  Commission  to  waive  the  mandatory  language.    Having  in  mind  the 
grave  financial  loss  that  may  occur  to  not  only  members  of  the 
Commission,  but  most  importantly  to  the  Controller  in  the  event 

he  were  to  certify  this  void  bid  as  to  availability  of  funds,  I 
approached  the  problem  very  carefully  and  conservatively. 

Further,  I  had  in  mind  the  position  of  the  O'Dell 
Construction  Company  if  litigation  ensued  over  this  void  bid 
and  felt  that  the  mere  certification  of  funds  by  the  Controller 
would  probably  not  solve  the  contractor's  position,  but  when 
moneys  were  to  be  paid  out  to  the  company  and  then  suit  were 
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instituted  the  Controller  would  be  powerless  to  pay  and  this  would 
result  in  a  stoppage  of  work  and  many  months  and  probably  a  couple 
of  years  before  the  matter  would  be  ultimately  determined  by  the 
courts*    This  would  be  unfair  to  the  contractor  who  would  have 
already  invested  a  considerable  sum  of  money,  but  that  rests  with 
him  to  determine  whether  he  wishes  to  assume  this  business  risk* 

I  also  was  mindful  of  the  fact  that  each  month's  delay 
in  the  completion  of  this  contract  means  a  loss  to  the  City 
estimated  at  $100,000  a  month*    I  weighed  carefully  the  effects 
of  rejecting  all  bids  and  starting  anew  and  felt  that  this  was  the 
safest  procedure  to  follow^    Even  if  it  resulted  in  a  higher  bid 
than  the  0*^0611  Construction  Company  made,  the  net  result  might 
be  a  saving  to  the  taxpayers o 

In  our  last  experience  of  rejecting  bids  in  connection 
with  this  project  for  the  supplying  of  hydraulic  impulse  turbines, 
governors  and  other  objects,  the  rejection  of  the  faulty  low  bid 
and  the  readvertising  for  new  bids  resulted  in  a  substantially 
lower  price  to  the  City  and  this  may  well  be  the  situation  in  the 
bids  for  the  construction  of  the  tunnel • 

How  far  your  proposed  resolution  would  aid  in  actually 
defeating  litigation  that  may  be  initiated,  I  am  unable  to  state, 
but  the  ultimate  question  for  the  courts  to  determine  is  whether 
it  is  a  void  bid  in  view  of  the  mandatory  language  "will  be 
rejected"  employed  in  the  solicitation  for  bids* 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  advise  you  that  in  the  absence 
of  any  authority  I  am  unable  to  state  what  a  court  may  do  under 
the  facts  of  this  case,  but  reiterate  what  I  have  stated  in  my 
opinion  that  the  safe  course  of  conduct  would  be  to  reject  all 
bidso

Victor  B,  Levit,  Attorney  at  Law,  Chairman  of  the  San  Francisco 

Municipal  Conference,  was  unable  to  remain  and  make  a  presenta- 
tion to  the  Commission.    Mr.Levit  left  early  and  filed  a  letter 
dated  December  13 »  1961,  opposing  a  special  50  fare  for  senior 
citizens.     This  letter  was  read  into  the  record  by  Mr.  Kirkwood. 


At  this  point  Commissioner  Greenberg  took  the  matter  back  into  the 
lands  of  the  Commission  and  asked  for  comments  and  discussion. 

■r 

OoLimissioner  Hansen  stated  that  he  was  in  sympathy  with  the  probler:.- 
of  the  aged — their  serious  problems  with  respect  to  housing,  health 
and  welfare.     He  stated  he  did  not  know  to  what  extent  the  Municipal 
Railway  could  contribute  tothe  solution  of  those  problems.  He 
thought  that  basically  it  was  an  economic  problem.    The  Commission  is 
charged  v/ith  the  operation  of  the  Municipal  Railway  on  a  basis  which 
is  equitable  to  all  taxpayers.    He  stated  perhaps  greater  considera- 
tion could  be  given  the  senior  citizens  if  the  basic  fare  were 
higher.    He  cited  the  cost  of  operating  the  railroad,  the  high  tax 
subvention,  and  concluded  that  the  Commission  in  his  opinion  could 
not  consider  seriously  the  senior  citizen  fare  v;ithout  taking  a  look 
at  the  basic  150  fare  and  other  rates  which  the  railroad  offers. 
Commissioner  Hansen  stated  that  the  Commission  had  the  responsibility 
of  the  overall  operation  of  the  Municipal  Railway  and  also  the 
responsibility  to  keep  tax  subvention  at  a  minimum. 

Commissioner  Stack  stated  that  as  a  new  member  of  the  Commission  he 
did  not  havQ  the  opportunity  of  evaluating  the  problem  for  too  long 
a  period.    He  stated  that  he,  too,  was  in  sympathy  and  could  not 
disagree  with  the  statements  made  by  the  proponents.    He  stated  he 
wished  the  fare  were  free  to  all  citizens  of  the  city;  however,  he 
took  an  oath  of  office  to  do  a  business-like  job  on  the  Commission, 
an  oath  which  he  was  boujid  to  live  up  to* 

Commissioner  Stack  cited  the  excellent  service  and  good  equipment 
owned  and  maintained  by  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway,  and 
again  pointed  out  the  Municipal  Railway  has  the  lov/est  fare  in  the 
country.    He  again  expressed  sympathy  to  all  of  those  older  citizens 
who  found  it  difficult  to  pay  a  150  faro.     He  reminded  everyone  of 
the  economic  problems  of  young  men  and  women  with  families  with  low 
incomes,  and  stated  he  would  hate  to  see  the  fares  attacked  by  any 
3Toup  to  the  extent  that  there  w  ould  be  a  great  move  to  increase  the 
fares  to  250  or  300.    Commissioner  Stack  took  the  position  that  he 
would  not  like  to  see  the  fares  increased  so  that  90^  would  pay  a 
higher  fare  so  that  10?^  could  pay  a  lower  fare. 

Commissioner  Pazackerley  stated  he  thought  that  the  situation  had 
ooen  very    coherently  and  cogently  presented  by  Comniis  si  oners  Hansen 
and  Stack.     He  stated  his  position  remained  unchanged.     He  said 
dimply  that  he  was  not  in  favor  of  a  special  fare  for  senior 
citizens. 

'\->mniissioner  White  stated  that  in  his  opinion  the  request  for  reduced 
fare  for  senior  citizens  is  fair  and  equitable.     He  appreciated  all 
bne  remarks  made  by  Commissioners  Stack  and  Hansen  and  granted  tnat 
■-■hey  were  true.    Hv.  stated  he  was  at  the  budget  meeting  at  the 
M/Licipal  Railway  this  morning  and  he  also  took  his  appointment  as  a 
ravjmber  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  with  some  idea  of  the 
icrious  fiduci?=?ry  responsibilities  attached  to  it.     He  stated  he 
felt  there  was  very  definitely  some  merit  to  the  consideration  of  a 

fare  tor  senior  citi^.ens;  and  in  vievf  of  the  fa^t  he  sponsored 
jnis  proposal  and  there  has  been  nothing  said  to  change  his  mind, 
he  would  vote  in  favor  of  the  consideration  for  a  request  for 
special  fare. 
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Upon  motion  by  Commissioner  Pazackerley,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Hansen,  the  report  and  recommendation  by  V.  W,  Anderson,  General 
Manager,  Municipal  Railway,  dated  December  11,  19^1,  was  approved 
as  presented.

This  report  augments  those  previously  submitted  on  the 
proposal  of  others  for  a  special  5^  rate  of  fare  for  senior 
citizens  during  certain  off-peak  periods. 

Proponents  have  been  optimistic  in  predicting  that  such, 
a  reduction  in  rate  vjould  [.-generate  much  additional  riding  on  the 
part  of  the  senioi^  group,  and,  because  of  their  limited  income, 
permit  them  to  make  many  more  outings  than  at  present. 

Opinions  have  been  expressed  that  the  more  frequent  use 
of  transit  by  the  senior  citizens  would  not  involve  monetary  loss 
to  the  Municipal  Railway.     To  substantiate  that  prexmise  it  would, 
of  course,  require  a  300^^  increase  in  patronage — or  averaging 
three  transit  rides  at  the  requested        rate  for  every  ride  taken 
at  the  current  l5^'  rate. 

As  to  the  effect  of  a  special  senior  citizens'  rate  on 
patronage,  the  only  actual  survey  that  has  come  to  our  attention 
is  one  recently  conducted  in  Los  Angeles.     There,   senior  citizens 
pay  l5^  fares  in  designated  off-peak  periods  in  lieu  of  the  basic 
25^  rate. 

The  Los  Angeles  study  indicates  a  20^^  increase  in  riding 
of  the  senior  group,  9Q»'jfo  of  which  occurs  in  off-peak  periods. 
That,  however,   is  not  nearly  enough  to  offset  the  difference  in 
fare.     Information  from  Los  Angeles  also  indicates  that  because 
of  limited  financial  resources  and  relatively  fixed  habits  of 
the  group  involved,  only  strong  motivation  would  induce  travel 
above  the  levels  regarded  as  necessary.     It  is  evident  that  the 
fare  differential  has  not  provided  a  motive  of  that  intensity. 

The  experimental  special  fare  arrangemient  in  Los  Angeles 
is  being  extended  to  Januar^r  16  to  give  the  proponents  a  further 
opportunity  to  generate  new  riding,  even  though  there  is  little 
likelihood  it  can  be  accomplished  in  sufficient  volume.     It  has 
been  indicated  that  if  any  loss  in  revenue  is  involved,   the  spe- 
cial rate  will  be  discontinued.

The  present  regular  basic  l5$/  fare  in  San  Prancisco  is 
available  to  senior  citizens  and  others  during  all  hours  of  oper 
ation.     That  rate  is  equal  to  the  special  l5^rate  for  senior 
citizens  in  Los  Angeles,  Toledo  and  Des  Moines,  these  boing 
on  an  experimental  basis — and  applicable  in  those  cities  only  in 
designated  off-peak  hours.     In  one  city,  Detroit,  the  special 
off-peak  rate  is  10^  for  the  senior  group.     In  each  of  these 
other  cities  the  regular  basic  cash  fare  rate  is  2^^  to  30$^. 

Experience  in  Detroit  indicates  that  60^  of  the  senior 
group  is  excluded  by  a  restriction  limiting  income  to  ^^1,200 
per  year.    Applying  that  formula  and  the  Los  Angeles  experience 
as  to  a  2.0%  increase  in  usage  would  indicate  a  loss  in  revenue 
approximating  5^500,000  per  year,  attributable  to  a  5^  off-peak 
fare  for  senior  citizens  here. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the  present  low  fare 
rates  in  San  Prancisco  do  not  produce  nearly  enough  revenue  to 
cover  the  cost  of  the  service,     Por  each  of  the  past  three  years 
tax  support  of  the  transit  system  has  averaged  approximately 
15^500,000,  even  though  operating  economies  have  been  effected. 

It  is  significant  to  observe  that  San  Prancisco 's 
trolley  coach  operation  which  consistently  operated  at  a  profit 
over  a  period  of  years  no  longer  does  so.     Por  the  fiscal  year 
1956-5?  that  profit  was  approximately  $300,000.     Por  the  past 
fiscal  year  the  loss  was  approximately  ';?L!.50,000. 

"Statement  No,  2"  is  prepared  monthly  and  gives  line 
statistics.     While  that  statement  is  prepared  on  a  "cash" 
basis  and  is  subject  to  certain  variable  factors,   it  is  never- 
theless a  fact  that  September  1961  was  the  first  month  in  the 
history  of  the  Railway  where  the  indicated  loss  was  over 
|600,000,     The  September  statement  also  shows  only  one  of  the 
system's  60  lines  operating  at  a  profit — that  being  trolley 
coach  line  #30, 

This  information  is  presented  so  that  due  considera- 
tion may  be  given  whether  or  not  it  would  be  proper  to  make 
any  reduction  in  the  Municipal  Railway's  fare  structure  for 
the  benefit  of  a  special  group,  and  where  there  is  indication 
that  such  concessions  lead  to  requests  from  others  who  may  be 
able  to  plead  an  equal  cause--and  particularly  when  the  Rail- 
way's fare  rates  are  already  among  the  lowest  of  the  nation's 
larger  cities.

The  proposal  under  consideration  cannot  be  recommended 
from  a  transit  point  of  view.     Not  only  would  it  involve  a  con- 
siderable loss  in  revenue,  but  it  would  also  pose  difficult 
operational  problems.     It  is  also  believed  that  the  application 
of  senior  citizens'  fares  during  designated  off-peak  hours 
would  result  in  complaints.     This  contention  is  based  on  the 
present  experience  with  the  Si  i*ate  of  student  fares  which  is 
acceptable  only  during  certain  periods  and  is  rather  com- 
plicated in  application.

The  San  Francisco  Municipal  Conference  Is  opposed 
to  the  proposed  5c  Municipal  Railway  fpre  for  so-called  "senior 
citizens".    We  note  that  the  manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway 
yesterday  labeled  the  proposal  "costly  pnd  complicated". 

We  are  Informed  that  Mr.  Anderson,  General  Manager  of 
the  Municipal  Railway,  has  submitted  a  report  to  the  Ccrranlsslon 
estimating  that  the  loss  in  revenue  from  such  a  reduction  In 
fare  would  be  at  least  $500,000  a  year.    Since  the  present  deficit 
of  the  Municipal  Railway  Is  approaching  $6,000,000,  the  taxpayers 
of  San  Francisco  should  not  be  asked  to  contribute  more  to  this 
red  Ink.    San  Francisco's  taxes  per  capita  are  already  close  to 
the  highest  In  the  United  States,  and  while  the  cost  of  living 
here  has  gone  up  307.  in  the  last  ten  years,  the  property  taxes  per 
capita  have  Increased  1007.,    Nothing  should  be  done  to  make  this 
situation  worse. 

In  addition,  there  Is  the  basic  question  of  fairness. 
Why  should  the  so-called  "senior  citizens"  be  given  preferential 
treatment,  thus  discriminating  against  the  other  riders  of  the 
Municipal  Railway?    Next,  those  who  are  In  111  health  will  want 
a  special  rate;  perhaps  tourists  should  receive  preference;  there 
Is  no  end  to  the  various  groups  who  can  justify  some  form  of 
special  treatment.     Apart  from  the  Inequities  involved,  there 
would  be  difficult  administrative  problems  In  determining  who  was 
properly  entitled  to  be  considered  a  "senior  citizen",  Mr. 
Anderson,  General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  has  indicated 
his  opposition  to  the  proposal  for  many  of  these  reasons*

GRAND  JURY  REPORT- -HQODLUMISM: 

The  Grand  Jury  has  issued  a  preliminary  report  covering 
its  observations  of  the  four  Utilities  of  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco,  Including  the  Municipal  Railway.     It  states  "As  a  result 
of  its  scrutiny,  this  Gomraittee  is  happy  to  report  that  this 
vital  area  of  city  governraent  is  in  excellent  shape  indeed''. 

As  pertaining  specifically  to  the  Municipal  Railway,  the 
report  commends  the  action  taken  in  dealing  with  the  problem  of 
hoodlums  and  vandals,  and  expresses  hope  that  the  effort  will  be 
continuing. 

The  problem  which  was  experienced  in  San  Francisco,  and 
fortunately  has  been  brought  under  much  better  control,  also 
occurs  in  other  cities  and  even  to  a  more  alarming  degree.  In 
a  current  letter  from  the  vice  president  of  the  transit  system 
in  St.  Louis,   c  major  increase  In  such  incidents  is  cited, 
including  one  where  an  operator  was  shot  and  killed,   and  another 
where  the  operator  was  shot  in  the  head  and  is  in  serious 
condition.     Information  has  been  relayed  to  St,  Louis  as  to 
methods  used  here  in  dealing  with  the  problem, 

GEARY  EXPRESSV^AY: 

The  Geary  Expressway  was  opened  to  traffic  at  noon  on 
Wednesday,  December  6,  when  operation  of  Line  "3   coaches  via 
Geary  was  resumed  in  the  Western  Addition  area.     Also  effective 
that  date.  Line  ,/38-Express  coaches  were  routed  via  Geary  in 
both  directions  between  Baker  and  Franklin,  instead  of  inbound 
via  O'Farrell  and  outbound  via  post  in  that  section. 


V.  Vi.  ANDERSON  REPORT  TO  PUG  -  3  Deceoiber  19,  1961 

Despite  close  timing  of  certain  projects  related  to  the 
Geary  Expressway,  the  Police  and  Public  Works  Depart^nents  com- 
pleted the  installation  of  bus  stop  zones  on  the  new  Expressway 
before  resuming  operation  via  Geary. 

Traffic  moves  very  well  on  the  new  thoroughfare,  permitting 
coaches  to  make  better  time.     Specific  checks  are  in  progress 
toward  proper  adjustment  of  scneduled  running  time. 

SOUTH  OF  MRKET  TRAFFIC  CONGESTION: 

Extreme  traffic  congestion  has  developed  in  recent  weeks 
in  the  south  of  Market  area  in  the  afternoon  peak  period  and  is 
no  doubt  related  to  the  Bay  Bridge  reconstruction  project. 
Traffic  backlogs  to  the  extent  that  it  clogs  Sen  Francisco* s 
streets,     Tnis  has  resulted  in  serious  delay  to  transit  vehicles- 
particulsrly  on  "north-south''  Lines  l5-i4-2,  27,  30  and  i|0.  V'hile 
traffic  congestion  may  frequently  be  the  cause  of  some  delay,  the 
current  delays  are  of  greater  magnitude  and  in  some  cases  have 
caused  coacnes  to  run  as  much  as  one  hour  behind  schedule.     In  a 
current  press  report  there  is  indication  that  the  Bay  Bridge 
transit  buses  have  been  delayed  as  much  as  90  minutes. 

V/hile   this  problem  is  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Inter- 
departmental Traffic  Staff,   it  appears  that  the  basic  cause  of 
the  difficulty  as  pertaining  to  the  Bay  Bridge  will  have  to  be 
remedied  to  obtain  relief  from  the  resultant  congestion  on  San 
Francisco  streets.

01^ "WAY  STREET  PROPOSALS  ; 

A  proposal  is  under  consideration  to  designate  Jefferson 
as  a  one-way  street  in  the  Pishernan's  Wharf  area.     This  will 
require  certain  adjustments  in  routing  of  Lines  19  and  32.  The 
net  result  should  be  beneficial,  however,  as  there  is  presently 
considerable  congestion  on  Jefferson  Street  at  Fisherman's  ^/harf 
during  certain  periods  which  also  results  in  delay  to  coaches  on 
Lines  19  and  32. 

Also  under  consideration  is  a  proposal  to  designate  Gough

Airport  Manager  Belford  Brown  read  to  the  Commission  his  memorandum 
-^.ated  December  26,  1961,  entitled  "Report  on  Fixed  B,qse  Operator's 
.Proposal  for  Increased  Outdoor  Storages  Charges."    This  memorandum, 
included  a  chart  showing  the  revisions  made  in  rates  and  charges  for 
general  aviation  aircraft  outdoor  storage  from  November,  1946,  to  the 
present . 

Mr.  Brown  then  explained  that  during  negotiations  with  Bay  Aviation 
oervices  Company  and  Butler  Aviation,  the  negotiations  in  part  were 
concerned  with  the  request  by  Butler  and  Bay  Aviation  Services  for  a 
revision  of  the  outdoor  storage  charges  for  general  aviation  aircraft. 
Mr.  Brown  stated  that  he  agreed  he  would  present  the  proposed 
revisions  in  the  charges  provided  Butler  Aviation  proved  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  that  the  proposed 
charges  would  be  comparable  to  those  at  other  similar  airpoi-ts , 
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Mr.  Brown  went  on  to  explain  that  there  vyere  no  lending  fees 
charged  general  aviation  aircraft  prior  to  January,  1951,  and  since 
that  date  there  were  no  landing  fees  for  aircraft  not  over  9999 
pounds.     He  also  explained  the  revisions  that  had  been  ma^e  since 
1946  in  outdoor  storage  charges  for  general  aviation  aircraft. 

At  this  point,  Thomas  P.  Casey,  Jr.,  Attorney  at  Law,  represmting 
Thomas  P.  Dougherty  and  other  general  aviation  aircraft  owners  who 
are  based  at  or  use  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  requested 
a  continuance  of  the  hearing  for  a  period  of  one  month  in  order  that 
ho  might  prepare  a  proper  presentation.    Mr.  Casey  explained  he  hr.c 
only  been  retained  within  the  last  few  days. 

The  Commission  took  Mr.  Casey's  request  under  submission,  and  thc.. 
called  on  Mr.  Arthur  Adams,  representing  Butler  Aviation,  who  sub- 
mitted an  undated  photostat  pre  paired  by  his  firm,  showing  comparison 
of  parking  and  landing  fees  for  general  aviation  aircraft  betv/een 
San  Francisco,  Chicago,  Nevj  York  and  Los  Angeles  airports.  I^Ir*. 
Adams  went  on  to  explain  that  he  thought  that  these  were  reasonable 
changes  in  the  rates,  and  he  realized  the  aircraft  ovmers  were 
critical  of  services  but  that  his  firm  had  submitted  plans  to  the 
airport  management  for  expansion  and  improvement  of  existing 
facilities  and  services •

Commissioner  Fazackerley  then  moved  the  matter  be  continued  until 
January  30,  1962,  at  the  hour  of  2s00  p.m.    Commisoioner  Hansen 
jc-oonded.    Upon  unanimous  vote,  the  Commission  directed  that  the 
Public  Hearing  be  continued  until  Januaiy  50,  1962,  at  the  hour  of 
2;00  p.m.  for  the  purpose  of  considering  revision  of  Part  II, 
Aircraft  Storage,  of  the  existing  Schedule  of  Rates  and  Charges  fo^ 
GomiTion  Use  Facilities  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  and 
the  Secretary  was  directed  to  prepare  such  notification  as  was 
possible  and  required  to  be  ma,de.    Mr.  Adams,  representing  Butler 
Aviation,  indicated  that  he  would  notify  all  of  the  general  aviation 
aircraft  owners  who  stored  their  airplanes  at  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport. 


Mr.  Kirlwood  reported  that  he  had  been  asked  by  Louis  Chess,  member 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  County  of  San  Mateo,  to  discuss  v/ith 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  the  possible  participation  of  San 
Francisco  in  a  survey  of  the  problems  of  dirt  hauling  in  San  J^lat  eo 
County.    Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  this  was  a  m.atter  several  of  the 
members  of  the  Commission  are  familiar  with,  and  0.  L.  Moore,  General 
Manager,  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  has  sat  in  on  many  of  the 
discussions.     In  connection  with  the  dirt  haul  problem,  some  time 
back  it  was  suggested  there  should  be  a  study  regarding  the 
possibility  of  hauling  by  belt,  later  that  was  expanded  to  include 
alternate  methods  of  hauling  dirt.    Wilsey  k  Ham,  consulting 
engineers,  were  contacted  by  the  San  Mateo  County  groups.  The 
estimate  for  the  belt  survey  was  $9000.     San  Mateo  County  agreed  to 
pay  $5000  and  hoped  that  San  Francisco  would  put  up  the  other  $4000. 
The  cost  of  the  broader  survey  is  in  the  neighborhood  of  $11,500. 
Mr.  Chess  indicated  they  would  be  willing  to  pay  the  additional  cost 
and  are  asking  San  Francisco  to  pay  the  $4000  as  originally 
requested, 

Mr,  Kirkwood  stated  he  was  having  difficulty  in  presenting  the 
matter  to  the  Coiimiission  with  his  recommendation.    He  felt  San 
^"""rancisco  is  a  taxpayer  in  San  Mateo  County;  the  dirt  we  are  hauling 
and  that  will  be  used  there  will  result  in  an  incrorse  in  the  tax 
base;  no  other  single  taxpayer  is  being  asked  to  contribute  to  the 
)ost  of  the  survey.    Mr.  Kiriwood  stated  Mr.  Chess  comters  with  the 
argument  that  we  have  been  the  principal  user  of  dirt,  the  problem 
iias  been  primarily  the  result  of  our  activities,  and  he  feels  that 
as  a  matter  of  their  internal  problems  and  ours  that  thj.s  is  the 
solution.    Mr.  Kirkwood  added  he  wtls  under  the  impression  the 
reaction  of  the  Mutual  Problems  Cormnittee  was  generally  favorable 
to  Mr,  Chess*  request. 

After  discussion  by  the  Commission  as  to  the  possible  route  and 
purchase  of  rights  of  way  for  a  belt,  the  Comrxiission  indicated  lack 
of  interest  in  the  proposal.     Commissioner  Fazackcrley  then  stated 
that  as  a  matter  of  policy  this  Commission  should  prepare  future 
fill  contract  specifications  in  such  a  manner  that  the  interference, 
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the  inconvonience ,  the   'intolerable"  ccnditions  which  have  arisen 
out  of  dirt  hauling  will  be  eliminated.     He  st-ited  it  might  increase 
the  cost  of  fill  contracts  but  that  the  GonimiGuion  should  bear  the 
cost.     The  Oommissi on  so  ordered*

December  26,  1961  . 

WATER  SALES: 

Collections  from  the  sale  of  water  for  the  first  eighteen 
days  of  December  1961  were  S820,482.84  which  is  S96, 369.26  more 
than  for  the  similar  period  in  I960.    Por  the  fiscal  year  through 
December  18,  1961  collections  amounted  to  ^1^8 , 55^»078 .68  an 
increase  of  ^t-^G)?, 79^«03  or  5 •8%  above  last  fiscal  year  through 
December  18, 

CONSUMPTION: 

In  November  1961,  the  gross  consumption  (water  released 
into  the  system  for  consumption)  for  the  entire  system  averaged 
141.7  million  gallons  per  day.     This  is  an  increase  of  6.5%  or 
8.7  million  gallons  per  day  over  the  November  I960  consumption. 

Storage  in  the  Calaveras,  Crystal  Springs,  San  Andreas  and 
Pilarcitos  Reservoirs  was  31? 998  million  gallons  on  December  20, 
1961,  which  is  million  gallons  or  14-%  less  than  on  the  same 

date  last  year.     When  full  these  reservoirs  hold  57>702  million 
gallons,  so  that  storag^e  therein  is  now  55%  of  rated  capacity. 

Production  of  water  this  season  to  December  14  by  runoff 
from  local  watersheds  on  the  Peninsula  and  in  Alameda  County  has 
been    527*2  million  gallons,  which  amounts  to  three  average  days 
use  of  water  from  the  system.     There  has  been  an  additional  gain  ■ 
of  water  stored  in  the  Peninsula  Reservoirs  from  the  water 
delivered  from  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  amounting  to  637 •2 
million  gallons  or  about  3-6  average  days  use  of  water,  which 
makes  a  total  gain  in  storage  this  season  of  about  6*6  average 
day's  use. 

APPLICATION  FOR  WATER  SUPPLY  FOR  RESALE  PURPOSES: 

No  developments  of  significance  have  occurred  since  my 
report  dated  November  28  with  reference  to  application  for  water 
supply  from  the  Alameda  County  Water  District,  or  from  the  Cities 
of  Palo  Alto,  Alviso  and  Cupertino. 

City  of  Hayvjard.     Currently  the  City  Council  of  Haywar-d 
is  conferring  with  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utilities  District 
regarding  the  possibility  of  Hayward  joining  that  District.  No 
information  will  probably  be  forthcoming  from  Hayward  until  about 
the  close  of  this  month  when  the  conferences  are  now  scheduled  to 
be  completed. 
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WATER  Q.UALITY: 


Eleven  water  main  flushing  operations  were  completed  within 
the  City  during  the  month  of  November  1961,  all  of  which  were  to 
correct  local  dirty  water  conditions, 

CLAIMS: 

On  November  1,  1961  there  were  4-2  claims  for  damages 
outstanding  that  had  been  filed  by  the  V/ater  Department  against 
others  amounting  to  4$7,095»91.     During  the  month  of  November  no 
new  claims  of  this  type  were  filed.     Fourteen  claims  were  settled 
in  the  amount  of  $1,017.80.     On  November  30  there  v/ere  28  outstand- 
ing claims  of  this  type  totaling  S6, 078.11. 

During  the  month  of  November  1961,  there  were  17  claims 
for  damages  filed  against  the  Water  Department  by  others  amounting 
to  ^23,320,57.     Six  claims  amounting  to  1^928.54  were  settled  for 
S647.20.     Five  claims  amounting  to  1$20,363-00  were  denied.  On 
November  30,  1961  there  were  61  claims  of  this  type  outstanding 
in  the  amount  of  -ij'1995  722,53« 

SERVICES  AND  CUSTOFlEHS; 

During  the  month  of  November  1961,  246  water  services  were 
renewed.     Of  this  total  178  v/ere  renewed  on  orders  issued  by  the 
Commercial  Division  and  68  on  orders  issued  by  the  City  Distribu- 
tion Division.     On  November  30,  1961  there  were  7^8  incomplete 
orders,  which  include  those  issued  in  connection  with  street 
renewal  and  contract  work,  v/hich  is  50  less  than  incompleted  orders 
on  October  31,  1961. 

There  were  516  more  customers  on  November  30,  1961  than 
on  the  same  date  in  I960. 

CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENT  PROGRAM: 

The  Capital  Improvement  Program  of  the  Water  Department 
for  the  period  1962-63  through  1967-68  was  presented  to  the  City 
Planning  Commission  at  their  meeting  of  December  5,  1961.  The 
Planning  Commission  approvt^d  the  progrcon  as  being  in  conformity 
with  the  Master  Plan, 

CORPORATION  YARD: 

The  contract  with  Architect  Milton  T,  Pfleuger  was 
certified  by  the  Controller  on  December  13,  1961.     The  initial 
conference  between  the  Architect  and  members  of  the  staff  has 
been  held  and  the  Architect  will  have  contact  with  individual 
members  of  the  staff  in  developing  the  size  of  buildings, 
arrangement  and  other  details. 
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SAN  MTONIO  DAM: 


A  meeting  was  held  on  December  15  vd.tl'i  representatives  of 
the  Bechtel  Corporation  to  discuss  the  preliminary  design  of  San 
Antonio  Dam,  Spillway  and  Outlet  Tower.     Decisions  were  reached 
on  general  design  criteria  for  the  Outlet  'lowers     There  was 
general  agreement  on  the  dam  sectiv..n  design,  with  the  freeboard 
height  to  be  given  additiOiial  study  and  further  study  was  also  to 
be  made  on  s  shorter  and  more  economical  spillway* 

1961  MUNICIPAL  WATER  SYSTEM  BOND  PROJECT; 

A  supplemental  appropriation  request  for  the  current 
fiscal  year  is  being  finalized  to  cover  expenditures  during  the 
period  January  1  to  June  50,  1962.     The  first  bids  for  sale  of 
bonds  for  this  project  are  expected  to  be  called  for  by  the 
Controller  on  February  13,  1962.     Items  to  be  financed  from  the 
Bond  Issue  during  the  fiscal  year  1962-63  were  included  in  this 
Budget  which  was  reviewed  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  on 
December  18,  1961. 
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
